DUKE   DE   VERAGUA. 

Little  of  pomp  and  ceremony  marked 
the  reception  of  the  duke  of  Veragua, 
but  there  was  a  true  Western  heartiness 
and  earnestness  about  the  welcome  that 
made  him  feel  at  once  that  he  was  at 
home  and  in  the  house  of  his  friend. 
Long  before  the  hour  scheduled  for  the 
arrival  of  the  ducal  train  at  the  Indiana- 
Illinois  border,  the  reception  committee 
from  this  city  was  in  waiting  at  Grand 
crossing.  They  had  gotten  up  with  the 
lark  and  7  o'clock  saw  the  special  car 
flying  outward  on  the  Pennsylvania  road 
to  meet  the  incoming  train. 

In  the  party  were  W.  E.  Curtis,  repre- 
senting the  department  of  state;  Senor 
E.  Dupuy  de  Lome,  commissioner  gen- 
eral from  Spain  io  the  exposition;  Ho- 
bart  C.  Cbatfield-Taylor,  Spanish  consul 
in  this  citv;  President  Palmer  and  Pres- 
ident H.  N.  Higinbotham,  representing 
the  national  commission  and  the  local 
directory,  and  one  representative  each 
of  the  federal,  state  and  city  govern- 
ment and  the  citizens'  committee  of  re- 
ception. The  second  section  of  the 
Columbian  express,  and  to  which  the  spe- 
cial car  Amphion,  in  which  the  distin- 
guished foreigners  were  quartered, 
reached  Grand  crossing  a  short  time 
after  9  o'clock. 

There  was  a  stop  of  a  moment  to  en- 
able the  reception  committee  to  get 
aboard,  and  then  the  engineer  opened 
the  throttle  and  the  train  sped  like  light- 
ning toward  Chicago.  The  meeting  be- 
tween the  World's  fair  representatives 
and  the  duke's  party  was  entirely  inform- 
al, the  official  welcome  being  reserved 
un:il  the  citv  was  actually  reached.  Con- 
sul Taylor  did  the  introductory  honors 
and  the  party  settled  back  in  their  seats 
and  chatted  on  everything  m  general 
and  nothing  in  particular. 

The  Duke  Enthusiastic. 
The  duke  was  especially  enthusiastic 
regarding  the  evidences  of  industry  and 
prosperity  that  he  had  observed  on  every 
hand  in  his  trip  across  the  first  half  of 
what  he  repeatedly  referred  to  as  "this 
great  wonderful  country,"  and  expressed 
a  wish  that  his  arrangements  would  per- 
mit of  his  seeing  a  great  deal  more  of  it 
than  would  be  possible  in  the  time  that 
remains  before  his  departure  for  home. 
The  train  reached  the  Union  depot  at 
10:30  a.  m.  A  large  crowd  had  assem- 
bled and  a  rousing  cheer  shook  the  big 
barn-like  structure  even  before  Ja  single 
one  of  those  on  the  special  car  could  be 
discerned  save  the  grinning  darkies  who 
stood  on  the  platform. 

The  crowd  pressed  forward  on  the 
gates  and  wouhl  have  forced  its  way  in- 
side and  taken  the  train  by  storm,  had  it 
not  ijeen  for  the  opportune  arrival  of  a 
detachment  of  police  which  cleared  a  way 
through  the  throng  and  kept  it  hack  at  a 
comfortable  distance.  When  the  ducal 
party  had  alighte<l  from  the  train,  Presi- 
dent Palmer  extended  his  hand  and 
again  grasping  that  of  the  duke  formallv 
welcomed  him  to  the  World's  fair  and 
the  World's  fair  city. 

President  Palmer's  Welcome. 
President  Palmer  spoke  informally  to 
the  duke  on  the  platform  inside  the 
gates,  his  grace  being  in  the  center  of  a 
small  but  brilliant  assemblage  of  officials 
and  officers  representing  the  exposition, 
the  city  of  Chicago,  the  federal  and  state 
goverimients  and  the  army.  The  iluch- 
ess  of  Veragua  stood  by  her  hu.sband's 
side,  holding  in  her  hands  a  magniticcnt 
bunch  of  American  Beauty  roses. 


Chicago,  April  29. — Fresh  from  the 
splendors  of  the  naval  display.  President 
Cleveland  was  welcomed  to  Chicago  to- 
day with  the  shouts  of  a  multitude,  the 
booming  of  cannon  and  the  heart'  greet- 
ings of  the  official  representatives  of  the 
state  of  Illinois  and  the  city  of  Chicago. 
The  welcome  was  inaugurated  away 
down  in  the  sister  state  of  Indiana,  where 
the  special  train  was  boarded  by  a  com- 
posite delegation,  comprising  Governor 
Altgeld  and  the  members  of  his  staff, 
Mayor  Harrison  and  his  cabinet,  Director 

General  Davis,  Collector  of  the  Port  John 
M.  Clark.  The  president,  who  was  per- 
sonally acquainted  with  a  majority  of  his 
visitors,  received  them  cordially. 

First,  JGovernor  Altgeld,  for  the  state, 
and  then  Carter  Harrison,  for  the  city, 
told  him  how  much  they  appreciated  his 
presence  and  how  the  entire  common- 
wealth was  bis  to  command,  while  Mr. 
Cleveland  in  response  remarked  that  he 
had  a  lively  remembrance  of  Chicago's 
hospitality  and  extending  back  some 
years.

When  the  formalities  were  over,  the 
visitors  formed  in  lin;  and  made  their 
way  through  the  crowd  and  passed  up 
the  big  flight  of  steps  into  Canal  street, 
the  appearance  of  the  duke  in  the  open 
air  being  the  signal  for  another  outburst 
of  cheering  from  the  crowd  of  four  or 
five  inousand  people  that  stretched  from 
Adams  s^treet  aw.ay  north  to  Madison 
street.  Thtf-duke  vas  evidently  sur- 
prised as  well  as  affected  by  the  unex- 
pected reception  and  the  heartiness  that 
was  manifested,  for  ;  fter  stepping  into 
bis  carriage  he  stood  for  a  moment  as 
though  undecided  concerning  the  proper 
thing  to  do  and  then,  turning  successively 
to  the  east  and  the  west,  north  and  south, 
he  bowed  his  thanks  with  grace  a[iid  dig- 
nity. Only  a  moment  was  required  to 
complete  the  arrangement  of  the  proces- 
sion and  the  head  then  moved  around 
the  corner  and  east  on  Adams  street. 
This  was  the  order: 

Detachment  of  mounted  police;  Fif- 
teenth regiment  U.  S.  infantry,  Lieut. 
Col.  Overshine,  commander;  Company 
K,  U.  S.  cavalry,  Capt.  L.  B.  Hare,  com- 
mander; first  carriage.  Gen.  Groner  and 
James  Hodges,  representing  the  national 
commission;  Hon.  Thomas  B.  Bryan  and 
Charles  Henrotin.  representing  the  local 
directory;  second  carriage,  representa- 
tives of  the  state  and  city;  third  carriage, 
ihe  duke  of  Veragua  and  President 
Palmer  and  i'resident  Higinbotham; 
fourth  carriage,  the  (  uchess  of  Veragua, 
Mrs.  lohn  A.  Logan,  of  the  board  of  lady 
managers;  Mrs.  Commander  Dickens; 
fifth  carriage,  the  n  arquis  de  Barboles, 
Gen.  McClurg;  si:cth  carriage,  Hon. 
Christobal  Colon  V'.  Aguilera,  Hon. 
Maria  Del  Pitar  Colon  Y.  Aguilera; 
seventh  carriage,  Hon.  Pedro  Colon  Y. 
Berteiiado,  Hon.  Carlos  Aguilera,  marquis 
of  Villobar. 

The  Visitors  Enjoyed  It. 
The  vehicles  were  all  o'^ien,  although 
it  was  a  cloudy,  raw.  chilly  morning,  a 
fitting  specimen  of  the  atrocious  apology 
for  weather  that  the  Windy  City  has 
been  enjoying  for  a  month  or  more.  Tli':^ 
foreigners, however, did  notseem  to  mind 
it.  '  They  buttoned  their  coats  and  wraps 
tight  around  them  and  smiled  back  at 
the  smiling  faces  on  the  sidewalk  and 
looked  altogether  nrore  contented  than 
it  they  had  been  cooped  up  where  they 
could  neither  see  nor  be  seen.  Through- 
t)ut  the  route  of  the  procession,  east  on 
Adams  steeet  to  Mii:faigan  avenue,  and 
thence  south  to  the  Auditorium  hotel  was 
lined  with  spectator  5. 

At  Adams  street  and  La  Salle  sf)me 
sixty  or  seventy  members  of  the  board 
ot  trade  had  assembled  and  as  the  pro- 
cession passed  they  indulged  in  a  suc- 
cehsion  of  pcjrk-pit  yells  and  whoops, 
following  it  up  with  a  cTheer  as  an  inti- 
mation that  they  did  not  mean  any  harm 
to  the  city's  guests.  When  the  head  of 
the  procession  rounded  the  Pullman 
building  and  deployed  into  Michigan 
avenue,  a  salute  cif  fifteen  guns  was 
fired  from  the  revc  lue  cutter  Andrew 
Johnson  which  was  l>'ing  at  anchor  in  the 
harbor. 

Upon  rcachin?  the  Auditorium,  the 
visitors  were  shown  to  their  apartments 
without  any  further  formalities.  The 
entire  second  floor  had  been  reserved 
for  their  comfort  cind  accommodation. 
Rooms  and  hallwa >s  alike  were  pro- 
fusely decorated  wiih  flowers  and  plants, 
a  thoughtfulnes  which  gave  especial 
gratification  to  the  ladies  of  the  party 
and  drew  from  them  many  cries  and  ex- 
pressions of  surprise  and  pleasure,  as 
they  passed  through  one  apartment 
after  another.  The  suite,  or  rather 
the  series  of  suites,  which  the  party  will 
occupy  while  in  Chicago  are  hnish-d  in 
terra  cotta  and  red  with  furnishings  of 
plush. 

The  duke's  private  parlor,  which  over- 
looks the  lake  front  and  upon  which  he 
looked  down  the  mo.Ticnt  he  entered 
upon  the  statue  of  his  great  ancpslor 
unveiled  but  a  couple  of  days  ago,  is 
upholstered  and  decorated  in  green. 
Tlie  private  dining  room   is   finisheil    in

The  scenes  enacted  at  the  Union  depot 
upon  the  arrival  of  the  president's  party 
were  in  the  main  a  repetition  of  those 
that  greeted  the  duke  of  Veragua  and 
his  suit,  only  that  the  throng  in  waiting 
was  larger  and  infinitely  more  exuberant. 
It  packed  the  public  portion  of  the  big 
shed  from  one  end  to  the  other,  massed 
itself  solidly  on  the  steps,  while  outside 
there  was  a  sea  of  he.ids.for  a  couple  of 
blocks  in  either  direction.  , 

«  Incessantly  Cheering. 
President  Palmer  and  Vice  President 
Peck  were  in  waiting  at  the  depot  to  ex- 
press a  word  of  greeting  in  behalf  of  the 
exposition,  and  this  done  the  services  of 
the  escorting  police  were  called  again 
into  requisition  and  a  pathway  was  found 
for  the  visitors  from  the  depot  to  the 
street.  The  crowd  had  commenced  to 
let  itself  loose  when  the  first  rumble  of 
the  train  was  heard,  and  they  kept  up 
the  cheering  almost  incessantly  until  the 
president  had  entered  his  carriage. 
When  one  knot  of  enthusiasts  com- 
menced to  get  hoarse,  another  crowd  re- 
lieved them,  and  in  this  way  the  roar  of 
welcome  was  pretty  well  continuous. 

Mr.  Cleveland  looked  none  the  worse 
for  his  head  bumping  of  yesterday,  and 
the  only  evidence"  of  the  fact  was  a 
small  bit  of  court  plaster  on  the  fbre- 
head  above  the  right  ear  and  which  so 
well  mached  the  tinge  of  his  flesh  that 
it  was  [scarcely  discernible  except  on 
close  inspection.  He  pleasant'y  re- 
sponded to  the  cheering  by  repeated 
doffings  of  his  hat.  It  was  noticeable 
also  that  Secretary  Gresham  came  in  for 
a  general  recognition,  so  much  so,  in 
fact,  that  Secretary  Carlisle  was  prompt- 
ed to  laughingly  suggest  that  he  evi- 
dently was  not  one  of  the  individuals 
who  have  no  honor  in  tbeir  own  country. 
The  presidential  procession  was  nearly 
three  times  as  long  as  that  which  had 
escorted  the  duke,  and  it  stretched  out 
several  squares.  This  was  the  order  in 
which  it  moved:  A  detachment  of 
twenty- S2ven  mounted  police  led  the  way. 
Then  came  Company  B  of  the  United 
States  cavalry,  commanded  by  Capt.  E. 
A.  Varnum.  The  Illinois  national  guard 
was  represented  by  its  First  and  Second 
regiments,  commanded  respectively  by 
Colonels  Koch  and  ludd,  as  w^ell  as  by 
the  cavalry.  Troop  A.  JLight  Battery  E 
of  the  L'nited  States  artillery,  brought  up 
the  rear  of  the  mditary  contingent  and 
cleared  the  way  for  a'  string  of  forty 
carriages.  Four  of  fhes3  were  occupied 
by  national  coinmissidncrsand  members 
of  the  local  directory. 

President  Cleveland  was  seated  in  the 
fifth  carriage,  a  handsome  vehicle  drawn 
by  two  white  horses,  f  Jovernor  Altgeld 
sat  on  his  right  and  Mayor  Harrison  on 
the  opposite  seat.  In  the  sixth  vehicle 
Vice  President  Stevenson  had  F.  W. 
Peck  for  company;  Secretary  Gresham 
had  Director  General  Davis  all  to  him- 
self; Secretary  Morton  with  Director 
Kerfoot  and  Ambassador  Bayard  with 
Commissioner  Bradley  B.  Smalley,  Post- 
master General  Bissell  rode  with  A.  T. 
Ewing.  Carnages  were  provided  for 
Maj.  Gen.  Miles  and  his  staff,  as  well  as 
for  the  mayor'scabinet  and  the  members 
of  the  citv  council. 

A  Presidential  Salute. 
The    procession    followed     the   same 
route  as  that  of  the  ducal  party  except 
that  it  continued  on  Michigan  avenue  a

A  still  g-reater  surprise  awaited  him 
when  he  reached  the  Lexington  hotel. 
The  hot  hQuses  of  the  World's  fair  had 
been  next  door  to  emptied  so  that  his 
pathway  might  be  lined  with  flowers.  He 
passed  into  the  hotel  between  rows  of 
shrubs  with  unpronounceable  names. 
The  elevator  that  carried  him  to  the 
second  floor  was  literally  embowered 
with  cut  flowers  and  ferns.  The;  wains- 
coting of  the  corridor  into  which  he 
stepped  was  banked  with  the  gems  of 
the  conservatory,  while  the  suite  of 
rooms  into  which  he  was  escorted  was 
filled  with  a  fragrance  that  was  overpow- 
ering. 

There  were  flowers  from  the  World's 
fair  grounds;  flowers  from  the  White 
house  conservatory,  these  latter  having 
Mrs.  Cleveland's  card  and  a  wifely  in- 
scription in  her  own  dainty  hand-writing; 
flowers  from  Detroit,  Irom  Cleveland, 
from  Buffalo,  from  Albany  and  from 
New  York  city.  There  were  white 
tulips  in  the  sleeping  room,  American 
beauty  roses  by  the  hundred  in  the  par- 
lor, in  the  library  hadf  a  dozen  azalia 
trees  in  full  bloom,  and  yellow  tulips  in 
ttie  dining  room.  It  was  flowers,  flowers, 
and  nothing  but  flowers.  And  yet.  even 
without  them  the  apartments  would  have 
been  regarded  as  sumptuous  in  the  ex- 
treme. Curtainj  of  finest  lace  and  rich- 
est silk  adorn  the  windows,  lendng 
splendor  to  the  richness  of  the  furnish- 
ings within. 

The  p.^rlor  is  done  in  light  blue  shad- 
ing, and  long  banners  of  heavy  tapestry 
cover  the  walls.  The  balctmy  in  the  bay 
window,  which  corners  on  Michigan 
avenue  and  Twenty-second  street,  is 
filled  with  jardinieres  of  roses  and  bright 
flowering  pease  flanked  by  palms  and 
ferns.  Adjoining  the  parlor  is  a  library 
in  green  and  old  rose  and  over  its  mantel, 
enclosed  in  a  massive  frame,  a  steel  en- 
graving of  Columbus  at  Salamanca, 
"rhis  opens  out  into  a  dainty  little  dining 
room,  shining  with  dainty  French  China 
and  cut  glass  and  wonders  in  table  liner, 
doilies  and  napkins.  The  sleeping 
apartment  is  in  white  and  gold.  The 
entire  suite,  which  is  in  f^ct  the  bridal 
chamber  of  the  hotel  and  has  never 
hitherto  been  occupied,  is  enclosed  in  a 
separate  hallwav  with  private  vestibules. 
The  cabinet  officers  accompanying  the 
president  were  assigned  to  quarters  on 
the  same  floor,  almost  as  luxurious  but 
lacking  the  floral  disi>lay.

"Welcome  Grover  Cleveland,  president 
of  the  United  St.ates.  World's  Fair  City, 
May  I,  1893."

Valejo.  .April  2  ).— The  big  coast  de- 
fense vessel  Mont'.Tcv  suJl  lies  helpless  J 
in  the  s:i\fam  below  Mare  Island  light- 
house. The  story  that  she  was  disabled 
by  four  large  fishing  nets  having  fouled 
her  propeller  has  been  thrown  aside,  and 
another  is  in  circulation  which  makes 
the  trouble  far  more  serious. 

It  is  said  that  the  boilers  of  the  great 
figbtmg  machine  are  leaking  su  badly 
that  steam  cannot  be  kept  up,  and  that 
the  I'nion  Iron  w*rks  which  built  the 
vesiel  has  a  large  gang  of  workmen 
aboard  her  trying  to  paten  up  her  weak 
points.  Toe  story  further  goes  that  the 
Monterey  was  taken  down  the  stream  to 
the  unfrequented  water  where  she  now 
lie?,  so  that  her  boilers  could  be  tested 
and  repaired  without  the  facts  becoming 
public  property. 

Nobody  IS  allowed  to  go  aboard  or  to 
bold  communication  with  the  ship,  but  it 
is  certain  that  there  is  something  wrong 
and  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that 
the  trouble  is  with  her  boilers.  It  is  said 
that  a  board  of  inquiry  will  be  appointed.

A  Great  Financial  Convention  to  Be  Held  in 
Chicago  in  June. 
Nrw  York,  April  29.— Rhodes'  Jour- 
nal of  Banking  for  M.iy  will  contain  the 
announcement  that  a  world's  congress  of 
bankers  and  tinanciers  is  to  be  held  in 
Chicago  during  the  week  from  June  19 
to  June  2-i,  1S93. 

l.vman  J.  (iage.  iircsident  of  the  First 
National  bank,  of-Cbicagi>,  will  preside. 
The  address  ol  welcome  to  foreign  dole- 
gates  at  the  opening  of  thoc»)ngress  will, 
it  is  expcctetl,  be  made  by  Hon.  John 
Sherman,  who  will  be  followed  by  an 
eminent  banker  of  the  L'nited  States 
with  a  general  address  of  welcome. 

"Ttien  will  follow  the  introduction  lo 
the  congress  of  delegates  from 
foreign  countries— England,  France, 
tlermany,  Austria,  Russia,  Italy,  Bel- 
gium, Holland,  Japan  and  China,  and 
other  nations.  Each  delegate  will,  it  is 
expected,  take  the  opportunity  to  en- 
lighten the  congress  upon  the  banking 
systems,  methods,  resources  and  tinances 
of  his  own  land.  These  will  be  followed 
by  other  pai>ers  and  addresses  upon  gen- 
eral monetary  and  tinancial  topics. 

During  the  progress  of  the  congress 
there  will  be  several  conferences  of  ex- 
perts in  particular  branches  of  banking 
and  tinance. 

First— A  conference  of  delegates  ap- 
pointed by  the  goveriu^rs  of  the  several 
states  and  territories  and  Canada  tocona- 
pare  banking  systems,  methods  of  busi- 
ness, banking  resources  and  general  in- 
vestments peculiar  to  each. 

Second---A  conference  of  delegates 
from  bankers'  associations  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  and  also  from 
bankers'  clubs.  A  delegate  from  the 
London  Institute  of  Bankers  is  expected. 
Each  bankers  association  will  send  not 
more  than  five  delegates.  The  discus- 
sions will  be  upon  the  purposes  of  asso- 
ciation among  banks  and  the  possibility 
of  closer  union. 

Third— There  will  be  a  conference  of 
delegates  froai  clearing  houses  in  the 
United  States,  Canada  and  England  to 
consult  on  clearing  house  methods  and  to 
formulate,  if  possible,  some  plan  of  union 
among  clearing  houses. 

Fourth — There  will  be  a  conference  of 
bank  examiners  and  accountants  from  all 
parts  of  the  world  and  of  superintendents 
of  banking departmentsunderthe several 
state  governments. 

These  conferences  will  be  held  in  sep- 
arate rooms  daring  the  progress  of  the 
congress,  if  neces  ary.

BISMARCK  WAS  MODERATE. 

An  Interview  With  the  Ex-Chancellor  on  Anti- 
Semitism. 
Berlin,  April  29.— Herr  Harden,  a 
journalist  of  this  city,  has  had  an  inter- 
view at  Friedricbsruhe  wiih  Prince  Bis- 
marck on  the  subject  of  anti-Semitism 
which  is  at  present  playing  an  important 
part  in  the  political  affairs  of  the  empire. 
Prince      Bismarck      expressed    himself 

I  freely  and  left  little  doubt  as  to  his  posi- 

[  tion  on  the  cpiestion. 

I  rhe  interview  was  quite  lengthy.  In 
substance  Prince  Bismarck  said:  "I  was 
never  a  friend  of  the  Jews,  owing  to  my 
education.  I  was  in  1847  the  adversary 
of  Jewish  emancipation,  which  I  subse- 
quently favored  m  1869  because  the  late 
Barftn'Bleichroeder  appreciated  my  na- 
tional projects.  The  reappearance  of 
anti-Semitism  after  an  epoch  of  specula- 
lion  is  natural,  because  the  deceived 
people  confound  capitalism  with  Juda- 
ism. In  1880  the  ami-capitalist  move- 
ment could  have  been  moderated  only 
by  the  safety  valve  of  anti-Jcwisiii.  The 
Ahlwardt  era  will  result  in  politics  with 
no  important  or  lasting  conse<juenccs." 
Prince  Bismarck  addcfl  that  ihe  adop- 
tion of  legal  means  against  the  Jews 
would  be  useless  and  expressed  the  o|)in- 
ioii  that  the  crossbreeding  of  the  Hebrew 
anJ  Gentile  races  would  gradually  bring 
about  a  settlement  of  the  vexatious  ques- 
tion. The  tone  of  the  interview  was 
moclerate  throughout.

Binding  Him  to  Play  on  That 

Piano. 


New  York.  April  29.— Paderewski, 
the  pianist,  will  say  farewell  to  New  York 
in  a  recital  at  the  Music  hall  this  after- 
noon. Whether  he  will  play  in  Chicago 
before  sailing  for  home  next  week  de- 
pends upon  the  action  of  the  directors  of 
the  World's  fair  with  regard  to  the  ad- 
mission of  a  certain  piano  to  the  exposi- 
tion grounds.  In  an  interview  regarding 
the  matter  Paderewski  said: 

"When  I  was  in  Chicago  several  weeks 
ago  Theodore  Thomas  asked  me  to  help 
him  make  the  inaugural  concert  of  the 
fair  worthy  of  the  event  and  I  gladly  of- 
fered mv  services.  I  was  to  play  at  the 
concerts  of  May  2  and  3  and  was  to  re- 
ceive no  pay.  It  was  to  be  my  contribu- 
tion toward  the  fair  and  a  tribute  of 
thanks  upon  mv  part  for  all  the  kindness 
I  have  received  from  the  American  peo- 
ple. 

"Mr.  Thomas  accepted  my  offer. 
Nothing  was  said  as  to  the  piano  I 
should  use.  1  took  it  tor  granted  that 
the  particular  jiiano  was  a  personal  mat- 
ter entirely,  tor  two  years  I  have  used 
this  piano,"  and  although  there  is  no  eon- 
tract  in  existence  binding  me  to  play 
upon  it  or  any  other  piano,  in  justice  to 
myself  I  can  play  no  other  instrument. 
To  sum  up  the  matter,  I  have  offered 
my  service  gratis,  1  have  postponed  my 
departure  for  Europe  a  week  and  have 
given  up  two  recitals  in  order  to  be  able 
to  play  at  Chicago. 

"In  return  I  am  abused  as  having  sold 
myself  to  a  firm  of  piano  makers,  be- 
cause I  want  to  play  upon  a  piano  that 
lam  accustomed  to  iind  that  suits  me. 
I  shall  give  myself  no  further  concern. 
Mr.  Thomas  and  the  direcK^rs  of  the  fair 
must  act  as  they  see  fit.  Whether  1 
play  at  Chicago  or  not,  I  am  going  there 
on  Monday  to  get  a  look  at  the  fair."

Two    Boys    Confess     Having    Committed    a 
Murder. 

Oregon  Cirv,  April  29.— Theron  Mack 
and  James  Burns,  two  lads  under  arrest 
for  the  murder  of  Chinaman  Chin  Li  at 
Mulino  about  three  wee'Ks  ago,  yesterday 
morning  confessed  their  crime  in  the 
office  of  Chi<;f  of  Police  Turdom  and 
district  attorney  Barrett.

Duluth  Manufacturing  Company  to  Erect  a 

Large  Blacksmith    Shop   Costing 

$6000,  at  Once. 


Nearly  every  factory  in  West  Duluth 
has  wiihin  a  week  shipped  some  contri- 
bution to  the  Worlds  fair.  The  blast 
furnace  cast  some  very  tine  pigs  of  the 
best  ^rade  of  Bessemer  iron,  made  from 
ore  furnished  by  the  Cincinnati  mine,  for 
the  great  exhibit.  The  products  of  the 
Duluth  Manufacturing  company  will  be 
represented  by  the  Thdtcher  dump  car. 
and  the  Griat  Weitern  Manufacturing 
company  by  a  large  motor,  made  for 
running  mining  machinery. 

The  Dt>x  factory  was  shut  down  for  a 
few  days  for  further  improvements  in 
the  machinery,  but  is  now  running  again 
to  its  fullest  capacity.  The  factory  was 
started  up  before  it  was  entirely  equip- 
ped, to  get  out  some  pressing  orders,  but 
the  equipment  is  now  complete.  A 
new  sule  track  is  being  put  in  for  use  by 
the  facti-ry. 

The  Marinette  works  bas  completed 
some  heavy  orders  this  week.  The  last 
shipment  of  the  beam  mills  for  the  Iron- 
ton  ]>lant  was  made  yesterday.  The  re- 
pairs on  engine  No.  3,  t't  the  Duluth, 
Nliss.ibe  &  Northern  railroad  were  co.ti- 
pleted  and  the  engine  went  out  today. 
An  extra  screw  propeller  was  also  fur- 
nished for  the  whalcback,  Colgate  Hoyt. 
The  company  is  at  work  on  eight  steam 
pum[is  for  the  mining  companies  on  the 
Mesaba  and  Gogebic  iron  ranges,  in- 
cluding a  compound  condensing  pump 
16  by  ;o  by  q'j  by -:4  for  the  Chandler 
mine  and  ihree  smaller  ones  of  like  i>at- 
tern  for  mines  in  Michigan. 

The  Great  Western  is  very  busy  get- 
ting out  orders  and  is  now  compelled  to 
work  a  portion  of  the  night.  .An  order 
ha,  b:c.i  received  for  a  dyr.amo  and 
complete  electrical  outfit  from  the  .Moun- 
tain Iron  company. 

The  output  at  the  blast  furnace  has 
been  increased  from  loo  tons  per  day  to 
120  i«>ns.  This  increase  13  due  to  the  use 
of  a  new  grade  of  limestone  obtained 
from  Iron  Mountain.  Mich.,  in  place  of 
the  Minnesota  stone  which  has  hereto- 
fore been  used.  The  furnace  which  is  to 
run  the  new  engine  has  been  completed, 
and  an  expert  from  Voungstown.Ohio,  is 
setting  up  the  new  engine  and  is  to  have 
it  in  running  order  inside  of  twenty 
days. 

The  Duluth  Manufacturing  company 
is  making  preparations  to  build  a  S6000 
blacksmith  shop.  The  dimersicns  of 
the  str;:cture  will  be  125  bv  75  feet.  The 
present  shop  has  always  iieen  too  small 
for  the  purpose  and  the  increase  in  the 
number  ot  workmen  necessitates  the 
erection  of  a  new  one  as  scon  as  pos- 
sible. The  construction  department  is 
now  at  work  on  the  Thatcher  dump  cars 
for  the  Iron  Ran^e  railway.

Comment  by  Kev.  $i.  II.  Doyle. 

Tcpic.-My  choice.    What  is  it?    Prov.  1, 29; 
y.aiii.  v\,  1'.>-:m. 

.\.t  almogt  every  turn  in  life  men  must 
nuike  a  choice.  They  are  made  to  choose 
between  God  and  satan,  right  and  wrong, 
good  aud  bad,  wisdom  and  folly,  time 
and  eternity.  The  results  of  our  choices 
iire  trementJiTUS.  Fortnues  are  made  and 
lost,  honor  is  kept  stiiinless  or  mined, 
;ina  the  Lssues  of  timo  and  the  hereafter 
are  seriouslv  involved.  .  A  fatal  choice 
may  ruin  us  for  ever.  A  wise  choice  may 
forever  save  us.  Well  uxity  we  ask,  then, 
Wiiat  is  my  choice?  Turo  choices  are 
represented  in  our  Biblic  al  references — 
tho  choice  of  folly  and  the  choice  of  wis- 
dom.   What  is  ours? 

1.  Is  it  tho  choice  of  folly  (Prov.  i,  29)? 
Folly  considers  only  temjporary  good. 
It  looks  not  to  the  future.  It  nevsr  uses 
reiason.  but  only  temporairj'  greed  and 
self  interest  in  its  choices.  God  calls  us 
to  do  that  which  is  right  2  nd  warns  us 
against  that  which  is  wron  g,  but  many 
•'choose  not  the  fear  of  the  Lord."  They 
heed  not  His  calls  and  His  warnings, 
but  follow  the  voice  of  ple«flure  and  de- 
sire. The  result  is.  when,  they  do  call 
upon  the  Lord,  He  will  not  hear  them. 
"Then  shall  they  call  upon  Me,  and  I 
sh:dl  not  answer.  They  sihall  sc^k  Me 
early,  but  they  shall  not  find  me,  for 
tl^t  they  hated  knowledge  and  did  not 
choose  the  fear  of  the  LcTd"  (Prov.  i, 
28,  29).  God  is  long  suffering.  He  calls 
and  warns  us  time  and  time  again,  but 
if  we  listen  to  the  voice  of  pleasure,  of 
sin  and  of  folly  and  hearkeu  not  to  the 
voice  of  God,  that  voice  not  only  ceases 
to  strive  with  us,  but  to  hef  .r  U3  if  we 
call.  This  may  happen  botk  in  this  life 
and  at  the  general  judgment. 

2.  Is  it  the  voice  of  wisdoni?  Math,  vi, 
19-24,  "Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treas- 
ures upon  earth,  where  mo4h  and  rust 
doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  break 
through  ajid  steal,  but  lay  np  for  your- 
selves treasures  in  heaven,  where  neither 
moth  nor  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where 
thieves  do  not  byr.k  tlirougli  and  steal." 
A  choice  foundea  upon  these  words  may 
well  be  called  a  choice  of  wisdom.  Wis- 
dom uiffers  from  folly  in  this,  wlide  folly 
docs  not  consider  the  future,  wisdom 
does.  Christ  here  urges  his  disciples  to 
make  the  choice  of  wisdom — not  simply 
to  live  for  this  world,  but  in  our  living 
here  to  consider  the  life  beyond  and  to 
prepare  for  it.  3Iuny  choose  to  live  for 
this  world  rather  than  the  world  to 
come,  for  the  body  rather  tiian  the  soul, 
for  themselves  rather  thj"kii  God  and 
(,'hri.st  and  hnmanity.  But  let  us  not  be 
r.niong  their  number.  Let  us  make  the 
opposite  choice,  for  eternity  is  of  more 
imp'jrtance  than  time,  the  soul  is  of 
more  value  than  the  bod}',  and  the  love 
of  God  in  Christ  is  of  incomparably 
more  importance  to  us  than  any  personal 
interests.  To  choose  wisely  acd  well  we 
must  choose  for  eternity.  Let  us  make 
this  our  choice.

Say  to  yourself:  "I  am  surrounded  with 
mercies  which  I  know  not  of.  Lord,  that 
I  may  praise  Thee,  let  all  things  have 
their  voice  for  me." — Quiver. 


Christian  Kodearor  Notes. 

There  is  a  Christian  Endeavor  society 
in  almost  every  community  in  tho  United 
States  aud  many  in  foreign  countries. 
The  constitution  is  printed  in  11  lan- 
guages, and  the  membership  is  increas- 
ing at  the  rate  of  1 ,000  per  day. 

Christian  Endeavor  societies  have  in- 
creased from  one  society  in  February, 
1881,  to  24.000  societies  in  1S93,  with  a 
total  of  1,400,000  members. 

It  /s  expected  that  over  25.000  delegates 
will  be  present  at  the  next  annual  con- 
vention of  the  Societj'  of  Christian  En- 
deavor, which  will  be  held  in  Montreal 
July  6  to  9  inclusive. 

During  the  World's  fair  the  week  be- 
tween Aug.  10  and  20  will  bo  observed 
as  Indiana  week  at  the  Hotel  Endeavor 
in  Chicago.  There  vriU  be  a  state  re- 
union there  at  tho  time,  and  all  the  serv- 
ices will  be  in  charge  of  Indiana  jieople. 
This  hotel  is  one  built  for  the  tise  of  and 
maintained  by  the  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E. 

There  are  now  over  4,000  Endeavorers 
in  reformed  churches,  and  the  societies 
are  multiplj-ing  rapidly. 

Two  strong  Endeavor  societies  were 
formed  in  the  state  school  for  deaf  mutes 
at  Columbus,  O.  Surely  Christian  En- 
deavor fits  all  conditions  of  men. 

The  Presbj-terian  church  of  Union,  S. 
C,  has  lately  formed  a  senior  society  for 
Endeavorers  over  20  years  old.

Construction  on  the  depot 
will  be  commenced  soon.  (icncral 
Manager  Philbin  says  that  it  will  be  pat- 
terned after  the  depot  at  Virginia.

Yesterday  while 
backing  down  four  flat  cars  loaded  with 
earth  from  the  main  cut  the  drawhead  of 
the  engine  pulled  out  and  the  cars  got 
away,  crashing  into  three  other  loaded 
cars  standing  on  the  track.  The  ends  of 
the  cars  which  collided  were  badly  dam- 
aged. 

The  Cincinnati  made  its  fiist  shipment 
of  ore  to  the  Two  Harbors  dock  Mon- 
day. James  Corrigan  says  he  can  find  a 
ready  sale  for  Cincinnati  ore.  Being 
high  in  silica  it  is  in  big  demand  among 
furnacemen  for  mixing  with  hard  ores.

glish speaking  city  ought  to  receive  its 
guests  m  the  iingiish  tongue. 


FOUR  MINES  SHUT  DOWN. 

Operations  Stopped  on  Colby  Properties  on 
the  Gogebic. 

Ashland,  Wis..  April  29.— The  three 
big  mines  of  the  Colby  syndicate. located 
at  Ironwood,  the  Tilden,  Colby  and 
Palms,  will  close  down  tonight.  The 
pumps  will  be  kept  running  to  keep  the 
mines  free  from  water,  but  the  mining 
will  be  discontinued  until  there  are  sales 
of  the  ore  now  in  the  stock  pile. 

The  Aurora  here  is  the  only  mine  of 
the  Colby  group  that  has  made  sales  up 
to  date,  and  it  will  not  close.  The  Nor- 
rie  is  running  on  half  time,  having  made 
no  sales.  The  Tilden  and  Colbv  mines 
together  produced  ^^04,241  tons  last  sea- 
son. The  Palms  is  credited  with  102,382 
tons;  the  Norrie  produced  985,216  tons 
and  the  Aurora  319,000. 

ERASTUS  WIMAN  FAILED. 

His  Liabilities  Will  Reach  Over  One  Million 
Dollars. 

New  York,  April  29.— The  Evening 
Post  says  Erastus  Wiman,  the  king  of 
Stalen  Island,  as  he  has  been  called,  the 
advocate  of  commercial  reciprocity  with 
Canada,  the  promoter  of  numerous  pro- 
jects of  more  or  less  financial  success 
and  a  prominent  member  of  the 
New  York  chamber  of  commerce, 
the  New  York  board  of  trade,  and 
many  other  business  tjrganizations,  and 
until  recentlv  a  member  r»f  the  firm  of 
R.  G.  Dun  &  Co.,  (formerly  Dun,  Wiman

The  Greatest  Engineering  Novelty  of  Modern 
Times. 

The  engineering  skill  of  the  new  world 
his  evolved  a  rival  to  the  far-famed 
P'iffel  tower,  and  one  which  is  regarded 
as  the  greatest  engineering  triumph  and 
novelty  of  modern  times.  It  will  hi  one 
of  the  features  of  the  World's  fair,  and 
400  men  are  now  working  night  and  day 
in  order  that  it  may  be  ciedicatcd  on  the 
same  day  that  witnesses  the  inauguration 
of  the  greatest  international  exposition 
in  the  history  of  the  universe. 

A  technical  description  of  this  great 
evolution  of  engineering  skill  would  fill 
colu.Tins,  and  yet  be  unintelligible  to  the 
average  mind.  Anybody,  however,  can 
imagine  a  monster  wheel,  somewhat  re- 
sembling a  huge  bicycle  wheel,  revolving 
between  two  towers,  this  wheel  being  264 
feet  in  height,  and  around  it,  suspended 
between  the  two  crowns  by  great  steel 
trunnion  jiins,  ihirty-six  passenger 
coaches,  each  as  large  as  the  ordinary 
Pullman  palace  car,  and  upholstered  just 
as  luxuriously.  Each  of  these  coaches  will 
hi\  e  a  seating  capacity  of  sixty  persons. 

Then  imagine  this  wheel,  witn  its  liv- 
ing freight  to  a  total  of  2160  souls,  slowly 
revolving.  Imagine  the  sensation  of 
being  carried  uj)  250  feet  ononcsidc.atid 
of  being  slowly  lowered  on  the  other  side 
and  of  gaining  during  the  trip,  a  com- 
plete view  of  the  World's  fair  grounds, 
a  bird's-eye-view  f)f  the  whole  of  Chicago 
and  of  a  goodly  portion  of  Lake  Michi- 
gan to  boot.  That  is  the  idea  of  the 
1-erris  wheel  in  a  nutshell.  The  entire 
structure  is  of  steel  and  its  construction 
will  involve  the  expenditure  of  $400,000 
before  a  single  passenger  has  been 
carried.  The  great  axle  is  the  largest 
piece  of  steel  ever  forged,  being  33 
inches  in  diameter,  4-;  1-6  feet  long  and 
weighing  i;6  tons.  The  cost  of  this  piece 
of  steel  alone  was  >35,ooo. 

The  foundation  of  masonry  which 
supjifirts  the  towers  goes  thirty-five  feet 
below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and 
tapers  to  a  height  of  eighteen  feet.  The 
total  weight  of  the  structure  is  4300  tons, 
but  so  liberal  an  allowance  has  been 
made  for  wind  stresses  tliat,  in  the 
opinion  of  eminent  engineers,  a  torna<lo 
of  100  miles  an  hour  would  leave  the 
wheel  intact  and  unharmed.  Hence, 
p.issengers  while  indulging  in  their  novel 
trip  will  be  just  as  safe  as  though  they 
were  riding  to  the  grounds  in  a  railroad 
train.  Arranged  in  ,^roiips  on  the  ri>ds 
around  the  crown  of  the  wheel  will  be 
3000  incandescent  lights  of  various 
(olors.  These  will  he  alternatelv  ex- 
tingnishc<l  and  relighted  as  the  wheel 
revolves  at  night  and  the  scene  will  thus 
n:semblc  a  monster  display  of  pyrotech- 
nics. 

IJy  means  of  i)latforms  at  the  base  of 
the  towers  six  cars  can  be  loaded  and 
unloded  simultaneously.  The  time  le- 
(jiiired  for  a  comiilete  trip  of  two  revolu- 
tions is  twenty  minutes.  The  immense 
engines  are  duplicated  so  that  no  delay 
can  arise  from  a  disarrangement  of  the 
machinery.  The  wheel  is  located  in  the 
middle  driveway  of  the  Midway-  I'lais- 
ance.  The  inventor  isCf.  W.  (i.  Ferris 
of  Pittsburg,  and  head  of  a  (inn  of  bridge 
engineers  that  have  been  idcntificfl  with 
evtcnsive  bridge  enterprises  in  all  parts 
of  the  country.

Hector    Morrison    Narrates    Some    of   the 

Incidents  That  Have  Occurred  During 

His  Eventful  Existence. 


Life  at  the  Diamond  Mines  in  South  Africa 

—No     Snow    is     Se?n     in 

Australia. 


In  Duluth  lives  a  mr.n  whose  modest 
mien  and  quiet  speech  would  never 
cause  ope  to  suspect  that  the  best  years 
f'i  his  life  have  been  spent  in  dangerous 
adventure  and  hazardous  duties.  Born 
in  the  Highlands  of  sturdy  old  Scotland 
he  reached  man's  estate  and  acquired 
the  ship  carpenter's  trade.  Five  times 
has  he  been  around  the  world  and  three 
times  has    he    been    shipwrecked.    His 

eyes  have  beheld  every  country  under 
the  sun  and  if  the  story  of  his  life  were 
written,  'twould  ti'.I  a  hook.  Today,  his 
hair  tc-iched  w;th  gray  and  the  marks  ol 
time  upon  his  features,  plainly  show  that 
the  autumn  of  lite  has  been  reached. 
Yet  a  vicor,  which  many  a  much  younger 
r.ian  mijC'ht  envy,  is  his— atlordiri:  ample 
guarantee  that  many  years  will  yet  he 
his  for  rerlectinc  upon  and  narrating  the 
incidents  of  his  eventTul  existence.  His 
nan^.e  is  Hector  Morrison. 

One  wild,  snowy,  stormy  morning  this 
week,  a  Herald  reporter  stepped  into  an 
■  fTiCe  where  several  men  were  wasting 
good  nature  kicking  the  weather.  Mr. 
.\Iorrisoa  was  a  quiet  member  of  the 
company,  but  he  was  not  doing  any  kick- 
ing. He  was  listening  to  tlie  other?  en- 
gaged in  tnat  useless  and  exhausting 
performance. 

"Australia  has,  I  think,  the  best  cli- 
mate ct  any  country,"  said  the  quiet 
Scotchman.' 

"Have  you  been  in  .Australia?"  asked 
the  reporter  inquirinely. 

'■Yes,  and  I  saw  grown  English  resi- 
dents there  wbo  never  bad  seen  snow. 
At  one  time  I  was  on  a  ship  carrying  rail- 
road iron  for  a  road  running  from  Syd- 
ney to  Melbourne.  We  discharged  our 
cargo  at  a  small  port  and  a?  the  line  was 
r.early  done,  we  waited  to  celebrate  that 
event  when  it  came.  .A  sort  of  regatta, 
taken  part  iii  by  cur  ship  snd  a  small 
!  coasting  vessel  was  one  feature.  Then 
by  the  hrst  traiii.  from  a  small  townsoue 
'miles  in  the  interior,  the  residents- 
came  down  on  the  flat  cars  to  take 
{>an  in  the  festivities.  Grown  people 
asked  if  our  vessel  carried  the  Plngiish 
mail,  not  knowing  the  difference betwee;! 
a  steamer  and  sailing  vessel.  I  helped 
row  about  :oo  out  to  our  boat  and  a 
great  many  asked  me  what  snow  and  icj 
were  liice.  It  is  only  once  in  a  great 
many  years  that  any  snow  is  seen  there 
at  all.' 

"Tell  him  about  your  experiences    in 

the  diamond   ni'nes    m    Sou?h    Africa." 

asked  Thomas  Clark,  who  saw  that  the 

'  old  seafarer  was  getting  in  talking  order. 

"I  was  in  the  diamond  mines  in  South 
Africa,"  continued  the  speaker.  "1  went 
to  Cape  Tcvn  and  from  there  rode  by 
rail  220  miles  towards  Kimberiy,  The 
whole  distance  15  730  miles.  !  m.ide  the 
remaining  510  miies  on  foot  in  company 
with  builock  and  mule  teams.  Thr.t 
took  twenty-or.e  days.  When  I  came 
'  back  months  later,  the  railroad  had 
covered  the  distance  and  1  made  all  of  it 
on  the  train  in  fortv-eight  hours.  The 
diamoufl  mines  at  Kimberiy  are  con- 
trolled by  the  Central  company,  the 
North  East  c<-nipany,  the  French  com- 
panv.  and  others. 

"The  precious  stones  are  hidden  in 
•blue  ground'  which  lies  in  solid  beds. 
"  This  is  broken  up  by  blasting.  It  is  then 
taken  out  in  chunks  like  coal  and  spread 
out  over  the  ground.  Under  the  inriu- 
ence  of  water  sprinkled  on  it  from  'nose 
pipes  and  the  sun,  this  blue  earth  pul- 
verizes. It  15  then  washed  and  the  dia- 
monds are  f&und  in  the  pockets  of  the 
apparatus  used  for  that  purpose. 

"The  work  is  done  chiefly  by  negroes. 
■  While  there  I  was  foreman  of  a  night 
shift  of  thirty  of  them.  A  continuous 
watch  to  prevent  the  theft  of  the  pre- 
cious stones  is  absolutely  necessary. 
They     conceal      them      in 


j  rushed  out  from  their  hiding  place.  They 
had  a  good  hunt  before  the  lost  s'.one  was 

I  fount!. 

"  rhe  Kimberiy  hole  is  tw6  and  a  halt 
miles  in  circumterence,  700  feet  deej) 
and  no  lK>ttom  yet.  The  sides  nf  the 
walls  are  perfectly  perpendicular  and 
straight,  so  as  not  to  encroach  upcn  the 
territory  ot  adjoining  mines. 

"The  climate  in  that  part  of  Africa  is 
pretty  hot  but  in  the  winter,  which  comes 
when  we  have  summer  here,  there  are 
some  slight  snows  ami  o;casion2!ly  thin 
ice.  Around  Kimberiy  it  is  sandy  and 
»iuite  rough  in  most  places.  The  Trans- 
vaal is  a  great  country  for  cattle.  Two 
crops  are  raised  each  year.  One  is 
sowed  as  the  other  is  gathered.  The 
tirst  one  is  ripe  about  Christmas. 

"At  one  time  I  walked  from  Kim- 
beriy to  the  Transvaal— 500 miles.  It  took 
forty  days  and  as  the  ri>ad  w^as  sandy 
and  the  weather  hot,  at  the 
end  of  the  journey  my  feet 
were  blistered  all  over  the  bottoms.  Dur- 
ing the  Transv.aal  war  between  the  Boers 
and  the  English,  about  seven  years  ago, 
I  took  Gen.  Charles  Warren  across  the 
\'aal  river  the  day  the  Boers  surrendered 
without  a  shot  being  fired.  On  that  trip 
we  had  to  carry  our  water  between 
streams  in  canvass  sacks  on  our  backs. 
One  dav  my  two  companions  and  self 
stopped  at  a  small  trading  statii>n  and 
made  some  piirchase  of  the  Boer  pnw 
prietor.  Near  him,  he  bad  a  hollov.- 
dammed  up  so  as  to  hold  water  for  his 
herds  of  cattle.  It  was  pretty  muddy, 
dirty  water,  bat  when  we  asked 
for  a  can  full  to  make  coffee,  it  was  re- 
fused. We  moved  on  about  half  a  mile 
and  camped.  That  night  we  went  to  the 
dam  and  at  an  iron  pipe  in  the  biAtom, 
tilled  our  water  sacks.  We  then  knocked 
out  the  plug  and  started  on.  The  water 
was  greatly  wasted,  as  the  old  fellow 
foand  out  the  next  morn;ng.  Early  in 
the  day,  as  we  expected,  we  looked  b.ack 
and  saw  three  Boers  oti  horseback,  with 
rifles  following  our  trail.  We  did  some 
dodginiT.thrcw  them  onto  the  wrong  road 
and  passed  on  unmolested.  Because  of 
the  trouble  then  with  the  English,  it 
would  have  been  bad  luck  for  us  to  have 
been  caught.  Six  months  later,  when  I 
came  back,  I  stopped  at  the  same  place 
to  make  some  purchases,  but  the  old  fel- 
low did  not  recocni/e  me."

'  Formerlv  all  were  compelled  to  strip 
but  that  I'.naily  led  to  a  blu-ody  riot-  Now 
each  takes  a  slip.  Half  of  those  are 
numbered  and  half  are  blank.

After  a 
search  has  been  r"^'''  a  workman  is 
compelled  to  run  and  jump  over  a  post. 
The  negroes,  wLen  sent  into  the  mine, 
are  provided  with  a  looat,  sack  like  shirt 

'  to  wear  and  noth'ng  more.  If  a  work- 
man is  suspecteti  of  having  swallowed  a 
gem.  he  is  shut  up  and  given  a  physic. 
To  one  who  returns  a  st'-len  diamoTid,  5 
percent  of  its  value  is  paid.  In  the  Cen- 
tral mine,  when  1  was  there,  it  amouted 
to  about  $2coo  per  month.  The  laws  are 
very  strict  thcrs  on  diamond  stealing. 
Negroes  with  stolen  stones  will  sell  them 

'  for  almost  nothing.  Anyor.e  found  with 
such  a  diamond  is  sent  up  for  s^ven 
years.  From  500  to  1000  are  confined  all 
the  time.  Many^of  them  are  Europeans 
and  Americans  w-ho  were  guilty  of  no  in- 
tentional wrong  whatever. 

"Traps  are  very  common.  A  negro  in 
the  employ  of  the  p-lice  will  step  up  and 
offer  a  diamond  for  sale.  Concealed 
near  by  will  be  a  couple  of  detectives.  If 
the  fellow  purcdascs  he  is  at  once  ar- 
rested and  up  he  goes  for  seven  years. 

"I  had  been  told  to  look  out  for  those 
fellows.  The  day  I  got  there,  1  was  ap- 
proached by  a  negro  who  wanted  to  sell 
me  a  verv  valuable  diamond  tor  ^25.  I 
reached  for  my  purse  but  the  fellow 
seemed  so  anxious  to  sell  that  my  sus- 
picions wxre  aroused.  Remembering 
my  warnings.  I  said.  'Let  me  see  the 
diamond."  The  chap  opened  his  mouth 
and  showed-  me  the  sparkler 
concealed  at  the  root  of  his 
tongue.  I  was  so  angry  over 
the^game  1  suspected  be  was  playing, 
that  1  hauled  off  and  knocked  him  head 
over  heel.-  into  the  gutter.

GRAND  RAPIDS'  PROGRESS. 


The  Advent  of  the  Merritts  is  Hailed  as  a 
Promising  Sign. 
Grand  Rapids  Magnet:  Upon  several 
occasions  the  Magnet  has  stated  that 
Grand  Rapids,  would  during  the  year  of 
1S93,  experience  a  most  healthy  season 
of  growth  and  development.  These 
statements  were  ntit  made  with  a  desire 
or  intent  of  booming,  they  were  found- 
ed on  observation  and  the  circumstances 
that  enter  into  the  making  of  live, 
healthy  towns. 

During  the  past  week,  the  first  step  in 
this  season's  developments  took  place  by 
the  appearance  ot  C.  C.  Merritt  and 
Hulet  Merritt,  of  Duluth,  who,  in  com- 
pany with  Benjamin  Herrig,  of  La  Prai- 
rie, were  in  Grand  Rapids,  negotiating 
for  the  purchase  of  a  site  on  which  to 
erect  a  mammoth  wliolesale  lumbermen's 
supply  house.  The  selection  of  the  site 
has  been  determined  upon  and  in  a  verv 
short  time  a  crew  of  men  will  be  at  work 
on  the  building. 

The  location  of  this  mercantile  institu- 
tion means  a  very  great  deal  for  Grand 
Rapids.  It  means  that  lines  of  goods, 
such  as  were  formerly  purchased  in  Du- 
luth or  Minneapolis  will  be  sold  here, 
and  in  fact,  practically  shuts  out  both 
the  above-mentioned  cities  for  supplying 
the  lumbermen  with  supplies.  As  the 
projectors  ot  the  new  store  are  gentle- 
men of  unlimited  means  they  will  carry 
very  heavy  stocks  of  goods  and  be  able 
to  supply  the  lumberin  r  and  mining  in- 
terests in  carload  lots  of  any  and  every 
kind  of  provisions,  clothing,  material  cr 
whatever  else  inav  be  required. 

Men  of  capital  and  keen  discernment 
are  commencing  to  realize  that  Grand 
Rapids  presents  a  most  inviting 
and  profitable  field  for  all  kinds  of  busi- 
ness enterprises. 

The  advent  of  this  institution  is  but 
the  miiiatio.n  of  se/eral  more  in  our 
midst.  The  Merritts  realize  th.°  import- 
ance of  the  situation  ci  Grand  Rapids  as 
being  practically  the  keystone  of  the 
lumbering  and  mining  fields  of  Itasca 
county.  They  have  in  view  several  en- 
terprises, M'hich  at  the  present  time  the 
Magnet  is  not  at  liberty  to  divulge. 

Citizens  of  Grand  Rapids  naturally 
feel  more  confidence  in  the  future  growth 
of  their  town  as  these  laige  ccncerns  lo- 
cate in  their  midst.  ^ 

There  is  no  gocd  reason,  why  with 
proper  management  (iiand  Rapids 
should  not  become  a  large  and  prosper- 
ous city.  It  is  far  enough  from  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis  and  Diduth  to  admit  of  it. 
It  certainly  has  the  resources.  Rarely 
indeed  are  towns  so  favorably  situated. 
It  has  been  and  will  be  for  years  the 
headcjuarters  for  laniberlng.  The  iron 
interests  of  the  western  Mesaba  are  de- 
vt;lopii;g  at  sach  a  rate  that  before  many 
months  there  will  be  a  number  of  mines 
ready  to  ship  ore.

There 
is  certainly  all  the  material  necessary  to 
successfully  conduct  such  a  concern  on 
a  very  large  scale. 

During  the  past  week,  several  farmers 
from  different  sections  have  been  in 
Grand  Rapids,  with  a  view  of  securing 
farms.  If  they  arc  satisfied  with  the  sod 
and  its  adaptability  to  general  crop  rais- 
ing, they  say  they  can  readily  induce  a 
large  iinnnigralion  to  this  section. 

Without  taking  a  very  roseate  view  of 
matterr  as  they  present  themselves  at 
this  early  opening  of  spring,  they  .are 
bright  cnoucb  to  warrant  the  reiteration 
of  the  Magnet's  former  statements,  that 
the  year  i8()3,  v,  ill  show  remarkable 
growth  and  development  in  Grand  Rap- 
ids.

At  the  Pavilion  last  Sunday,  while 
Duluth's  superb  City  band  was  playing 
one  of  the  last  pieces  in  the  afternooti 
program,  attention  was  attracted  to  a 
group  of  people.'nine  in  number,  every 
one  of  whom  while  listening  with  rapt 
attention  to  the  music  was  chewing  gum. 
There  is  nothing  singular,  in  this  sur- 
rendered domain  of  Tutti-Ftutti,  Yuca- 
tan or  Spruce,  to  see  nine  or 
even  900  peopJe  c'oewing  gum,  but 
it  is  striking  to  find  a  group  of  nine  gum 
chewers  all  chewing  in  as  many  different 
stvles.  I  pointed  the  group  out  to  Phil 
Graff  and  he  went  behind  one  the  pillars 
to  hide  his  emotion.  There  was  a  short, 
very  fat  girl  and  she  was  masticating  her 
gum  in  a  manner  which  betokened  vigor 
and  physical  jaw  stremrth,  and  as  if  she 
had  a  certain  amount  to  chew  in  a  given 
space  of  time  and  v^•as  several  hours  be- 
hind. Another  girl  would  take  a  couple 
of  short  vicious  chews  at  her  piece  of 
gum  and  then  set  her  teeth  firmly  into  an 
end  of  the  mass  while  with  her  gloved 
fingers  she  would  nonchalantly  pull 
the  other  end  out  in  along  stringy  thread 
until  her  hand  was  at  least  a  foot  from 
her  mouth,  when  with  a  quick  flop  the 
distended  substance  would  be  thrown 
back  into  her  mouth  and  the  process 
would  be  repeated.  I  caught  a  glimpse 
of  the  tongue  of  one  of  the  chewers  roll- 
ing over  and  over,  like  a  cow  chewing  a 
cud,  while  the  jaws  worked  a  soundless 
motion  which  kept  time  with  the  music. 
The  other  members  of  the  party  each 
developed  peculiarities  of  the  American 
art  of  gum  chewinc  fully  as  striking  as 
the  three  given.

Ontbcobversc 
side  is  a  head  of  the  senior  emperor  who 
apparently  had  a  great  deal  of  trouble 
with  his  nam.c  f<-r  it  appears  to  have  been 
Marcus  \erus,  then  charged  to  Marcus 
Annius  \"erus,  then  metamorphosed  into 
Marcus  .Aureiius  .Antoninus,  and  after- 
wards ( when  the  bearer  was  prator)  ad- 
tied  to  again  until  it  finally  read  Marcus 
Aureiius  Antoninus  Cl::udius  Ciosar. 
Suriiiunding  the  head  is  some  inscrip- 
tion which  is  quite  clear  in  some  places 
and  in  (»thers  totally  obliterated.  On  tl;e 
reverse  of  the  coiii  is  a  figure  seated  in  a 
chair  with  its  feet  resting  on 
a  footstool  while  he  is  holding  in  his 
arms  a  bundle  of  fasces,  the  old  Roman 
badge  of  magisterial  authority.  Under- 
neath the  figure  are  Ihe  letters  "S.  C." 
which  undoubtedly  refer  to  the  senate 
consulate,  whfi  sanctioned  the  issue  of 
the  coin.

There  is  <iuite  a  bit  of  history  in  con- 
nection with  the  coin  and  how  it  came 
into  Supcrintendeiit  Turner's  jiosscssion. 
.A  number  of  workmen  were  excavating 
near  or  at  York,  England,  several  years 
ago  wh.en  one  of  them  uncovered  a 
skeleton  and  an  earthen  or  porce- 
lain urn  filled  with  old  Roman 
coins.  -As  is  usual  in  such  cases,  the 
British  museum  pounced  down  on  the 
finder  and  confiscated  the  entire  find  of 
skeleton,  uin  and  coins,  excepting  two  of 
the  latter,  which  the  v.orknien  had 
secreted.  "\Vhat  became  of  one  of  these 
two  coins  is  not  known,  but  a  local  nu- 
mismatist gave  the  laborer /id  for  one 
of  them.  The  purchaser  af tewards  came 
to  .America  ami  before  he  "struck  oil"  be 
fell  into  that  uncomfortable  financial 
state  slangily  classed  as  "dead  broke." 
It  was  while  in  this  condition  that  Sup- 
erintendent Turner  ran  across  him,  and 
with  his  usual  big  heartedness,  gave  him 
a  little  cash,  cheered  him  up  and  found 
a  situation  for  him.  Some  time  after 
that  the  man  in  looking  over  his  effects, 
found  tVse  coin,  and  as  it  was  his  most 
valuable  souvenir,  he  gave  it  to  Super- 
intendent Turner  as  a  slight  evidence  of 
his  gratitude.

The      Gen.        Armstrong        was 
commanded    by  Capt.   Samuel  Chester 
Keiil.  of  New  York,    and   after    running 
the  blockade  of  the    I'.nglish   frigates  at 
Sandy  Hook,  put  into  the  neutral  harbor 
of  Fayal,  one  of  the  .-\zore    Islaiuls.    be- 
longing to  Portugal,  on  the  night  of  Sept. 
26.  1814.    A  large  British  squadron  on  its 
way  to  join  the  forces  at  Jamaica  for  the 
comiuest  of  New    Orleans,    attacked  the 
Armstrong,  and  after  the  most  desperate, 
bloodv  antl  heroic  battle  ever  tought   on 
the  seas,  the  British    Iojs    was    over  300 
men  and  officers    killed    and    wounded, 
while  the  .-Xmerican  loss    was    only   two 
killed  and  seven  wounded.     Capt.  Reid, 
not  being  able  to  contend  with  so  great  a 
superior  force,  scuttled  his    vessel  near 
the  beach,  where  the  enemy  set    her  on 
fire  and  she  blew  up. 

The  posthumous  portion  of  the  play 
was  written  by  the  late  David  D.  Lloyd, 
a  talented  Washington  newspaper  cor- 
respondent, who  became  acquainted  \vith 
the  facts  of  the  case  from  its  historical 
record  before  congress,  and  whose  in- 
tention at  the  time  was  to  show  up  the 
bungling  and  blundering  course  pursued 
by  this  government  in  the  prosecution  of 
this  claim  against  Pt)rtugal,  and  subse- 
quently the  injustice,  the  ingratit.ide  and 
infamous  delays  ot  congress  in  the  treat- 
ment of  just  claimants,  for  which  it  is  so 
notoriously  distinguished.

Incredible  as  it  may  seem,  no  special  do- 
tail  of  policemen  has  been  neces.s<iry  to 
keep  the  general  public  from  breaking  in 
the  doors  of  Palmer's  theater  in  its  mad 
rush  to  witness  the  Arts  and  Letters'  "too- 
good-for-the-average-theatcr-goer' '  perform- 
ances. In  fact.  I  have  heard  it  stated  that 
that  pig  hcade<l  jade,  the  aforesaid  general 
public,  will  not  attend  in  large  numbers 
even  with  the  great  inducement  of  many 
free  tickets,  yclept  in  theatrical  parlance 
"paper." 

Hut  to  sura  it  all  up  the  Theater  of  Arts 
and  Letters  was  on  its  face  an  improbabil- 
ity. Onitsrecordit  isan  ab-iurdity.  It  is  a 
hideous  excrescence  on  the  body  dramatic, 
not  bcciuse  of  the  poor  judgment  displayed 
in  the  selection  of  most  of  its  plays,  nor 
because  of  the  fact  that  it  is  not  managed 
by  a  theatrical  man,  but  because  it  has 
used  the  "elevation  of  the  drama"  as  a 
stepping  stouo  to  exploiting  several  plays 
which  no  one  cared  to  .see,  and  one  of  which 
at  least  bror.ght  repeated  roars  of  laughter, 
although  it  w:is  intended  by  the  author  to 
ba  positively  grewsome  in  its  seriousness. 
Such  things  bring  the  stage  into  contempt. 
They  "elevate"  it  downward. 

Let  us  see  how  the  Theater  of  Arts  and 
Letters  has  Jived  up  to  its  promises.  Broad- 
ly stated,  .-it  the  outset  of  its  career  it  cited 
;i3  an  excure  for  its  existence  the  well 
knov.n  fact  that  scores  of  meritorious  plays 
are  annually  passnd  aror.nd  from  one  pro- 
fessional nlanagci  tu  iiuother  only  to  be  de- 
clined. In  other  v.ords,  theatrical  specula- 
tors, as  a  rule,  do  not  care  in  this  country 
to  try  new  mat-jrial.  They  prefer  to  ex- 
ploit "foreiim  successes,"  which,  by  the  way, 
generally  prove  failures,  r.atiicr  than  trust 
theni.selves  to  scdcctan  apparently  valuable 
play  by  a  nev/  or  unknown  author.  This 
looka  like  gccd,  safe  business  method  to 
the  layman,  but  it  isn't. 

The  foreign  plays  generally  don't  seem  to 
exactly  suit  American  audiences.  Never- 
thele?.s  this  timidity  of  the  managers  made 
it  practically  impossible  for  any  resident  of 

the  l>j4itcd  States  outside  of  the  few  dram- 
atists   with     e.stabliL,:icd     reputations    to 
have  his  own  play  produced.    This  was  a 
very  discouraging  condition  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  native  dran:a,  and  it  was  nomi- 
nally to  coiTect  this  evil  that  the  Theater  of 
Arts  and  Letters  v*-as  fouftded.    But   the 
pieces  which  have  l)een  produced  are   in 
nearly    everv  case  the  work  of  men  and 
women  who  *alre;;dy  have  national  reputa- 
tions in  the   world  of  letters,  and  at  least 
one  of  the  plays  was  \\Titten  by  a  dramatist 
whose  work  is  in  great  demand,  and  who 
therefore  scarcely  needed  a  start  from  any-

All  in  all,  outside  of  afTording  a  good  deal 
of  merriment  by  (louudcring  about  in  water 
much  too  deep  for  it,  the  Theater  of  Arts 
and  Letters  has  done  nothing  except  to  dis- 
courage liberal  minded  patrons  from  con- 
tributing in  the  future  to  something  which 
might  reallv  prove  a  stepping  stone  to  fame 
for  young  dramatists.

The  following  petition  addressed  to  the 
members  of  the  senate  and  bouse  of  rep- 
resentatives has  been  submitted  to  the 
Trades  and  Labor  assembly  of  this  city, 
with  a  request  that  it  be  circulated  and 
then  returned  to  the  New  York  office  of 
the  federation: 

Your  petiti(iner?.  the  undersigned  citi- 
zens of  f.he  United  States,  residents  of 
the  state  of  Minnesota  respectfully  rep- 
resent that  the  telegraph  service  of  this 
country  has  become  a  burdensome  mo- 
nopoly in  the  hands  of  a  company  ex- 
lortmg  in  charges  more  than  twice  as 
much  as  the  people  of  other  countries, 
favored  with  government  lines,  are 
obliged  to  pav, — a  company  that  uses  tt> 
the  utmost  its  great  capital  to  eradicate 
all  fair  competition,  and  exerts  a  bane- 
ful control  over  the  press  upon  which 
the  citizens  are  forced  to  rely  for  infor- 
mation. 

We  also  represent  that  on  the  expir- 
ing ot  the  telephonic  patents,  now  soon 
to  occur,  a  smiilar  monopoly  in  that 
method  of  transmitting  mtelligence  is 
likely  to  be  established,  as  grievous  to 
the  people  as  that  of  the  telegraph. 

We  therefore  respectfully  petition 
your  honorable  bodies  to  pass  laws  es- 
tablishing a  government  telegraph  ajd 
telephone  service.

TRADES  AND  LABOR  ASSEMBLY. 


Protest  Against  C.  M.  Edwards  Being  Made 
Government  Printer. 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Trades  and 
Labor  assembly  was  held  at  the  custo- 
mary place,  O'Brien  &  Knowlton  hall, 
Thursday  evening.  While  nothing  un- 
usual transpired,  considerable  routine 
business  of  more  or  less  importance  was 
turned  off.  Chas.  M.  Edwards,  of  Wil- 
mington, is  making  a  strong  pull  for  the 
place  of  government  printer.  He  is  a 
•"rat."'  hence  non  persona  grata  to  Diiluth 
laboring  men.  Resolutions  were  for- 
warded to  President  Cleveland  last  week 
protesting  against  the  appointment  of 
Edwards. 

President  McDowel!  gave  an  earnest 
talk  with  reference  to  work  all  union 
men  should  do  in  aiding  the  men  who 
have  taken  up  the  fight  against  the  coal 
combine.  A  committee  composed  of 
President  McDowell.  Geo.  Johnson  and 
Joe  Gleason  was  appointed  to  collect 
evidence  in  the  cases  against  the  coal 
combine.

Labor  Organization    Discussed  at  a  Well 
tended  Meeting. 

One  of  the  most  profitable  and  well  at- 
tended labor  meetings  seen  for  a  long 
time  was  that  held  in  Parsons'  hall  last 
Tuesday  night  at  which  time  H.  B.  Mar- 
tin of  Minneapolis  spoke  for  two  hours 
on  labor  oruanization.  The  speaker 
scouted  the  idea  that  any  laboring  man 
wanted  to  rise  by  pulling  down 
others.  Might  made  right  under  the  old 
way.  Then  labor  organizations  came 
along  with  the  teaching  that  everyone  is 
entitled  to  the  fruit  of  his  labor  and  not 
a  cent  of  anybody  else's. 

The  criticism  that  labor  organizations 
are  mercenary,  comes  from  biased 
sources  or  from  those  who  know  not 
whereof  they  speak.  If  labor  organiza- 
tions have  never  done  anything 
but  bring  to  the  front  the  dis- 
cussion of  labor  problems  they  have 
done  an  immeasurable  a.-nount  of  good. 
At  times  discouragements  come,  but  no 
matter  how  dark  the  outl(X)k,  there  still 
remains  free  speech,  free  assembly  and 
a  free  press.

penence  a  desire  to  do  something  is  so 
tmpleasant  and  commonplace.  Still,  the 
daily  papers,  forced  as  newsgatherers  to 
give  the  truth,  followed  the  work  of  the 
investigating  committee  day  by  daj'  and 
laid  its  discovered  horrors  before  their 
readers  every  morning  whether  willing 
or  unwilling,  until  they  could  no  longer 
shrug  it  all  i-side. 

When  the  results  of  misery  are  liable 
to  penetrate  into  our  own  homes,  a  shiver 
of  fear  makes  us  all  wonderfully  inter- 
ested. Very  wealthy  ladies  of  course  do 
not  wear  shojj  made  garments,  but  their 
maids,  nurse  girls  and  wash  women  may. 
The  bare  supposition  of  what  a  cloak's 
previous  existence  might  have  be»>n — the 
cloak  that  enters  a  luxurious  home — is 
hung  up  with  other  cloaks  and  wraps 
pressed  by  childish  cheeks  and  hands — 
is  terrible  I  A  fearful  dread  putu  us  all 
in  a  pitif  nl  mo<)d  when  nothing  else  will. 

We  may  be  shocked  at  first  over  the 
picture  of  a  pile  of  cloaks  making  the 
bed  for  a  fever  patient  in  a  reeking,  over- 
crowded den:  but  we  will  look  afterward 
at  the  sickly  faces  which  have  bent  abovo 
them  so  many  hours  of  so  many  days 
that  thero  is  scarcely  a  semblance  of 
human  interest  or  intelligence  in  them. 
We  must  remember  presently  that  these 
workers  have  lived  in  these  awful  holes 
and  toiled  there  like  demons  for  years; 
that  they  have  produced  the  wealth  that 
figures  as  so  much  "stock"'  in  rich  men's 
hands,  and  are  vastly  poorer  than  when 
they  commenced.  That  old  man,  who 
fairly  seems  grown  to  his  sewing  ma- 
chine, so  miich  a  part  of  it  is  he,  who 
despite  his  efforts  finds  his  powers  fad- 
ing him  and  knows  he  cannot  much  lon- 
ger keep  up  the  swift  motions  necessarj- 
to  earn  his  $G  a  week,  appeals  to  the 
heart  while  we  inwardly  hope  no  cloak 
with  which  we  have  come  in  contact 
ever  saw  the  inside  of  that  foul  cellar 
where  he  sits.  Self  preservation  is  the 
first  instinct,  no  doubt;  bnt,  thanks  to 
the  underlying  good  in  humanity,  pity 
comes  next. 

A  great  deal  of  discussion  has  followed 
the  investigation  recently  made,  and 
many  remedies  have  been  proposed.  The 
most  definite  and  direct  result  is  a  bill 
that  is  p€'nding  and  likely  to  jtaas  the 
legislature  of  Illinois,  regulating  cloth- 
ing manufactories  and  providing  for  the 
closest  insjjection  by  the  appointment  of 
a  chief  inspector,  with  two  assistants, 
each  of  whom  has  under  him  or  her  sev- 
eral minor  assistants.  These  are  to  see 
that  workrooms  are  kept  clean  and  well 
ventilated,  that  long  hours  are  not  de- 
manded and  that  children  under  14  are 
not  employed  at  all.  Every  firm  must 
have  its  name  and  place  of  business  on  a 
large  tag  fastened  to  every  garment  it 


mem.  iNo  legislation  can  abolish  them 
or  render  them  less  poor,  less  helpless, 
before  greedy  employers.  The  businesii 
of  manufacturing  clothing  will  be  ab- 
.sorbed  by  the  better  class  of  dealers,  tho 
smaller  tmd  poorer  will  be  squeezed  out. 
and  a  now  concentration  of  capital  will 
take  placf.  The  people  will  bo  burdened 
with  several  new  offices,  whose  incum- 
bents will  receive  from  $2,000  to  $8,000 
per  year. 

A  general  boycotting  of  shop  made  gar- 
ments would  bnt  result  in  throwing 
many  wageworkers  out  of  employment. 
A  few  of  tho  better  class  of  seamstresses 
would  receive  better  pay  for  better  work, 
bnt  the  masses  would  have  less  to  do, 
and  competing  with  each  other  for  op- 
portunities to  labor  reduce  wages  even 
below  their  pres-ent  miserable  limit. 
Still,  as  I  said  before,  these  are  only  the 
immediate  results.  In  the  end  they  must 
lead  to  more  farreaching  and  beneficial 
movements.  Anything  which  tends  to 
raise  the  grade  of  work  and  the  standard 

of  wages  ff.r  a  fe\r  must  finally  be  an 
advantage  to  ell.  The  experimenting 
with  these  remedies  u-ill  show  ns  wher?" 
they  are  deficient  and  point  out  better 
ways  in  wliich  wo  may  deal  with  theso 
economic  wrongs.  Discussion  and  agi- 
tation are  progressive;  apathy  ar(M  stag- 
nation mean  death.  Deeper  thiui  these 
regulating  enactments  we  must  go  for 
permanent  good — we  must  learn  not  to 
legislate  with  the  results  of  povertj-  only, 
but  with  the  causes  as  well. 

I  do  not  say  that  any  one  panacea  for 
industrial  and  social  evils  has  ever  been 
discovered.  But  the  problems  are  before 
us,  are  vital  and  invite  the  keenest  in- 
vestigation. It  is  not  enough  to  pass  a 
law  that  will  lock  up  a  dirty  cellar  and 
turn  its  inmates  into  the  streets.  We 
must  abolish  the  need  of  such  cellars 
and  find  out  why  there  are  so  many 
human  beings  willing,  eager,  to  be  made 
poorly  paid  drudges  in  them.  There  is 
enough  in  this  bounteous  earth  to  fur- 
nish ever}"  person  Uving  on  it  with  all  he 
I  needs  for  comfort.  Aside  from  the  natu- 
I  ral  elements,  labor  is  the  producer  of  all 
wealt'a.  In  common  justice,  then,  labor 
should  be  most  blessed  with  the  riches 
of  the  earth.  Let  us  never  rest  satisfied 
until  justice  is  done.

A  CANADIAN   EXAMPLE. 

Experience  of    tho  Hanallton  Molden  od 
Lluea  Which  Are  Thoroughly  AmericMi. 

The  president  of  the  Intematiomil 
Holders'  union  has  decided  that  the 
strike  of  the  Hamilton  moldera  is  hope- 
less and  has  suspended  the  financial  ^p- 
port  of  the  order.  The  molders  quit 
work  early  in  January  in  an  effort  to 
resist  a  reduction  of  25  cents  a  day  on 
time  workers  and  10  per  cent  on  piece 
workers.  But  now  the  suspension  of  the 
strike  allowance  has  induced  the  few 
union  men  remaining  in  the  city  to  nego- 
tiate for  a  settlement.  This  affair  has 
shown  the  oi)eratiuny  of  the  alleged  pro- 
tection to  Canadian  workmen,  and  many 
of  the  strikei-3  who  refv;sed  to  learn  from 
reasonablo  arguments  have  gained  wis- 
dom from  observation  and  experience. 

The  complete  operation  of  the  tariff  in 
resti'aiut  of  trade  was  daily  before  their 
eyes  for  close  on  three  months,  and 
although  their  experience  was  dearly 
bought  they  will  profit  by  the  lessons 
which  have  been  deepl.r  impressed.  The 
higher  prices  permitted  by  the  tariff 
caused  the  natural  decrease  in  consump- 
tion. The  increased  pressure  of  unem- 
ployetl  was  the  employ-era'  opportunity, 
and  the  men  sought  to  maintain  their 
position  by  a  strike.  When  they  quit 
work,  men  were  imported  to  fill  their 
places  in  spite  of  strong  and  generally 
well  directed  efforts  to  prevent  it. 

The  strikers  adopted  the  usual  method 
of  appointing  pickets  and  guards  to  in- 
tercept new  arrivals  and  tried  by  every 
means  to  dissuade  then  from  taking  the 
vacant  places.  But  l)es:des  the  decreased 
demand  for  men  on  account  of  tariff 
prices,  the  protection  system  worked 
against  them  in  other  ways.  Secure 
against  outside  competition,  the  employ- 
ers were  in  a  measure  able  to  ignore  the 
immetliate  demands  of  the  market  and 
play  a  waiting  game — a  game  fatal  to 
the  men  dependent  on  wages  for  the 
support  of  their  families. 

The  International  Molders'  union  dis- 
tributed in  strike  pay  some  $30,000,  the 
allowance  being  ^7  a  week  to  married 
men  and  $5  a  week  to  single  men,  but 
the  strikers  became  gradually  discour- 
aged. Many  of  the  inolders  who  took 
their  places  were  brought  from  the 
L'nited  States— a  lint;  of  importation 
which  our  protectionists  are  not  anxious 
to  check.  The  unemiiloyed  across  the 
border  were  glad  of  a  chance  for  tempo- 
rary work.  It  is  not  unusual  for  em- 
ployers to  temporarily  pay  higher  wages 
j  than  those  demanded  by  strikers,  the  ob- 
!  ject  being  to  break  up  trade  organiza- 
tions. As  the  strikers  grew  weary  of  the 
struggle  they  left  the  city,  so  that  there 
are  now  only  a  few  to  ucgctiate  a  settle- 
j  ment. 

The  molders  of  Toronto  had  .1  simi- 
I  lar  experience  a  f l-w  years  ago,  and  to 
j  clear  was  the  lesson  that  their  union 
passed  a  resolution  declaring  that  the 
tariff  on  imported  goods  afforded  no 
protection  to  workingmen.  Th-j  local 
union  in  Hamilton  is  seeking  an  agree- 
ment by  v.-hich  the  men  will  not  be  re- 
quired to  work  wit'n  lonunion  molders, 
but  the  employers  are  unwilling  to  grant 
any  concessions.  It  is  probable  that  tho 
strikers  will  be  forcet".  to  surrender  im- 
conditionally,  having  gained  nothing  by 
their  long  fight  exce]>t  the  knowledge 
that  a  tax  on  import  5  assists  their  em- 
ploj-ers  in  raising  pr.ces  and  lowering 
wages — operations  ojjpressive  to  all 
workmen. — Toronto  Globe.

ladies  of  Chicago  are  urged  not  to  pur- 
chase ready  made  clothing  of  firms  who 
run  "sweat  shops." 

These  are  no  doubt  practical  measures, 
and  in  fact  the  only  ones  possible  at  the 
present  stage  of  affairs.  If  we  would 
consider  them  as  emergencj'  measures 
only  and  at  tho  same  time  constantly 
endeavor  to  change  the  conditions  that 
make  such  slavon-  and  degradation  pos- 
sible, we  should  be  in  line  with  genuine 
progress.  Bnt  the  danger  is  that  we  will 
look  upon  such  remedies  a3  effectual  and 
final  and  forget  that,  after  all.  thpy  do 
not  touch  the  source  of  tho  trouble. 

What  would  be  the  effect  of  the  bill  if 
put  in  operation.'  What  if  jjeople  should 
be  to  any  great  extent  induced  to  re- 
frain from  buying  ready  made  clothing? 

The  small,  dirty,  crowde<l  shops  would 
be  closed  and  the  proprietors  forced  to 
join  the  ranks  of  competing  wagcwork- 
ers.  The  miserable  workers  who  take 
work  to  their  wretche«i  "homes''  v.-ould 
be  deprived  of  employment;  the  poor 
toilers  who  slave  for  the  sweater  would 
have  nothing  more  to  do.  Though  th»' 
sweating  dens  be  abolished,  the.se  j^eople 
cannot  be.  They  exist  with  all  their 
needs  and  inability  to  provide  for  them, 
the  same  a.s  In'fore.  What  is  to  become 
of  them?     The  bill  dues  not  mroKii^a  f-^- 


"It  Can't  Re  Did." 

Henry  George  says  of  the  decision  of 
Judge  Billings: 

This  is  but  another  attempt  to  bind 
down  tho  ocean  -.vith  pack  thread.  That 
strikes  are  restraints  of  commerce  is 
true,  as  are  many  other  things  v.ith 
which  the  courts  do  not  or  cannot  inter- 
fere. The  strike  at  bottom  rests  upon 
the  individual  right  to  work  or  not  to 
work,  and  for  our  courts  to  attempt 
more  than  to  prevent  violence  or  threats 
of  violence  {:■>  to  enter  upon  untenable 
and  dangerous  ground.  They  might  as 
well  try  to  re-establish  slavery.  If  trades 
uni(jnism  and  itJ  necessary  weapon,  the 
strike,  could  be  prevented  by  prohibi- 
tions and  penalties,  it  woidd  never  have 
grown  up  in  Great  Britain,  where  courts 
and  legislatures  did  their  best  to  put  it 
down  under  contlitions  far  more  favor- 
able to  the  attempt  than  those  which  ex- 
ist in  the  United  States  today. 

Strikes  are  bnt  war  in  pas.sive  form. 
They  are  necessarily  destructive  in  their 
nature,  and  like  all  wars  involve  non- 
combatants  in  the  sufferings  they  cause, 
and  they  become  more  destructive  and 
include  a  larger  area  in  these  los.ses  and 
sufferings  as  the  di%ision  of  labor  be- 
come.s  more  minute  and  the  ramifica- 
tions of  cxc'iauge  extend.  But  to  attempt 
to  cure  them  by  repression  is  to  begin  at 
the  v/rong  end.  Undcmeat'u  their  in- 
fringements of  natural  right  lie  those 
deeper  and  wider  infringements  of  natu- 
ral light  which  are  concentrating  wealth 
and  power  in  tho  hands  of  the  few  and 
making  the  laborer  helpless  save  as  he 
can  combine  and  fight  for  his  own  band. 


linmisration  Not  to  Blame. 

Commissioner  Robinson  of  the  Michi- 
gan labor  bureau  has  j  resented  the  tenth 
annual  report  of  the  "aureau.  The  ref- 
erence in  the  report  to  the  subject  of  im- 
migration will  create  discussion.  To 
quoto  from  tho  report : 

Will  ie:5irktliig  immitjn.tion  or  reducing  tho 
size  of  fumilies  give  stc:.ditT  employment  cr 
better  iicy?  The  v.ritcr  is  compelled  to  answer 
no.  The  true  remedy  for  It.ck  of  work  and  poor 
wases  does  not  lie  in  the  direction  of  restrict- 
ing healthful  and  natural  immigration.  Michi- 
gan has  soil  snfilcient  to  support  -.vith  all  the 
comforts  of  life  more  t  laa  5,000,000  people. 
Micliisan  has  wealth  enough  within  its  borders 
to  employ  anywhere  fn.Di  1,000,0<«  to2,(JOO.OOO 
wasewcrkers.  Can  there,  then,  be  U-o  many 
wealth  producers  comiK>tiag  for  work  in  a  pop- 
ulation of  2,500.000  soal6,  or  about  500.000  wealth 
producera?  Only  r.bout  9,(iCO.(lOO  acres  of  Michi- 
gan's 33,000,000  arc  undei  cultivation.  There 
arc  ct  least  some  l*,i:(XMC0  acres  of  virgin  soil 
remaining  capable  of  heins  put  to  prxluctive 
uses.  The  apparent  ovcrsapply  of  labor  .irises 
from  a  very  ciSerer.t  v.wifc  tht^n  immigration. 
It  has  its  foundation  in  the  fact  that  the  nat- 
ural outlet  to  labor  is  clcxged.  This  outlet  is 
the  land.  The  bar  to  the  l:ind  is  its  legal  pos- 
ression  by  those  who  do  not  occupy  it  or  work 
it,  and  who  demand  toll  fromevery  who  is  will- 
ing and  anxious  to  exert  his  strength  and  in- 
telligence in  inaking  it  fruitful. 

In  regard  to  concentration  of  wealth, 
the  commissioner  avers  that  8,028  per- 
sons own  property  it  Grand  Rapids 
worth  $29,90.5,961,  at  Kalamazoo  3,258 
persons  own  $5,534,670.  at  Jackson  4,515 
persons  own  $7,533,31!),  and  at  Bay  City 
4..361  persons  own  $8.0)9,290.  In  fact,  in 
the  latter  city  253  persons  own  half  the 
real  estate. 

The  Interstate  Law  and  Labor. 

Senator  Voorhees  of  Indiana  presented 
a  resolution  in  the  Urited  States  senate 
bearing  on  tho  subject  of  the  recent  de- 
cisiouo  of  United  States  judges  at  Toledo 
as  to  the  refasjil  of  railroad  employees  to 
perform  service. 

It  instructs  the  int  ?r3tate  commerce 
committee  to  inquire  into  the  question 
and  to  report  to  the  s senate  what  action 
may  l)e  necessary  (either  by  the  rejieal  of 
the  tenth  section  of  the  interstate  com- 
merce act  of  Feb.  4,  1887,  or  by  the  en- 
actment of  additional  legislation)  for  the 
l^etter  protection  of  the  laboring  peoplo 
of  the  I7nited  States  in  their  natural  an^l 
inaUonable  rights  anc'.  for  their  greatt-r 
security  from  the  encroachment  of  cor- 
poration power. 

Tlie  resolution  wa.s  ordered  printed  and 
was  referred  to  tho  committee  on  inter- 
state commerce. 


AVagns  In  Michigan. 

From  the  advance  sheets  of  the  report 
of  Labor  Commissioner  Robinson  it  ap- 
pear.s  that  wages  in  the  building  trader 
in  Michigan  are  very  low.  Nearly  14,000 
peraon.s  were  canvassed,  and  their  aver- 
age wages  are  given  as  $1.59  a  da)',  and 
the  average  number  in  each  family  4.39. 
These  wages  were  reported  by  5.000  per- 
sons to  l)e  insufficient  to  supply  tho 
aef.easaries  of  life.

TUEN'  THEY  COME  BACK  A:>D  BITE. 


The  big  trees  have  been  often  referred 
to  and  by  jieople  who  were  so  much 
more  gifted  as  liars  than  I  am  that  I 
shrink  from  the  task  of  writing  about 
them.  We  saw  probably  a  hundred  of 
them,  but  I  will  not  try  to  .speak  of  more 
than  four  or  five.  Each  of  the  larger 
ones  is  named — some  of  them  for  the 
great  generals,  one  for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
and  one  fur  Colonel  Ingersoll.  The  name 
of  Colonel  IngersoU  has  been  torn  from 
the  tree  it  belongs  to.  and  it  is  not  known 
who  did  it.  Probably  some  one  who  dif- 
fers from  Colonel  IngersoU,  but  has  not 
been  able  to  express  himself  otherwise, 
has  torn  his  name  off.  This  shows  that 
if  we  cannot  readily  reply  to  a  man  we 
may  hamstring  his  pet  horse  and  thus 
show  that  wo  do  not  indorse  him  any- 
way. 

There  U  one  bi.T  tree  atonnd  which,  the 


ennre  trainioaa  or  i)eopie  stooci.  'inis 
gives  one  an  idea  how  large  it  is.  There 
is  a  solemn  grandeur  about  these  trees 
which  makes  even  excursionists  and  tour- 
ists silent  for  five  or  six  minutes.  I 
measxared  one  tree  and  have  the  string 
with  me.  It  is  CO  feet  in  circumference, 
and  yet  it  is  not  the  largest  in  the  red- 
wood family. 

.  The  first  big  tree  in  Calaveras  county 
was  about  80  feet  in  diameter,  and  the 
stump  is  used  for  a  dancing  floor.  Thirty- 
two  people  have  danced  there  at  one 
time,  and  17  besides  the  band  stood  on  the 
stump  and  looked  on.  It  was  cut  down 
by  five  men,  who  worked  23  days  at  it, 
using  pump  augurs  for  the  purpose.  An- 
other larger  tree  was  used  in  making  suf- 
ficient ties  for  the  Southern  Pacific  rail- 
road, and  the  top  furnished  the?  wood- 
work for  the  Palace  hotel  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, a  hotel  so  large  that  theofiSce  does 
not  know  what  guests  are  in  tho  house, 
•4ind  escaping  criminals  often  secrete 
themselves  by  engaging  a  room  there. 

The  "Father  of  the  Forest"  was  110 
feet  in  circumference  and  400  feet  high. 
In  "The  Treo  of  Refuge"  238  head  of 
stock  sheltered  themselves  for  11  days 
during  a  large  storm.  It  is  a  hollow  tree 
with  hot  and  cold  water  in  it. 

Visitors  pin  their  cards  on  these  trees, 
thus  giving  an  added  dignity  to  the  tree 
by  showing  its  \\ide  circle  of  acquaint- 
ance. These  cards  show  generally  l^ow 
our  job  ofinces  are  progi-essing  and  the 
wonderful  age  in  v.-hich  we  live.  Some 
talk  is  now  heard  about  bringing  "The 
Tree  of  Refuge*'  to  the  World's  fair  and 
setting  it  out  near  the  plaisance,  but 
\>-iser  men  think  that  the  exposition 
should  be  removed  to  the  large  tree. 

Santa  Cruz  is  a  tidy  town  on  the  bay 
with  the  best  kind  of  bathing  facilities. 
The  streets  are  beautifully  covered  with 
bitumen,  which  is  quarried  near  by  and 
shipped  everywhere.  It  is  a  most  re- 
markable street  covering  and  lasts  for- 
ever. If  there  bo  anything  that  Cali- 
fornia needs  except  greenbacks  for  gold, 
I  do  not  know  what  it  is  unless  it  be  coal, 
and  that  will  bo  found  some  day. 

Lick's  observatory  is  supposed  to  bo  at 
San  Jose,  but  you  havo  to  rido  27  miles 
to  see  it.  This  was  because  land  was  so 
high  in  San  Jose  that  tho  observatory 
had  to  go  out  of  town  to  locate.  In  some 
places  in  the  state  land  was  so  high  a 
few  years  ago  that  an  observatory  was 
not  necessary.  Now  it  is  witliin  the 
reach  of  all. 

Mr.  Lick  was  an  eccentric  man  with 
throat  whiskers  and  some  meanb.  Wish- 
ing to  contribute  something  to  science, 
he  secured  the  greatest  lens  he  could 
buy  and  then  fitted  it  up  for  the  purpose 
of  prying  into  tho  firmament  a  little 
farther.  With  this  instrument  quite  a 
number  of  new  stars  have  been  discov- 
ered, but  no  improvements  made  on 
them  so  far.  Eastern  people  wishing  to 
see  these  new  stars  can  obtain  excursion 
tickets  for  $300  to  i^OO,  embracing  a 
pleasant  and  soul  stirring  drive  over  the 
mountains  to  where  tho  observatory  is 
situated. 

The  big  treps  were  formerly  tlio  homo 
of  the  grizzly  bear,  for  they  were  both 
monarchs  in  their  own  line,  but  now  the 
bear  has  seeiueA  to  disapt'ear.    The  last 


one  in  T!io  v.iia  and  wet  west  heard  tMs 
spring  thai  hoopsjvirts  were  coming  back 
again,  and  v.-ilii  a  convulsive  shudder  he 
turned  his  broad  stomach  toward  the 
firmament  and  passed  away. 

Fruit  gi-owing  is  a  great  industry  in 
this  state,  and  honey  is  always  referred 
toby  tho  ton. 

I  asked  a  young  lady  at  the  Del  Monte 
if  she  had  met  with  any  bitter  disap- 
pointmcuts  suicg  she  came  to  California. 
She  said  ye^,  fho  liad  met  ^vith  a  great 
m  my  wnen  sne  nvsc  came  zo  tne  coast. 
I  usked  her  what  they  were. 

"Well,"  she  sr.id  n-.ively  as  she  sort  of 
rtibbed  her  beautiful  elbow,  for  it  v.'as 
evening,  and  dimple  after  dimple  seemed 
to  chase  each  otlier  across  her  cheat  snd 
neck,  "I  have  been  disappointed  a  thou- 
sand times,  for  just  as  I  wet  my  finger  to 
locate  one  of  these  old  time  fleas  they 
evade  me  and  arc  soon  lost  in  the  beauti- 
ful climate.  Then  they  come  back  anil 
bite." 

I  respect  the  jud.gmcnt  of  the  flea  now 
moro- than  ever.  Fleas  never  pester  me 
hardly  at  all. ' 

Many  items  are  published  regarding 
the  success  of  fruitgrowers^  for  instance: 
"Mr.  Frank  Kimball  of  National  City 
reports  olive  trees  on  his  place  only  4 
years  old  that  yield  over  30  gallons  to  tho 
tree. 

"J.  W.  Packer  reports  from  950  black- 
beny  vines  3,500  boxes,  or  $210  from  a 
quarter  of  an  acre,  or  C'SIO  per  acre. 

"J.  R.  Dobbins  of  San  Gabriel  sold 
from  loO  trees  of  Valencia  late  oranges 
2,400,  worth  ^2,000  net.  If  he  had  had 
2.000  trees,  ho  would  have«made  $4,000,- 
000.  Tiii?  trees  were  75  years  old  ana  in 
extra  good  soil. 

"Vaughan  Collinghope  of  Pasadena 
made  $10,000  last  year  from  half  an 
acre.  He  pat  a  hotel  on  the  ground,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  it  yielded  the 
above  sunmct.  If  he  had  put  20  acres 
into  hotel,  ho  Avould  havo  made  $400,000 
clear. 

"Elbridgo  Carvcrson  bought  a  ouartor 
acre  in  January,  1892,  and  set  out  an 
electric  plant  on  it.  lie  only  regrctr, 
now  that  he  had  not  utilized  IGO  uctres. 
for  ho  cleai-ed  :.^<,00O  on  the  quarter  acre." 
Those  stories,  1  think,  do  California 
more  harm  than  ;;oo(l,  for  pcoplo  com:! 
here  witli  too  much  hope  and  too  littlo 
gray  matter.  It  is  not  a  good  place  for  a 
poor  man  where  land  is  so  high  and  the 
distance  from  tho  cast  so  groat.  If  soma 
of  the  unfortunate  peopio  here  wlio  wish 
to  return  to  tho  homo  nest  by  borrowing 
of  our  succwsful  lecturers  would  use  the 
same  genius  and  industry  in  trying  te 
raiise  onions  or  start  a  daily  papc'r,  they 
miglit^iuccced. 

I  have  succeeded  in  defeating  several 
green  room  beggars  who  live  on  the 
actors  and  other  traveling  show  people. 
Referring  to  my  route  book,  I  say.  "Tlie 
Poet  Riloy  was  here  in  December,  wasn't 
h(^?" 
"Yes,  I  saw  him    hero  in  this  very 

room." 

"Well,  I  met  him  on  his  return  at 
Evansville,  Ind..  and  he  gave  me  a  long 
listof  beats  at  tlio  ditTercnt  point:;  <inth(' 
coast.  Ah ,  hero  is  hia  det^cription  of  you : 
'Long  man  with  r.hort  breatJi  laden  with 
I  rum.    Said  he  v,-as  an  actor  and  writer, 


auxnor  or  --ijaugn  ana  tne  wona 
Laughs  T^^ith  You."  Gave  him  10  cents. 
Wish  now  that  I  had  bought  Star  tobacco 
with  it.  He  is  a  liar  and  boards  with  his 
mother."' 

By  this  time  the  man  is  gone. 

The  nf.,rrow  gauge  railroad  leading 
from  Santa  Cms  has  been  impassable  for 
three  months  at  this  writing.  The  trouble 
exists  at  the  tuiniel.  This  tunnel  passes 
through  a  disagreeable  mountain  which 
slides  after  continued  rain,  and  tliis  time 
it  took  the  tunnel  with  it.  A  movable 
tunnel  is  one  of  the  most  dj^agreeable 
things  to  contend  witii  in  railroading. 
Mr.  Fillmore  will  try  to  utilize  the  tun- 
nel if  possible,  and  if  not  he  will  sell  it 
and  build,  a  nevr  one.  There  is  going  to 
be  a  char  CO  there  this  spring  to  get  a  de- 
sirable tr  nnel  cheap. 

Jlonteiey  is  a  very  interesting  old  town 
with  a  dozen  old  houses  that  would  tickle 
the  anticiuarian.  One,  in  an  excellent 
state  of  preservation,  was  brought  here 
as  ballast  from  England,  being  one  of  the 
first  houses  ever  built  in  the  state. 
There  are  thi-eo  others  in  the  town.  The 
first  hotel  is  hero  also  and  covered 
with  old  fashioned  tile.  The  first  piano 
ever  brought  to  California  is  here.  It 
was  made  by  the  manufacturers,  which 
makes  it  exceedingly  rare.  Pianos  now 
are  most!  y  made  1  -y  one  concern  and  sold 
by  another,  the  seller  putting  his  own 
name  on  in  gold  with  a  stencil ;  hence 
the  name  "stencil  piano."  The  dealer 
gives  his  orders  for  so  many  pianos,  and 
Ihe  artisiiu  makes  them  at  his  little  home 
hi  Newark  or  Brooklyn  by  tho  light  of  a 
pine  knot.  Tins  is  another  reason  why 
the  piano  as  a  musical  instrument  in  the 
house  is  a  bitter  disappointment  and  will 
some  daj-  be  succeeded  by  the  music  box, 
w^hich  never  has  a  headache  or  getsout 
of  time.  Tljeywiythat  the  music  box 
has  no  soul  in  it.  Neither  has  the  piano, 
and  Pad(>rev.-ski  has  just  refused  to  play 
at  private  hous-s  in  return  for  a  boiled 
dinner.    So  there  you  arel

having  graduated  with  honors  from  sev- 
eral different  colleges  from  which  I  was 
expeiied.  I  had  lue  honor  of  being  ex- 
pelled from  the  best  always.  "Why  fool 
tway  time,"  my  father  used  to  say,  "in 
being  expelled  from  ordinary  colleges.

minister.  I  remembered  his  face  very 
well,  and  so  I  recognized  him  at  onct 
when  I  suddenly  saw  him  attending  tc 
the  duties  that  havo  engrossed  his  atten- 
tion for  15  years. 

As  a  young  man  ho  was  very  fond  oi 
horses,  and  yet  he  could  not  forsake  thf 
mission  of  aiding  poor  dyhig  man  in  his 
solemn  journey  toward  eternal  life,  so  he 
had  compromised  the  matter  and^jivcr 
a  hearse  for  15  years. 

He  claimed  to  havo  the  best  pair  cl 
matched  black  stallions  Avcst  of  Ken- 
tuclij*,  and  on  the  road  home  from  thf 
fjrave  often  got  in  ahead  of  the  electric 
cars.  He  asked  me  to  get  on  tho  bos 
with  him,  but  I  was  afraid  people  would 
think  I  was  burying  my  audience,  so  1 
refused. 

I  may  write  another  letter  on  life  in 
California  next  week,  for  it  is  a  very 
interesting  state,  and  aside  from  those 
people  in  it  who  claim  to  have  L>ecn  the 
first  white  child  born  hero  I  like  the 
people  vcrj'  much. 

If  the  fir.st  wJnte  child  born  in  Cali- 
fornia would  hold  a  reunion  somewhere 
in  the  state,  it  Avould  1)0  a  great  success. 

Wo  are  going  through  the  grain  coun- 
try now,  Avhere  people  own  fanns  that 
produce  50  bushels  of  wheat  to  the  acre, 
r.nd  there  are  1,000  acres  in  the  farm. 
They  give  me  a  jealous  pang  when  I  com- 
l)are  tliem  with  my  baby  grand  uprifxht 
farm  in  my  mountain  home  in  Nortli 
Carolina,  where  I  raised  fHOO  worth  o! 
corn  at  ^^T.oO  per  bushel,  not  counting 
my  own  work.

Chicago,  May  i.— Grover  Cleveland, 
president  of  the  United  States,  surround- 
ed by  the  members  of  his  cabinet,  bv 
high  officials  ol"  the  various  states,  by  a 
numerous  and  distinguished  representa- 
tion o£  lands  across  the  seas,  and  by  a 
mighty  throng  of  AmerJtan  citizens,  to- 
day pressed  the  button  which  set  in  mo- 
tion the  miles  of  shafting,  the  innumera- 
ble engines  and  mechanisms  and  the 
labyrinth  of  belting  and  gearing  v/hich 
make  up  the  machinery  of  the  World's 
Columbian  exposition.  At  the  same 
uioment  a  national  salute  pealed  forth 
from  the  guns  of  tlie  Andrew  Johnson, 
iy  r.g  off  tlie  exposition  grounds  \\\  Lake 
Michigan;  700  flags,  released  from  their 
"stops "  at  a  concerted  signal,  swung 
loose  and  streamed  out  under  the  sky  in 
scarlet,  vellow  and  blue;  over  in  ma- 
chinery hall  a  great  roar  arose  as  the 
big  v.'hcels  began  to  turn,  and  a  greater 
volume  of  sound  arose  from  the  throats 
of  the  great  concourse  of  people  who 
thus  acclaimed  the  opening  of  the  grand- 
est achievement  of  American  pluck,  en- 
tcri)rise  and  generosity. 

Nearly  all  night  there  had  been  a  con- 
tinuous, soakin?,  drizzling  rain  that 
caused  the  spirits  of  the  World's  fair 
officials  to  sink  to  the  zero  point.  The 
ram  continued  until  7  o'clock  when  the 
clouds  parted  and  through  a  rift  far  over 
the  lake  there  was  a  gleam  of  coUl  sun- 
shine. It  lasted  only  for  a  moment, 
however,  and  although  the  rain  ceased 
the  clouds  still  hung  sodden  and  lower- 
ing over  tlie  city.  The  wind  blew  faintly 
from  the  east,  flapping  the  banners  and 
other  decorations  in  a  dismal  fashion  and 
except  on  the  asphalt  boulevards  the 
mud  lay  thick  and  deep.  All  this,  how- 
ever, had  no  effect  upon  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  energetic  citizens  who  had  deter- 
mined to  witness  the  opening  of  the  fair. 

Crowds  Gathered  Early. 
,  Before  the  first  faint  streaks  of  light  in 
the  eastern  sky  heralded  tbe  approach 
of  the  dawn  the  down  town  streets  were 
a5tir,  despite  the  rain  which  was  falling. 
Crowds  were  hurrying  from  the  railroad 
depots  on  the  North  and  West  sides,  and 
the  cable  lines  were  discharging  load 
after  load  of  passengers  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Madison  and  La  Salle  streets  and 
along  Dearborn  street  from  Monroe 
street  to  the  lake.  Carriages  and  omni- 
buses began  to  hurry  through  the  South 
side  avenues,  and  pedestrians  innumer- 
able set  their  faces  southward  in  the  di- 
rection of  Jackson  park.  Down  at  the 
\anBuren  street  station  of  the  Illinois 
Central  road  the  crowds  began  to  gather 
early  and  by  daybreak  the  approaches 
to  the  viaduct  were  black  with  people 
awaiting  the  opening  of  the  gates  lead- 
ing to  the  train  platlor.Tis. 

As  the  morning  wore  on  the  throngs 
increased.  Excursion  trains  from  near- 
by points  and  the  regular  suburban 
trains  on  ihc  various  roads  brought  thou- 
sands who  added  to  the  crowds  from 
other  sources.  Nine  o'clock  saw  every 
available  means  of  transportation  tested 
to  its  full  capacity  and  in  some  cases  be- 
yond it.  .\s  10  o'clock,  the  hour  for  the 
opening  exercises,  drew  near,  the  rush 
reached  its  height,  subsiding  as  11 
o'clock  was  reached.  The  jam  at  the 
railroad  depots  became  less  thick,  the 
cable  cars  moved  along  otily  comfort- 
ablv  Tilled,  the  boats  carried  off  smaller 
loads  of  passengers,  pedestrians  bscame 
fewer  and  fewer,  and  by  noon  the  down 
town  streets  were,  if    an> thing,    clearer

On  their  heels  ramc  the  membcis  of  tlie 
national  commission  and  lair  directors, 
who  were  to  act  as  hosts  and  escorts  to 
the  distinguished  guests  of  honor  on 
this  memorable  day. 

Meanwhile  the  procession  was  in 
course  cf  formation  on  the  avenue 
n:ith  of  its  intersCdion  with  Twenty- 
second  street,  and  promptly  at  c)  o'clock, 
right  on  the  moment  set  in  the  official 
or'ders,  Maj.  T.  A.  Uuldwin,  of  Seventh 
United  States  cavalry,  in  command  of 
the  escorting  division,  was  prepared  to 
give  the  signal  for  the  procession  to 
move.  At  the  head,  to  clear  the  way, 
mounted  on  handsome  chargers,  was  a 
pintoon  of  gray-ccated  South  Park  police; 
behind  them,  'in  their  brand  new  blue 
uniforms,  a  detachment  of  city  police  on 
horseback.  Next  in  line  came  Company 
B  of  the  Seventh  United  States  cavalry, 
under  command  cf  Cnpt.  K.  A.  Varnum. 
and  Company  K  of  tbe  Seventh  United 
States  cavalry,  under  command  cf  L.  R. 
Hare. 

The  Chicago  Kussirs. 

The  fourth  division  was  the  Chicago 
hussars,  headed  by  Ciapt.  K.  L.  Brand 
and  Adjutant  Thorn  is  S.  Ouincy,  and 
who  appeared  for  the  first  t.me  in  their 
Americanized  Russian  uniform.  Twenty 
trumpeters  heralded  ttie  approach  of  the 
hussars,  and  bringing  up  in  the  rear  of 
the  military  division  was  mounted  Troop 
A,  of  the  Illinois  national  guard.  The 
procession  of  carria  .ces  was  led  by  a 
vehicle  containing  .National  Commis- 
sioners P.  A.  B.  Widenier  and  Bradley 
R.  Smalley,  of  \'ernicnt,  with  Directors 
Thomas  B.  Bryan  and  James  W.  Ells- 
worth for  company.  In  the  second  car- 
riage were  Commissioners  Gorton  W. 
Allen  and  Ceo.  H.  liarbour,  Directors 
Charles  Henrotin  ard  Wm.  B.  Kerfoot. 
Next  to  them  rode  Commissioners 
Gruner  and  Hodges,  Directors  Ketcham 
and  Lawrence.  The  fourth  and  fifth 
carriages  were  also  jointly  occupied  by 
commissioners  and  local  directors,  and 
in  the  sixth  were  th2  director  general 
and  the  director  of  works,  George  R. 
Davis  and  D.  H.  Burr;ham,  who  rode  vis 
a  vis. 

It  was  the  seventh  carriage,  however, 
that  brought  cut  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
on-lookers.  In, it,  his  face  toward  the 
south,  sat  the  preiident  of  the  United 
States  and  on  the  (  pposite  seat  were 
Presidents  T.  W.  Palner,  of  the  World's 
Columbian  commission,  and  H.  N.  Hig- 
inbotham,  of  the  World's  Columbian  ex- 
position. \'ice  President  Stevenson  rode 
with  two  World's  fair  ex-presidents,  Ly- 
man J.  Gage  and  William  T.  Baker. 
Secretary  Gresham  rode  with  National 
Commissioner  Davidtion  B.  Penn;  secre- 
tary Carlisle  with  dignified  judicial- 
looking  Cieorge  \ .  Missey,  of  Delaware; 
Secretary  Herbert  with  Charles  H. 
Schwab;  Secretary  Hoke  Smith  with  the

fair  is  being  opened. 

Auditorium  to  Lexington. 
Almost  from  daylight   Michig.aii    ave- 
nue, that  grand  gateway  to  the   fair,  the 
pride  of  the  city  and  the   admiration    ol 
us  visitors  frcni  home  and   abroad,   was 
alive  with  pedestrians  and  vehicles  of  all 
descriptions.     In   their  sleeping    cham- 
bers on  the  second    floor    of    the    Audi- 
torium the    duke  of    \'eragua    and    his 
party,  even  before  they  had  arisen,  could 
hear  the  continuous  rumble    of    wheels, 
the  hoarse  shouts  of  the  drivers  and  the 
incessant    chatter    of    the    pedestrians. 
Even  while    the    duke    was    bidding    a 
heartv  good  morning  to  the  members    of 
his  suite,  a  local  band,  animated    by    a 
S))irit  of  courtesy  and  good  cheer  toward 
the  descendant  of  the  illustrious    discov- 
erer, had  already  arranged    itself    under 
the  portico  of  the  hotel  and  given  a  few 
toots  preliminary  to  a  serenade  of  Span- 
ish airs,  that  served  to  whet    the    appe- 
tites ot  the  breakiasters. 

By  the  time  the  meal  was  concluded, 
the  committee  of  escort  had  put  in  an  ap- 
pearance, and,  after  greetings  had  been 
exchanged,  the  ducal  party  were  s-hown 
to  their  carriages.  It  had  originally 
been  intended  that  the  parade  should 
form  at  the  Auditorium  and  pick  up  the 
president  and  his  cabinet  when  the  Lex- 
ington hotel  had  been  reached,  but 
(luestions  of  di[)lomatic  usage  and  eti- 
([uette  were  interposed  ami  it  was  de- 
termined that  the  ducal  party  should 
rendezvous  at  tbe  Lexington. 

It  was  .S:3o  when  the  p.irty  left  the 
Auditorium"  and  ten  mmuies  later  they 
were  shaking  hands  witii  President 
Cleveland  in  tbe  blue  parlor  of  the  Lex- 
ington. While  the  hand-shaking  was  in 
progress,  Vice  President  Stevenson  and 
his  party,  which  had  been  hurried  out  of 
the  Palmer  house  under  conditions  simi- 
lar to  those  expeuenced  by  the  guests  of 
the  Auditorium,  put   in  an    appearance.

Tbe  American  contingent  having  thus 
led  the  wav,  an  offi;ial  escort  having 
been  preserved,  the  third  or  foreign  div- 
ision was  inaugurat'  with  the  four- 
teenth carriage.  Th.i'  was  occupied  by 
the  duke  of  \eragua  the  first  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  conimi:sion,  ex-Governor 
Waller  of  Connecticut,  the  first  vice 
president  of  the  exposition,  Ferd  W. 
Peck  and  Commander  ^ickens  of  the 
United  States  army. 

The  Duchess  of  Veragua. 
The  fair  sex  loomed  up  for  the  first 
time  in  the  vehicl'j  that  followed,  the 
duchess  of  Veragua  being  escorted  by 
Mrs.  Poller  Palmer,  who  did  the  honors 
as  president  oflthe  b(,ard  of  lady  mana- 
gers, ai,d  by  Mrs.  Commander  Dickens. 
In  the  sixteenth  carnage  were  Marquis 
de  Barabolcs,  son  of  the  duke  and  duch- 
ess, M.  H.  DeYoung  commissioner  from 
California,  and  second  vice  president  of 
the  commission,  and  Robert  A.  Waller, 
of  the  board  of  directors.  In  the  seven- 
teenth and  eighteenth  were  Honorables 
Christobel  Aguilera  and  Marie  Dql  Pilar, 
Colon  Aguilera  and  Carlos  gAguilera 
with  the  Marquis  Obera  and  Director 
Charles  L.  Hutchinson.  The  ducal  party 
was  succeded  by  carriages  occupied  by 
Ambassador  Thomas  F.  Bayard  and  cx- 
Mtnister  to  Belgium  Lambert  Tree,  Maj. 
Gen.  Miles  and  aider,  Admiral  Gherarai 
and  aides  and  Governor  Altgeld.  The 
carriage  of  Mayor  Harruon,  who  was  ac- 
companied by  three  members  of  the 
board  of  aldermen,  brought  up  in  the  ex- 
treme rear. 

As  tiie    procession    moved  southward 
on  Michigan  avenue  thence  along  Grand 
boulevard  to    Filly-first    street,    thence 
thrcugh  South  park  by  way    of    Bayard 
avenue  to  Palmer  avenue    entering  the 
Midway  Plaisance  through    the  western 
gateway,  making  a  short  detour  in  order 
to  avoid  the  Ferris  v/heel   and    then   re- 
su.ming  the  broad  promenade  at  the    en- 
trance gate,  it  was  attended    by    an    al- 
most unbroken  diapason  of  cheering.  Up 
to  the  boundaries  of  the    Plaisance,    the 
welcome  had  been  distinctively  Ameri- 
can, but  from  here  on  to  the  gates  it  par- 
took of  a  decided   ( osmopolitan    flavor. 
Arabs  prostrated  themselves    on  the 
ground  and  cried  aloud  to  Allah.    Cin- 
galese in  long,  white  flowing  robes  made 
s.aalams   witU    the  'arms  and  shoulders. 
Eunuchs  stood  in  lii.e  with   beauties    oc 
the  harem  and  the  donkey  boy   of  Cairo 
knelt  beside  his  sleek  coated  companicm. 
The    street    in  Cai  o  was  emptied  of  its 
residents,  and  the  Esquimaux  colony  did 
not  even    leave  the   bix  weeks'  baby  in 
doors.    So  the  proctission  slowly  wound 
its  way  past  groups    of    Algerians    and 
Mongolians  and  Africans  and  Japanese 
and    Laplanders    and    Moors  and   Per- 
sians, through  a  Dahomey  village,  and  .a 
jai>anese  camp,  past  the  blue  grotto  ot 
Capri  and  the  Moorish  palace,  the  Japan- 
ese   settlement  and    the   Zoopraxiscope 
under  the  captive  billoon,  and  through  a 
lane  formed  of    two  score  of    beauties  of 
half  as  many  nati  mis.    Then  the   lions 
and  tigers,  fresh  from  the  wilds  of  Africa, 
roared    and    howled    a  welcome  as  the 
troops  and  carriages  passed  by.     Never 
before  probably  had  such  a  cosmopolitan 
greeting  in  the  sanii  stretch  of   territory 
been  accorded  to  mortal  man. 
In  the  Grounds. 
Less  than  an  hour  had  been  occupied 
in  the  journey  fron   the   starting  point, 
and    the    triumphant    entry  within    the 
great  White  City  was  now  m  order.     As 
the  head  of   the   column   emerged   from 
Midway   Plaisance    it   was  met  by  a  de- 
tachment of  the  Columbian  guard  accom- 
panied  by  Col.  Rice  and   his  staff,  who 
from    this    point    look   the  right  of  line. 
Slowly  the  process  on  moved  around  the 
the   women's  building,  then  south  again 
pa'-,t  the  horticuU  iral   building  and  the 
lagoon  cncomjjassiig  the  wooded  island, 
on  past  the  choral  hall  and  the  beautiful 
structure  devoted  to  mines  and  mining. 


Here  it  veered  to  the  east,  ( lossed  the 
installation  track  and  described  a  round- 
about course  to  the  administration  build- 
ing. 

Time  was  flying,  however,  and  they 
lingered  but  for  a  few  moments  under 
the  magnificent  donr.c  of  the  fair's  ex- 
ecutive mansion.  Again  the  procession 
was  re-formed,  and  now  emerging  from 
the  eastern  entrance  moved  toward  the 
platform  from  which  the  formal  cere- 
monies were  to  be  conducted.  Here  the 
master  of  ceremonies  with  a  score  of  as- 
sistants were  standing  at  attention  and 
ready  to  direct  thfe  guests  to  the  proper 
sections  in  the  order  of  priority.  From 
the  center  of  the  platform  proper  there 
radiated  a  special  stand,  and  upon  this 
were  chairs  for  President  Cleveland, 
Vice  President  Stevenson,  the  duke  of 
Veragua  and  his  party  and  the  higher 
national  and  local  officers  of  the  fair. 

Immediately  in  tbe  rear  were  the  sec- 
lions  assigned  to  the  members  of  thedijt- 
lomatic  corps  while  to  the  right  and  left 
the  other  oihcials  and  gUcsts  of  the  oc- 
casion were  arranged.  Behind  these 
were  placed  the  orchestra.  In  front  of 
all  occupying  the  two  wings  to  the  right 
and  left  of  tie  speaker's  stand  was  pro- 
vision for  some  300  representatives  of 
the  press.  Hetween  the  platform  and 
the  audience  before  it,  every  nation  and 
tongue  seemed  to  be  represented  to  the 
honor  antl  glory  of  the  Columbian  expo- 
sition. 

Rain  Followed  by  Sunshine. 
At  6  o'clock  people  from  far  and  near 
began  enlciing  the  gates  at  different 
points,  the  objective  point  of  all  being 
the  Administration  building.  Before 
they  had  progressed  far  on  their  way, 
however,  they  were  discouraged  by  the 
atmospheric  conditions.  A  mist  of  the 
Scotch  va.iety,  accompanied  by  a  drizzl- 
ing rain,  fell  upon  the  White  City  and 
the  crowds  augmenting  in  every  direc- 
tion, they  were  glad  to  seek  the  shelter 
of  the  various  buildings.  There  was 
mud  and  more  mud  on  every  side  which 
could  not  be  kept  from  coming  in  con- 
tact with  the  visitors. 

The  stone  crushers  and  rollers  and  the 
big  broom  brigade  at  work  in  front  of 
the  grand  stand  were  almost  in  complete 
possession  of  that  quarter.  As  the  time 
drew  nearer  to  the  hour  when  the  presi- 
dent was  to  open  the  exposition,  the  de- 
pressing mist  and  drizzle  began  to  dis- 
appear and  the  sky  brightened  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  warrant  the  prediction 
thai  rain  would  not  mar  the  opening  cer- 
emonies. Patches  of  light  apoeared  in 
the  heavens  and  it  looked  ?s  if  the  sun 
really  'ntended  to  slop  its  prolonged  fit 
of  the  sulks. 

At  10  o'clock  the  foreign  commis- 
sioners and  members  of  the  diplomatic 
corps,  resplendent  in  gold  lace,  jewels 
and  decorations  were  escorted  to  the 
east  front  of  the  platform  amid  rousing 
cheers.  Fifty  minutes  later  the  head  of 
the  main  procession  emerged  from  under 
the  big  avenues  of  the  administration 
building  and  slowly  descended  to  the 
extension  cf  the  grand  stand.  Just  as 
the  president  appeared  in    view    of    the 


auaience,     the    sun    broke     fully      and 
squarely  through  tbe  clouds  and    ijuick 
ened  the  torrent  of  eiilhusiam  that  wel- 
comed the  chief  executive  of  the   United 
States. 

While  awaiting  the  arrival  of  the 
presidential  party,  a  number  of  women 
in  the  crowd  who  had  been  on  their  feet 
for  hours  swooned  or  fainted,  and  the 
services  of  several  Red  Cross  airibulance 
chairs  were  in  constant  requisition  for 
over  half  an  hour. 

Opening  the  Exercises. 
All  was  now  in  readiness  for  tlie  in- 
auguration of  the  exercises  proper.  It 
had  been  intended  to  preface  the  speech- 
making  with  a  grand  chorus  of  1000 
voices,  but  ovving  to  an  oversight  in 
drawing  the  plans  of  the  platform  this 
feature  was  eliminated  and  in  its  place 
was  rendered  a  Columbian  march  com- 
posed tor  the  occasion  by  Prof.  John  K. 
Paine.  Theodore  Thomas  wielded  the 
baton  and  600  instruments  responded  to 
the  wand  of  authority.  As  the  music 
(lied  awav.  the  blind  chaplain  of  the 
United  States  senate,  Rev.  Dr.  W.  H. 
Milburn,  was  led  forward.  Facing  the 
throng  with  clasped  hands  and  bowed 
head  he  besought  the  blessing  of  the 
Almighty  upon  the  proceedings  of  the 
day  and  the  enterprise  about  to  be  in- 
augurated.   This  was  his  supplication: 

"All   glory  be   to  Thee,  Lord   God  cf 
hosts,  that  Thou  hast  moved  the  hearts 
ol  all  kindred  tongues,  people  and  nations 
to  keep   a  feast  of  tabernacles    in    this 
place   in   commemoration  of    that  most 
momentous    of    all    voyagcc;,  by   which 
Columbus  lifted  the  veil  that  hid  the  new 
world  from  the  old  and  opened  the  gate- 
way of    the    future   for    mankind.    Thy 
servants  have  builded  these  mo<e  than 
imperial  palaces,  many  chambered  and 
many    gaderied,  in  which    to    store  and 
show  man's  victories  over  air,  earth,  fire 
and   flood,  engines  of  use,  treasures  of 
beauty  and  promise  of  the  years  that  are 
to  be  in  illustration    of    the    world's  ad- 
vance within  these  400  years.     To  Thee, 
our  risen  and  ascended  Lord,   we    dedi- 
cate these  trophies  of  past  achievements 
of    the    present    and    prophecies  of  the 
future,  laying  them  reverently  and  with 
humility      and      yet     with      a     rapture 
of       thanks       and       praise       at      the 
loot  of    Thy   cross,  for   Thou   hast   re- 
deemed us  by  Thy  blood  and    made  us 
kings  and  priests  unto  our  God.^  Upon 
thine  honored  servants,  the  president  of% 
the    United    States,  the  members  of  his 
cabinet,  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court, 
the  senators  and  representatives    of  the 
people  and  all  other  magistrates  through- 
out our  broad  land;  upon    that    most  il- 
lustrious   sovereign    of    the    world,  our 
kinswoman  revered  and    beloved  in  this 
Land    as    in    her  own,  the  gracious  lady 
Queen  Victoria;  upon  all  the  president?, 
emperors,  kings,  queens  and  other  rulers 
of  whatever  name  or   degree   and  tjpon 
all    the    people    and  nations  over  which 
they  may  sway,  we  pray  that    the    bene- 
diciion  of  tbe  King  of  kings  and  Lord  cf 
lords  may  descend  and  abide,  hastening 
the  lime  when  nations  shall  learn  war  no 
more. 

"Make  this  World's  fair  a  Sabbatic 
year  for  the  whole  human  race,  a  year  of 
jubilee  in  which  the  heavy  grinding  yoke 
of  ill-paid  labor  shall  be  exchanged  for 
the  yoke  of  Him  who  is  meek  and  lowly 
in  htart,  in  which  love  to  God  and  love 
to  man  shall  become  the  rule  of  all  men's 
lives,  so  that  with  one  voice  the  whole 
world  may  ring  with  the  anthem  which 
a-igels  saiig  over  the  sheep  folds  of 
Bethlehem,  'CoryJ  be  to  Cod  in  the 
Highest.*  Accei>t  our  praise  and  hear 
our  prayers,  through  him  that  hath 
taught  us  to  say:  Q'Our  Fathe,  Who  art 
in  heaven,  hallowed  be  Thy  name,  Thy 
kingdom  come,  Thy  will  be  done  on 
earth  as  it  is  heaven.    Give  us  this  day, 


our  daily  bread,  and  forgive  us  our  tres- 
passes as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass 
against  us;  and  lead  us  not  into  tempta- 
tion, but  dtliver  us  from  all  evil.  Amen.' " 

Many  of  those  .about  him  joined  in  the 
"amen"  with  which  the  man  of  God  con- 
cluded hii  invocation.  .Miss  Jennie 
Couthoui,  a  Chicago  reader  and  elocu- 
tionist of  national  reputation,  was  es- 
corted to  the  speaker's  stand  and  in 
clear,  impressive  tones  commenced  to 
read  the  opening  stanzas  of  the  poem  of 
the  day.  This  was  entitled  "The  Proph- 
ecy." and  is  the  production  of  W,  A. 
Croffutt,  a  member  of  the  journalistic 
profession  at  the  national  capital. 
Director  General  Davis. 

Hearty  applause  rewarded  the  re.ader 
as  she  retired,  and  it  was  renewed  when 
after  the  orchestra  had  rendered  tbe 
"Rienzi"  overture,  by  Wagner,  Director 
General  Davis  arose  from  his  seat  and 
after  bowing  to  the  chief  magistrate  and 
those  around  him  faced  the  assemblage. 
This  is  what  he  said: 

"The  dedication  of  these  grounds  .and 
buildings  for  the  purpose  of  an  inter- 
national exhibition  took  place  on  the  21st 
of  last  October,  at  which  time  they  were 
accepted  for  the  objects  by  which  they 
were  destined  by  congress.  This  is  not 
the  time  nor  the  place,  neither  will  it  be 
expected  of  me  to  give  a  comprehensive 
resume  of  the  strenuous  efforts  which 
have  been  put  forth  to  complete  the 
work  to  which  we  invite  your  inspection 
today.  I  may  be  permitteil,  however,  to 
say  a  word  in  praise  of  and  in  gratitude 
to  my  co-ofTicers  and  official  staff  for  tbe 
great  organization  which  made  this  con- 
summation poss.ble. 

"This  exhibition  is  not  the  conception 
of  any  single  mind,  it  is  not  the  result  of 
any  single  effort,  but  it  is  the  grandest 
conception  of  all  the  minds  and  the  best 
obtainable  result  of  all  the  efforts  put 
forth  by  all  the  people  who  have  in  any 
manner  contributed  to  its  creation." 
Gen.  Davis  then  reviewed  the  work  of 
tlie  various  departments  in  detail  and 
continued : 

"And  now  in  this  central  city  of  this 
great  republic  on  the  continent  discov- 
ered by  Columbus  whose  distinguished 
descendants  are  present  as  the  honored 
guests  of  our  nation,  it  only  remains  for 
you,  Mr.  President,  if  in  your  opinion  the 
exposition  here  piesenied  be  commensu- 
rate in  dignity  with  what  the  world 
should  expect  tf  our  great  country,  to 
direct  that  it  shall  be  opened  lo  the  pub- 
lic, and  when  you  touch  this  magic  key 
this  ponderous  machinery  will  start  in 
its  revolution  and  the  activeness  ot  the 
exposition  will  begin." 

President  Cleveland  Speaks. 
It  was  now  the  turn  01  the  president  of 
the  United  States  to  present  bimself.and 
as  he  slowly  arose  from  his  seat  there 
went  up  a  cheer  that  seemed  to  shake 
the  massive  dome  of  the  building  behind 
and  which  reverberated  through  the 
grounds  like  the  rattling  of  musketry. 
At  last  when  all  the  throats  and  arms 
alike  were  tired,  and  a  semblance  of 
quiet  had  once  more  come  over  the 
throng,  he  com.menced  his  address.  This 
is  what  be  said: 

"I  am  here  to  join  my  fellow  citizens  in 
the  congratulations  which  befit  this  oc- 
casion. Surrounded  by  tbe  stupendous 
results  of-  American  enterprise  and  ac:- 
tivity  and  in  view  of  the  magnificent  evi- 
dences of  American  skill  and  intelligence, 
we  need  not  fear  that  these  congr*.tula- 
tions  will  be  exaggerated.  We  stand  to- 
day in  the  presence  of  the  oldest  nation- 
of '  the  world  and  point  to  the  great 
achievements  we  here  exhibit,  asking  no 
allowance  on  the  score  of  youth.  The 
enthusiasm  with  which  we  contemplate 
our  work  intensifies  the  warmth  of  the 
greeting  we  extend  to  those  who  have 
come  from  foreign  lands  to  illustrate 
with  U3  the  growth  and  progress  of 
human  endeavor  in  the  direction  of  a 
higher  civilization. 

"We,  who  believe  that  popular  educa- 
tion and  the  stimulation  of  the  best  im- 
pulses of  our  citizens  lead  the  wav  to  a 
realization  of  the  proud  national  destiny 
which  our  fai  h  promises,  gladV  welcome 
the  opportunity  here  afforded  us  to  see 
the  results  accomplished  by  efforts  which 
nave  been  exerted  longer  than  ours  in 
the  field  of  man's  improvement;  while  in 
appreciative  return  we  exhibit  the  un- 
paralleled advancement  and  wonderful 
accomplishments  of  a  young  nation  and 
present  the  triumphs  of  a  vigorous,  self- 
reliant  and  independent  people.  We 
have  built  these  splendid  edifices,  but 
we  have  also  built  the  magnificent  fabric 
of  popular  govtrnmenl  whose  grand  pro- 
portions are  seen  throughout  the  world 
We  have  made  and  here  gathered  to- 
gether objects  of  use  and  beauty,  the 
products  of  American  skill  and  inven- 
tion; but  we  have  also  made  men  who 
rule  themselves. 

"It  is  an  exalted  mission  in  which  we 
and  our  guests  from  other  lands  are  en- 
gaged, as  we  CO  operate  in  the  inaugura- 
tion of  an  enterprise  devoted  to  human 
enlightenment ;  and  in  the  undertaking  we 
here  enter  upon,  we  exemplify  in  the 
noblest  sense  the  brotherhood  of  nations. 
Let  us  hold  fast  to  the  meaning  that  un- 
derlies this  ceremony  and  let  us  not  lose 
the  impressiveness  of  this  moment.  As 
by  a  touch  the  machinery  that  gives  life 
to  this  vast  exposition  is  now  set  in  mo- 
tion, so  at  the  same  instant  let  our  hopes 
and  aspirations  awaken  forces,  which  in 
all  time  to  come  shall  influence  the  wel- 
fare, the  dignity  and  the  freedom  of 
mankind." 

The  Machinery  Started. 
As  the  president  was  concluding  the 
final  sentence,  his  eyes  wandered  to  the 
table  that  was  close  at  his  left  hand. 
Upon  this  was  the  button  the  pressure 
upon  which  was  to  start  the  machinery 
and  make  the  opening  of  the  exposition 
an  accomplished  fact.  It  was  an  ordin- 
ary form  of  \'ictor  telegraph  key,  such 
as  is  in  use  in  most  telegraph  offices,  ex- 
cept that  it  was  of  gold  in^cad  of  steel 
and  a  button  of  ivory  instead  of  rubber. 
As  the  last  word  fell  from  the  president's 
lips  he  pressed  his  finger  upon  the 
button. 

The  audience  burst  into  a  thunder- 
ing shout,  the  orchestra  pealed  forth  the 
strains  of  "the  Hallelujah  chorus,  the 
wheels  of  the  great  Allis  engine  in  ma-^ 
chinery  hall  commenced  to  revolve,  the 
electric  fountains  in  the  lagoon  threw 
their  torrents  to  the  sky,  a  flood  of 
water  gushed  forth  from  the  McMon- 
nieS  fountain  ami  rolled  back  into  the 
basin,  the  thunder  of  artillery  came  from 
the  vessels  in  the  lake,  the  chimes  in 
Manufactures'  hall  and  on  the  German 
building  rang  out  a  merry  peal,  and  over- 
head tbe  flags  at  the  tops  of  the  poles  in 
front  of  the  platform  fell  apart  and  re- 
vealed two  gilded  models  of  the  ships  in 
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omorrow

CiiKAOo.  May  i— There  was  a  veri- 
table babel  this  morning  in  the  Midway 
Flaisunce.  Turks  and  Arabs.  Japanese 
and  Ksquiniaux.  Javanese  and  Chinese, 
and  a  host  of  representatives  of  i>ther 
strange  lands  brim-full  of  enthusiasm, 
lent  their  voices  to  the  K>ud  acclaim  that 
signali/etl  the  openint:  of  the  Exposition 
to  the  world.  A  mile  in  lenijth  and  some 
seven  hundred  feet  in  width,  this 
thoroughfare  with  its  Krenchitled  name 
is  probably  the  most  unique  attraction 
of  the  i^reat  enterprise. 

Fringing  its  borders  for  the  entire  dis- 
tance are  Turkish  mosques,  Moorish  pal- 
aces, fac-similes  ot  South  Sea  Island  vd- 
lages,  Arabian  dancing  halls,  a  repre- 
sentation of  a  street  in  Cairo,  a  Chinese 
village  and  theater,  as  well  as  a  repre- 
sentation of  a  tea  house  from  the  Celei- 
tiai  empire,  a  German  village,  a  Dutch 
settlement,  an  exhibit  of  Irish  industries, 
Japanese  and  Persian  bazaars,  a  Da- 
homey village,  a  Pompeiian  house,  a 
minaret  tower  from  the  pinnacle  of 
which  the  faithful  are  called  upon  to  bow 
to  Allah  at  each  recurring  sunris?,  an 
Hungarian  Orpheum,  a  menagerie  of  the 
wildest  of  wild  animals  from  the  thickets 
of  Africa,  and  a  collection  of  other  nov- 
elties that  is  absolutely  bewildering. 

Each  attraction  is  attemled  with  a 
greater  or  lesser  number  of  natives  of  the 
countries  represented.  s«'m;  exemplify- 
ing their  native  industries,  others  giving 
entertainments  after  the  fashion  of  their 
own  lands.  In  the  Turkish  vdlage  are 
over  loo  subjects  of  the  Sultan  in  their 
picturesque  attire,  busily  engaged  in 
weaving  rugs  and  tapestries  that  repre- 
sent a  fortune  when  completed.  Out 
side  the  fami>u3  "donkey  boy  of  Cairo" 
with  his  equally  farhous  long-eared 
steed,  known  to  every  American  that  has 
visited  his  native  city,  is  scampering  up 
and  down  with  a  dozer  of  his  companions 
and  their  donkeys  in  the  rear. 

Here  is  a  beautv  show— some  two 
score  maidens,  handsome  of  form  and 
entrancing  of  countenance,  who  are  sup- 
posed to  represent  the  conbined  charms 
of  the  feminine  sex  of  the  United  States 
and  England,  and  all  the  countries  of 
Europe.  Here  also  is  a  colony  of  400 
Bedouins,  well  equipped  with  camels  and 
dromedaries,  together  with  some  three 
score  of  horses,  chosen  from  among  the 
treasures  of  the  Sultan's  stable." Last  but 
not  least,  located  in  the  very  centre  of 
the  thoroughfare,  is  the  American  lival 
of  the  Eiffel  tower,  the  gigantic  Ferris 
Wheel,  erected  at  a  cost  of  nearly  half  a 
million  dollars,  and  with  each  revolution 
of  which  2000  passengers,  occupying  cars 
as  large  as  the  ordinary  railroad  coach, 
may  be  carried  to  a  height  of  260  feet. 

ADMINISTRATION. 


The  Brain  of  the  Exposition-  How  the  Great 
Show  Is  Managed. 
Chicago.  Mayi.— Tiie  heart,  or  per- 
haps it  we.uld  be  more  proper  to  say  the 
brain,  of  the  exposition  is  located  in  the 
Administration  building,  which  all  day 
today  was  a  scene  of  activity  only 
slightly  interfered  with  by  the  throngs  of 
sight-seers  who  crowded  through  its 
halls  and  peered  into  its  rooms  and 
offices.  From  this  building  all  the  oper- 
ations of  the  great  show  are  directed.and 
it  has  been  the  scene,  during  the  past  few 
months,  of  unremitting  and  intelligent 
effort,  the  effects  of  which  are  seen  today 
in  the  mass  of  noble  structures  and 
sightly  avenues  composing  the  World's 
Columbian  exposition.  The  building  oc- 
cupies the  most  commanding  position  on 
the  grounds,  and  although  it  occupies 
little  space,  as  compareil  with  its  giant 
neighbors,  the  Manufactures,  Machinery 
and  Agricultural  buildings,  it  is  one  of 
the  finest  architectural  achievements 
within  the  enclosure.     It  is  in   the   form 
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of  four  pavilions.  84  feet  square,  covered 
and  connected  by  a  great  central  dtune 
I  JO  feet  in  diameter  and'J5o  feet  high. 
In  its  interior  it  is  the  gem  of  all  tiie 
World's  Fair  buildings.  In  no  other 
building  is  there  so  much  magnit'.cent 
decoration.  To  briefly  describe  the  orna- 
mentation of  the  dome  alone,  with  its  in- 
numerable bronze  bas-reliefs  and  decor- 
ated panels,  would  require  columns  of 
space,  and  to  do  justice  t(»  Dodge's  great 
picture,  "The  (ili>riticatit>n  of  the  Arts 
and  Sciences."  which  covers  the  upper 
and  outei  dome,  wouhl  require  columns 
more.  It  must  be  seen  to  be  appre- 
ciated. 

The  Offices. 

The  building  itself  has  been  divided 
with  a  view  to  the  greatest:  convenience 
and  at  the  same  tmie  the  utmost  economy 
of  space.  i>n  the  grouiul  floor  ot  Pavilion 
'A"  are  the  offices  of  the  two  telegraph 
companies— the  Western  I'nion  and  the 
Postal — the  receiving  counters  of  which 
front  on  the  rotunda.  On  the  first  floor 
above  are  the  offices  of  the  Woman's 
fioard  of  World's  Fair  managers,  and 
above  them  are  the  quarters  of  the  Na- 
tional World's  Fair  commission.  The 
top  floor  is  not  yet  occupied,  l)ut  wdl  be 
used  as  offices  for  visiting  officials.  On 
the  ground  flooi  of  Pavilion  "H"  is  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  Installation,  an 
official  wht)  has  had  his  hands  full  during 
the  last  six  weeks,  and  whose  labors  are 
not  by  any  means  completed  yet.  The 
next  floor!  as  yet  vacant,  is  designed  for 
guests  ofjthe  fair  from  foreign  countries, 
and  on  the  third  floor  are  the  offices  of 
Director  General  Davis,  the  master 
spirit  of  the  vvht>le  enterprise.  Grouped 
about  him,  in  adjoining  riH)ms,  are  his 
assistants.  On  the  next  floor  the  Mureau 
of  Ethnologv  is  located. 

The  ground  floor  of  Pavilion  "C"  is 
given  up  entirely  to  the  press  associa- 
tions. The  United  Press  has  established 
a  World's  fair  bureau,  and  during  the 
progress  of  the  exposition  will  keep  a 
force  ot  newsgatherers  and  operators  at 
work  transmitting  the  news  and  hai)pen- 
ings  of  the  great  spectacle.  The  other 
press  organizations  are  also  on  the  ground 
floiir,  and  on  the  next  floor  above  are 
the  offices  of  the  Chicago  papers,  which 
will,  of  course,  be  fully  represented. 

On  the  third  floor  is  the  office  of  the 
collector  of  the  customs  and  the  depart- 
ment oi  publicity  and  promotion,  whose 
labors  may  now  be  considered  at  an  enil. 
The  top  floor  is  occupied  by  the  restaurant 
of  the  building. 

Pavilion  "D"  is  occupied  on  the  ground 
floor  by  the  various  express  companies, 
while  a  banking  establishment  has  the 
whole  of  the  second  floor.  The  third 
floor  is  given  over  to  the  department  of 
foreign  affairs,  and  the  top  floor  is  the 
headquarters  of  the  Columbian  guards, 
or  World's  fair  police. 

From  this  building  radiates  the  intelli- 
gence which  governs  the  multifarious  de- 
tails and  interests  of  the  exposition,  and 
it  is  therefore,  one  of  the  centers  of  at- 
traction for  the  crowds  which  have  been 
today  making  their  first  tour  of  inspection 
of  the  White  City.

Products  of  the    Soil  from    Every    Land— An 
Embarrassment  of  Riches. 

Chicago,  May  i. — Farmers  with  tan- 
gled whiskers  and  with  callosites  on 
their  hands,  produced  by  long  contact 
with  plow-handles  and  hoes,  lingered 
long  and  lovingly  in  the  big  Agricultural 
building  today.  They  saw  on  every  side 
of  thern  golden  grain  from  a  million 
tdlages  decking  the  walls.  Wheat  that 
has  undulated  in  the  sweep  of  the  prai- 
rie breeze  has  been  contorted  into  fres- 
coes. Artist  have  spent  months  in  de- 
vising zig-zag  friezes,  traced  out  in  cun- 
ningly devised  patterns  of  red,  yellow, 
and  black  seeds,  and  the  result  is  a  com- 
bination of  art  and  agricultural  products 
that  fairly  bewildered  the  dwellers  in 
the  rural  districts  when  they  entered  the 
temple  of  Ceres  today. 

Great  in  its  scope  is  the  agricultural 
exhibit.  No  field  of  invention  has  been 
more  prodiictive  during  the  last  fifty 
vears  than  that  relating  to  the  cultiva- 
tion of  the  soil.  But  it  is  not  farmers 
alone  who  are  interested  in  tracing  the 
evolution  of  the  self-binder  from  the 
hand  sickle,  or  the  development  of  a 
twelve-gang  plow  from  a  forked  stick. 
Everyone  who  views  the  exhibit  is  struck 
with  Its  vastness  and  value  as  an  educa- 
tional factor  in  the  development  of  the 
great  tract  of  country  still  unbroken  on 
the  Western  prairies.  The  exhibit,  too, 
has  the  merit  of  being  practically  com- 
plete. Russia,  the  wheat  field  of  Europe, 
has  the  largest  space,  her  exhibit  occu- 
pying nearly  10,000  feet,  most  of  which 
is  devoted  to  wheat. 

Two  British  dependencies,  Australia 
and  Canada,  are  next  in  size,  their  re- 
spective exhibits  taking  up  nearly  7000 
feet  each.  Germany,  too,  is  well  repre- 
sented, and  Brazil  has  transferred  her 
entire  national  exhibit  from  last  year's 
exposition  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  to  the  floor 
ot  Agricultural  hall.  Coffee  is  the  staple 
of  the  Brazilian  show,  and  it  is  m  evi- 
dence from  the  bud  stage  until  it  reaches 
the  breakfast  table.  France  displays  a 
model  farm  on  a  small  scale;  Japan's 
specialty  is  tea;  China,  loo,  shows  tea 
with  a  large  display  of  rice,  and  all  the 
nations  of  the  earth  unite  in  displaying 
the  choicest  products  of  the  soil  in  the 
most  attractive  manner. 

The  south  half  of  the  main  floor  has 
been  devoted  to  the  United  States.  Corn 
IS  king  in  the  Iowa  section;  Wisconsin's 
booth  IS  covered  with  glass-covered  pan- 
els of  seeds  and  grains  arranged  in  col- 
ored layers;  North  Dakota  makes  a  con- 
spicuous showing  of  her  wheat;  Louisi- 
ana displays  her  cotton,  and  Kentucky 
outstrips  the  world  with  her  exhibit  of 
tobacco.  All  of  the  states  and  territories 
on  the  main  floor  have  devoted  their 
energies  to  making  a  typical  crop  ex- 
hibit. They  confine  themselves  to  show- 
ing the  raw  product. 

The  galleries,  however,  have  been  set 
apart  for  American  exhibitions  of  food 
products  in  their  manufactured  form, 
f  he  northeast  corner  displays  cereals, 
starches,  canned  goods,  phosphates,  etc. 
The  southwest  section  is  given  up  to 
tobaccos,  mineral  waters  and  liquors.  In 
the  northwest  section  are  biscuits,  sugars 
and  confections,  and  in  the  southwest 
corner  Uncle  Sam  has  established  a 
model  agricultural  experiment  station. 
The  brewers  have  monopolized  the  en- 
lire  west  gallery,  while  ;agricultural 
implements  and  machinery  in  bewilder- 
ing variety  are  found  in  the  annex.

ditcing  machinery  and  appliances.  The 
exliibit  is  scientifically  arranged  with 
repaid  to  detail,  and  the  system  is  per- 
fect. Foreign  countries  occupy  the 
ground  floor  space  west  of  "Bullion 
Boulevard,"  the  principal  avenue  of  the 
building,  and  the  I'nited  States  is  given 
that  part  having  the  east  frontage.  The 
individual  displays  in  mining  machinery 
are  grouped  under  the  east  side  of  the 
gallery  and  occupy  the  entire  length  of 
tlie  building. 

In  the  foreign  department  are  many 
notable  exhibits.  Mexico  has  for  the 
most  part  a  collection  of  minerals  and 
metals  gotten  ui)  by  the  different  states 
of  that  country,  the  whole  being  dis- 
played in  cases  of  bronze.  Cape  Colony 
and  lirazil  have  exhibits  of  gems,  and 
the  colony  siiows  a  diamond  from  the 
rough  to  the  finish.  Germany  shows 
large  iron  and  steel  trusses,  girders  and 
i>ther  material  cut  into  small  pieces 
which  are  polished  and  used  in  making 
exhibition  towers.  A  collection  of  min- 
erals and  ores,  loaned  by  different  acad- 
emies aud  museums  throughout  that 
country,  is  also  shown.  Great  Britain's 
feature  is  a  statue  of  'Liberty  Enlighten- 
ing the  World."  made  of  salt.  Canada 
divides  a  large  space  anu)ng  its  various 
provinces,  while  New  South  Wales  gives 
an  elaborate  display  of  copper  and  tin 
ingots  made  into  arches  and  other  struc- 
tures. France  shows  asphalt  and  ce- 
ments, of  which  materials  her  pavilion  is 
constructed.  Honduras  presents  an 
opalescent  grotto  and  shows  the  taking 
out,  polishing  and  finishing  of  opals. 

Each  state  of  the  United  States  makes 
a  splendid  showing,  and  nearly  every  ex- 
hibit is  shown  in  a  pavilion  constructed 
of  a  characteristic  mineral,  stone  or  pro- 
duct of  the  state.  North  Carolina  uses 
in  her  pavilion  mica  studded  with  gar- 
nets and  other  jewels  found  in  that  state. 
Missouri  has  built  m\  onyx  wall,  while 
Kentucky  encloses  her  show  in  a  pavilion 
of  cannel  coal. 

To  the  right  of  the  main  entrance  at 
the  south  is  found  the  Montana  section. 
This  is  notable  for  the  statute  of  "Jus- 
tice" in  silver,  modeled  after  an  actress 
well  known  in  New  York.  The  work 
stands  on  a  plinth  of  solid  gold  and  is 
valued  at  $300,000.  The  costlv  exhibit 
was  put  in  position  an  hour  before  noon 
anil  the  guards  mand  around  the  section 
were  doubled.  The  display  attracted  a 
large  crowd  during  the  day. 

'ihe  main  feature  of  the  gallery  is  the 
display  of  the  Standard  Oil  company, 
while  a  diversifie<l  exhibit  of  borax  at- 
tracts an  interested  throng.  The  Asso- 
ciated Engineering  societies  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada  have  head- 
quarters in  the  gallery  also.  The  splen- 
did building,  which  is  350  by  700  feet, 
makes  with  its  exhibits  one  of  the  most 
complete  and  interesting  studies  of  the 
exposition.  

TRANSPORTATION. 


The  Evolution  of  the  Modern  Locomotive  From 
the  Rude  Cart. 

Chicago,  May  i. — All  colors  save 
white  have  been  excluded  in  the  decora- 
lion  of  all  the  World's  fair  buildings 
save  one.  That  exception  is  the  Trans- 
portation building.  On  its  exterior  and 
interior  every  color  in  the  spectrum  has 
been  called  into  requisition,  and  these, 
with  a  profusion  of  gold  leaf,  have  pro- 
duced an  effect  as  beautiful  and  artistic 
as  it  is  striking.  The  chief  attraction, 
however,  is  not  the  building  itself,  but  the 
exhibits  which  it  contains,  illustrating,  as 
they  do,  every  successive  step  in  the  evo- 
lution of  modern  transportation  facilities, 
from  the  rude  cart  up  to  the  modern  lo- 
comotive and  the  ocean  greyhound.  A 
chronological  arrangement  has  been  pur- 
sued which  simplihes  the  task  of  taking 
in  the  scope  of  the  exhibit.  From  the 
original  "plank  stringer"  tramway  laid 
in  England  in  1630,  the  visitor 
passes  by  the  successive  developments 
of  "way  leaves"  used  in  1738,  the  iron 
scantlings  of  1760,  the  firstcast-iron  rails 
made  in  1786,  and  the  first  tramway  in 
the  United  States,  built  in  i8of).  At  this 
point  in  the  journey  the  visitor  reaches 
the  era  of  steam,  for  it  was  in  1785  that 
Watt  completed  his  model  of  the  steam 
motor.  From  this  begins  a  series  of  old 
locomotives,  leading  up  to  the  monster 
English  engine  which  occupies  a  posi- 
tion of  honor  as  the  biggest  yet  built.  To 
give  a  description,  however,  of  all  the 
locomotives  on  exhibition,  each  of  which 
illustrates  a  distinct  step  in  advance, 
would  occupy  columns  and  then  be  in- 
complete, it  is  enough  to  say  that  every 
newly  discovered  principle  is  illustrated 
by  the  engine  or  an  exact  reproduction 
of  the  engine  in  which  it  was  first  utilized. 

Next  in  importance  to  the  railway  sec- 
tion is  the  street  car  exhibit  which  in- 
cludes the  development  of  the  cable  car 
system,  from  the  original  car  built  in  San 
Francisco  to  the  modern  plants  of  New 
Yf)rk  and  Chicago. 

Every  kind  of  road  vehicle,  too,  from 
the  pneumatic-tire  bicycle  to  the  heavi- 
est truck,  is  also  present  to  speak  for  its 
particular  merits,  and  even  the  flying 
machines  and  airships  are  represented. 
Ocean  navigation  is  represented  by  mo- 
del and  charts,  details  of  construction 
and  colored  prints. 

Taken  as  a  whole  the  Transportation 
exhibit  is  an  epitome  of  the  labor  and 
thought  of  hundreds  of  years.  Standing 
in  one  part  of  the  building  the  visitor 
will,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  be  in 
the  middle  of  the  seventeenth  century. 
A  few  steps  in  one  direction  will  take 
him  back  a  hundred  years,  and  an 
e(|ually  short  distance  will  transport  him 
into  the  atmosphere  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  For  perfection  and  ctinsistency 
ot  arrangement  the  exhibit  is  a  revela- 
tion to  those  who  are  accustomed  to  look 
upon  an  exposition  as  an  indiscriminate 
conglomeration  of  the  odds  and  ends  of 
the  earth  spread  out  in  an  indiscriminate 
jumble  for  the  inspection  of  the  thous- 
ands.

A  Complete  and  interesting  Display  of  Metals 
and  Minerals  Generally. 
CnK  .\<;o.  iMay  I.— Of  all  the  buildings 
0[)ened  to  the  public  today,  that  of  ihe 
Minesand  Mining  exhibit  is  probably  the 
most  complete.  As  a  matter  of  fact  it  is 
ready  for  inspection  in  all  its  parts.  The 
display  is  interesting  and  embraces  ores 
and  associated  minerals,  industrial  min- 
erals, metals,  quarrying,  mining  aud    re- 


A  Beautiful  Display  of  Flowers.  Fruits  and 
Plants— Masses  of  Color. 

Chicago,  May  i,-— Lovers  of  flowers 
wandered  through  the  Horticulture 
building  today,  unable  to  tear  themselves 
away  for  the  purpose  of  insjiecting  the 
other  departments  of  tfie  fair.  Every- 
body found  fresh  revelations  in  the  won- 
drous variety  of  favorite  flowers,  and  the 
tropical  verdure  transplanted  the  visitor 
for  the  moment  to  the  sunny  southland. 
Winding  pathways  through  the  courts 
and  curtains  of  the  building  led  on  to 
fresh  revelations.  Around  the  interior 
of  the  great  dome,  where  a  ereat  gallery 
hangs  over  the  main  lloor,  hundreds 
looked  out  upon  vistas  of  verdure  and 
brilliant  color  for  hr)urs  at  a  lime. 

Horticultural  iiall  contains  much  more 
floor  space  than  the  combined  areas  of 
the  horticultural  buildings  of  the  l^hila- 
delpnia  Centennial.  New  Orleans  and 
Paris.  Exhibits  in  horticulture  are  here 
from  all  over  the  globe.  From  far  away 
Australia,  from  Jlapan,  from  South 
America,  from  every   European  country. 


and  from  every  quarter  of  1  the  North 
American  continent  have  come  the 
wealth  of  fruits  ami  (lowers  peculiar 
to  each  locality,  and  the  result  of  the 
gathering  was  to  entrance  the  visitor 
who  today,  for  the  first  time,  gazed  upon 
the  great  collection.  The  dome  is  given 
up  to  the  largest  tree  ferns,  palms,  bam- 
btios  and  giaiit  cacti.  The  rear  i)avilion, 
or  interior  court,  is  devoted  to  tlie  exhi- 
bition of  green  fruits.  The  front  pavilion 
is  in  use  altogether  for  floriculture. 
Looking  from  the  dome  either  north  or 
south,  the  view  from  any  point  is  exceed- 
ingly i)icuiresque.  Straight  lines  have 
been  obliterated.  The  footways  wind 
around  with  rhanning  effect,  and  at  any 
point  there  is  a  continuous  view  through 
the  whole  front  of  tiie  building.  In  the 
north  pavilion  ;ire  the  loreign  exiiibits. 
There  are  magnificent  tree  ferns  and 
tropical  plants  from  Australia.  Japan 
has  about  one-third  of  a  section,  and 
Germany  abtmt  the  same.  Other  prom- 
inent foreign  exhibitors  are  Belgium, 
Great  Britain  and  France.  The 
central  groups  are  permanent  ex- 
hibits, while  the  side  groups,  in 
the  floriculture  department,  will  contain 
the  ever-varying  display  of  the  seasons. 
There  will  bt.  special  days  in  the  week 
for  the  disphy  of  certain  flowers  and 
plants,  both  indoors  and  outdoors.  To- 
day's exhibition,  in  honor  of  the  opening; 
of  the  fair,  was  an  immense  display  of 
rhododendrons  and  azaleas.  This  will 
continue  until  May  9.  when  there  will  be 
such  a  show  of  orcbids  as  Americans 
have  never  seen  before.  In  June  there 
will  be  dahlias,  geraniums,  flowering 
annuals,  ornamental  leaf  plants  and  ex- 
otics. July  will  bring  gloxcinias,  calla, 
ornamental  grasses.aquatics.and  exotics, 
while  in  August  ornamental  plants  and 
roses  will  have  sway.  'I'hese  special  ex- 
hibitions will  continue  each  month  while 
the  exposition  lasts.  Ihe  wine  and  fruit 
displays,  which  are  included  in  this  de- 
partment, are  fully  equal  to  the  highest 
expectations,  and  compare  favorably 
with  those  of  any  previous  exposition. 

ART. 


Treasures  of  Foreign  and  American  Galleries 
—All  Schools  Represented. 
Chicago,  May  i.  -The  noble  Art 
building,  with  its  raiment  ot  white,  glis- 
tened in  the  noon-day  sun  today,  and 
Martini's  "Victory"  perched  away  up  on 
the  doom  looked  down  upon  the  throng 
that  besieged  the  wide  entrances,  eager 
to  pay  tributi;  to  the  most  general  repre- 
sentation of  the  art  of  the  world  that  has 
ever  been  attempted.  Certain  it  is  that 
no  previous  exposition  has  dealt  so  gen- 
erously and  io  fairly  with  the  masters  of 
all  nations.  In  the  French  expositions 
German  art  Las  been  mainly  conspicuous 
by  its  absence,  and  no  French  artist  of 
eminence  has  ever  been  known  to  take 
an  enthusiastic  interest  in  the  expositions 
of  the  Fatherland.  Russian  art  nasbeen 
comparative  y  unknown  in  this  country, 
and  while  the  Royal  Academicians  were 
very  largly  represented  in  the  English 
section  of  the  Centennial,  they  mani- 
fested no  particular  pride,  for  one 
reason  or  another,  in  submitting  their 
masterpieces  to  the  criticism  of  their 
American  brethren.  But  here,  in  the  .^rt 
building  of  the  Columbian  exposition, 
1"  ranee  is  accorded  some  300,000  square 
feet  of  wall  space,  or  within  5000  feet  of 
the  total  reserved  for  the  United  States. 
Italy,  Spain,  Great  Britain,  Russia  and 
other  foreign  countries  have  been  liber- 
ally accorded  space  according  to  their 
several  needs,  and  it  is  significant  of  the 
universal  interest  manifested  in  this  de- 
partment of  the  enterprise,  that  even 
little  Mexico  has  pre-empted  some  1500 
square  feet,  and  utilized  every  foot  of  it 
upon  which  to  hang  its  paintings.  Itwould 
require  columns  to  even  barely  outline 
the  gems  of  the  painters'  art  and  the 
masterpiece.'  of  the  sculptors'  creation, 
that  find  a  temporary  abiding  place  un- 
tler  the  dome  of  this  magnificent  struc- 
ture. 

American  Artists. 
In  the  American  section  the  most 
eminent  of  American  artists  and  sculp- 
tors are  well  and  creditably  represented. 
Among  them  are  F.  E,  Millette,  John  S. 
Sargent,  W.  M.Chase,  Kenyon  Cox,  E. 
A.  Abbey,  John  Carroll  Beckw'th,  Doug- 
las Volk,  C.  5.  Reinhart,  John  La  Farge, 
Glide  Assom,  Howard  Kretchmar,  Lo- 
rado  Taft  and  Johannes  Gellert.  The 
English  exh  bits  include  over  1000  pro- 
ductions in  painting,  sculpture,  etching 
and  drawing,  black  and  white  and  water 
colors,  one  and  all  of  which  have  passed 
the  rigid  examination  of  a  critical  jury. 
Nearly  all  the  academicians  and  the 
regular  contributors  to  the  English  gal- 
leries are  represented,  and  some  of  the 
choicest  exhibits  bear  the  signatures  of 
men  whose  names  are  known  throughout 
the  world  of  art— as  for  instance.  Sir 
Frederick  Leighton.  Sir  John  Gilbert, 
Sir  John  Millars  Foynter,  Watts  and 
Erckheimer.  Leighton,  who  is  as  fine  a 
sculptor  as  he  is  a  painter,  also  leads  in 
the  collection  of  sculptures,  with  such 
noted  maniiiulators  of  the  chisel  as Thor- 
neycroft,  McLean  and  Dressier  for  com- 
pany. 

The  Gern  an  section  ranks,  even  if  it 
does  not  outrank  the  British.  It  occu- 
pies nearly  the  entire  northwest  section 
of  the  building  and  comprises  the  choic- 
est and  most  valued  treasures  of  the  gal- 
leries of  the  prince  regent  of  Bavaria, 
the  German  national  gallery  and  the  im- 
perial academy.  The  paintings  are 
principallv  in  oil,  although  there  are 
some  exquisite  water  colors.  Belgium  is 
represented  by  some  500  frames,  many 
of  them  of  considerable  size,  the  exhibit 
occupying  five  rooms  in  the  main  build- 
ing, all  devoted  to  oil,  and  one  in  the 
rotunda  given  to  water  colors. 

The  hand  of  Rembrandt  contributes  a 
complete  and  representative  collection 
of  Dutch  art,  which  is  of  especial  inter- 
est in  view  of  the  controversy  now  rag- 
ing as  to  whether  there  are  any  colorists 
in  the  world  that  can  etjual  those  of  Hol- 
land. Each  picture  tells  its  story  with- 
out the  necessity  of  referring  to  the  cata- 
logue or  the  information  card.  Here  it 
is  a  cjuaint  old  town  on  the  Zuyder  Zee, 
here  one  of  "he  picturesque  meadows  of 
Duichland;  here  again  some  story 
of  a  simple,  honest  rustic.  Pictures 
of  rustic  life,  in  fact,  predominates.  Quite 
a  number  of  women  are  represented  in 
this  collection,  including  Henrietta  Ron- 
ncr,  the  famous  painter  of  cats.  Miss 
\'an  Houten,  of  cocoa  fame,  has  some 
very  clever  things  on  the  walls,  and  so 
has  Frau  M esdag,  wife  of  the  art  com- 
missioner for  Holland.  The  gem  of  the 
entire  section,  however,  coines  from  Jo- 
seph  Israels,  whose  name  is  a  venera- 
tion and  an  inspiration.  It  is  this  famous 
canvas  "Alone  in  the  World"  which  has 
been  drawn  from  the  private  collection 
of  Coinmiss oner  Mesdag,  upon  which  a 
value  of  S2,()oo,ooo  has  been  placed. 

The  French  exhibit  which  passed  the 
inspection  of  an  unusually  critical  jury, 
includes  50c  paintings,  200  drawings  and 
water  colors  and  200  subjects  in  sculp- 
ture. All  of  them  are  of  the  highest 
standard  of  excellence  and  come  from 
artists  who  have  won  all  the  distinction 
that  can  possibly  be  conferred    on  them.

The  World's  fair  has  been  opened,  and 
the  great  international  exposition  is  now 
ready  for  the  inspection  of  the  people  of 
the  whole  wor'J.  It  would  be  untrue  to 
say  that  upon  the  opening  day  the  fair  is 
in  a  complete  state,  but  in  this  respect  it 
will  compare  fivorably  with  the  Paris 
exhibition  and  the  Philadelphia  centen- 
nial exhibition  npon  their  openincj  days, 
while  in  the  massiveness  and  beauty  of 
the  buildings  and  grounds  and  in  the 
quantity  of  exhibits  of  all  descriptions 
it  excels  them  both. 

Within  the  next  week  the  exposition 
will  undoubtedly  be  in  splendid  shape. 
Adverse  weather  and  various  other  cir- 
cumstances liave  operated  to  prevent  as

On  Saturday  there  was  argued  before 
jmlife  Lewis  a  number  of  motions  which 
had  been  jointly  tiled  by  Kelly,  Rohson 
v"^  Co.;  Kckart.  Williams  ..*v:  Co.;  Smith, 
Koors  &  Co.;  Arundel,  Warren  &  Co.; 
Fitzsimtnons  Wanield  company,  and  the 
State  bank  of  Duluth.  The  motions 
were  made  to  move  the  court  to  set 
aside  the  order  contirminff  the  sale  to 
Angus  iiihson  of  the  stock  of  merchan- 
dise belonging  to  the  assets  of  Simon 
Clark  &  Co.  and  Simon  Clark,  insol- 
vents. .Affidavits  of  Chas.  S.  Eppling 
showinsi  his  willingness  to  pay  full  cost 
price  for  the  merchandise  and  to  assume 
tlie  lease  of  the  premises  of  the  insol- 
vents, and  his  estimate  that  the  stock  is 
worth  $1  ;.ooo  were  tiled. 

.Attorney  J.  W.  Reynolds  affirmed  that 
he  believed  the  stock  would  brinji  at 
least  >jo,ooo,  and  that  the  assumed  pur- 
chase by  Angus  (iibson  was  solely  in  the 
interest  of  the  insolvents,  and  that  the 
alleged  purchaser  really  had  no  interest 
in  the  purchase  of  the  stock,  ami  fur- 
thermore that  the  price  was  inadequate, 
and  that  the  sale  was  sarreplitiously 
m.-i«le. 

Chas.  T.  Fitsimmons  at^rracd  that  he 
is  a  creilitor  to  the  extent  of  $251.1/),  and 
that  he  believes  the  cash  value  of  the 
stock  to  be  in  excess  of  S^o.ooo.  R.  W. 
Arundell  followed  in  the  same  strain 
and  alleged  that  the  sale  was  made  witl; 
the  intent  to  defraud  the  creditors.  K. 
D.  Baker  filed  a  similar  affidavit;  so  did 
Thomas  Smith  and  A.  L.  Simon. 

M.  O.  Hall  fi.xed  the  value  of  the 
stock  at  about  S25,ooo.  and  that  the 
estate  is  indebted  to  "the  bank  in  the  sum 
of  about  $11, 000,  and  that  he  had  been 
informed  prior  to  the  assignment  that 
the  stock  was  fully  worth  j;37,ooo.  The 
bank  received  no  notice  of  the  intended 
sale  and  claims  it  was  fraudulent.  Mr. 
Hall  also  says  that  Anicus  Gibson  has  no 
financial  standing,  has  no  e.xperience 
and  no  money,  and  would  not  be  likely 
to  embark  in  the  grocery  business. 

The  iudL;e  ordered  the  sale  set  aside 
and  the  assignee  to  be  reimbursed  for  his 
expenses  by  the  plaintiff  and  the  day  of 
sale  is  to  be  advertised  in  the  daily  pap- 
ers of  the  city.  The  judge  further  said 
that  in  setting  aside  the  sale  he  did  not 
in  the  slitjhtest  decree  impute  any  fraud- 
ulent intent  to  the  assignee,  but  believed 
that  he  had  acted  as  he  deemed  best, 
simply  omittini^  a  form  of  procedure.

tened  with  attention  and  respect  to 
President  Cleveland,  but  there  was  an 
evident  disposition  to  commence  sight- 
seeing as  soon  as  possible.  The  foreign 
notables  who  bobbed  up  in  every  direc- 
tion were  therefore  liot  molested  by  curi- 
"ous  crowds,  although  here  and  there  a 
knot  of  people  would  be  attracted  by  an 
unusually  fantastic  costume  or  gorgeous 
uniform. 

In  the  presence  oi  the  aggregation  ot 
stately  structures    that    lined    tlie    lake 
shore  and  clustered  around  the    la;,^oDns, 
however,  no  one  cared  to  look  at  an  out- 
landish dress  or  a  strange  face  (or  longer 
"than  a  moment.    There  was  too  much  to 
tie  seen  in  the  buildings.     It  is  true  that 
the  exhibits  are  not  yet    by    any    means 
complete.    They  have    not    arrived    so 
rapidlv  as  was    expected,  and    the  work 
of  classification  has  been  somewhat    de- 
layed.   Still,  with  all    these    drawbacks, 
the   attractions    are    said  to    be  almost 
equal  to  those  of  any    j-revious    exposi- 
~tion  in  its  con;pleted  state.    Satisfactory 
as  this  condition  of    affairs    is,  yet    con- 
trasted with  the  display  which  will  greet 
the  visitor  a  few  v.eeks  hence,  that  of  to- 
day v/ill  be  remembered^only  as    a    pro- 
logue t>>  one  of  the  most    instructive  and 
bewildering  spectacles  in  the    history  of 
the  world.     It  is  "nf"    t-»    say,    however, 
that  none  <»i  lae  visitors  today    was    dis- 
■" satisfied  wiih  what    he    saw.     From  the 
Forestrv  building   on  the    south    to  the 
Montana  building  at  the  extieme   mrth- 
ern  limit  of  the  grounds,  there  was  a  suc- 
cession ot  strange  and  novel  sights,  mov- 
ing multitudes  and  a    display  of    there- 
sources  and  products  of  civilization  such 
as  has  never    before  been    collected    in 

one  place. 

-  The  Multitude. 

The  crowd  was  a  good  natiired  one. 
There  was  of  course  some  of  the  incon- 
venience and  discomfort  in  separable  from 
a  large  gathering,  and  in  some  cases 
curiosity  to  see  all  that  was  to  be  seen 
overcame  good  manners;  but  as  a  rule 
there  was  a  disposition  to  give  all  an 
equal  chance,  and  there    was    no    disor- 

""  derly  rushing  into  forbidden  qu.irters,  or 
ill-natured  complaints  at  the  iri-ling  in- 
conveniences which  were  undergone. 
Aside  from  the  foreigners,  who  after 
all  formed  onlv  a  small  fraction  of  the 
crowd,  the  bulk  of  the  multitude  was 
made  up  of  Chicagoans.  This  was  to  be 
expected,  considering  the  partially  un- 
finished condition  of  the  great  show  and 

"  the  further  fact  that  most  of  the  prospec- 
tive visitors  from  other  states   nnd  terri- 

-*  tories  had  h.ng  ago  made  their  arrange- 
ments to  reach  Chicago  after  the  exposi- 
tion shall  be  fully  opened.  Chicago, 
l.owever,  had  evidently  resolved  to  take 
a  (lav  off  in  honor  of  the  event,  and  the 
attendance  was  highlv  gratifying,  not 
nly  as  to  numbers,  but  also  in  make-up. 

""  Neio-hboring  cities  and  states  were  not 
by  any  means  unrepresented,  however. 
Special  trains  brought  into  the  city  thou- 
sands of    sight-seers 


throng  ihat  had  gattiered  ircmihe  stre;:ts 
aiid  highways  of  tlie  Garden  City  and 
joined  in  the  opening  of  the  big  show. 

It  was  a  great  day  for  the  rising  gen- 
eration. It  seemed  almost  increttible 
that  so  many  children  could  be  got  to- 
gelher  even  in  Chicago,  and  the  inde- 
pendent spirit  of  young  America  was 
manileited  in  the  fact  th.at  the  most  of 
the  ycun^oters  seemed  to  be  unaccom- 
panied by  their  parents  or  older  persons, 
rhcy  swarmeil  through  the  big  build- 
ings got  themselves  tangled  up  in  all 
sorts tif  unexpected  places  and  made  the 
lives  of  the  Columbian  guards  miserable 
from  daylight  to  dark.  Thev  took  the 
big  battle  ship  by  storm;  they  sacked 
the  Convent  of  La'Rabida;  ar.^i  the  y  in- 
vaded the  sacred  precinccs  of  the  Mo- 
hammedan moiciue.  Thty  were  every- 
where at  once,  and  no  doubt  saw  twice 
as  mucii  of  the  interesting  features  of  the 
exposition  as  ;ny  mature  persons  did. 
Good  Arrangemcnis. 

All  the  arrangements  for  handling  the 
crowds  were  excellent.  The  gates  were 
at  no  time  choked  and  the  throng  passed 
into  the  grounds  with  lets  trouble  than  is 
often  experienced  at  a  theater  or  other 
placeof  entertainment.  Through()Ut  the 
grounds  were  clistribuied  the  World's 
tair  police,  or  Columb.ian  guards  as  they 
are  called.  They  were  of  value  in  di- 
recting the  movements  i>f  the  people 
when  a  blockade  was  threatened,  and 
their  services  were  occasionally  calied 
into  requisition  to  clear  the  way  for  a 
[)3ssing  vehicle  connected  with  the  police 
department  or  the  sanitary  department 
of  the  exposition.  Considering  the 
throng,  there  were  suprisingly  few  acci- 
dents of  a  serious  character,  however, 
and  the  ambulances  were  seldom  called 
into  requisition

(Jutside  the  walls  ot  the  fair  proper, 
too,  tb. re  was  the  same  shifting,  ever 
changing  crowd  of  curiosity  seekers.  In 
ih.e  Midway  Plaisance,  the  various  vil- 
lages were  crowded  all  day,  and  the 
booths  and  shows  on  the  fringe  of  the 
fair  were  never  empty.  The  leather 
lunged  side-show  "blower"  was  in 
glory,  and  all  the  farailiicr  old  attrac- 
tions of  the  circus  and  Coney  Island 
were  to  he  seen  on  every  side,  not  a 
whit  abashed  by  their  close  proximity  to 
the  most  s'.upenduous  show  the  world 
h;;5  ever  seen. 

All  day  long  the  crowds  ebbed  and 
flowed  in  and  about  the  big  structures. , 
With  most  people  the  great  difficulty  was 
to  determine  where  to  commence,  and 
once  fairly  started  on  the  tour  of  sight- 
seeing there  came  a  feeling  of  helpless- 
ness and  despair  of  ever  accomplishing 
the  task  of  inspecting  the  whole  exposi- 
i  tion.  Many  who  set  out  in  the  morning 
i  boasting  that  they  would  cover  all  the 
buildings  before  night  found  themselves 
at  evening  still  wandering  through  the 
aisles  of  the  first  building  thev  had  en- 
tered. The  sea.soncd  exposition-goers 
who  had  visited  Pari?,  Philadelphia  and 
Vienna  mapped  t»ul  ibeir  plan  of  cam- 
paign like  veterans,  and  catalogue  in 
hand  set  bravely  at  work  on  some  one 
department  with  the  intention  of  taking 
all  the  others  up  in  turn  and  doing  each 
thoroughly.  There  were  few  of  these, 
however,  and  mt-st  of  today's  visitors  re- 
garded the  first  day  as  merely  aa  open- 
ing skirmish.  There  was  a  sort  of  graiKl 
tour  cf  inspection  v/ithout  pausing  to 
examine  details,  but  rather  to  take  in  the

The  pew^^,  loo, 
made  the  task  of  the  railro.ads  OH^^ 
starting  early.  Even  in  the  e;uly  melt- 
ing the  down  town  streets  were  lilled 
with  people  headed  for  Jackson  Park. 
These  were  easily  taken  care  of.  As  the 
forenoon  wore  on  the  crowd  swelled, and 
by  ten  o'clock  tUe.Iiuman  current  was  at 
the  flood.  The  crowds  did  not  depend 
upon  the  public  transp^oi^tation  lines, 
however.  They  came  in  xyery  con- 
ceivable fashion— on  foot,  on  mcycles.  in 
carts,  carriages,  bandwagons,  street 
cars,  railroads  and  steamboats.  Any- 
thing on  wheels  if  on  land,  or  anything 
th.at  would  float,  if  on  the  water,  was 
utilized. 

There  were  some  »iueerly  assorted 
groups.  On  one  of  the  early  Illinois 
Central  trains,  in  the  same  coach,  were 
a  merchant  from  Bagdad  with  his  two 
turbancd  attendants,  a  group  cf^  Prus- 
sian metal  workers,  a  sfiuad  of  English 
soldier?,  three  Armenian  gymnasts  from 
the  Midway  Plaisance,  several  malodor- 
ous and  chattering  Cingalese,  ami  the 
Hon.  William  K.  Cody,  better  k  nown  as 
"Buffalo  Bill,"  who,  by  the  way,  attracted 
as  much  attention  today  as  any  Pasha 
with  tree  tails,  or  other  foreign  notable 
on  the  grounds. 

Anotoer  car  held  a  party  of  Arab  don- 
key drivers,  who  divided  the  honors  with 
three  Hindoo  snake  charmers  from  upper 
India,  in  the  eyes  cf  a  family  from  Mis- 
souri, consisting  of  father,  mother  and 
five  children.  The  clev.ated  road  earned 
similar  incorgruous  groups,  and  the 
cable  cars  resounded  all  day  with  the 
tongucj  of  all  nations. 

Most  People  Walked. 
Inside  the  gioiiiidh  the  facilities  for 
getting  around  were  varied.  .Most  of  the 
people,  of  course,  walked;  but  tor  those 
who  preferred  to  utilize  other  modes  of 
locomotion  there  where  the  wheeled 
chairs,  which  conveyed  the  sight-seer- by 
land,  or  the  electric  launches  and  other 
craft,  which  cndicd  through  the  ingoons 
and  canal,  passing  on  the  route  all  "the 
principal  buildings  and  points  of  attrac- 
tion. Of  course  such  a  multitude  was 
hungry  and    thirsty,    and  the  thousand

It  .v.is  late  before  the  crowd  which 
came  earlv  began  to  thin  out.  They 
dropped  off  quietly  at  first  in  little 
grouii*;,  and  those  who  left  thus  early 
avcitled  the  crush  which  began  when  the 
mass  of  visitors  began  to  move  toward 
the  gates.  The  transportation  companies 
were  c  died  upon  to  handle  the  crowds 
more  en  masse  than  war.  the  case  in  the 
forenoon,  and  as  a  result  there  was  moie 
or  less  crowding  and  confusion,  .'\fter 
some  delay,  however,  the  heavily  l.aden 
cars  carried  off  load  alter  load  of  human 
freight;  the  steamboats  drew  off  from 
the  wharves;  carriages  rolled  toward  the 
titv  in  long  linc<;  wheelmen  and  pede- 
sir'ians  took  up  the  line  of  march  home- 
ward, nnd  as  ilarkness  fell  the  grtal 
White  City  was  left  imtenanied  save  by 
the  guards  and  watchmen. 


GOVERNMENT. 


-A  Creditable 


UncIa  Sam's  Exhibit  Complete 
Display, 
Chicago,  May  i.— Due  Largely  to  the 
administrative  capacity  and  military 
precision  that  obtains  in  the  conduct  of 
affairs  governmental,  the  section  as- 
signed to  the  government  of  the  I'nited 
States  has  been  practically  in  a  com- 
pleted condition  for  sevenil  days,  and 
this  morning,  with  every  dei)attment  in 
gooil  order,  its  iloors  were  opened  to  the 
ai my  of  sightseers.  It  is.  without  ques- 
tion, the  most  comprehensive  and  com- 
plete exhibit  of  the  character,  purposes 
and  tcope  oi  the  various  departments 
ot  the  administrative  branch  of  a  great 
countrr  that  his  ever  been  attempted  by 
any  nation.  No  attempt  was  made  h> 
the  government  of  Prance  to  arrange  a 
collective  departmental  exhibit  at  the 
Paris  ex])Osition,  although  some  of  its 
bureaus  were  incidentally    represented 


on  a  n.inor  scf^e  m  v;iri(  ui  sccuons 
voted  to  general  displav^. 

There  was  a  pretentious  effort  toward 
a  government  displav  at  the  Centennial 
exposition,  hut  both  the  building  erected 
in  Fairmcunt  Park  and  i.s  contents  were 
intignificant  as  compared  with  the  cre- 
ation cf  today.  Philadelphia's  structure 
was  simply  an  elaborate  shed  of  wood 
and  glass,  while  the  govenrmcnt  build- 
bis  j  ing  .at  J:ickson  Park  i^  an  ornate  and  im- 
[)Osing  stt'ucture,  covering  a  ground  area 
350  by  4:0  feet,  of  in^a  and  glass,  sur- 
mcunted  by  a  majestic  dome  and  bearing 
a  strong  resemblance  to  the  National 
Museurn,  and  other  go>einment  build- 
ings at  the  national  capital.  I'rqm  an 
educational  point  of  \iev/ths  exhibit  is 
of  incalculable  value  ;iatl  importance,  ni 
the  fact  that  it  will  alTord.  to  millions  w!io 
have  never  visited  the  riational  capital, 
an^l  probably  never  will,  an  opportunity 
of  observing' and  studying  the  processes 
of  each  department  01  the  government, 
and  of  looking  upon  some  of  its  priceless 
treasures. 

Very  Instructive. 
The  cardinal  motive  p'omjAing  the  ex- 
hibit is  to  deepen  and  intensify  the  pop- 
nh.r  interest  in  public  affairs,  and  to  that 
end  the  services  and  exertions  of  the 
ch-ef  workers  and  thinkers  of  every 
branch  of  the  executi\  e  government  have 
been  largely  devoted  tor  over  two  years. 
F.very  section  is  a  school  of  instruction. 
The  mint,  for  instance,  has  presses  in 
operation,  striking  medals  of  copper, 
br.juzc  and  white  metal.  Within  heavily 
wired  glass  cases  are  the  original  proofs 
of  all  the  coins,  paper  currency,  certifi- 
cates, bonds  and  other  evidences  of  in- 
debtedness coveting  the  period  from  the 
the  year  of  the  Declaration  of  In-lepend- 
ence  to  the  last  bond  or  note  issued  from 
the  United  States  treasury,  There^  is  a 
working  postoffice  in  oi)£ration,  and  an 
elaborate  display  of  all  articles  relating 
to  the  postal  equipment,  not  only  of  this 
country,  but  of  nearly  all  of  the  foreign 
powers  embraced  in  the  postal  union. 
The  largest  sjcticn  istb  it  devoted  to  the 
department  of  agricuhuvc,  and  which 
shows  models  of  truit.s,  cereals,  aninaal 
and  vegetable  fibres,  collections  of  in- 
sects beneficial  and  injurious  to  agricul- 
ture, models  of  western  methods  of  irri- 
gation, and  a  complete  agricultur.al 
laboratory,  wiili  dailv  demtmstrations  of 
fcf>d  adulteration. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  treasury  de- 
partment are  a  life-saviag    service,  fully 
equipi)e(l    wilh    apparr.tus    and    men,  a 
lighthouse    constructed    after  ^  the  latest 
and  most  approved  plans,  and  a  demon- 
stration of  the  methods  in  vogue   in   the 
bureau      of    internal     revenue.      There 
is  a  model  ward  of  the   Marine    hospital 
service,  and  which  will  be   put   to    prac- 
tical use  in  caring  for  victims  of  sickness 
or  casualties.    The  patent  office   section 
illustrates  clearly  and  lucidly    the    mar- 
velous rate  of    progress    in    invention  of 
the  present  age,  and  the    fostering  influ- 
ence ot  the  American  patent    system    in 
this  regard,  while  the  sv^item   pusued  by 
the  government  in  the  direction  of    civil- 
izing   its  Indian    wards    is    exemplified 
by  an    Indian    boarding    school  in    full 
operation,  with  boys  and  girls  studying, 
workiuL',  cooking  and  1  laying,  and  gen- 
erally illustrating    life    upon    an  Intihin 
reservation.     The    intirior    department 
shows  the  resources  of    its    undeveloped 
territory,  while  the  state  department  con- 
tributes an  immense  amount  of  historical 
data  which  demonstrates  the  rapid  terri- 
torial growth  of    the    country.     F'oreign 
visitors  of  military    inclinations    are.  af- 
forded food  for  thought  in  the  extensive 
exhibit  of  the  wardepartment,  and  which 
is  fullv  illustrative  of  all  the  devices  cni- 
ploved  in  the  United  ."-.tatcs  army.     For 
the'student  there  are    v.aluable    exhibits 
from  the  historical  collections  of  the  Na- 
lion.ll  miiieum  and   ih-    Smithsonian  in- 
stitution, while  the  devcu>pment    of    the 
educational  facilities    of    the    country  is 
abundantly  evidenced  through  the  bureau 
of  education.

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The  Great  Building  Filled  With  the  Products 
of  Every  Known  Land. 
Chicago,  May  i.— Colossal  yet  sym- 
metrical in  design,  scope  and  propor- 
tions, the  Manufactures  building  looms 
up  before  the  visitor  the  leviathan  of 
World's  fair  structures.  Forty  acres  of 
floor  space  are  here  devoted  to  the  most 
representative  products  of  the  world's 
skdled  l?.bor.  Whether  handiwork  or 
the  results  cf  intricate  machinery  tl:e 
display  of  the  product  of  human  inge- 
nuity has  here  reached  its  culminating 
point.  No  comparison  with  previous  ex- 
pos'tions  can  be  drawn  in  the  case  of 
this  department,  because  none  other  has 
ever  h.ad  suqh  space,  such  a  setting,  or 
such  raagnificcnt  surroundings.  Great 
as  the  space  is  it  has  proved  scarcely 
one-tenth  the  amount  that  would  have 
been  necessary  to  satisfy  the  demands  ot 
would-be  exhibitors.  The  rush  of  appli- 
cations has  far  exceeded  that  in  any 
other  deparlment  and  the  problem  has 
been  to  discriminate  in  favor  of  quality 
rather  than  quantity.  The  amount  of 
space  granted  to  foreign  governments 
was  necessarily  so  large  that  the  monster 
floor  of  the  building  has  little  more  than 
one-fourth  of  its  space  allotted  to  United 
States  exhibits.  Nevertheless  it  is  the 
greatest  showing  in  manufactures  that 
trc  United  States  has  ever  attempted. 

Visitors  Amazed. 

The  exterior  architecture  of  the  vast 
building  has  been  so  cftcn  described 
that  the  public  is  familiar  with  its  gigan- 
tic proportions  from  the  outside,  lisidt. 
however,  today's  crowd  of  visitors  slO()d 
amazed.  Streets  and  avenues  are  laid 
out  in  tlic  usual  rectangular  form  of  a 
model  city.  .A.lcng  these  interior  thor- 
oughfares specimens  of  architecture  by 
the  world's  uKtsl  famous  designers  vie 
with  one  another  at  every  stej).  Mini.i- 
ture  temples,  kiosks,  pavilions  of  modern 
design,  columns  and  arches  of  every 
conceivable  (piality  of  architecture  meet 
the  eye  at  every  point.  Maay  of  these 
are  so  striking  .and  uniciuc  in  design  as 
to  make  them  a  model  tor  much  larger 
structures.  In  ♦he  foreign  (juarters  - 
especially  in  the  German  and  French 
sections  and  the  Indian  and  Ceylon  exhi- 
bits the  booths  and  pavilions  are  fre- 
quently marvels  of  design  and  execu- 
tion. Among  the  domestic  exhibits,  too, 
there  are  magnificent  pavilions  which 
challenge  comparison  wilh  the  finest  in 
the  foreign  groups, 

(^n  the  floor  of  the  building  are  col- 
lected thirty-four  large  groups  or  sub-di- 
visions. These  arc  divided  into  _20O  or 
more  of  the  leailing  industries.  li,ncirc- 
ling  the  vast  structure  on  all  four  sides 
are  spaces  devoted  to  offices,  restaurants, 
cancessions,  and  various  appli.ances  lor 
public  comfort.  There  are  continuous 
promenades  outside  in  the  covered  log- 
gia. F^very  known  convenience  has  been 
provided.  In  the  center  of  the  building 
along  Columbia  avenue,  there  is  a  series 
of  elevators  to  carry  passengers  to  the 
outside  of  the  main  roof,  240  feet  above 
the  floor,  where  a  promenade  balcony  ex- 
tends around  all  four  sides  of  the  build- 
ing, giving  a  continuous  walk  of  over  a 
m'de  and  a  half  in  making  the  circuit  of 
the  building. 

The  Exhibits. 
But  if  the  building  is  magnificent  what 
shall  be  said  of  the  exhiuits  installed 
therein,  up<in  which  the  throngs  today 
gazed  in  amazement?  Here  the  richest 
jiioducts  of  skilled  labor  from  every 
clime  are  gathered  in  endless  profusion. 
Most  of  the  exhibili  arc  housed  in  pa- 
vilioiu..  In  some  groups  this  interior 
architoclnre  observes  a  prevailing 
kev  throughout.  Thus  in  the  (ler- 
ma'n  exhibit  the  prevailing  style 
is  the  renaissance  of  architecture,  the 
rococo  decoration  being  frequently  gor- 
geous and  profuse.  In  the  French  ex- 
[hibit,  on  the  section  diagonally  opposite, 


•.:..j  is  severely  classic, 
throughout.  In  the  English  section  and  ing. 
also  in  the  United  States  section  this  uni- 
formity ot  design  is  lacking,  although 
theie  :ire  many  individual  structures  of 
great  iicauty. 

The  entire  ground  floor,  witli  the  ex- 
ceptioi  of  the  space  devoted  to  the  pi- 
ano exhibit  in  the  liberal  arts  depart- 
ment, is  given  up  to  manunactuies. 
There  is  also  a. small  portion  of  the  gal- 
leries devoted  to  manufactures,  but  the 
greater  part  of  the  gallery  space  is  al- 
lotted to  the  liberal  arts  exhibit.  Four 
great  n.alions — Germany,  France,  Great 
Britain  and  the  United  States— are 
groutjed  in  the  center  of  the  main  floor. 
Tiie  o  tadrangle  formed  by  these  sec- 
tions has  a  ccotral  point  where  all  four 
meet.  "This  point  is  exactly  in  the.  center 
of  the  building.  From  these  four 
gre.at  sections  radiate  the  lesser  exhibits. 
i  he  Austrians  are,  appropriately  enough, 
next  neig'obors  to  the  Germans.  Beyond 
Austria  is  japan.  South  ot  the  Frencli  1  of  their 
section  is  Belgium,  and  still  further 
south  is  Russia,and  small  spaces  allotted 
to  Noiway  and  China.  South  of  Great 
Britain  are  the  exhibits  of  the  colonies. 


is  distinct  from  that  of  any  other  build- 


inciud.ng  Canada,  New  South  Wale; 
India.  Ceylon  and  Jam.aica.  South  ot 
the  British  colonies  still  are  the  sections 
devoted  to  Spain  and  Spanish-American 
countries.  Italy,  the  Netherfands,  Mexico, 
Persia,  Brazil,  Portugal,  Greece,  Den- 
mark, Switzerland  .and  other  nationali- 
ties. Other  exhibits  are  scattered 
through  the  building  wherever  the  space 
has  been  found  available. 

Space  is  lacking,  however,  to  tell,  ho\v- 
ever  inadequately,  of  the  wonders  of  this 
building,  incomplete  though  it  is  in  some 
of    its    details.      To    attempt   the  task 


would    be   but    to 


invite    failure.     It  is 


enough  to  say  that  as  it  stands  today  the 
spectacle  is  one  that  dwarfs  to  insig- 
nificance all  previous  efforts  in  the  sanie 
direction,  and  that  when  all  the  exhibits 
have  been  properly  arranged— a  task 
which  will  probabl'y  be  accomplished 
within  a  few  days— the  ensemble  will  be 
one  v.'hich  will  not  be  e(iualed  for  a  cen- 
turv  to  come. 


MACHINERY. 


-An  Unique 


Triumphs  of  the   Mechanic  Arts 
Newspaper. 
Chicago,  May  i.— The  noiseless  mo- 
tion of  smooth-running    machinery    and 
its  miles  of  shafting  has    an    irresistible 
fascination    alike     for     mechanic      and 
student,  and  the  crowds  today    lingered 
long    m    Machinery    hall.    The  famous 
triple  expansion  Corliss    engine,   known 
in  the  hall  as  the  ".-Mlis"  engine,    stands 
near  the  south  end  of  the  building  on  the 
long  aisle  running  east  and  west.    It  fur- 
nishes power  equal  to  3000    horses    and 
keeps  the  great  and  varied  mass  of    ma- 
chinery in  motion  with  no    apparent    ef- 
fort.    Three  overhead  "travelers,"   with 
electricity  for  motive  power,  move  along 
their  elevated  tracks  in  response    to    no- 
tices   by    telephone    that    a    ponderous 
piece  ot  mechanism  or  block  of  wooil    in 
some  part  of  the  building  needs  a  "hoist" 
or  "carry."    A    few    gangs    of  men    are 
still  at  work  putting  up  highly    polished 
hand    rails    around  numerous    sections. 
Others  are  unp.icking  a  tardy  arrival  of 
exhibits.    Managers  and  messengers  are 
moving  hurriedly  through   the    building, 
giving  orders  and  gaining  intelligence  of 
affairs,  and  the  show  in  Machinery  hall, 
while  not  complete,  may  be  said  to  invite 
inspection. 

The  building  and  its  annex,  which 
combined  measure  492  by  864  feet,  much 
resemble  three  train  sheds  with  glass 
roofs,  placed  side  by  side,  the  whole 
having  a  glass  capped  dome  lor  orna- 
ment.'  The  exterior  of  the  building  is 
enriched  by  coloun.^.des  from  designs  fol- 
lowing closely  the  renaissance  of  Seville 
ai-d  other  Spanish  towns  as  being  ap- 
propriate for  a  Columbian  exposition. 
The  structure  is  one  of  the  beauties  of 
the  Jackson  park  collection,  and  its  style 


In  this  department  America  has  hon- 
ored hei  foreign  guests  by  allotting  them 
the  most  conspicuous  poilion  of  the  ball. 
F:ngland,  France, Germany,  Austria, Rus- 
sia, Spain,  Sweden,  Belgium  and  New 
South  Wales  occupy  three  fourths  of  the 
mainflo.ir  section,  while  the  United  States 
sets  forth  her  exhibit  in  the  other  quar- 
ter and  in  the  annex.  The  United  States, 
howeve'-,  has  three-quarters  as  much  ex- 
hibit nomas  all  the  others  combined. 
Germany's»show  is  magnificent,  and  em- 
braces every  feature  of  machinery,  from 
a  simple  lathe  to  the  mammoth  Krupp 
gun,  the  latter,  however,  having  a  pavil- 
ion to  itself  in  another  part  of  the 
grounds.  France  has  a  splentlid  exhibit, 
and  its  directors  were  the  recipients  of 
many  congratulations  during  the  day. 
F'ngiand  is  further  behind  wilh  her  dis- 
play th;m  any  other  country.  The  ex- 
hibitors were  delayed  by  the  non-arrival 
oods  for  ten  ilays  after  men 
were  here  to  woFk  on  them,  and  their 
exhibit  is  far  from  ccmipletion.  Tha 
other  countries  show  results  of  th.eir  re- 
sources and  ingenuity  in  various  forms, 
but  are  not  quite  readv  to  have  a  verdict 
passed  upon  them.  Their  disi)!ays  will 
be  ready  for  inspection  in  every  detail  in 
a  few  days. 

Fhe  American  section  is  a  wonder  and 
a  deliglu  to  ail  visitors.  Everything  is 
in  splendid  shape,  and  when  the  doors 
,were  thrown  ojien  today  the  machinery 
was  moving  with  a  perlection  attainable 
only  by  two  weeks  of  preliminary  run- 
ning. 

Printing  and  perfecting  presses  grace 
the  head  of  the  department.  Here  is 
issued  daily  a  newspaper,  of  which  each 
Chicago  daily  contributes  a  page.  All 
infortnation  pertaining  to  the  World's 
fair,  such  as  announcements,  meetings, 
oflTicial  news  of  all  kinds  and  time  tables, 
is  published,  together  with  local  and  do- 
mestic news  and  intelligence  from  all 
parts  of  the  world.  All  manner  of  en- 
gines are  show^n,  and  never  before  was 
seen  such  a  display  of  high  speed  en- 
gines, and  all  power  used  m  generating 
electricity  and  heavy  engines  used  in  fac- 
tories. 

Fifty  great  boilers  are  banked  in  an  ob- 
long power  house  immediately  adjoining 
the  hall  on  the  south  and  rtmnmg  its  en- 
tire length.  Tubular  safety  boilers  only 
are  used  and  coal  for  fuel  has  been  re- 
placed by  crude  petroleum,  which, 
in  being  forced  under  the  boilers  by 
steam,  is  atomized,  making  the  best  heat 
knf>wn. 

The  exhibit  in  Machinery  hall,  t.aken 
collectively,  is  far  ahead  of  the  Centen- 
ni.al,  while  Paris  cannot  be  compared  to 
it.  A  large  number  of  .\merican  ex- 
hibitors  and  f»MCtgncountries  which  were 
not  represented  at  the  Pans  exposition 
arc  here  in  force,  and  the  scope  of  ex- 
hibits is  much  larger.  Germany,  which 
was  practically  barred  from  Paris,  is 
here,  ard  by  direct  orders  of  Emperor 
William  is  given  a  display  second  to 
none  in  the  gfeat  structure.  lingl.and's 
show  here  is  as  large  as  .at  Paris,  while 
Fr.ance  has  done  nobly.  As  a  natural 
result  of  an  exhibition  in  a  country  where 
all  are  pcrmiitul  to  place  their  produc- 
tions belorj  visitors  from  every  quarter 
of  the  globe,  the  workm-anship  and  in- 
genuity displayed  in  the  manufacture 
and  ai  plication  of "  all  mechanical  ap- 
pliances reaches  a  high  order,  its  equal 
being  unknown  to  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury.

Great  Amount  of  Damage  Being  Done  By 

Floods  in  All  Portions  of  the 

Northwest.

The  Water  is  Steadily  RLsing  and  Much  Dam- 
age is  Feared. 

St.  Louis,  May  2.— All  through  the 
night  the  river  steadily  rose  at  the  rate 
of  one  inch  per  hour  and  this  morning 
the  stream  nearly  touches  the  danger 
line— 32  feet.  The  current  is  running  at 
e  ght  miles  an  hour  and  the  heavy  swell 
is  causing  great  anxiety  to  owners  of 
warehouses,  elevators  aiid  stores  on  the 
eist  side  of  the  river. 

In  the  northern  part-  of  the  city  resi- 
dents of  houses  and  storekeepers  along 
the  levee  are  moving  their  goods  and 
claattels  to  the  upper  floors.  The  squat- 
tors  on  the  low  lands  are  driven  out  of 
their  cabins.  Along  the  levee  the  water 
if.  up  to  the  railroad  tracks  and  is  gra- 
dually forcing  its  way  towards  the  stores 
that  line  the  iront  of  the  city.  The  store- 
keepers have  taken  warning  and  are 
moving  their  goods  to  places  of  safety. 

Experienced  and  conservative  men 
predict  that  the  flood  will  exceed  that  of 
l;ist  year.  On  the  east  side  of  the  river, 
f -om  Alton  to  PLast  St.  Louis,  the  flood 
has  already  caused  great  damage.  At 
Alton,  Woom  river  has  overflowed  its 
l,anks,  damaging  the  Equitable  powder 
mills  and  throwing  the  bridge  of  the 
Chicago,  Burlington  <&  Ouincy  out  of 
line,  so  that  it  cannot  safely  be  used. 
The  "()"  ofificials  are  trying  to  arrange 
with  the  Chicago  &  Alton  road  for  the 
use  of  their  line. 

The  water  is  all  over  the  American 
bottoms  below  Alton.  The  drivine  park 
is  submerged  and  crops  are  destroyed. 
The  water  is  now  up  to  the  windows  of 
tbe  P^agle  Packet  company's  office  and 
nearly  on  a  level  with  the  railroad  tracks 
on  the  levee.  At  East  St.  Louis  the  river 
has  rilled  the  Cahokia  creek,  and  it  is 
row  running  flush  with  the  sewers.  The 
race  track  is  but  a  few  feet  above  water. 
Many  stables  have  had  to  be  abandoned. 
In  the  territory  surrounding  East  St." 
Louis  the  low  lands  are  flooded,  and  al- 
ready comniunicaliou  with  several  towns 
is  cut  off.  The  levee  between  East  St. 
Louis  and  East  Carondoiet,  erected  by 
tae  farmers  to  protect  them  from  the 
backwaters  from  Cahokia  creek,  is  in 
danger,  and  all  day  yesterday  and 
throughout  last  night  farmers  by  the 
score  were  at  work  strengthening  it.  It 
il  gives  way  their  farms  will  he  ruined. 
Reports  received  from  various  points 
.south  of  here  show  that  all  the  rivers  in 
Southern  Missouri,  Arkansas,  South- 
ern Illinois  and  Kentucky  are  on  the 
rampage  and  pouring  heavy  volumes 
into  the  Mississippi.  -At  Fort  Smith, 
Ark.,  traffic  on  the  Frisco  road  south 
from  the  city  is  suspended.  At  one  place 
forty  feet  of  trestle  has  been  washed 
awav  and  it  is  hard  to  tell  when  traffic 
will  be  resumed. 

\'an  Buren,  Ark.,  reports  not  a  train 
running  on  the  Santa  Fe  road  since  last 
Saturday.  At  Pine  Bluff,  Ark.,  the  river 
is  witnin  ftiur  feet  of  last  year's  high 
water  mark  and  is  steadily  rising. 


The  Flood  at  SI.  Vincent  Much  Higher  Than 
Eleven  Yea-s  Ago. 
St.  Vincent,  Minn.,  May  2.— The 
village  is  entirely  under  water  and  several 
buildings  have  been  'totally  wrecked  by 
floating  ice.     The    flciod  is  much  higher 

than  it  was  in  1882  and  is  much  more 
ilanperous  as  the  ice  V.as  only  just  begun 
moving,  while  in  the  flood  of  1882  there 
was  no  high  water  until  after  the  ice  had 
all  run  out  of  the  river.  People  in  parts 
of  the  town  are  leaving  their  homes. 

Emerson,  three  miles  distant,  is  also 
submerged  and  all  the  stores  in  the  town 
have  more  or  less  water  in  them.  The 
Red  river  is  now  running  through  the 
low  lands  east  of  St.  Vincent  and  Emer- 
son, leaving  the  two  towns   on  an  island. 

IN  BOATrAT^EMBINA. 

The  Streets  Flooded  ind  the  River  Still 
Rising. 
Pembina,  N.  D.,  May  2.— The  flood  is 
spreading  all  over  the  streets  of  the  town 
and  the  river  is  still  rising.  In  South 
Pembina  people  generally  have  left  their 

homes. 

A  few  families  still  remain  living  up- 
stairs in  their  homes.  They  go  about  in 
boats  getting  in  and  out  of  their  houses 
through  the  windows.  Two  St.  Paul 
travelmg  men  came  rear  being  drowned 
Saturday  while  crossing  over  111  a  boat 
from  St.  Vincent.

St.  Paul,  May  2— The  Mississipjii 
river  at  this  point  continues  to  rise  and 
at  noon  today  registered  thirteen  feet 
and  nine-tenths  abo/e  low  w«Bter  mark. 

This  lacks  only  one-tsnth  of  an  inch  of 
the  danger  line,  which  is  fourteen  feet. 

Nearly  .all  of  the  V/est  St.  Paul  flat  is 
now  under  water  and  what  is  known  as 
the  Bohemian  flats  is  entirely  under 
water.  Families  have  all  moved  iioca 
their  homes  in  botb  localities  and  they 
are  now  unable  to  reixh  their  houses  ex- 
cept by  boat. 

No  damage  has  yc  t  been  done  beyond 
that  of  soaking  the  first  stories  of  hun- 
dreds of  houses,  from  which  goods  have 
been  removed.  It  is  expected  that  the 
water  will  be  fourteen  feet  above  low 
water  mark  before  6  o'clock  tonight.

RIVER  RISING  STEADILY. 

The  Situation  at  Altoona  is  Regarded  as  Very 
Grave. 

Altoona,  III.,  May  2.— The  flof>d  situ- 
ation here  grows  graver  every  hour.  The 
river  has  risen  steadily  since  Sunday  at 
the  rate  of  more  than  half  an  inch  an 
hour  and  registered  last  evening  twenty- 
six  feet,  lacking  but  four  and  three- 
fourths  feet  of  the  record  of  last  May. 

Some  of  the  lowland  farmers  are  being 
moved  by  the  ferry  to  this  shore,  and 
others  are  waiting  with  still  a  hope  that 
tae  tide  will  turn  in  time  to  save  them. 
The  flood  here  is  worse  than  elsewhere 
because  it  represents  the  full  force  of 
t'.iree  great  rivers. 

Both  the  Missouri  and  Illinois  are 
I.ouring  out  fast.  The  St.  Louis,  Chicag(j 
lV  St.  Paul  railroad  tracks  were  sub- 
merged yesterday. 

STREAMS  ARE  SWOLLEN. 

Floods  Causing  Heavy  Damage  in  Northwestern 
Ohio. 

Cincinnati,  O.,  May  2.— The  rainy 
and  cold  weather  which  for  three  weeks 
has  wholly  stopped  all  plowing  and 
planting  in  Ohio  is  culminating  in  a  dis- 
astrous flood.  Here  over  two  inches  of 
rain  has  fallen  within  twenty-four  hours 
.-?nd  the  Ohio  river  is  leaping^  up  at  the 
rate  of  four  inches  an  hour. 

Dispatches  from  Wapakoneta  say  that 
the  whole  of  the  northwestern  part  of 
Ohio  is  flooded  and  wheat  ruined,  while 
other  crops  arc  so  delayed  that  ihc  yield 
must  be  small. 

Dayton    reports  the    Miami  river  and 


a    Very  Cordial 
Switzerland. 

Lucerne,  May  2.  The  German  em- 
peror and  empress  had  a  cordial  wel- 
come today  on  their  trrival  at  Lucerne, 
on  their  way  back  to  Berlin  from  attend- 
ing King  Humbert's  silver  wedding.  The 
town  is  enjoying  a  hdiday  and  the  streets 
are  highly  decorated  in  honor  of  the  im- 
perial visitors,  whila  crowds  from  all 
parts  of  Switzerland  have  thronged  to 
the  scene. 

The  German  emperor  and  empress 
were  greeted  by  salvos  of  artillery  and 
the  hearty  cheers  of  the  assembled  mul- 
titude. The  ministers  of  the  re- 
public welcomed  the  imperial  travel- 
ers at  the  landir..;,  and  they  par- 
took of  a  dejeuner  at  which  the 
president  of  the  confederation,  Carl 
Schenk,  made  a  speech.  He  said  that 
he  rejoiced  at  the  excellent  concord 
maintained  between  Germany  and 
Switzerland.  The  latter  country  was 
deeply  interested  in  all  acts  tending  to 
preserve  the  peace  of  Europe  which  he 
was  confident  would  continue  while  the 
German  emperor  remained  the  powerful 
guardian  and  defenrler  of  peace. 

The  German  emperor,  replying  to  the 
president  of  the  Swiss  confederation, 
thanked  the  Swiss  n;ition  for  the  cordial 
reception  which  they  had  given  him.and 
expressed  a  hope  that  the  excellent  re- 
lations between  Switzerland  and  Ger- 
many would  cont  nue.  The  imperial 
party  then  resumed  their  journey,  pro- 
ceeding to  Basle. 

The  Presidont  Cheered. 
Hakrisbtrg,  Pa.,  May  2. — President 
Cleveland  and  party  passed  through 
Harrisburg  this  afternoon.  The  special 
train  arrived  at  2 :og  and  remained  here 
about  five  minutes  while  engines  were 
changed.  Several  hundred  people  h.ad 
as.sembled  at  the  station  and  cheered  the 
president  and  Secretary  Carlisle,  when 
they  appeared  on  the  platform  of  the 
train.  Speaker  Thompson  introduced 
all  the  members  of  the  legislature  who 
ceuld  get  near  the  president  and  many 
shook  bis  hand. 


Chicago,  May  2. — Bright  sunshine  and 
a  clear  sky  made  the  big  white  World's 
fair  buildings  attractive  to  look  upon  this 
morning,  and  at  the  first  opening  of  the 
gates  there  was  a  thin  stream  of  visitors 
passing  through  which  swelled  to  a 
steady  current  of  humanity  as  the  fore- 
noon wore  on.  The  early  comers  were 
considerably  jostled  and  pushed  around 
by  the  men  who  were  removing  the  debris 
and  other  evidences  of  yesterday's  open- 
ing, and  inside  the  buildings  gangs  of 
laborers  were  at  work  unpacking  belated 
exhibits  and  putting  them  in  place. 

The  roadways,  too,  were  not  the  most 
attractive  places  in  the  world  for  the 
exercise  of  pedestrians.  Between  the 
sloping  amphitheater  '  and  the  grand 
basin,  with  the  giant  statues  guarding  its 
stony  shore  line,  lay  a  placid  sea  of  mud, 
ttodcien  and  stirred  up  by  the  feet  of 
thousands  of  people  who  had  gathered 
there  yesterday. 

To  the  east  the  graceful    curves  of  the 
peristyle    showed  out    distinctly  against 
the  clear  sky  overhanging    Lake  Michi- 
gan, and  to  the  south  the    halls   of  agri- 
culture and  mechanic  arts  showed  their 
cliffs  of  entablature  and  smooth  columns 
all  the  whiter  for  the  acres  of  liquid  mud 
stretching  away  from  them.    Under  foot 
a  quagmire  of  all    uncleanliiiess;  above, 
around  and  on    every  side    light,    color, 
prismatic  hued  flags,  warmth  and  beauty. 
In  this    condition  of  affairs    it   was   not 
str.inge  that  the  rolling    chairs  and  elec- 
tric launches  were  well  patronized. 

On  the  lagoons  elect  ic  launches  ard 
naphtha  boats  were  filled  by  parties  of 
laaies  and  children.  The  mud  problem 
is  solved,  however.  Director  Burnham, 
who  turned  up  early  this  morning  after 
the  fatigue  and  excitement  of  yesterday, 
says  that  all  the  roadwavs  will  be  as- 
phalted within  a  week.  Then,  instead 
of  clinging  mud,  there  will  be  a  smooth, 
even  surface  which  will  turn  the  water 
into  the  sewers  and  with  it  whatever  mud 
mav  accumulate,  for  the  roadways  will 
be  flushed  every  night  by  the  exposition 
fire  department  .and  will  be  spick'  and 
span  every  morning. 

Outside  the  grounds  the  cable  cars  un- 
loaded thousands  of  passengers,  many  of 
whom  were  attracted  by  the  side  shows 
which  line  the  streets  for  blocks  <m  every 
side  of  the  entrances.  The  lemonade 
and  popcorn  men  didathriving  business, 
the  dime  museums  were  well  patronized, 
and- everything  showed  that  the  big  show, 
with  all  its  minor  attractions  and  side 
issues,  was  a  big  success.  It  is  estimated 
that  there  were  300,000  people  on  the 
ground  yesterday,  which  is  a  great  crowd 
considering  the  adverse  condition  of  the 
weather. 

The  afternoon  open  air  concert  w.as 
well  attended  and  this  feature  of  the 
World's  fair  promises  to  receive  much 
well  merited  commendation.  All  the 
buildings  opened  to  the  public  yesterday 
were  free  of  access  today  with  two  or 
three  exceptions.  The  display  in  the 
Electricity  building  is  ^et  in  such  shape 
that  it  cannot  be  inspected  with  any 
sense  of  justice  to  exhibitors  or  degree  of 
pleasure  to  the  visitors,  and  the  building 
was  closed.  It  is  thought,  however,  that 
it  will  be  in  a  condition  to  w.arrant  open- 
ing in  a  few  d.ays.  A  big  crowd  entered 
Manufacturers,  Machinery,  Horticulture 
and  other  buildings,  but  finding  some  of 
the  displays  covered  contented  them- 
selves by  admiring  the  outside  of  the 
structures,  statuary  and  general  decora- 
tions until  evening.

The  Ducal  Party  Called  on  Mayor  Harrison 
and  Others  Today. 
Chicago,  May  2.— The  members  of  the 
ducal  party  slept  late  this  morning  after 
the  round  of  exciting  incidents  which 
were  crowded  into  the  hours  of  yester- 
day. It  was  nearly  0  o'clock  when  the 
first  mennber  of  the*  party,  who  happened 
to  be  the  Hon.  Maria  Del  Pilar  Colon  Y. 
Aguilera,  appeared  in  the  breakfast 
room,  and  it  was  half  an  hour  later  be- 
fore the  other  members  of  the  family  had 
assembled. 

After  breakfast,  the  duke  and  his 
brother,  the  M.arquis  de  Barbolcs,  put  on 
high  bats,  frock  coats  and  gray  trousers 
and,  accompanied  by  the  ubiquitous 
Commander  Dickins,  in  undress  naval 
uniform,  eiiterecl  a  carriage  and  were 
driven  to  the  city  hall,  where  they  paid 
their  formal  visit  of  respect  to  Mayor 
Harriscn.  There  was  a  howling  mob  of 
Democratic  patriots  in  the  mayor's  ante 
room,  but  these  gentlemen  were  not  as- 
sembled to  do  honor  to  the  Spanish  visit- 
ors. On  the  contrary,  they  were  clam- 
oring for  situations  in  the  water  and 
other  departments  of  the  city  govern- 
ment when  the  mayor  was  apprised  of 
the  arrival  of  the  ducal  party. 

The  visit  was  short  and  there  was  no 
particular  ceremony.  The^duke  told 
the  mayor  how  gratified  he  was  with  the 
attention  showed  him  by  the  people  of 
Chicago,  and  the  mayor  told  the  duke 
not  to  mention  it.  Then  there  was  a 
handshake  all  around,  the  Spaniards 
took  their  leave  and  the  mayor  turned 
his  attention  to  the  application  of  a  red- 
headed patriot  from  Bridgeport.who  want- 
ed to  be  a  bridge  tender.

PENNSYLVANIA'S  BUILDING.  ' 

It     Will    Not   be     Dedicated     Until 
Next. 

Chicago,  May  2, — The  Pennsylvanians 
did  not  dedicate  their  magnificent  build- 
ing today.  That  event  will  take  place 
probably  in  July  on  a  day  set  apart  by 
joint  action  of  the  state  board  and  expo- 
sition officials  as  Pennsylvania  day.  The 
general  desire  is  to  make  it  July  4,  the 
same  as  Pennsylvania  day  at  the  Centen- 
nial, 

Lieut.  Gov.  L,  A.  Watres,  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, is  here  and  he  joined  the  state  and 
national  commissioners  today  in  a 
thorough  inspection  of  the  state's  exhibit 
in  the  big  buildings.  The  found  the  in- 
stallation nearly  completed.  Liberty 
bell  was  half  hidden  by  floral  offerings 
from  the  original  states  today,  and  it  was 
surrounded  all  the  time  by  visitors  to  the 
state  building.     

A  Worid's  Fair  Train.

A  very  large  crowd  of  people  was  at  the 
station,  among  them  John  E.  Dtmham,  of 
Rome,  who  more  than  sixty  years  ago 
rode  from  Albany  to  Schenectady  in  one 
of  the  original  coaches. 

From  the  National  Museum. 

Washington,  May  2. — The  six  car 
loads  of  exhibits  sent  by  the  National 
museum  to  the  Madrid  exposition  have 
just  been  returned  and  will  be  shipped 
to  Chicago  at  once.  Tne  exhibit  appears 
to  have  suffered  by  the  return  trip,  but 
the  damage  done  can  be  easily  remedied.

THE  BERING  SEA  TRIBUNAL. 

Kr.  Carter  Wilt    Complete  His  Lengthy  Argu- 
ment Today. 

Paris,  May  2.— The  Bering  sea  tribu- 
nal of  arbitration  resumed  i  s  sessions  to- 
day. J.  C.  Carter,  of  counsel  for  the 
L'nited  States,  maintained  that  the  rights 
of  the  United  Siates  in  Bering  sea  were 
absolute  and  unqualihed.  He  argued 
over  again  that  the  United  States  was 
justified  in  protecting  its  rights  in  those 
waters  in  time  of  peace,  as  well  as  at 
any  other  time,  and"  he  claimed  that  the 
I  liited  States  had  a  right  to  seize  a  ves- 
sel caught  in  pdagic  sealing. 

Assuming,  argued  Mr.  Carter,  that  the 
rights  of  property  of  the  United  States 
were  admitted  as  claimed,  was  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  to  follow 
the  vessels  found  engaged  in  pelagic 
sealing  home  in  order  to  claim  redress 
for  trespass  against  a  municipal  law? 
This,  he  continued,  would  not  only  be  in- 
effectual, but  would  not  comport  with 
the  dignity  of  the  United  States.  No  na- 
tion ever  deigned  to  resort  to  another  na- 
tion for  the  enforcement  of  its  municipal 
laws.  The  only  method  open  for  the 
proper  enforcement  of  such  law  was  the 
method  of  force,  and  that  was  justifiable 
in  the  case  of  the  Bering  sea  on  the  same 
>;round  as  in  the  cases  of  revenue  and 
quarantine  laws. 

Mr.  Carter  proceeded  to  argue  on  the 
subject  of  regulations,  but  was  inter- 
rupted by  Sir  Charles  Russell,  of  coiinsel 
for  Great  Britain,  who  said  that  Great 
Britain  would  not  recede  from  the  posi- 
tion that  the  question  of  rights  should  be 
argued  apart  from  the  question  of  regu- 
lations. Sir  Charles  stated,  however, 
that  he  could  not  object  to  Mr,  Carter 
presenting  a  statement  of  his  views  on 
the  subject. 

An  animated  discussion  followed,  in 
which  Baron  de  Courcet,  president  of 
the  tribunal,  American  Arbitrator  Har- 
land,  Britisb  arbitrator,  Lord  Hannen, 
Sir  Charles  Russell  and  the  Hon.  E,  J. 
Phelps  took  part.  It  was  finally  decided 
that  counsel  for  Great  Britain  should 
argue  the  question  of  rights  and  the 
question  of  regulations  separately,  but 
tnat  the  tribunal  would  not  give  separate 
decisions.  Mr.  Carter  then  proceeded 
with  his  argument,  which  will  be  con- 
cluded today. 

A  TRAGEDY  IN  ENGUNB. 

Murder  of  a  Lady  by  Her  Groom  Who  Then 
Suicided. 

London,  May  2.  -A  frightful  tragedy 
is  reported  from  the  town  of  Gresford,  in 
Denbigshire.  Mrs.  Whittle,  a  resident  of 
that  place,  had  in  her  service  a  groom 
named  Shellard.  The  groom  had  been 
enjoying  a  holiday  and  returned  ti>  the 
house  of  Mrs.  Whittle  yesterday.  After 
his  return  he  followed  his  mistress  into 
her  bed  chamber. 

A  parlor  maid  named  Taylor,  also  in 
the  service  of  Mrs.  Whittle,  w£s  down 
stairs  at  the  time  but  does  not  appear  to 
have  noticed  anything  unusual  until  she 
heard  a  shot,  evidently  from  a  pistol  from 
the  chamber.  The  parlor  maid  ran  to 
the  room  where  her  mistress  was,  and 
found  her  suffering  from  the  effects  of  a 
pistol  shot. 

lust  then  Shellard  rushed  upon  the 
parlor  maid  and  at  the  same  time  threat- 
ened to  kill  her.  For  some  reast)n  Shel- 
lard did  not  kill  her  but  concluded  to 
kill  himself.  While  she  stood  paralyzed 
with  fear  Shellard  turned  away  and 
kneeling  down  offered  up  a  prayer.  He 
then  turned  the  revolver  upon  himself 
and  fired. 

The  girl  ran  out  to  summon  help. 
When  she  returned  with  assistance,  it 
was  found  that  Shellard  had  cut  the 
throat  of  his  dying  mistress,  mutilating 
her  body.  He  ha«l  then  laid  down  be- 
side her  and  both  were  dead.

Nkw  York,  May  j.  The  Times  spe- 
cial from  Key  West,  Fla.,  says:  The 
schooner  Lillie  irrived  here  Momlay 
from  Gibara,  Cuba,  and  reports  the 
Cuban  tla.i;  floating:  over  the  fortress.  The 
revolutionists  number  loo  ami  are  in 
possession  of  the  city.  The  schooner  ar- 
rived here  from  San  Domingo  April  29 
with  men  and  ammunition  tor  the 
revolutionist  army.  E.xpeditions  are  be- 
ing fitieil  up  in  Jamaica  and  San  Dom- 
ingo tor  the  southern  provinces 

Spanish  papers  endeavor  to  suppress 
the  magnitude  of  the  revolution.  One 
Havana  paper  admits  that  15CO  men  are 
.in  the  revolutionary  army  in  the  pro- 
vince of  \uelta  Abajo  and  20CO  in  the 
Santiago  provmce.  A  council  of  war 
was  called  yesterday.  .Manifestos  were 
issued  promising:  a  pardon  to  all  who 
will  lav  down  their  arms  within  ten  days. 

The  Spanish  troops  are  moving  quietly 
to  indicite  that  the  Spanish  government 
believes  that  strong  measures  will  be 
necessarv  to  suppress  the  uprising.  The 
troops  which  left  Havana  for  Puerto 
Principe  received  three  months'  pay  in 
advance.  Cubans  here  believg  that 
every  province  will  join  in  the  revolt  in  a 
few  weeks. 

The  federal  officials  here  are  using 
every  precaution  to  prevent  any  expedi- 
tion leaving  here.  The  cutter  McLane 
is  the  only  government  vessel  here  at 
present.

May  2.— The  Herald's 
special  says:  The  cap- 
steamer  which  arrived 
here  today  confirms  the  report  of  a  revo- 
lution in  Cuba.  He  says  that  on  April 
28  he  found  Gibara  almost  deserted.  He 
expected  to  load  with  plantation  truck, 
but  no  men  were  available.  He  saw  the 
Cuban  flag  floating  over  a  house  there 
and  over  afort  furtiier  njrth. 

A  German  sailor  on  board  who  talked 
Spanish  desertei  and  jjined  the  bind. 
As  he  left  port  a  schooner  arrived  from 
the  direction  of  San  Domingo  and  landed 
a  small  force  of  men.  About  fifty 
refugees  from  Havana  arrived  Saturday. 
Manv  others  will  come  here,  some  to 
avoid  fighting  and  others  to  reach  insur- 
rectionists without  danger  of  arrest. 

Havana  isclosely  guarded  and  gunboats 
have  been  dispatched  to  the  south  coast 
to  prevent  aid  from  the  outside.  Unless 
friends  without  have  not  waited  too  long, 
they  had  an  excellent  opportunity  to  run 
in  men  and  ammunition  and  supplies 
while  half  the  fleet  of  gunboats  were  ab- 
sent. I'arm  lalxjrers  in  Cuba  are  all  idle. 
The  tobacco  and  sugar  crops  are  de- 
serted. Thousands  are  probably  ready 
for  adventure.

SuHX  F.\i.LS,  S.  D.,  May  2.--Mrs. 
Henrietta  Russell,  of  New  York,  the 
famous  apostle  of  Delsarte,  (luietly  se- 
cured a  divorce  in  Sioux  Falls  and  left 
Saturday  night  for  Chicago.  She  h.-nl 
been  gone  twenty-four  hours  before  any- 
body here  or  elsewhere,  save  her  at- 
torney and  her  immediate  friends,  knew 
thai  she  was  in  Sioux  Falls  or  cimtem- 
plated  a  divi>rce  action. 

Mrs.  Russell  came  to  Sioux  Falls,  Jan. 
iS,  only  a  short  time  before  the  six 
months'  clause  in  the  new  divorce  law 
went  into  elYect.  Kxactly  ninetv  days 
after  arrival  she  began  action,  but  no 
papers  were  hied.  Her  husband,  I'.d- 
mund  Russell,  also  an  apostle  of  Del- 
sarte, was  perfectly  willing  and  .\ccepted 
personal  service  at  SanJFrancisco.  He 
iliil  not  seriously  resist  the  action.  The 
complaint  alleged  desertion.  Exactly 
101  tlavs  after  the  plaintitT's  arrival,  she 
secured  her  decree.  She  delivers  an  ad- 
dress on  art  before  the  woman's  branch 
of  the  World's  fair  auxiliary  soon. 

Mrs.  Russell  successfully  eluded  de- 
tection here.  When  she  arrived  she 
was  attired  very  richly,  but  she  laid 
aside  her  stylish  apparel  and  was  after- 
wards clothed  in  the  seediest  and  plain- 
est of  garments.  She  was  known  here 
as  Mrs.  Moore.  Those  who  noticed  her 
at  all  sappt)sed  her  to  be  either  a  ser- 
vant girl  or  a  poor  seamstress.  Last 
week  she  went  to  Pittsburg  and  de- 
livered a  lecture  on  "Decorative  Art."  A 
few  weeks  ago  she  made  a  hurried  trip 
to  Kansas  City,  delivered  a  lecture  there 
and  returning  to  Sioux  Falls  resumed 
her  role  of  a  nobody. 

Her  marriage  to  Edmund  Russell  took 
place  in  New^  York,  Oct.  7,  1884.  The 
union  resulted  in  one  child,  Segurd  Rus- 
sell, who  IS  now  in  school  in  London  and 
who  is  given  to  the  custody  of  the 
mother.  She  swears  that  her  husband 
deserted  her  in  London  in  September, 
i8tp,  without  cause  and  without  her  con- 
sent, and  has  since  refused  to  live  with 
her.

Mr.LEOL'RNE.  May  2.— The  general 
uneasiness  caused  by  the  many  failures 
of  the  Australian  baiaks  continues  and 
the  suspension  of  the  National  Bank  of 
Australia  has  added  greatly  to  the  ex- 
citement in  banking  and  commercial 
circles. 

Th;  colonial  governmeiit  has  issued  a 
proclamation  ordering  a  five  days'  bank 
holiday  with  the  project  of  allowing  time 
for  the  banks  still  doing  business  to 
adopt  measures  of  self  protection.  This 
step  was  taken  after  consultation  with 
the  managers  and  other  officials  of  the 
leading  banks. 

Several  banks  that  were  not  consulted 
as  to  the  advisability  of  closing  their 
doors  for  a  short  time  have  paid  no  atten- 
tion to  the  proclamation  and  are  doing 
business  as  usual.  In  nearly  every  case, 
where  Australian  banks  have  failed  with- 
in the  past  two  years,  the  trouble  has 
been  attributed  to  the  withdrawal  of  de- 
posits. 

THE  SUPREME   COURT. 

The  Ann  Arbor  Test    Case  to  be  Argued  Next 
October. 

Washington,  May  2, — The  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States  has  set  down 
for  a  hearing  on  the  second  Monday  of 
next  term  the  Ann  Arbor  railroad  case, 
an 'appeal  from  the  decision  of  Judge 
Ricks  involving  the  right  of  railroad  em- 
ployes to  leave  the  service  of  the  com- 
pany at  will.  The  same  order  was  made 
in  the  case involvin?  the  constituti  mality 
of  the  act  providing  for  the  appointment 
of  a  board  of  railroad  commissioners  i.i 
the  state  of  Texas  of  which  board  ex- 
Senator  Reagan  is  chairman. 

The  next  term  of  the  court  begins  in 
October.  The  supreme  court,  at  the  re- 
quest of  counsel,  have  postponed  from 
the  8  to  the  10  of  May  the  hearing  of  the 
case  to  test  the  constitutionality  of  the 
Chinese  exclusion  act.

Ni:w  YoKK,  May  2.— Part  of  the  mys- 
tery surrounding  the  [death  of  Miss  Re- 
becca Bergbold  in  the  Southern  hotel  at 
Chicago  was  cleared  up  last  night  by  the 
confession  of  William  Alexander  Cor- 
nell, the  man  whom  Capt.  Berghold  has 
indicted  as  the  possible  betrayer  of  his 
daughter.  Cornell  is  a  lawyer,  living  at 
17  East  One  Hundred  and  Fifteenth 
street,  is  35  years  of  age  and  has  one 
child.  He.wassecnby  a  reporter  yes- 
terday and  denied  that  he  had  seen  Miss 
Berghold  in  two  years,  or  that  he  had 
been  out  of  the  city  within  a  month. 

Later,  however,  after  seeing  the  state- 
ment of  Capt.  Berghold,  he  made  what 
he  claimed  was  a  full  and  truthful  state- 
ment of  his  relations  with  Miss  Berg- 
hold, He  admitted  having  gone  to  Chi- 
cago with  her,  and  said  it  was  he  who 
registered  at  the  Southern  as  "Mr.  Alex- 
ander." He  saiil  that  he  met  Miss  Berg- 
hold twelve  years  ago.  He  had  been  at- 
tending the  college  of  the  city  of  New 
York  with  a  son  of  Capt.  Berghold  and 
became  acijuainled  through  him  with  the 
family. 

He  became  attached  to  Eliza,  the 
youngest  daughter  and  paid  her  so  much 
attenition  that  It  became  reported  that 
they  were  engaged  to  be  married.  Then 
he  tired  of  her  aiid  paid  attention  to  Re- 
becca. This  he  says,  caused  f^iiza  to  be- 
come his  enemy  and  her  sister's.  Three 
years  ago  he  ceased  to  visit  Rebecca, 
and  two  years  ago  she  called  at  his  office 
and  said  she  was  not  living  happily  at 
home.  Her  sisters  were  at  work  and 
they  often  taunted  her  with  being  de- 
jiendcnt  upon  her  father. 

She  said  she  wished  to  learn  stenog- 
raphy and  typewriting  and  asked  him  to 
find  her  a  position.  He  secured  several 
places  for  her,  but  she  could  not  keep 
them  long.  She  often  appeared  to  be 
ilespondent  and  threatened  to  commit 
suicide.  She  said  she  was  tired  of  home 
life.  Afterward  she  wrote  that  although 
she  occupied  the  same  room  and  the 
same  bed  with  her  sister,  they  had  not 
spoken  for  several  months. 
■  April  12  she  wrote  him  that  she  had 
left  home  and  was  stopping  at  the  Cos 
mopolitan  hotel  and  asked  him  to  call 
upon  her.  She  had  registered  as  Mrs. 
Alexander.  She  said  she  was  determined 
to  make  her  own  living.  He  advised  her 
to  go  home.  "Two  days  afterward,"  said 
Cornell,  "on  April  14.  she  came  into  my 
office  in  the  Bennett  building.  .  We  went 
out  and  had  lunch  together.  Then  we 
had  a  t.alk.     She  was  in  tear.-." 

"  T  can't  go  home,'  she  s.aid,  'and  I  can 
go  away  alone.'  The  end  of  it  was  that 
I  gave  in  and  agreed  to  escort  her  to 
Chicago.  I  did  have  a  little  business 
there,  but  1  haJ  not  intended  to  go  so 
soon.  I  took  her  to  Chicago  and  regis- 
tered with  her  at  the  Southern  hotel  as 
man  and  wife.  For  two  or  three  days 
she  went  around  some  looking  for  a 
boarding  place  and  I  staye<l  a  little  lon- 
ger than  1  intended  to.  1  had  neuralgia. 
Then  she  began  to  beg  me  to  remain 
with  her.  At  first  I  declined  firmly,  and 
then  not  so  firmly  and  finally  I  forgot  my 
dutv  and  stayed. 

D"We  lived  together  until  Thursday, 
April  27,  without  my  having  the  courage 
to  sav  that  1  must  leave  her.  When  1 
did  so  that  made  her  despondent.  She 
cried  and  1  began  to  grow  we.ak  again, 
but  when  I  tbr)ughtof  my  wife  and  baby 
—and  the  babv  would  be  five  months 
old  on  the  next  day,  the  28th— it  made 
me  firm  in  my,  resolve.  I  would 
return  to  my  duty.  I  told  her  this.  She 
grew  more  or  less  angry,  disappointed 
and  despondent.  This  was  on  Friday. 
I  packed  up  my  few  things  in  a  satchel 
and  left  her  th.at  night. 

"Before  I  went,  I  went  to  the  hotel  of- 
fice to  pay  our  bill.  'If  yon  will  go,'  she 
Faid,  'I  wish  vou  would  tell  them  in  the 
ofifice  that  you  are  going  away  for  a 
couple  cf  days  or  so.  It  would  look  bet- 
ter and  give  me  a  little  time  to  find  a 
room."  1  did  so.  I  left  her  a  little  be- 
fore 10  o'clock  that  night.  She  was  sit- 
ting in  a  rocking  chair.  There  was  a 
chambermaid  in  the  hall  as  I  went  out. 
1  trok  a  cable  car  to  Adams  street  and 
walked  to  Canal  street.  I  must  have  got 
to  the  Pennsylvania  depot  about  11 
o'clock,  for  I  was  asleep  when  the  train 
pulled  out  at  11:30. 

"1  came  right  through,  except  that  1 
changed  cars  at  Pittsburg.  I  saved  a 
little  time  by  that.  1  can't  uyderst.and 
what  could  have  made  her  "and  hers 
he  paused  and  refused  to  finish  the  sen- 
tence until  one  of  the  rep<»rtcrs  asked, 
"kill  herself?"  when*  he  replied,  "Nes," 
"I  did  not  sec  a  pai)er  until  Sundayaftcr- 
noon,"  he  went  on,  "and  the  story  was 
the  last  thing  I  saw." 

He  was  asked  about  the  truth  of  the 
statements  that  Cai>t.  Berghold  had  as- 
sisted him.  He  replied  that  the  captain 
had  never  assisted  him  a  dollar's  worth.

over-reached  themselves,  and  the  day  of 
reckoning  will  come  when  an  indignant 
populace  will  call  them  to  strict  ac- 
count for  indicting  upun  Duluth  such 
shame  and  such  disgrace. 


An  Exhibition  of  Knownothingism. 
Bijiotry,  intolerance  and  fanaticistr. 
were  exhibited  in  a  very  pronounced  de- 
gree by  the  majority  of  the  aldermen  at 
last  night's  meetmg  of  the  common  coun- 
cil. The  people  of  Duluth  have  good 
reason  to  hang  their  heads  in  shame  to- 
day, as  they  reflect  upon  the  narrow- 
minded  and  illiberal  action  of  those  who 
are  supposed  to  represent  them  in  the 
government  of  the  city.  That  a  majority 
of  the  council  should  have  voted  against 
the  confirmation  of  Bishop  McGolrick  as 
a  member  of  the  library  board  for  an- 
other term,  for  the  sole  reason  that  he 
belongs  to  the  Roman  Catholic  church, 
almost  passes  comprehension.  The  in- 
telligence can  hardly  conceive  of  the 
mental  calibre  of  the  men  whose  views 
are  so  perverted  by  intolerance  and 
whose  ideas  are  so  "cramped,  cabined 
and  confined"  that  they  would  refuse  to 
appoint  one  so  well  qualified  in  every 
respect  for  the  otfice  to  which  he  was 
named,  solely  because  of  his  religious 
beliefs. 

The  Herald  mistakes  greatly  the 
temper  of  the  people  of  Duluth  if  th^y 
do  not  resent  the  infamous  manner  m 
which  they  have  been  thus  misrepre- 
sented. Such  an  exhibition  of  know- 
nothingism in  the  latter  part  of  the  nine- 
teenth century  is  surprising,  and  it  is 
shameful  indeed  that  Duluth  should  be 
thus  placed  in  a  false  light  before  the 
whole  world. 

The  mmd  is  carried  back  to  the  days 
when  religion  made  war  upon  religion, 
and  men  were  tortured  and  burned  at  the 
stake  because  they  refused  to 
deny  the  faith  that  was  in 
them,  to  find  a  parallel  for  the 
intolerance  and  bigotry  which  are  cen- 
tered in  the  common  council  of  the  city 
of  Duluth.  If  there  were  any  good  rea- 
sons which  could  be  o.^ered  for  the  re- 
jection of  Hishop  McGolrick's  appoint- 
ment, there  would  be  some  e.\cuse  for 
the  ac'.ion  of  these  aldermen.  But  Ihey 
are  debarred  at  the  outset  from  setting 
up  any  other  reason  for  their  action  than 
that  of  religion. 

There  is  probably  no  other  man  in  the 
city  who  is  as  well  adapted  for  tins  po- 
sition as  Bishop  McGolrick.  His  ser- 
vices in  past  years  upon  the  board  Iiave 
been  recognized  by  his  confreres  as  of  in- 
estimable value  to  the  public  library,' 
and  both  by  natural  inclination 
and  educational  training,  coupled  with 
his  experience  upon  the  Iwiard,  is  he 
qualified  to  do  good  work  for  the  public 
in  this  position.  It  lies  not  therefore  in 
the  mouths  of  the  aldermen  to  say  that 
they  rejected  his  appointment  becau5.e 
of  disqualification.  But  one  feeling  ac- 
tuated them— the  spmt  of  knownothing- 
ism, the  hatred  conceived  in  intolerance 
and  developed  in  bigotry  of  everything 
Catholic  and  everyone  connected  with 
that  church. 

There  is  no  one  more  opposed  than  is 
The  Herald  to  the  mixing  of  politics 
with  religion — to  anything  which 
savors  of  a  union  of  church 
and  state— and  therefore  it  holds 
in  abhorrence  the  man  or  men  who  would 
oppose  the  elevation  of  anyone  to  any 
public  position  because  of  the  religious 
views  which  he  entertains.  The  consti- 
tution of  the  state  of  Minnesota  says  that 
"the  right  of  every  man  to  worship  God 
according  to  the  dictates  of  his  own 
conscience  shall  never  be  infringed, 
*  *  *  norshall  any  control  of  or  inter- 
ference with  the  rights  of  conscience  be 
pernntted;"  and  again  it  says,  "no  relig- 
ious test  *  *  *  shall  ever  be  required 
as  a  qualification  for  any  office  of  public 
trust  under  the  state." 

Never  in  the  history  of  Minnesota,  un- 
til now,  has  any  man  been  opposed  for 
public  office  on  the  ground  of  his 
religious  views.  It  has  remained 
for  the  common  council  of 
the  city  of  Duluth  to  apply  the  religious 
test  and  trample  the  rt.nstitutioiis  of  the 
state  and  of  ihc  nation  beneath  their 
feet.  Such  an  outrageous'  abuse  of 
power  cannot    be    tolerated    by    a    free 


The  Official  Paper. 

The  common  council  has  awarded  the 
contract  for  the  city  printing  to  a  publi- 
cation that  is  not  a  legal  newspaper 
within  the  meaning  of  the  state  law.  If 
the  aldermen  did  not  know  that  it  is  not 
a  legal  publication,  that  under  the  gen- 
eral law  passed  by  the  last  legislature  it 
is  not  (pialified  to  publish  the  city's 
legal  notices,  then  they  failed  in  their 
duty  to  i>btain  legal  advice  upon  that 
questi»)n,  to  which  their  attention  was 
specially  directed  by  other  bidders. 

The  city  attorney  is  supposed  to  be 
the  legal  adviser  of  the  council.  There 
is  no  evidence  that  the  council  requested 
his  opinion  upon  the  impt)rtant  question 
raised,  which  would  involve  the 
validity  of  assessments  for  pub- 
lic works  based  upon  proceedings 
and  notices  published  in  the  ol^cial  paper 
of  the  city.  If  the  council  did  request 
such  an  opinion,  the  city  attorney  has 
never  staked  his  legal  reputation  upon 
the  assertion  that  this  publication  is  a 
legal  paper.  There  is  not  a  reputable 
lawyer  in  Duluth  who  will  say  tbat  it  is, 
and  there  is  ni)t  a  lawyer  who  would  dare 
to  publish  his  own  legal  notices  in  it.  Not 
one  of  these  aldermen,  who  are  so  ready 
to  risk  thousands  of  dollars  of  the  city's 
money,  woula  publish  a  legal  notice  of 
his  own  in  such  a  publication.  The  coun- 
cil should  hasten  to  rescind  its  hasty 
action  before  the  city  sustains  the  heavy 
loss  that  must  assuredly  ensue  if  the 
present  plan  be  carried  out. 


Cowed  By  the  Boss. 

So  Congressman  Hall  has  weakened 
in  his  fight  upon  Mike  Doran  over  the 
federal  patronage  in  Minnesota.  Well, 
that  is  not  astonishing.  It  is  in  line  with 
The  Herald's  prediction  less  than  a  week 
ago.  Mr.  Hall  never  had  much  nerve- 
save  when  he  voted  against  the  appro- 
priation for  deepening  the  waterway  be- 
tween Duluth  and  Buffalo,  and  then 
came  home  and  tried  to  justify  an  act 
that  was  opposed  to  the  interests  of  every 
wheat  raiser  in  the  Northwest. 

Mr.  Hall  has  always  been  very  long 
on  talk,  but  it  has  generally  ended  like 
other  bluffs — in  a  complete  tack- 
down.  He  wanted  to  go  as  min- 
ister to  Sweden  and  Norway,  but  when 
he  found  Boss  Doran  did  not 
like  the  idea  he  hastily  swallowed  his 
ambition  and  withdrew  from  the  race. 
Then  he  talked  loud  and  long  m  favor 
of  his  former  colleague,  Capt.  HAnics, 
lor  collector  of  internal  revenue.  Mr. 
Doran  wanted  the  office  for  his  son-in- 
law,  and  Mr.  Hall  again  bowed  beTore 
the  mighty  boss. 

Within  the  last  week  the  Third  dis- 
trict congressman  became  more  nervy, 
and  it  really  seemed  that,  owing  to  con- 
stant association  with  Maj.  lialdwin,  he 
had  screwed  his  coui-age  to  the  sticking 
point  and  proposed  to  fight  the  St.  Paul 
boss.  For  several  days  he  talked  quite 
bravely,  then  he  grew  dumb,  and  now  he 
says  he  has  no  feeling  against  the  old 
boss.  Evidently  what  «dr.  Hall  needs  is 
a  backbone.

Delay  is  Dangerous. 

The  common  council  has  done  nothing 
yet  to  jirovide  a  municipal  garbage  sys- 
tem tor  Duluth.  This  is  a  matter  that 
cannot  be  much  longer  delayed.  The 
season  is  at  hand  when  the  city  must  be 
given  a  thorough  cleaning.  The  board 
of  health  has  promised  to  attend  to  this 
work  and  has  been  authorized  to  incur 
any  expense  necessary  to  perform  it. 

But  this  IS  not  enough.  The  city  must 
be  kept  clean  and  in  agood  sanitary  con- 
dition. There  can  be  no  lasting  improve- 
ment in  the  city's  sanitary  condition 
antil  a  system  is  established  for  the  col- 
lection and  disposing  of  garbage.  This 
is  a  work  that  must  be  done  by  the 
uuinicipality,  and  the  proper  method  is 
to  divide  the  city  into  districts  and 
award  contracts  for  the  removal  of  gar- 
bage from  those  districts  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  board  of  health.  "this 
must  be  done  without  delay.

Fads  in  Public  Schools^ 
For  months  past  several  Chicago 
papers  have  been  making  a  vigorous 
warfare  upon  the  "fac  s  in  the  public 
schools"  in  that  city,  and  their  fight  has 
proven  cjuite  successful.  The  recent 
special  investigation  by  Dr.  Rice,  the 
results  of  which  were  published  in  the 
Popular  Science  Monthly,  showed  that 
the  ordinary  courses,  for  which  public 
sch<iols  should  be  maintained,  have  been 
of  lower  grade  in  Chicago  than  in  most 
of  the  other  leading  cities  in  the  Union, 
and  as  a  result  of  the  public  clamor  for 
reform,  the  school  board  finally  appoint- 
ed a  committee  to  prepare  a  plan  for 
improving  the  instruction  given  in  the 
primary  grades.  That  committee  has 
made  the  followinc  recommendations: 

That  the  present  form  of  instruction  in 
sewing  be  abolished. 

That  clay  modeling  be  restricted  to 
the  kindergarten  classes. 

That  paper  cutting,  paper  folding, 
paper  pasting  and  color  work  be  abol- 
ished. 

That  drawing  in  the  lowefgrades  shall 
be  confined-  to  such  instruction  as  may 
be  imparted  by  the  regular  grade 
teachers. 

That  technical  instruction  in  music  be 
discontinued  in  all  grades  except  the 
highest  two. 

That  the  study  of  music  in  the  primary 
grades  shall  be  restricted  to  the  singing 
(jf  simple  songs  under  the  direction  of 
the  regular  teacher. 

That  physical  culture  be  restricted  to 
simple  exercises  under  the  direction  of 
the  class  teachers. 

That  special  teachers  be  retained  only 
to  instruct  regular  teachers,  and  that 
special  instructors  shall  not  teach  the 
children  directly  except  in  the  higher 
grades. 

The  indications  are  that  these  rec- 
ommendations will  be  carried  out  by  the 
board  and  the  excrescences  which  have 
fastened  themselves  upon  Chicago's 
school  system  will  be  largely  removed. 
The  result  will  be  a  ureat  improvement 
in  the  real  school  system  and  the  saving 
of  many  thousands  of  dollars  annually. 
The  Sioux  CityTribune  very  truly  points 
out  this  contest  in  Chicago  as  an  oiiject 
lesson  for  other  school  boards.  Thvjy 
must  constantly  w.ir  against  innovations. 
They  are  expected  to  add  the  right 
things,  but  they  must  rejccl  the  wrong 
things.

Madame  Janauschek  opened  to  a  good 
audience  at  the  Lvceum  last  evening  in 
"Macbeth."  The  character  of  Lady 
Macbeth  has  been  generally  agreed  by 
critics  to  be  her  greatest  and  certain  it  is 
that  she  gives  to  it  a  most  powerful  im- 
personation. Shakespeare  himself  could 
not  have  imagined  a  more  vindictive, 
cold  blooded,  remorseless  fiend  than 
Janauschek  makes  Lady  Macbeth  when 
she  stifles  her  weak  husband's  conscience 
.ind  urges  him  to  kill  his  king.  At  the 
banciuet  board,  when  she  endeavors  to 
explain  to  the  guests  her  husband's 
strange  actions  she  is  intensely  power- 
ful but  it  is  in  the  sleep- 
walking scene  that  she  rises 
to  her  best.  It  would  be  idle  and  insin- 
cere to  say  that  Janauschek  does  not 
show  the  marks  of  time.  No  woman  can 
reach  the  age  that  she  has  and  not  show 
the  effects  of  years.  But  it  is  in  her  face 
that  it  is  seen  most  and  not  in  her  acting. 
Her  voice,  t<io,  is  somewhat  impaired. 

The  support  is  good.  Edmund  Collier 
is  an  accomjilished  actor  and  in  the  char- 
acter of  Macbeth  is  all  that  could  be  de- 
sired. He  has  a  magnificent  physique, 
a  powerful  but  finely  modulated  voice, 
and. an  intense  manner,  which  thrills  an 
audience  at  the  strong  climaxes.  Joseph 
Ransom,  as  Macduff,  is  also  deserving 
of  praise.  His  declamation  was  fine  and 
his  acting  strong  and  impressive.  The 
entire  cast  was  good. 

Tonight  Madame  Janauschek  will  be 
seen  in  "Meg  Merrilles,"  the  dramatiza- 
tion of  Scott  s  well  known  story  -Guy 
Mannering."  In  the  character  of  Meg 
Merrilles  she  has  achieved  one  of  her 
most  conspicuous  triumphs.  The  ilrama 
itself  is  justly  described  as  romantic  and 
picturesque.  The  Meg  Merrdles  of 
Charlotte  Cushman  was  mysterious  and 
that  uf  Mme.

The  seventeenth  annual  session  of  the 
Minnesota  Clrand  Lodge,  A.  O.  U.  W., 
opened  this  morning  at  the  Odd  Fel- 
lows hall  on  Lake  avenue  north.  There 
are  abi>ut  2;o  delegates  present  from  all 
parts  I'f  the  state  and  among  them  are 
many  men  prominent  in  politics  and 
business  and  well  known  thri>iighout  the 
entire  commonwealth.

About  ID  o'clock  the  session  was 
formerly  opened,  Grand  Master  Work- 
man Ell  Southworth,  of  Shakopee,  pre- 
siding. Capt.  T.  H.  I'ressnell.  as  chair- 
man ot  the  reception  lommtitee,  intro- 
duced Mayor  d'Autrenuint,  who 
welcomed  the  delegates  in  his  usual 
happy  and  hearty  manner.  He 
compared  the  beautiful  city  of  Duluth 
with  the  beautiful  organization  of  the  A. 
O.  .U.  W.  only  about  twenty-live  years 
old  and  said  that  both  are  growing 
mightily  and  will  continue  to  do  so. 

Charles  A.  'IDwne  spoke  also,  and  de- 
voted some  little  time  to  expatiating  on 
Duluth  weather  and  kept  his  hearers  in 
a  roar  of  laughter  He  also  dwelt  on  the 
letters  A,  O,  U  and  W,  and  on  the  par- 
ticular signiticance  of  and  meaning  of 
the  words,  "Ancient,"  "Order"  "United" 
and  "Workmen."  In  speaking  of  the 
latter  word,  he  spoke  of  a  class  of  men 
who  call  themselves  alone  workingmen 
and  classed  it  as  arrogance,  saying  that 
we  are  all  workingmen. 

Responses  were  made  by  Grand  Mas- 
ter Workman  Eli  Southworth,  of  Shako- 
pee;  Grand  Foreman  Judge  Porter,  of 
Maiikato;  Grand  Receiver  J.  J.  McCardy, 
of  St.  Paul;  Past  Grand  Master  G.  .M.

SURVEY  WORK  ON  THE  LAKES. 

Quite  a  Force  to  Be  Put  in  the  Field  This 
Summer. 
Through    appropriations    secured   re- 
cently for  the  correction  of    lake  charts, 
and  for  the    distribution  of    information 

relative  to  improvements  in  the  harbors, 
channels  and  navigable  tributaries  of  the 
lakes,  the  army  engineer  corps  will  do 
considerable  survey  work  during  the 
coming  summer.  From  the  office  ot 
Gen.  Poe.Detroit.Jthe  Marine  Review  has 
received  a  bulletin  which  contains  infor- 
mation supplemental  to  that  given  upon 
the  charts.  This  additional  information 
in  pamphlet  form  will  be  issued  in  future 
with  the  charts  from  the  office  of  Gen. 
Foe.  and  can  also  be  had  from  any  of  the 
members  of  the  engineer  corps  in  lake 
cities. 

Lieut.  Charles  S.  Riche,  who  is  con- 
nected with  the  Detroit  office  and  has 
been  conducting  a  part  of  this  scientific 
work,  says  in  a  letter  of  recent  date  from 
Sault  Ste.  Mane:  "Considerable  survey 
work  is  contemplated  on  St.  Marvs  river 
during  the  coming  season.  We  shall  at- 
tempt tn  connect  the  primary  triangula- 
tion  «>f  Lake  Superior  with  that  of  th? 
straits  of  Mackinac,  and,  while  it  is  not 
likely  that  the  entire  connection  can  be 
made,  we  expect  to  do  a  great  part  of 
it.  We  are  now  engaged  in  astro- 
nomical observations  to  deter- 
mine latitude  anfl  longitude  of  a 
point  in  Sault  Ste.  Marie  and  are  just  be- 
ginning to  start  out  some  of  the  held 
parties  for  the  summer  work.  We  will 
make  an  effort  to  get  enough  held  work 
done  for  at  least  one  new  chart  if  it  is 
possible.  So  far  little  else  than  prelimi- 
nary work  has  been  done.  After  July  i, 
however,  when  the  new  appropriation 
becomes  available  we  will  probably  have 
quite  a  force  in  the  field.  The  work  con- 
templated is  with  a  view  to  getting  out 
new  charts  for  the  distance  from  White- 
fish  point  to  .Detour,  where,  it  seems  to 
me,  new  charts  are  a  great  necessity." 

Struck  By  the  Engine.

Says  the  Refusal  of  the  Council  to  Confirm 
Bishop  McGolrick  Is  Outrageous. 

As  reported  in  the  proceedings  of  last 
evening's  council  meeting,  Bishop  Mc- 
Golrick, who  was  renominated  by  Mayor 
d'Autremont  to  a  position  on  the  library 
board,  was  not  confirmed  by  that  body. 
Public  opinion  is  greatly  aroused  over 
the  matter  and  many  comments  are  to 
be  heard  but  it  is  a  subject  upon  which 
very  few  people  like  to  talk  when  a  re- 
porter is  around.  The  mayor  said  this 
morning: 

"It  is  simply  outrageous  that  the 
bishop,  the  most  learned  man  in  Duluth, 
honored  andres[)ecte(l  by  allfair  minded 
people,  should  be  treated  in  such  a  man- 
ner. His  work  as  a  member  of  the 
library  board  has  been  spoken  of  to  me 
in  the  very  highest  terms  of  praise,  and 
that  he  has  only  sought  that  books  incul- 
cating good  morals  were  purchased  for 
the  library.  Withtwo-tifths  of  the  popu- 
lation of  Duluth  Catholic,  it  is  only 
fair  and  just  that  they  should 
be  represented  on  the  board. 
Especially  is  it  to  be  regretted,  for  the 
reason  that  public  opinion  already  attri- 
butes not  only  his  rejection  but  that  of 
other  good  men  to  the  fact  that  they  are 
Catholics.  This  action,  so  understood, 
will  be  a  great  damage  to  our  city,  and 
the  idea  will  go  for  the  city  that  instead 
of  being  a  wide  awake,  liberal.  American 
town,  that  here  the  pages  of  history  have 
been  turned  back  300  years. 

"In  all  my  appointments  sent  in  to  the 
council,  I  have  been  governed  by  but  one 
motive,  viz:  To  try  to  select  the  best  man 
qualified  for  the  fjosition,  who  would 
serve  regardless  of  his  politics  or  re- 
ligion. And,  although  a  Democrat.  1 
have  either  sent  in  or  allowed  K)  hold 
over  unto  the  present  time  as  many  Re- 
publicans as  Democrats.  I  have  been 
governed  by  the  sole  motive  of  trying  to 
do  the  very  best  I  could  to  promote  good 
government  and  by  that  the  interest  of 
Duluth." 

George  Spencer,  president  of  the 
library  Doard,  says: 

"I  think  the  action  of  the  council  in 
refusing  to  confirm  Bishop  McGolrick's 
appointment  was  a  mistake.  The  bishop 
has  been  a  valuable  member  of  our 
board  and  has  had  more  to  say  than  any- 
one else  about  the  great  importance  of 
providing  books  for  young  people  that 
inculcated  the  highest  standard  of 
morals.  I  think  I  am  correct  in  saying 
that  he  has  never  proposed  the  name  of 
a  Catholic  book.  Such  books  as  are  in 
the  library  on  topics  relating  to  Catholic- 
ism have  been  proposed  by  others.  In  a 
great  majority  of  cases  he  has  never 
seen  the  list  prepared  by  the 
b(K)k  committee,  of  which  he  is  a 
member,  because  he  is  necessarily 
away  a  great  deal  and  very  busy   when

Land  Commissioner  Lamoreaux  is  giv- 
ing this  matter  considerable  attention  at 
this  time  but  whether  he  will  decide  to 
recommend  to  the  president  that  a 
proclamation  be  issued  in  line  with  the 
requests  of  the  Oregon  people  is  not  yet 
known.  So  far  as  the  Sixth  Minnesota 
district  is  concerned  it  is  not  likely  that 
any  plans  of  the  National  Forestry 
association  will  be  carried  out  through 
Assistant  Bowers  or  his  chief,  Mr.  Lam- 
oreaux because  Maj.  Baldwin  is  on  guird 
and  will  carefully  watch  any  develop- 
ments in  this  direction. 

As  it  has  been  pointed  out  very  fre- 
quently in  The  Herald's  Washington 
dispatches.  President  Cleveland  is  deter- 
mined to  repeal  the  existing  Sherman  sil- 
ver purchase  act.  The  announcement 
that  Secretary  Carlisle  made  to  the  New 
York  bankers  last  week  simply  verities 
the  statement  made  in  dispatches  to  this 
paper  in  reference  to  the  determination 
of  the  chief  executive.  The  impression 
in  the  east  is  that  President  Cleveland 
and  Secretary  Carlisle,  and  other  friends 
of  the  administration,  have  done  a  great 
deal  of  missionary  work  since  the  ad- 
journment of  the  last  congress  and  that 
they  are  now  of  the  opinion  that  they 
have  a  majoritv,  or  can  secure  a  majority, 
to  repeal  the  Sherman  law  when  the  next 
congress    assembles  and  the  matter  is 

taken  up. 

President  Cleveland  does  not  believe 
that  he  has  made  any  reckless  canvass, 
so  it  is  understood,  but  men  who  opposed 
the  repeal  of  the  Sherman  law  at  the  last 
session  ot  congress  and  who  are  still 
against  its  repeal,- do  not  hesitate  to  say 
that  they  still  hold  to  the  opinion  that 
Mr.  Cleveland  will  fail  to  repeal  the 
Sherman  act  unless  he  enters  into  acom- 
promise  with  the  men  who  favor  free 
coinage,  so  that  the  white  metal  will  have 
more  of  a  show  than  it  does  under  the 
present  law. 

Without    this    compromise  the    silver 

men    in    Washington    declare  that  the 

Sherman  law  cannot  be  repealed  at  the 

I  next  session.    There  are  many  who    are 


of  the  opinion' that  with  such  generals  in 
the  senate  as  Wolcott,  Teller,  Jones  and 
Stewart,  and  with  Bland,  Pierce  and 
other?  in  the  lower  house,  though  there 
would  be  an  extremely  bitter  and  long 
drawn  out  contest,  no  repeal  of  the  Sher- 
man bill  could  be  put  through  during 
the  tifty-third  congress,  unless  a  compro- 
mise between  the  silver  men  and  those 
advocating  the  repeal  of  the  Sherman 
law  was  effected. 

It  is  not  known,  of  course,  upon  just 
what  lines  a  compromise  might  be  made, 
but  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the 
silver  leaders  would  get  something  better 
in  the  inte:ests  of  the  white  metal  than 
they  have  now,  or  there  could  be  no  com- 
promise and  the  Sherman  law,  therefore, 
could  not  be  repealed  by  the  president's 
dictation.  There  are  some,  however, 
who  are  of  the  opinion  that  Mr.  Cleve- 
land is  willing  to  do  justice  to  some  ex- 
tent to  tiie  silver  interests,  and  should  it 
be  found  that  he  holds  such  views,  some 
kind  of  a  law  which  would  be  of  greater 
benefit  to  the  country  at  large  might  be 
passed  in  lieu  of  the  Sherman  law. 

It  is  not  yet  known  whether  this  finan- 
cial matter  will  come  up  at  the  extra 
session  of  congress  in  November  but  the 
chances  are  that  it  will.  Mr.  Cleveland 
is  allowing  the  report  to  go  out  that  his 
purpose  in  calling  the  extra  session  of 
congress  in  the  fall  is  to  allow  the  Dem- 
ocrats in  congress  to  go  to  work  on  anew 
tariff  bill.  Those  who  read  his  announce- 
ment between  the  lines,  however,  and 
who  knew  the  existing  danger  from  the 
present  condition  of  the  treasury,  believe 
that  the  president  first  means  to  have 
congress  take  up  the  proposed  Sherman 
law  repeal. 


A  MURDERER  SURRENDERED. 


RESTAURANTS  INADEQUATE. 


The  Hungry  Multitude    at    the    World's   Fair 
Could  Not  Be  Fed. 

Chicago,  May  I2.— The  utter  in- 
adequacy of  the  restaurants  and  eating 
houses  at  the  fair  was  made  apparent 
yesterday.  Preparations  had  been  made 
to  satisfy  the  wants  of  an  immense 
throng,  but  the  multitudes  which  visited 
the  eating  houses,  from  1 1  o'clock  until 
far  into  the  afternoon,  exceeded  all  ex- 
pectations and  at  every  restaurant  the 
doors  had  to  be  closed  for  hours  at  a 
time. 

The  combined  efforts  of  four  guards 
were  necessary  at  each  door  to  keep  the 
clamorous  crowd,  which  after  wailing  an 
hour  or  more  took  its  departure,  the 
vacated  places  being  instantly  taken  by 
newcomers.  Inside  the  restaurants  the  ' 
crowd  was  four  deep  in  the  aisles  and  | 
around  each  table.  As  fast  as  those  at 
the  tables  finished  their  places  were 
seized  by  the  hungry  populace. 

The   provender    prepared    could    not 

long  withstand    the    onslaughts    of  this 

crowd  and  finally   toward    evening    was 

1  entirely  cleared  out  and  the    restaurants 

were  forced  to  shut  down. 


An  Indian  Assassin  (iiven  Up  by 
Navajos. 
DUKANGO,  Colo.,  May  2.  -The  Nava- 
jos have  surrendered  t(»  Agent  Plum- 
mcr  the  Indian  who  murdered  Trade  r 
Welch.  The  murderer  confessed  that  he 
killed  Welch.  He  said:  "Welch  had 
been  my  enemy  for  a  long  time.  We 
were  always  qnarrelin?.  I  was  not 
drunk  at  the  time  of  the  killing.  He 
picked  up  a  shovel.  He  was  going  to 
hit  me  when  1  shot  him.  I  know  nothing 
about  robbing  the  store." 

Little  faith  is  placed  in  the  self-defense 
story  and  it  is  believed  he  will  say  more 
about  the  killing.  Awild  rumor  was  afloat 
here  to  the  effect  that  there  had  ])een  an 
outbreak  in  which, six  white  men  had  been 
killed  in  the  Montezuma  valley  south  of 
Dolores.  What  gave  it  credence  was  the 
fact  that  the  sheriff  of  Montezuma  county 
had  ajiplied  to  the  governor  lor  arms  in 
anticipation  ot  an  outbreak. 

Dolores  would  be  in  a  bad  position,  in 
the  case  of  an  outbreak  of  the  Naivjos. 
It  is  near  the  head  of  Montezuma  valley 
which  extends  south  through  the  I'te 
reservation  into  the  Na\  ajos'  lands.  Col. 
Prewitt,  of  the  governoi's  staff,  received  I 
the  following  message  from  Denver:  {

Chicago,  May  2.— It  is  impossible  to 
deny  that  the  work  in  the  Electricity 
building  is  still  a  long  way  from  comple- 
tion, and  the  Iniilding  as  compared  to 
most  of  the  others  presents  a  barren  and 
emjity  ^pect.

square  feet  of  space,  and  much  electric 
street  railway  material  was  assigned  to 
the  Transportation  ])uilding,  and  the 
space  designed  for  it  in  Electricity  was 
not  again  allotted.  Numerous  consoli- 
dations of  great  electrical  manufacturing 
companies  during  the  last  few  months 
have  necessarily  combined  exhibits  also, 
with  the  result  that  much  space  remains 
unoccupied.  The  work  of  setting  up 
dynamos  and  other  intricate  machinery 
is  slow,  and  it  will  be  some  time  before 
this  department  will  be  at  its  best. 

In  the  center  of  the  building,  which  is 
^45  by  6rp  feet,  stands  the  Edison  tower/ 
This  IS  a  giant  column,  painted  white 
and  thickly  studded  with  incandescent 
lights.  It  is  100  feet  high.  The  effect  is 
splendid,  but  is  fuUv  appreciated  only  at 
night.  The  General  Electric  comi-any 
of  New  ^'ork  has  grouped  its  exhibit 
around  the  Edison  column  to  a  depth  of 
100  feet.  The  P.ell  Telephone  company 
has  a  handsome  house  just  inside  the 
south  main  door,  the  W  estinghouse  and 
other  prominent  companies  being  ranged 
along  the  main  aisle. 

The  government  exhibits    of    foreign 
countries  are  ranged  in  the  north  half  of 
the  building  with  frontages  on  the    main 
aisle,  the  smaller  nations  being  relegated 
to  the  gallery.    These  exhibits,  however, 
are  m  a  demoralized  state,  not  one  being 
in  [tcrfect  running  order.    Germany  has 
probably  the  most  room  and  occupies    a 
prominent      position      in      the      north- 
east      corner.        England        ;,has         a 
large      allotment      of      space     directly 
opposite      and      the       exhibit     is      in 
an  advanced  stage  of  preparation.  France 
lies  in  a  long,  narrow  plot  between  these 
two  countries,  while  Russia  and    Canada 
have  smaller    displays    at    the   extreme 
west  side  of    the  building.     New    South 
Wales,  Italy,  Monaco,  Spain  and  Austria 
have  space  in  the  gallery.    All  their  dis- 
plays are  vet  in  embryo,  but    they  prom- 
ise well.     It  is  impossible  to  confine   the 
electrical  exhibit  to  any  one  building,  as 
the  displavs  which  will  be  given    nightly 
from  the  Administration  dome,  the   pow- 
erful search  light  on    the    tower    out  in 
Lake  Michigan,  and  other  attractive  feat- 
ures demonstrate.     The  lighting    of  the 
entire  park,  its  buildings  and  streets  ad- 
jacent, gives  perhaps  the    most  practical 
lesson  in  the  use  of  electricity,  after    all. 


THE  CORNER  COLLAPSED. 

The  Corner  in  Coffee  Has  Come  to  a  Sudden 
Ending. 

London,  May  2.— The  Financial  News 
announces  that  the  gigantic  comer  in 
coffee  engineered  by  M.  Kaltenbach,  the 
Paris  operator,  has  coUajised,  implicat- 
ing thirty  firms  in  Havre  and  a  number 
of  houses  in  Antwerp.  Rotterdam  and 
Hamburg. 

The  paper  adds  that  for  twelvemonths 
M.  Kaltenbach  has  alone  been  carrying 
1,000,000  bags  of  coffee.  One- fourth  of 
this  was  actual  coffee,  while  the  remain- 
der was  in  futures  and  options.  Re- 
cently M.  Kaltenbach  has  been  unable  to 
furnish  his  agents  in  New  York  with 
margins.  The  coffee  held  by  the  agents 
was  forced  on  the  market,  causing  a 
heavy  fall  in  prices  there. 

At  Havre  there  was  a  decline  amount- 
ing to  20  francs.  Since  then  prices  have 
recovered  one-third  under  the  efforts 
made  to  sustain  values,  in  order  to  save 
the  firms  involved.

The  Lewiston  Reservoir,  in  Ohio,  Broke  and 

the  Water  Released   Into  the 

Miami  Valley. 

From  Fifteen   to   Twenty    Lives  Lost   and 

There  is  Great  Danger  of  More 

Perishing. 


Hundreds  of    Houses  on  IWest  Side  at  St. 

Paul  Under  Water  and  River 

Still  Rising. 


The  River  Subsiding  at    Cincinnati   and  the 

Alarm  is  Over,  But  Increasing 

Danger  at  St.  Louis. 


Lima,  O.,  May  3. — Word  reached  here 
this  morning  that  the  Lewiston  reservoir, 
containing  17,000  acres  of  water  and 
located  at  the  head  of  the  Miami  river, 
broke  at  the  flood  gates  at  4  a.  m.  and 
was  rushing  toward  Sidney,  Troy,  Piqua, 
Dayton,  Hamilton  and  intermediate 
points  in  a  mighty  volume.  The  break 
was  reported  to  be  spreading  and  a  sec- 
ond Johnstown  calamity  was  feared.  The 
The  .Cincinnati,  Hamilton  &  Dayton 
Railroad  company,  whose  tracks  parallel 
the  river,  has  been  notified,  and  fear  that 
the  water,  which  is  already  up  to  the 
tracks,  will  cause  great  damage  if  not 
loss  of  life.  It  was  reported  that  fifteen 
or  twenty  lives  were  lost  at  the  head  of 
the  river.    Great  alarm  exists  here. 

Later  advices  from  the  Lewiston  reser- 
voir are  that  the  break  has  reached 
twenty  feet  in  width  and  is  spreadmg 
rapidly.  The  reservoir  was  full  and 
what  water  passed  out  has  had  no  effect 
in  diminishing  the  supply  in  the  least 
and  the  result  of  a  complete  giving 
away  is  horrible  to  contemplate.  The 
towns  of  Lewiston  and  Newport,  several 
miles  down  the  river,  are  reported  sub- 
merged and  several  lives  lost. 

A  courier  has  left  Belie  Center  for  the 
scene  and  it  will  be  impossible  to  learn 
anything  about  the  magnitude  of  the 
damage  done  at  the  reservoir  until  he  re- 
turns. It  is  feared  there  has  been  a 
large  loss  of  life  and  great  damage  to 
property. 

Later. 

DeGraffe,  0..  May  3. — The  Lewiston 
reservoir,  twelve  miles  north  of  this 
place,  broke  down  the  waste  way  and  a 
portion  of  its  embankment  this  morning 
at  about  3:30.  The  break  is  a  bad  one, 
but  the  Miami  valley,  which  has  an  aver- 
age width  of  one  mile  reaching  from  the 
reservoir  to  this  place,  is  so  covered 
with  dead  water  caused  by  numerous 
dams  and  has  so  retarded  the  force  of 
the  discharging  waters  that  no  sign  of 
the  breakage  can  be  noticed  here  today. 
No  fears  are  entertained  here  as  to  loss 
of  life  or  any  material  loss  of  property. 

At  Sidney,  C,  excitement  was  at  fever 
heat  this  morning.  At  4  o'clock  the  fire 
department  tolled  out  a  danger  signal  in 
consequence  of  a  dispatch  received  by 
the  police  authorities  from  Huntsville, 
stating  that  the  banks  of  the  Lewiston 
reservoir  had  given  way.  The  river 
banks  were  soon  lined  with  people.  A 
gradual  going  down  of  the  water  has  put 
an  end  to  their  tears  and  they  are  now 
moving  back.  The  water  in  the  river  is 
five  feet  lower  than  on  Monday. 

AURM  OVER  AT  CINCINNATL 


The  Ohio  River  Reached  Its  Maximum  and 
Now  Receding. 
Cincinnati,  O.,  May  3.— The  Ohio 
river  reached  its  maximum  height  yes- 
terday noon.  It  then  began  to  fall  an 
inch  an  hour  and  has  since  receded,  so 

the  alarm  is  over.  The  rivers  and 
streams  throughout  Ohio  are  still  raging 
and  doing  immense  damage.  The 
Miami  valley  is  almost  entirely  sub- 
merged. Hundreds  of  acres  of  wheat 
are  drowned  out.  In  Miamisburg,  Low^er 
River  street  is  submerged,  nearly  all  of 
the  residents  being  compelled  to  desert 
their  homes. 

Reports  from  Springfield  state  that 
hundreds  of  men  are  guarding  the  banks 
of  the  Lewiston  reservoir,  the  second 
largest  artificial  body  of  water  in  the 
world,  which  threatens  to  give  way,  the 
water  being  higher  than  ever  known  be- 
fore. The  loss  will  be  stupendous  if  the 
break  does  occur. 

All  the  railroads  running  into  Spring- 
field have  had  washouts.  The  Scioto 
river  and  Paint  creek  are  on  the  rampage 
at  Chillicothe  and  their  waters  are  run- 
ning over  the  banks  creating  havoc  and 
destruction  to  crops  and  property.  Chil- 
licothe has  not  had  such  a  flood  for  years 
and  the  prospects  for  a  speedy  abate- 
ment are  anything  but  flattering. 

At  Columbus  the  Scioto  reached  its 
height  yesterday  morning  and  is  now 
slowly  falling.  Numerous  streets  are  im- 
passable. The  electric  cars  and  horse 
cars  cannot  run  in  the  lower  parts  of  the 
city.  The  damage  done  is  estimated  at 
$500,000.  Foundries,  store  rooms,  to- 
bacco factories,  twine  factories  and  man- 
ufacturing establishments  were  flooded 
and  are  ruined. 

At  Tiffin  the  recent  rains  have  caused 
the  waters  of  the  Sandusky  to  rise  to  a 
point  they  have  not  reached  before  in 
ten  years  and  considerable  damage  has 
been  caused  in  this  city.  The  Mechan- 
icsburg  addition  is  inundated,  at  least 
100  houses  being  surrounded,  and  some 
of  them  are  filled  with  water  to  the  lower 
windows.  More  than  twenty  families 
have  adandoned  their  homes  and  others 
are  now  being  helped  out  in  boats.  The 
water  has  been  rising  at  the  rate  of  three 
inches  an  hour  all  dav,  but  seemed  to  be 
at  a  standstill  at  8  o'clock  last  evening. 

DANGER  AT  ST.  LOUIS. 


The   Mitsisiippi    is    Rapidly    Reaching   th« 
Danger  Line. 

St.  Louis,  May  3.— At  9  o'clock  the 
gauge  on  the  Mississippi  river  here  reg- 
istered 31  feet  10  inches — within  two 
inches  of  the  danger  line.  This  is  a  rise 
of  four  inches  in  the  past  twelve    hours. 


Business  on  the  wharf^i^  practically  sus- 
pended. The  steamboats  are  able  to 
make  but  few  ot  their  regular  landings 
on  account  of  the  high  water.  Conse- 
quently they  are  obliged  to  run  with 
light  cargoes. 

Reports  from  above  here  show  that  the 
river  was  falling  last  night  at  Keokuk 
and  Quincy  and  that  the  Missouri  was 
falling  at  Hermann.  The  Osage  and 
Gasconade  rivers  have  spent  their  force 
and  are  receding  raj  idly.  It  is  believed 
that  the  river  will  reach  its  crest  here  to- 
morrow and  will  then  fall  rapidly. 

The  local  river  shippers  and  steam- 
boat men  are  much  discouraged  with  the 
outlook.  The  indi'cations  are  that  the 
flood  will  prove  disastrous  to  the  crops 
in  all  low  lands  along  the  river,  which 
will  insure  hard  times  and  dull  business 
lor  another  year. 

THE  FLOOD  \J  ST.  PAUL. 


Hundreds  of  Homes  on  the  West  Side  and 
Other  Low  Landt  Under  Water. 

St.  Paui.,  May  3.— The  Mississippi 
continues  to  rise  and  passed  above  the 
danger  line,  (fourteen  feel),  at  lo  o'clock 
last  night.  The  rise  today  is  more  rapid 
than  it  was  yesterda> .  At  7  o'clock  this 
morning  the  guage  sliowed  the  water  to 
hi  fourteen  feet  and  two-tenths  above 
low  water  mark  and  at  10  o'clock  it  had 
risen  another  tenth  of  a  foot. 

At  II  o'clock  there  seems  to  be  no  in- 
dication of  its  having  reached  the  limit 
of  the  rise  and  more  or  less  damage  to 
property  has  resulted.  The  West  St. 
raul  electric  plant  has  been  compelled 
to  suspend  operatiois,  their  buildings 
being  now  flooded.  Hundreds  of  homes 
on  the  West  Side  and  on  the  low  lands 
above  the  city  are  underwaterand  many 
families  have  lost  all  of  their  household 
effects. 

Should  the  rise  continue  at  the  present 
rate  for  another  twenty-four  hours, 
serious  results  will  follow.  It  is  not  ex- 
pected, however,  that  it  will  reach  a 
point  that  will  endanger  large  property 
interests.  People  having  property  in 
buildings  that  are  nov  under  water  an- 
ticipated the  condition  of  affairs,  and 
goods  are  being  removed  as  fast  as  it  is 
found  necessary  to  do  so.

Roof  of  the  Northwestern  Coal  Company's 
Shed  at  Milwauitee  Fell. 

Milwaukee,  May  3.— Without  a  mo- 
ment's warning,  the  roof  on  the  large 
shed  of  the  Northwestern  Coal  company 
fell  at  1 1 :2o  this  morning  and  seriously 
injured  seven  men.  The  names  as  far  as 
ascertained  areas  follows:  .W.  J.  Francy, 
foreman,  left  foot  buit,  not  very  serious; 
Thomas  Nelson,  carpenter,  foot  hurt 
quite  seriously;  Jerry  Sherokin. 

It  is  not  known  whit  caused  the  acci- 
dent, but  it  is  thought  thought  that  the 
weight  of  the  coal  on  the  walls  caused 
the  walls  to  bulge  anl  strained  the  roof.

OLD  SOL  ON  TOP 


At  Last  the  World's  Fair  Has  Been  Favored 

With  Sunshine  and  Everybody 

Feels  Happier. 


The  Management  Well    Satisfied  With  the 

Attendance  so  Far,  Considering  all 

the  Adverse  Conditions 


Thousands  Yearn  Vainly  for  a  Sight  of  the 

Treasures   in   the    Fine    Arts 

Building. 


Plenty  of   Instrumental   Music  in  the  Park 

Today,    and  a   Host   of  Rare 

:  Attractions. 


Chicago,  May  3.— Clouds  and  sun 
alternated  at  the  exposition  today  in  a 
most  tantalizing  manner  for  the  visitors, 
but  no  rain  fell  and  old  Sol  gained  the 
mastery  in  the  end.  With  a  persistence 
deserving  of  a  better  cause,  the  clouds 
have  hung  over  the  World's  fair  for 
nearly  three  weeks  m  succession  and 
warm,  sunny  weather  such  as  everybody 
wants  to  enjoy,  who  is  coming  to  see 
wonders  of  the  White  City,  seems  as  far 
away  as  it  would  be  in  November. 

Still  the  World's  fair  officials  and  con- 
tractors were  happy  for  the  absence   of 

rain,  as  they  are  able  to  push  the  work 
on  the  roadways  and  buildings  which 
remain  in  an  unfinished  state.  Over 
600,000  square  yards  of  roadway  have 
already  been  made  firm  and  smooth  for 
the  summer  crowds  and  100,000  yards 
more  have  to  be  put  in  the  same  condi- 
tion. The  sound  of  the  steam  roller  is  a 
familiar  one  and  mud  is  an  extremely 
scarce  ci»antity  compared  with  the  con- 
dition of  things  on  tbe  opening  day. 

The  indications  this  morning  are  that 
yesterday's  crowd  will  be  largely  in- 
creased as  the  magnificent  distances  are 
filling  up  with  people  from  all  pares  of 
the  world.  Over  14,000  persons  paid  50 
cents  to  see  as  mucti  of  the  fair  as  they 
rould  yesterday,  and  the  exposition 
grounds  are  so  extensive  that  at  no  time 
did  there  appear  to  be  more  than  5000 
sight-seeing  people  within  the  gates. 
The  executive  ofincers  of  the  exposition 
are  well  satisfied  with  the  attendance  so 
far,  considering  the  threatening  weather, 
the  dislike  of  people  to  tramp  through 
mud  and  the  unfinished  state  of  several 
departmental  and  foreign  buildings. 

The  visitors  who  are  interested  in  elec- 
trical machinery  are  disappointed  more 
than  any  others,  as  the  exhibits  in  that 
building  are  the  farthest  behind.  In 
fact  there  is  hardly  anything  worth  see- 
ing in  the  big  building  yet.  Thousands 
of  people  yearn  for  a  sight  of  the  treas- 
ures in  the  fine  arts  building  as  they  stop 
to  admire  its  incomparable  classic  exte- 
rior, but  paintings  and  other  works  of 
art  are  still  arriving  and  the  doors  are 
closed  to  the  public  for  the  reason  that 
installation  would  have  to  stop,  if  peo- 
ple were  allowed  to  enter. 

The  finishing  touches  are  being  put  to 
the  exhibits  in  several  of  the  state  build- 
ings, but  some  are  as  far  behind  in  in- 
stallation as  Russia,  whose  show  was 
delayed  by  the  ice  blockade  in  the  Bal- 
tic sea.  It  seems  to  be  fashionable  to 
to  be  late  at  the  fair  as  well  as  at  church, 
and  in  a  great  measure  thib  appears  to 
be  due  to  the  general  adoption  of  a  tardy 
policy  among  employes  of  state  boards 
and  contractors.  Like  everybody  else 
who  has  anything  to  sell  or  is  benefited 
by  the  fair,  these  men  have  evidently 
made  up  their  minds  to  make  their  jobs 
last  as  long  as  possible  and  get  all  the 
money  they  can  out  of  the  fair. 

There  was  plenty  of  instrumental 
music  in  the  park  today,  both  in  build- 
ings and  on  the  band  stands.  Fifty 
crack  musicians  from  Des  Moires,  who 
compose  the  Iowa  state  band,  occupied 
the  pavilion  of  their  state  building  on 
the  edge  of  the  lake  at  the  northern  end* 
of  the  park,  an  ideal  location  for  a  band 
on  summer  days,  but  rather  a  chilly  spot 
today.  The  band  gave  a  good  concert 
in  the  afternoon,  and  will  remain  at  the 
exposition  under  the  direction  of  the 
state  board  for  at  least  three  months. 

The  Iowa  corn  decorated  building  was 
the  center  of  attraction  for  a  big  crowd 
while  the  program  was  being  rendered. 
The  band  will  play  daily,  either  in  the  state 
building  or  on  the  band  pavilions.  Prof. 
Leisegang's  hand  was  stationed  today, 
as  on  yesterday,  in  the  pavilion  facing 
the  grand  court  of  the  administration 
building  and  furnished  the  music  for  the 
day  in  that  part  of  the  park.  Tbe  musi- 
cal melody  in  the  open  air  is  one  of  the 
features  of  the  fair  which  gives  it  the  ap- 
pearance of  being  really  open  to  the 
world. 

The  first  of  the  popular  free  orchestral 
concerts  which  are  to  be  given  every 
morning  during  thesix  months  of  the  ex- 

gosition  took  place  at  11  o'clock  in 
lusic  hall.  No  entrance  fee  was 
charged.  The  hall,  which  seats  2900,  was 
crowded  early,  the  doors  being  locked 
after  the  second  number.  The  orchestra 
of  114  pieces,  under  the  direction  of 
Theodore  Thomas,  rendered  a  program 
consisting  of  the  "Tannhauser  overture, 
the  Weber  Berlioz  "Invitation  to  the 
Dance,"  a.3trauss  waltz  and  other  popu- 
lar numbers. 

Actual  costly  experience  with  the  res- 
taurant monopolists  in  the  park  has  in- 
duced the  visiting  thousands  to  devise 
ways  and  means  to  defeat  the  schemes 
of  the  caterers.  Lunch  baskets  and 
hand  bags  are  carried  by  hundreds  of 
people,  and  in  that .  way  they  are  able  to 
spend  the  whole  day  at  the  fair  without 
being  famished  or  parting  with  a  goodly 
amount  for  a  frail  lunch.  Tbe  price 
lists  of  the  restaurants  are  Ei6fel  tower- 
like in  their  proportions,  but  not  sta- 
tionary like  that  structure. 

The  prices  vary  according  to  the  wil- 
lingness of  the  patron  to  pay.  Waiters 
collect  for  everything  served  and  rollect 
what  they  please.  It  is  reported  that 
the  council  of  administration  will  take 
the  thrifty  restaurateurs  in  hand  and 
compel  them  to  adopt  a  fixed  price  list 
which  will  bring  food  within  the  reach  of 


persons  of  moderate  means.  There  was 
no  more  trouble  among  the  waiters  to- 
day. The  strikers  have  been  discharged 
ana  new  men  are  filling  their  places.

The  Pennsylvania  state  building,  one 
of  the  great  attractions  in  the  nortti  end 
of  the  exposition  grounds,  was  thrown 
open  to  the  public  today.  Since  the 
Liberty  bell  was  put  in  place  in  the 
rotunda,  only  that  large  room  has  been 
open  to  visitors.  The  superintendent 
desired  to  put  on  the  finishing  touches  in 
the  other  rooms  and  clean  up  after  the 
crowd  that  invaded  the  building  Monday. 
For  that  reason  the  doors  were  closed 
until  this  morning.  The  Philadelphia 
policemen  are  on  duty  night  and  day 
guarding  the  Independence  bell  and 
answering  a  thousand  questions. 

THE  DUKE  OF  VERAGUA. 


Visited  the  Manual  Training  School  and  the 
Armour  Mission. 

Chicago,  May  3. — The  duke  of  V'era- 
gua  dislikes  to  have  a  crowd  follow  him 
and  be  exposed  to  the  gaze  of  the  curi- 
ous public  in  any  way  when  be  can  avoid 
it.  For  that  reason  he  requested  that  his 
plans  for  today  should  be  kept  out  of  the 
newspapers  in  advance  ot  his  move- 
ments. 

The  duke  is  greatly  interested  in  pop- 
ular education  and  institutions  for  the 
training  of  the  young  in  practical  things 
which  will  give  them  a  livelihood,  as 
well  as  in  the  higher  intellectual  work. 
He  has  not  had  an  opportunity  to  exam- 
ine into  American  educational  methods 
of  the  practical  training  school  kind,  so 
he  requested  to  be  taken  to  the  Chicago 
manual  training  school  today. 

A  visit  was  paid  to  this  model  institu- 
tion quite  informally,  and  only  the  bare 
notice  of  his  coming  was  received.  The 
duke  went  through  all  the  departments 
of  the  school  and  expreesed  surprise  at 
the  work  dene  by  the  boys.  Then  the 
party  visited  the  famous  Armour  mission 
and  training  school.  The  duke  was 
much  impressed  with  th'e  advanced 
methods  or  instruction. 

In  th»  evening  the  whole  ducal  party 
will  attend  theperformance  of  "America" 
at  the  invitation  of  the  Auditorium  com- 
pany. 


ATTACKS  ON  CHIIVESE. 


The  State  Department  Takes  Measures  to  Pre- 
vent Outbreaks. 

Washington,  May  3.— Reports  re- 
ceived by  the  Chinese  minister  within 
the  past  two  days  indicate  the  probabil- 
ity of  outbreaks  on  the  Pacific  coast 
against  Chinese  lesidents.  The  tenor  of 
these  reports  was  communicated  on 
Monday  by  Acting  Secretary  Adee,  and 
last  night  upon  the  return  of  Secretary 
Gresham  from  Chicago  telegrams  were 
sent  to  the  governors  of  several  western 
states  advising  them  of  the  existence  of 
these  reports  and  requesting  them  to 
take  measures  to  prevent  any  serious  in- 
fractions of  the  peace. 

The  authority  for  the  reports  is  not 
disclosed,  but  the  action  of  the  Chinese 
minister  was  taken,  it  is  said,  so  that  in 
case  there  was  trouble  from  which  the 
Chinese  suffered  either  in  person  or 
property,  the  United  States  might  prop- 
erly be  held  tor  indemnity  for  losses  sus- 
tained. 

BAD  FIRE  IN  LOUiSWLLE. 


A  Quarter  of  a  Block  Burned,  Causing  a  Loss 
of  S300.000. 

Louisville.  Ky.,  May  3-— A  destruc- 
tive fire  originated  in  tbe  handsome  and 
comparatively  new  building  of  the  Louis- 
ville Steam  and  Electric  Motor  company 
on  Third  street  near  Green  last  night 
about  midnight  and  reduced  the  struc- 
ture to  ashes  in  a  short  time. 

The  fire  spread  to  adjoining  buildings 
and  did  damage  over  an  area  covering  a 
quarter  of  the  block  between  Green  and 
Walnut  and  Second  and  Third  street?. 
The  power  building  cost  about  $150,000 
and  was  insured  for  nearly  $65,000. 

Sixteen  different  companies  did  busi- 
ness in  the  burned  building  and  their 
loss  will  reach  Sioo.ooo,  not  half  of  which 
is  covered  by  insurance.  The  total  loss 
will  reach  about  $300,000. 

HAUL  OF  MOONSHINERS. 


Makers  of  ''Mountain  Dew"  Captured  i»West 
Virginia. 

New  York,  May  3. — A  special  to  the 
Times  from  Wheeling,  W.  V'a.,  says  the 
largest  haul  of  moonshiners  ever  made 
in  West  Virginia  by  internal  revenue 
officers  was  closed  up  yesterday  and  the 
prisoners,  forty-five  in  number,  are  now 
en  route  to  Charleston  in  charge  of  a 
strong  posse  of  United  States  marshals 
and  guards. 

Among  the  prisoners  are  two  women, 
Clara  Srhith  and  May  Bechel,  who  have 
been  particularly  active  and  successful 
in  making  "mountain  dew"  for  several 
years  past.  They  were  all  gathered  up 
in  McDermott  and  Wyoming  counties, 
and  their  arrest  practically  breaks  up 
the  moonshine  business  in  that  portion 
of  the  state.

Some  ot   the    i-reditois  in    conversation 
charge  that  there  has  been  crooked  work. 
Receiver  Chesley.  of    the  Union  Slock 
Yards  company,  states  that  he  has  repu- 
iliated  j^)3o,ooo  worth  of   notes,   purport- 
ing to  lie  against  the  company,  which  are 
signed  by  D.T.  Hedges  as  president.  Tlie 
receiver  has   listed  that  amount  alreaily 
and  how  much  more  of    such  [taper  may 
have  been    floated    is    not  known.     It  is 
stated  that  the  recor«ls    of    the  company 
give  no  clue  either    to    the  existence    of 
such  obligations    or    to  the  use  ot    their 
proceeds.    The  bondholders  have  awak- 
ened to  the  situation  and  are   preparing 
to    protect    their  interests.       there    are 
jSco.ooo  bonds,    of    which  ii2oo,ot)0   are 
said  to  be  iield  here  and  the  balance    in 
Chicago  and  Eastern  cities.     Represen- 
tatives of  the  bondholders  are  here    and 
others  interested  are   preparing  to  probe 
the  matter  of  the  company  to  the  bottom. 
Stories  are  afloat  of  crooked  work  in 
the  affairs    of    the    defunct  Inion  Loan 
and  Trust  company,  which  seems  to  have 
been  the  clearing  house  in  the  immense 
transactions,    which    are    to   be  investi- 
gated, but  the  assignee  refuses   to  give 
ou:  inlornvation  or  to  give    access  yet  to 
books  and  other  records  of  the   concern. 
He  admits,  however,  that  the  amount  of 
the  paper  on  which  the  company  is  lia- 
ble as  indorser  and  guarantor  will   reach 
$6,ooo,t>oo.    A  large   share  of  these  notes 
are  absolutely  worthless. although  placed 
in  the  East  on   the  credit  of    the    Lnion 
Loan  and  Trust  company,    but  it  can  be 
stated  that  some  of  the  creditors  propose 
to  let  daylight  in  upon  the  transactions, 
with  regard    to    which    the  air  is  full  of 
rumors  of  crookedness.

Mr,  Elliott,  it  is  said, 
thought  Findlay  had  been  sufficiently 
punished  for  his  offense  and  he  quietly 
set  about  secu-ing  his  pardon,  in 
he  succeeded.

THE  GERMAN  ARMY  BILL. 


Leader 


A  Row  in  the  Center  Party  and  a  New 
Elected. 

Berlin,  May  3.— The  members  of  the 
Center  party  had  an  uprf>ariou.-,  meeting 
today  to  consider  the  proposition  sup- 
ported by  Freiherr  \'op.  Huene  as  to  the 
terms  on  which  the  Center  should  sup- 
port the  army  bill  in  the  reichstag.  The 
meeting  was  of  a  most  exciting  charac- 
ter anil  resulted  in  the  rejection  of  \  on 
Huene's  proposition  by  an  enormous  ma- 
joritv. 

Count  Vcn  Balstreim  thereupon  re- 
signed his  place  as  leader  of  the  Center 
and  Count  Von  Prefsing-Lichteneng- 
Moos,  of  Straubing,  was  elected  to  suc- 
ceed Balstreim  in  the  leadership.  It  was 
afterwards  decided  that  the  members 
should  vote  accopdirg  to  their  individual 
convictions. 

In  the  reichstag  today.  Chancellor 
Caprivi  declared  that  the  government 
would  endeavor  by  every  constitutional 
means  to  secure  the  passage  of  the  army 
bill.  The  German  army,  the  chancellor 
said,  as  at  present  constituted,  was  not 
equal  in  quantity  and  quality  to  any 
emergency  that  might  arise.  He  re- 
minded the  members  of  the  reichstag 
that  the  ablest  diplomacy  was  not  always 
an  efficient  substitute  for  military  strerigth 
and  in  support  of  this'  assertion  he  cited 
the  experience  of  Frederick  the  Great, 
of  Prussia. 


Ttie  Sad  Death  of  a  16-Year-Old  Girl  at 
Lisbon.  N.  D. 

Fargo,  N.  D.,  May  3.— A  report  comes 
from  Lisbon  of  the  death  of  a  16-year- 
old  girl  there  from  attempted  abortion. 
It  is  claimed  that  three  prominent  young 
men  were  involved  and  that  she  was 
soon  to  become  a  mother;  also  that  two 
women  wtre  called  in  and  gave  her  some 
medicine,  and  that  the  night  before  her 
death  a  physician  was  called. 

No  investigations  were  made  as  to  the 
cause  of  her  death,  and  there  is  now 
much  indignation  over  the  affair.  One 
of  the  young  men  implicated  left  for 
parts  unknown  a  week  beft)re  the  de.ath 
of  the  girl.

THE  GOLD  RESERVE. 
Deficiency    Will    Soon    be    Made    up 


Senator  McPherson   Discusses  the  Country's 
Financial  Condition. 

Washington,  May  3.— Senator  Mc- 
Pherson, of  New  Jersey,  who  is  here 
prior  to  his  departure  for  the  summer, 
being  a  member  of  the  hnance  commit- 
tee, has  watched  the  financial  situation 
closely. 

"1  do  not  believe,"  said  he,  "that  there 
is  anything  in  the  money  situation  that 
will  necessitate  the  president  calling  an 
extra  "sessipn  of  congress  earlier  than  he 
intended,  probably  Sept.  15.  The  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  country  is  all  right, 
if  the  people  will  only  let  it  alone.  The 
secretary  of  the  treasury  has  the  confi- 
dence of  the  public,  and  it  believes  that 
he  will  be  able  to  meet  any  contingency 
that  may  arise." 


A  Rebuff  For  Dupity. 
P.\RIS,  May  3.— The  ministry  received 
a  rebuff  in  the  chamber  of  deputies  to- 
day. M.  Yves-Guyot,  deputy  for  the 
Seine,  moved  urgency  lor  a  motion  in 
favor  of  the  abolition  of  the  octroi  duty 
collected  on  articles  cf  food,  etc.,  that 
are  brought  into  the  towns.  Notwith- 
ing  the  fact  that  M.  Dupuy,  the  premier 
opposed  the  motion  for  urgency  on  the 
grounds  that  the  proposal  had  not  been 
maturelv  considered.

Stokers  Refused  to  Work  and   Were  A  rrested 
and  Tried. 

Malta,  May  3.— A  mutiny  of  stokers 
broke  out  on  the  Briti;*  warship  Amphion 
yesterday.  Three  of  the  stokers  were 
rebuked  for  their  untidy  appearance  at 
inspection.  They  thereupon  became 
m.utinous  and  refused  to  obey  orders  of 
their  officers.  The  three  men  were  at 
once  put  under  arrest. 

Fifteen  other  stokers  then  refused  to 
work,  unless  their  comrades  were  re- 
leased. The  nfteen  were  also  arrested. 
The  mutineers  were  all  tried  by  court- 
martial.  Five  of  the  ringleaders  were 
sentenced  to  imprisoment  for  eighteen 
months  and  to  be  dismisied  from  the 
service  and  the  others  were  sentenced  to 
shorter  terms  of  imprisonment.

SHELTER  FOR  THE  HOMELESS. 

Eight  Hundred  Men  Working  Without  Pay  at 
Cisco. 

Cisco,  Tex.,  May  3.— About  800  men 
are  working  without  pay  in  an  heroic  ef- 
fort to  bring  order  out  of  chaos  and  pro- 
vide shelter  for  those  rendered  homeless 
by  the  recent  cyclone.  They  only  ask 
that  tools    and    food  be  furnished  them. 

Provisions  are  coming  in  great  abund- 
ance, and  the  streets  are  being  made 
pass.ible  as  fast  as  possible  by  removal  of 
the  debris.  Plenty  of  physicians  and 
surgeons  are  on  hand  and  the  wounded 
are  now  being  well  cared  for.  M.  B. 
Owens,  a  well  known  slock  man,  and  his 
little  son  aged  12  years,  died  last  night 
from  injuries  received  in  the  cyclone. 

All  But  One  Discharged. 

Mki.p.oirnk,  May  3.— The  directors 
and  other  officials  of  the  Mercantile 
Bank  of  Australia,  which  recently  failed, 
and  who  were  under  accusation  of  crimi- 
nal mismanagement  in  connection  with 
the  affairs  nf  the  bank,  have  all  been  dis- 
charged from  prosecution,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Hon.  Sir  H.  M.  Davies,  who 
was  the  leading  director,  and  Frederick 
Millidge,  who  was  general  manager  of 
the  institution. 


Will    Soon 
Agaf;i. 

Washington,  May  3.— Secretary  Car- 
lisle was  busy  this  morning  answering 
his  mail  which  had  accumulated  during 
his  absence.  .  He  looked  well,  despite 
the  fatigue  of  the  long  journey  from 
Chicago',  and  expressed  himself  as  well 
satisfied  with  the  tinancial  situation. 

He  said  his  informal  conferences  with 
the  bankers  of  New  York  and  Chicago 
were  very  pleasant.  He  declined  to  say 
if  he  had  effected  any  arrangements 
with  them  to  build  up  the  gold  reserve 
or  to  protect  it  in  case  it  became  de- 
pleted by  continued  export. 

The  gold  reserve  according  to  the 
figures  on  the  treasury  books  is  today 
$97,025,000.  This  includes,  as  far  as  can 
be  ascertained  accurately,  all  the  gold 
offered  and  accepted  within  the  past  ten 
days,  exceot  about  three  (juarters  of  a 
million  dollars,  thus  leaving  the  reserve 
invaded  about  $2,000,000. 

This  has  been  occasioned  by  the  cjuiet 
withdrawal  of  gold  from  New  York  and 
and  Boston  sub-treasuries  for  shipment 
to  Canada  and  by  the  further  fact  that 
$1,000,000  promised  from  the  West  was 
at  the  last  moment  withdrawn. 

Some  small  ofifers  of  gold  were  made 
today  and  accepted,  and  unless  the  ex- 
port for  Saturday  is  large  it  is  probable 
that  the  treasury  may  make  up  the  pres- 
ent deticiency  and  the  gold  reserve  will 
be  intact.     ^__^_ 

TRIPLE  CRIME  IN  INDIANA. 

A  Man  Killed  His  Wife  and  Child  and  Cut  His 
Throat. 
Frankfort,  Ind.,  May  3.— Theophilus 
Pendleton,  of  Wolf  Lake,  came  home  in 
an  intoxicated  state  yesterday,  and  in  a 
quarrel  with  his  wife  he  struck  her  in  the 
head,  killing  her  instantly.  He  then 
seized  his  intant  child  of  six  months  and 
beat  out  its  brains  against  the  stove.  He 
then  capped  the  climax  by  cutting  his 
throat.

The  gfamblers  must  go.    This,  the  tlic- 

tum  of  several  members  ol  the  village 

council,  upon  the  assurance  of  President 

Martin  and  the  chief  of   police  that  all 

the  gambling   houses  in  town  would  be 

closed  up,  the  matter  was  not  brought  up 

at  the  meeting  on  Monday  evening.     If 

the  sporting  fraternity  have  not  left  the 

place,   bag  and    baggage,    by  the   next 

meeting,  under  the  orders  of  the  police 

tlepartment,  action  will  be  taken  on  the 
matter  immodtately. 

There  are  several  resorts  of  the  kind 
which  have  tlourished  like  a  green  bay 
tree  for  some  time,  and  a  number  of  the 
councilmen  desire  t>'  put  themselves  on 
record  as  opposed  to  the  evil.  Since  the 
order  to  close  up  was  issued  one  of,  the 
attaches  of  a  gambling  establishment, 
when  asked  if  his  place  was  shut  up  re- 
plied, ••\'es,  for  a  time,"  accompanying 
the  words  with  a  significant  smile.  This 
smile  will  possibly  lade  away  shortly,  as 
It  is  understood  inat  certain  members  of 
the  council  are  determined  to  stamp  out 
the  iniquity  entirely,  and  if  the  spinal 
column  of  the  chiet  uf  police  does  not 
possess  sufficient  rigidity  to  accomplish 
tae  result,  souje  drastic  measures  will  be 
employed. 

Ihe  gambling  houses  in  West  Duluth 
have  unually  been  run  in  connection 
with  saloons,  and  under  certain  adminis- 
trations favoritism  has  been  shown  and 
one  or  two  sak)ons  have  had  the  mon- 
opoly of  the  whole  busmess.  The  saloon 
keepers  say  that  this  is  an  injustice,  and 
if  such  resoris  are  permitted  at  all  every 
saloon  should  have  an  opp()rtunity  to 
profit  by  the  business  if  it  so  wishes.  So 
if  an  attempt  is  made  to  administer  the 
aflfairs  under  such  conditions  the  saloon 
keepers  themselves  will  undoubtedly  be 
heard  trom  through  organized  etforis.  As 
the  pet)ple  of  the  town  will  hardly  per- 
mit twenty-five  to  thirty  gambling  houses 
to  flourish  in  their  midst,  the  way  of  the 
gambler  will  be  hard  from  this  time  on, 
in  West  Duluth.

one  e.ich  for  the  following  cases: 
Postpartum  hemorrhage,  cerebral 
hemorrhage,  scarlet  fever,  abdominal 
abcess,  puerperal  septiciumia,  cancer 
of  the  stomach,  dipthheria,  chronic 
Bright's  disease,  typhoid  fever,  gastro 
enteritis,  meningitis,  tubercular  menin- 
gitis, umbilical  hemorrage.  Of  the  ages, 
1 1  were  under  i  year,  3  from  i  W.  5,  2 
from  5  to  10.  2  from  10  to  20,  10  from  20 
to  40,  5  from  40  to  60.  Twenty  were 
males  and  13  females.  Twenty-four 
were  single  and  9  were  married.  The 
death  rate  for  the  month  was  9.09  per 
thousand. 

The  births  were  90  in  number,  46 
males,  44  females.  For  the  correspond- 
ing month  one  year  ago,  there  were  31 
deaths  and  91  births.

The  Patronage  Fight. 
The  St,  Cloud  Times  takes  exception 
to  The  Herald's  references  to  its  course 
respecting  the  attacks  on  Michael  Doran, 
successor  to  the  political  brokerage  firm 
of  "Me  and  Mike."  It  says  it  did  not 
rush  to"  Mr.  Doran's  defense,  because 
"where  no  offense  has  been  committed, 
no  defense  is  necessary."  The  attacks 
of  the  Minneapolis  Tribune  upon  Mr. 
Doran  are  regarded  by  it  to'  be  due  to 
personal  spite  and  therefore  are  unwor- 
thy of  much  consideration.  As  to  the 
charge  by  Maj.  Baldwin  that  Mr.  Doran 
trisd  to  defeat  him  in  the  Sixth  district, 
the  St.  Cioud  paper  says: 

"As  to  the  hrsc  inquiry  of  our  esteemed 
Duluth  contempurarv,  we  will  reply  that 
we  will  require  something    more  reliable 
than  the  assertion  of  an  unknown  Wash- 
ington   correspondent    as    to  what   Mr. 
Baldwin    may    have    said.    A  few  days 
ago,    Congiessmen    Baldwin    and   Hall 
cautioned  their  Minnesota  friends  not  to 
put  reliance  in  statements  from   Wash- 
ington correspondents  as  to    their  utter- 
ances.    We  prefer  to  lake  their  advice." 
The  Herald    is   not  content    that  the 
statements  of  its  Washington  correspon- 
dent should  thus  be  impugned.     It  aims 
to  publish  reliable  news.    It  believes  its 
Washington  correspondent  to  be  consci- 
entious   and    thoroughly    reliable,   and 
when  he  quoted  Maj.  Baldwin  as  making 
such  a  statement  regarding  Mr.  Doran  it 
believes  that  the  major  said  it.    But  The 
Herald     will    go  farther  and  assert  that 
Maj.  Baldwin  said  the  same  thing  in  Du- 
luth before    he   was   elected,   and    it  is 
strange  if  his  friends  in  St.  Cloud  were 
not  also  informed  of  the  opposition  which 
he  was  forced  to  meet  from    Mr.   Doran. 
Maj.  Baldwin,  according  to  the  latest  ad- 
vices from  Washington,  finds  himself  op- 
posed   at    every    turn    by  Mr.  Doran  in 
seeking  offices  for  his  supporters. 

The  Tmies  also  says  that  there  is  not 
and  will  not  be  a    "fight  for  the  federal 
patronage"    and   that    "the   Democracy 
has  a  higher  and  nubler    mission  to  per- 
torm."    This  is  pure  balderdash,  and  the 
St.  Cloud  paper  knows  that  is.    There  is 
a  fight  for  the  feieral   pa'.ronage,  and  at 
the  present  time  Maj.    Baldwin  is  trying 
to  secure  the  appointment  of  R.  K.  Doe, 
of  Duluth.  to  be  chairman  of  the  Chippe- 
wa   Indian    commissiofi,    while    "Boss" 
Doran  insists  that  Hon.  "Bill"  Campbell, 
ex-United  States  marshal    and  ex-chair- 
man   of    the    Democratic  state  central 
committee,  shall  be    given   this  position. 
Indeed,  Mr.  Doran  gave    it  out  that  Mr. 
Campbell  had  been  appointed,  but  up  to 
date  the  appointment  has  not  been  made 
and  rumor  says  Maj.    Baldwin  has  been 
chiefly  instrumental   in  preventing  it.

The  letter  says  that  the  post 
was  not  aware  that  a  rule  existed 
forbidding  the  circulation  and  public- 
ation of  such  resolutions  as  those  they 
had  passed.  They  would  repair  that 
breach  of  orders  by  sending  the  resolu- 
tion to  .-Mbany,  and  also  to  the  national 
headquarters  at  Minneapolis.  But  that 
was  only  in  line  with  their  course  in  mak- 
ing known  the:r  action  and  nothing  fur- 
ther v.oukl  they  do.  No  notice  was 
taken  of  the  citation  to  appear  ami  de- 
fend the  post  "to  i)urge  it   of  contempt." 

The  action  of  the  department  will  now 
be  awaited  with  interest,  if  it  should  re- 
sult in  the  expulsion  of  the  post,  a  serious 
split  in  the  Grand  Army  will  assuredly 
resuU,  because  the  sentiments  of  many 
members  coincide  with  the  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  New  York  post.  Public 
opinion  demands  a  revision  of  the  roll, 
and  the  members  of  the  Grand  Army 
who  jom  in  this  demand  have  .the  true 
interests  of  the  deserving  veterans  at

Revising  the  Pension  Roll.. 
The    Herald   referred    not   very    long 
ago  to  the  action  which    Noah  L.   Farn-

MR.  HOLMES'  RAILROAD. 


The  Deep  Snow  Delaying  Work  on  the  Duluth 
Great  Western. 

J.  B.  Holmes,  vice  president  of  the  Du- 
luth Great  Western  Railroad  company, 
formerly  the  Duluth,  Red  Lake  Falls  & 
Northern,  was  in  Minneapolis  yesterday 
and  was  interviewed.  He  stated  that 
financial  and  other  arrangements  were 
all  completed  to  begin  work  imme- 
diately. 

He  had,  in  fact,  been  up  the  line  to  see 
what  was  the  prospect  for  getting  to 
work,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  country 
along  the  line.  He  found  that,  however, 
very  discouraging.  Their  line  northwest 
from  Duluth,  as  it  has  been  located,  lies 
through  an  immensely  timbered  tract  as 
soon  as  they  reach  the  valley  of  the  St. 
Louis,  and  continues  so  until  they  pass 
the  watershed  over  to  the  Mississippi.  In 
this  part  of  the  line  there  is  no  place 
where  work  can  be  begun  to  advantage 
for  a  long  time  yet.  The  snow  is  still 
three  feet  deep  in  the  timbered  country. 
Mr.  Holmes  declared  that  they  would  go 
on  and  do  as  much  as  possible,  and  that 
next  season  would  see  the  whole  line 
completed  at  any  rate. 

This  line  runs  fnm  Duluth  to  Red 
Lake  Falls,  north  of  Leech  Lake,  cross- 
ing the  Grand  Rapids  point  fifteen 
miles  north,  or  above  that  point,  .Mr. 
Holmes  stating  that  they  had  concluded 
not  to  divert  to  Grand  Rapids.  Thus 
the  line  will  run  in  what  has  been  sup- 
posed to  be  the  route  determined  en  by 
the  Great  Northern,  when    it    was    sup- 

Eosed  that  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg    had 
een   put  under  the   Great    Northern's 
thumb. 

Apropos  of  the  GVeat  Northern  plan 
the  report  is  that  since  the  Duluth  & 
Winnipeg  has  emerged  from  the  finan- 
cial slough  in  which  it  was,  it  is  the 
Great  Northern's  intention  to  run  south 
of  Leech  Lake,  in  its  Lake  Superior 
direct  line,  instead  of  north.  Confirma- 
tory of  this  report  is  the  fact  that  the 
Park  Rapids  extension.  Leech  lakeward, 
is  to  strike  at  the  southeast  arm  of  the 
lake,  presumably  in  the  line  of  intersec- 
tion or  the  Great  Northern  when  it  comes 
on,  extended  east  from  its  present  termi- 
nus at  Fosstoii.

JUDGE  ENSIGN'S  OPINION. 


He  Commends  the  Work  of  Bishop  McGolrick 
on  the  Library  Board. 

Judge  Ensign  emerged  from  his  house 
this  morning  and  attended  to  several 
legal  matters.  He  said  to  a  Herald  re- 
porter: 

"I  am  sorry  to  hear  of  the  recent  action 

of  the  city  council  with  reference  to 
Bishop  McGolrick.  He  and  W.  W.  Bill- 
son  'and  myself  were  the  ordering  or 
purcliasing  committee  for  the  first  5000 
books  secured  for  the  public  library,  and 
I  must  say  he  was  one  of  the  most  con- 
siderate men  I  «ver  met  as  regards  in- 
truding his  personal  views.  When  we 
reached  the  work  of  selection,  which 
was  divided  into  ten  different  classes 
of  books,  all  progressed  very  well 
until  we  came  to  the  division 
of  religious  books,  and  then  I  said 
'Bishop,  that  is  your  department;  that  is 
where  we  will  leave  the  work  to  you  en- 
tirely.' The  bishop  replied,  'I  cannot 
make  any  selections  in  that  department, 
or  even  offer  suggestions,  but  f  think  the 
best  way  would  he  for  us  to  address  a 
letter  to  all  the  clergymen  of  every  de- 
nomination in  the  city  and  ask  them  to 
send  in  their  lists.' 

"We  did  so  and  when  we  met,  the 
bishop  and  myself,  to  look  over  the  lists, 
we  found  only  two  had  been  sent  in. 
One  of  these  was  from  Rev.  C.  C.  Salter 
and  the  other  from  Rev.  E.  M.  Noyes.  I 
loo'<ed  over  Mr.  Salter's  list  and  the  bishop 
looked  over  Mr.  Noyes'  list,  I  got 
through  with  my  list  and  waited  for  the 
bishop.  Presently  he  handed  the  list  to 
me  without  a  single  erasure  on  it,  and 
said 'That  is  an  admirable  list;  it  could 
not  be  better;  I  cannot  suggest  any 
changes.'  Again  when  we  reached  the 
subject  of  histories,  the  history  of  Ireland 
was  reached  and  I  said  'There,  bishop; 
Ireland  is  your  native  country;  you  must 
suggest  the  history.'  The  bishop  re- 
plied, 'I  will  not  suggest  any  history.  My 
favorite  history,  the  one  1  deem  the  most 
correct  is  just  the  one  1  can  not  recom- 
mend.' The  committee  looked  at  the 
work  spoken  of  and  decided  to  select  tt 
in  spite  of  the  bishop's  opposition." 

ST.  PAUL  &  DULUTH  UNDS. 


Aitkin  County  Will  Take  the  Matter  of  Taxing 
Them  Into  Court. 

Hon.  A.  J.  Anderson,  of  Pine  county, 
a  member  of  the  last  house,  was  a  caller 
at  the  capitol  in  St.  Paul  yesterday.  Mr. 
Anderson  is  very  much  interested  in 
seeing  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  lands 
placed  on  the  tax  list,  and  was  the  intro- 
ducer of  a  resolution  in  the  house  calling 
upon  the  tax  committee  to  ascertain  the 
reason  they  had  not  been  on  the  tax  list 
for  the  last  fifteen  years,  since  they  were 
transferred  from  the  old  St.  Paul  &  Pa- 
cific company,  to  whom  they  were  origi- 
nally granted,  to  private  individuals  and 
not  to  the  St.  Paul  <S:   Duluth    company. 

"The  committee  could  find  no  reason 
why  the  lands  should  not  be  placed  on 
the  tax  list,  but  could  do  nothing  more 
than  report  that  there  was  no  good  rea- 
son for  their  not  being  there.  Mr.  An- 
derson says  the  counties  interested  will 
endeavor  to  compel  the  county  auditors 
to  place  the  lands  on  the  tax  list  and ,  in 
this  way  bring  the  matter  into  the  courts 
with  a  hope  of  settling  it  before  the  next 
legislature  meets.  Aitkin  county  will 
lead  and  other  counties,  it  is  thought,  will 
either  join  with  her  or  follow.

ing a  state  elevator  at  Duluth,  to  com- 
pete with  them  in  their  line  of  business. 
The  fees  now  in  force  and  collected  by 
the  department  are  15  cents  per  car  load 
for  inspection  and  20  cents  for  weighing. 
The  grain  men  claim  that  in  view  of  the 
reasonable  basis  on  which  the  work  has 
been  done,  and  is  now  being  done,  they 
have  submitted  all  theirgrain  for  inspec- 
tion, although  in  many  cases  the  relations 
of  the  country  elevators  and  mills  was 
identical  and  the  inspection  in  such  cases 
was  of  no  more  moment  to  them. 

They  further  claim  that  all  this  talk 
that  the  farmer  pays  the  fees  is  pure 
"bosh."  and  that  this  expense  is  wholly 
assumed  by  the  elevator  lines  and  coun- 
try buyers,  and  is  in  no  way  charged 
back  to  the  farmer;  that  the  only  contri- 
bution which  the  farmer  makes  is  in  the 
case  of  his  own  individual  carload  ship- 
ments and  this  constitutes  not  to  exceed 
5  per  cent  of  the  total  receipts  at  ter- 
minal points. 

The  prospect  therefore  that  they  would 
be  called  upon  to  furnish  the  funds  for 
the  erection  of  a  competing  state  ele- 
vator, has  set  the  grain  trade  fairly  wild, 
and  many  indignant  protests  liave  re- 
sulted therefrom.  A  delegation  of  grain 
men  regresenting  all  branches  of  the 
trade,  called  on  the  commission  a  few 
days  ago  to  ascertain  what  construction 
the  board  placed  upon  the  law. 

The  commission  referred  the  matter 
to  Attorney  General  Childs,  who  after 
inquiring  into  the  law.  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

Hon.  A.  K.  Teisberg,  secretary  railroad  and 
warehouse  commisfiion  :  Sir— la  your  comir.uni- 
catioD  of  the  27tlj  inst.  you  inquire  whether  the 
fees  prescribed  by  section  I'J  of  chapter  30  of  the 
general  laws  of  1S93,  for  the  weighing  and  in- 
spection of  grain,  apply  to  all  grain  weighed  and 
inspected  by  yonr  department,  or  are  reetricte<l 
to  ^rain  received  at  th«  elevator  to  be  erected 
under  the  provisions  of  the  law  referred  to. 

As  evidence  of  its  title,  the  provisions  of  the 
paid  law  apply  only  to  the  regulation  of  the 
haodlingof  grain  within  said  elevator,  and  to 
matters  incidental  thereto.  1  am  unable  to  dis- 
cover any  provision  of  the  said  law  which  re- 
peals or  modifies  the  powers  and  duties  of  your 
commission  conferred  by  the  pre-existing 
law.  .Additional'  duties  _  j  certainly 
thereby  conferred;  but  there  is  no 
provision  which  expressly  or  impliedly  con- 
templates a  relinquishment  of  supervision  over 
public  elevators,  as  contemplatwl  by  law  prior 
tothe  passat;eof  the  act  in  (luestion.  The  sev- 
eral acts  of  the  legislature,  paa^ed  at  the  late 
session,  which  are  to  be  construed  in  pari 
materia,  clearly  indicate  that  the  supervision  of 
the  commission  was  sought  to  be  extended 
rather  than  restricted.  The  manifest  purpose 
of  said  chapter  is  to  provide  for  an  elevator  ex- 
clasively  owned  and  controlled  by  the  state,  to 
which  grain  caii  be  «hippe<l  and  wherein  it  can 
be  graded,  inspecteii  and  otherwise  appro- 
priately handled,  without  interfering  by  com- 
peting private  interests.  The  expense  of  con- 
structing said  elevator  and  handling  grain 
therein  is  to  bo  largely  met  from  fees  author- 
ized by  the  section  in  question.  It  is  not  to  be 
overlooked  iu  construing  the  act  in  relation  to 
the  fees  thereby  authorized,  that  the  law  con- 
templates additional  and  valuable  advantages 
to  the  pati'oni^  of  the  elevator,  and 
it  was,  no  doubt,  in  view  of  such 
advantages,  that  so  high  a  rate  of  fees 
wa.s  adopted.  The  fact  that  the  rate  so  pro- 
vide<l  may  tend  to  defeat  the  object  sought  to 
be  acconii)lished  by  the  provisions  of  the  act 
cannot,  in  view  of  the  language  therein  em- 
omployed.  affect  the  question.  Whether  or  not 
this  be  the  necessary  effect  of  the  adoi)tion  of 
so  high  a  rate,  it  remains  with  the  commission 
to  partially,  if  not  wholly,  counteract  such  ill 
effect  by  tixing  the  rate  of  charges  and  the  like 
in  said  elevator  correspor  dingly  low.  Such 
charges  are.  as  you  are  aware,  left  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  commission.  Indeed,  this  courHO 
would  seem  imperative,  if  the  policy  of  this 
state,  as  above  suggested,  is  to  receive  a  fair 
and  proper  test.    Very  truly  yours, 

H.  W.  Childs,  Attorney  General. 

This  construction  of  the  law  will  in  no 
way  interfere  with  the  process  of  secur- 
ing a  site  and  the  erection  of  an  elevator 
and  the  work  will  be  pushed  as  rapidly 
as  conditions  will  warrant. 

The  point  decided  is  that  the  earnings 
of  the  elevator  shall  reimburse  the  gen- 
eral revenue  fund,  out  of  which  the 
money  for  its  erection  was  appropriated, 
which  it  will  ;  easily  do  in  a  few 
years  after  it  is  in    operation    from    the

Senor  Jose  Marti,    the  Rebel   Leader,  Got  a 

Great  Reception   From  Cubans 

at  Tamoa. 


Says    Cuba   is   Ripe  for    Rebellion   and  the 

Revolutionary   Party  Will  Not  be 

Suppressed. 


The  Insurgent    Forces  are  Said  to   Number 

Two  Thousand   Men,  Who  Are 

Well  Armed. 


New  York.  May  3.— The  Herald's 
Key  West,  Fla.,  correspondent  tele- 
tjraphs:  Senor  Jose  Marti  arrived  on  the 
Mascotte,  from  Tampa,  this  afternoon. 
By  the  time  the  steamer  reached  her 
do:k  nearly  every  residence  and  busi- 
ness bouse  occupied  by  Cubans  was  gay 
with  bunting  and  Cuban  tlags.  Repre- 
sentatives of  sixty  revolutionary  lodges, 
carrying  banners  and  flags,  headed  by  a 
brass  band,  rr:nrchcu  :d  the  dock. 

Marti  had   landed    and  was  awaiting 

the  arrival  of  the   procession.      He  was 

surrounded  by  thousands  cf  enthusiasts 

waving  their  hats  and  shoutint,',  "Viva 
Cuba  Libra."  When  the  procession  of 
more  than  2ocx3  started,  he  marched  with 
the  deleeates  who  had  received  him,  be- 
hind a  band  to  the  residence  of  Theo- 
floro  Perez,  his  host.  The  crowd  trod 
over  each  other  for  a  sight  or  a  hand 
clasp  from  the  man  in  whom  they  have 
-put  their  trust  for  leadership. 

Marti  addressed  the  largest  crowd  cf 
Cubans  in  Tampa  last  night  that  was 
ever  gathered  there.  In  an  interview, 
Marti  said  that  Cuba  was  ripe  for  rebel- 
lion. He  says  the  revolutionary  party  is 
not  to  be  suppressed  and  has  opened 
channels  through  which  the  war  is  to  be 
conducted.  It  is  to  be  a  revolution  en- 
tirely in  keeping  with  the  dictates  of 
humanity  and  practical  Democracy. 

.Marti  says  Spain  is  afraid,  yet  it  de- 
sired the  premature  outbreak  in  the  hope 
of  quelling  it  sooner.  He  does  not  pre- 
tend to  prophesy  the  outcome  of  the 
movement.  Much  depends  fm  Spain, 
but  he  evidently  believes  it  will  spread 
all  over  the  island,  having  begun  in  the 
most  unconquerable  portion  of  the  island. 
The  custom  house  force  still  guards  the 
beach  and  the  United  .States  cutter  is 
ready  to  sail  at  a  moment's  notice. 

News  has  been  received  that  the  in- 
surgent forces  iMunber  not  less  than  2<xk) 
well  armed,  who  liave  previous  experi- 
ence and  are  operatin;^  in  the  mountain- 
ous region,  the  recessei>  of  which  arc 
well  known  to  them.

Non-Union  Men  Who  Were  Injured  Arp  Seek- 
ing Damages. 

Argkxtink,  Kas.,  May  3.— When  the 
Santa  Fe  strike  was  deckired  off,  the 
strikers  congregated,  paraded  the  streets, 
howled  themselves  hoarse  and  wound  up 
by  assaulting  and  driving  from  the  shops 
the  few  non-union  men  who  had  taken 
their  places.  Thirteen  non-union  men 
were  roughly  used  and  three  of  them 
seriously  injured. 

Suit  has  been  brought  against  the  city 
for  S  10,000  for  each  of  the  three  non- 
union men  seriously  hurt  and  suits  will 
be  brought  for  other  non-union  men  in- 
jured. The  statute  under  which  the  suits 
will  be  brought  is  an  old  one,  and  the 
suits  will  be  the  first  of  the  kind  ever 
filed  in  the  state.

Golden  Wedding  Soon. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Sunderland,  and  his  wife, 

Mrs.  Byron  Sunderland,  of  Washington, 

will  celebrate  their    golden    v/edding  on

Dr.  Sunderland  preached  a  sermon  in 
Fayetteville,  near  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  where 
he  replaced  the  Rev.  Stephen  Cleveland.

Dr.  Sunderland  preaches  a  long  ser- 
mon; but  he  is  a  genial,  sensible  man 
()ut  of  the  pulpit,  and  possesses  a  vein  of 
dry  Scotch  humor  which  Mr.  Cleveland 
appreciates. 

There  is  a  delightful  simplicity  about 
the  way  President  and  Mrs.  Cleveland 
go  to  church.

World's  Fair  Grounds,  Cliicago, 
May  4.— This  is  the  fourth  day  of  the  ex- 
position and  the  indications  are  that  it 
will  close  successfully  in  point  of  at- 
tendance and  swift  progress  towards  the 
completion  of  the  World's  biggest  show. 
The  absence  of  any  considerable  rain 
since  the  opening,  and  the  indications  of 
clear  weatlier  today,  brought  large 
crOA'ds  of  strangers  from  their  temporal  y 
homes  to  the  White  City  for  a  day  of 
sight  seeing. 

The  partial  opening  cf  the  Fine  .\rts 
buikiing  had  the  effect  of  attracting 
many  people  to  the  grounds  for  the  aver- 
age man  and  woman,  no  matter  how 
poor  a  judee  of  art,  dearly  loves  to  see  a 
picture.  The  crowds  in  the  galleries  of 
painting  and  sculpture  are  a  study.  The 
rich  man's  wife  or  daughter 
who  has  in  her  boudoir  the  etpial 
of  many  paintings  on  the  walls  of  the 
galleries  sitsjon  the  circular  settees  and 
touches  elbo«v  with  the  poor  man  who 
has  been  confined  to  dollar  chromos 
which  adorn  the  walls  of  his  humble 
home.  The  comments  ot  these  two 
members  of  society  on  the  fine  art  ex- 
hibits are  amusing. 

The  air  was  cold  and  the  wind  mod- 
erately strong,  but  the  visitors  did  not 
complain  so  long  as  the  clouds  overhead 
did  not  leak.  Everybody  was  well  pro- 
vided against  the  Lake  Michigan  breeze 
wearing  heavy  wraps,  overcoats  aiul  car- 
rying shawls  or  rugs  to  sit  on  when  they 
got  tired.  The  driveways  are  under- 
going lapid  transformation  anti  every 
main  artery  connecting  with  the  big 
buildings  will  be  firm  and  smooth  next 
week. 

The  landscape,  under  the  combined 
efforts  ot  tillage  by  the  gardeners  and  a 
little  warm  sunshine,  is  rapidly  assuming 
its  summer  garb.  The  flower  beds  which 
were  filled  with  choice  plants  t)f  all  de- 
scriptions are  beginning  to  show  the  ef- 
fects of  careful  nursing  and  are  takingon 
a  coat  of  variegated  color  which  adds 
much  to  the  appearance  of  the  grounds. 
Around  Horticulture  hall  especially  is 
this  result  noticeable.  Long  plats  of 
flower  beds  of  various  designs  running 
the  entire  length  of  the  great  building 
and  lying  between  it  and  the  main  la- 
goon are  in  a  splendid  slate  of  forward- 
ness and  with  good  weather  will  be  a 
magnificent  sight  in  a  short  time.  In 
other  parts  (-f  the  park  gardeners,  who 
have  kept  their  treasures  carefully  cov- 
ered Jrom  the  snows  and  frosts  are  be- 
ginning to  have  hope,  and  this  morning 
a  large  force  was  at  work  improving  the 
beds  and  spurring  the  flowers  on  to 
bloom. 

A  large  force  of  Uncle  John  Thorpe's 
men  is  engaged  in  the  w(K)ded  island 
plantine  hundreds  of  flowers  of  endless 
variety  in  the  bi^  beds  which  were  laid 
out  last  year.  1  hese  plants,  which  are 
almost  ready  to  bloom,  have  been  raie- 
fuUy  nurtured  in  the  green  houses  of  the 
pariv  during  the  long  winter,  and  the 
jiardeners  carefully  unpack  them  from 
the  nests  in  boxes  and  unrap  the  pack- 
ing around  them  as  if  they  were  so  many 
pieces  of  precious  bric-a-brac. 

The  big  trees,  which  have  heretofore 
afforded  shelter  and  shade  to  the  people 
of  Chicago,  who  spent  many  summer 
hours  of  leisure  in  Jackson  park,  are 
shooting  forth  their  green  buds,  and 
with  a  little  warm  sunshine  they  will 
spread  their  broad  green  leaves  over  the 
island  and  other  parts  of  the  park,  form- 
ing a  rich  and  restful  contrast  to  the 
bright  flowers  in  bloom  and  the  big  white 
buildings. 

The  free  concerts  are  proving  a  splen- 
did drawing  card  and  the  crowds  in  at- 
tendance upon  this  morning's  entertain- 
ments were  largely  in  excess  of  those  of 
yesterday.  The  open  air  concerts  began 
on  band  pavilion  No.  2  in  adtninislra- 
tion  plaza  at  10  o'clock.  Prof,  .^dolph 
Leisgang  directed  a  Chicago  band  of 
sixty  musicians  during  the  rendition  of 
the  morning's  program,  and  in  the  after- 
neon  the  concert  was  given  by  the  Cin- 
cinnati military  band  under  the  leader- 
shin  of  Michael  Brand  of  that  city. 

ihe  musical  numbers  for  these  pro- 
grams are  arranged  regarding  interna- 
tionalism with  a  nicety  that  is  admirable. 
In  today's  program  selections  were  ren- 
dered from  the  works  of  Wagner,  Verdi, 
Gounod,  Beethoven,  Liszt  and  some 
American  composers.  The  most  fastidi- 
ous could  not  fail  to  be  iuited  and  the 
applause  was  generous. 

The  free  orchestra  concert  at  music 
hall  at  II  o'clock  was  well  attended.  Mr. 
Thomas  and  the  exposition  orchestra  of 
114  pieces  gave  a  program  opening  with 
the  Rakosczv  march  and  containing 
among  other's  the  "Ride  of  the  Val- 
kyries." the  ballet  music  of  the  "Fera- 
mors"  and  the  Hungarian  dances  17  to 
21,  the  orchestra  during  the  fnterpreta- 
tion  of  the  last  named  number  being 
under  the  direction  of  Anton  Dvorak. 
The  applause  was  liberally  bestowed  and 
the  noted  Hungarian  composer  was  ten- 
dered an  ovation. 

The  Iowa  band  gave  its  usual  concert 
at  the  Iowa  state  building  during  the 
day.  As  on  yesterday  the  crowd  was 
small,  the  nearness  of  the  pavilion  to 
Lake  Michigan  rendering  its  atmosphere 
decidedly  chilly. 

Chief  Robinson,  of  the  mechanical  arts 
department,  is  not  concerned  over  the 
complaints  of  certain  exhibitors  in  Ma- 


chinery hall,  nor  is  lie  afraid  that  they 
will  carry  out  their  threat  to  take  Jlheir 
exhibits  out  of  the  building.  Chief  Rob- 
inson said  this  morning:  "The  news- 
papers seem  to  know  more  about  this 
kick  than  I  do  and  exaggerate  it.  Only 
a  few  growlers  have  objected  to  paying 
the  fixed  and  reasonable  charges  made 
by  the  exposition  for  supplying  motive 
power  for  their  machines.  The  tarifif 
has  not  been  change  d  and  it  will  be  en- 
forced." 

Two  big  engines  in  machinery  hall 
were  started  today,  and  the  building  is 
rapidly  getting  to  be  more  attractive  to 
the  general  public.  The  monster  16-foot 
double  drive  wheel  weighing  25,000 
pounds  was  ready  to  revolve  last  Satur- 
day, but  the  pipes  were  not  ready.  The 
cyli'  deris  24  inches  in  diameter  and  bas 
a  48  stroke.  The  "big  gun"  of  the  hall, 
the  Allis-Corliss  eng  nc,  is  in  good  order 
and  runs  a  few  hours  dailv. 

The  national  coniinission  failed  of  a 
(piorum  at  10:30  this  morning,  and  it  was 
1 1  o'clock  before  a  siifficient  numDcr  was 
in  attendance  to  warrant  the  taking  up 
of  business.  The  piano  controversy 
which  was  on  when  the  meeting  ad- 
journed last  night.  \»'as  continued.  Mr. 
.Massey,  of  Deleware,  spoke  at  great 
length'in  support  of  the  majority  report 
which  affirms  the  right  of  the  council  of 
administration  to  decide  the  question 
which  it  did  on  Tuesday,  Mr.  Massey 
touched  upon  manv  fine  points  regard- 
ing the  authority  of  ihe  bodies  governing 
the  fair  and  the  clashing  of  authorities 
and  showed  by  numerous  references  to 
the  constitution  and  by-laws  that  the 
Council  of  administtalion  were  in  the 
right  regarding  the  matter.

A  HORSE  THIEF  HANGED. 

Lynched  by  a    Mob  of    His    Victims  in    Ken- 
tuci(y. 

WiixiAMSTOWN,  Ky.,  May  4.— A  mob 
last  night  took  Collins,  the  horse  thief 
who  was  being  brought  back  from  Illi- 
nois, from  the  train  at    .Sheiman,  a    few 

miles  north  of  here,  and  hanged  him.  He 
was  in  charge  of  Marshal  Louis  Walden 
and  James  Hutchirison,  who  went  to 
Illinois  early  in  the  week  with  requisi- 
tion papers  on  the  governor  of  that  state 
for  Collins,  charging  him  with  the  crime 
u{  horse  stealing. 

As  scon  as  the  Cincinnati  Southern 
train  stopped,  a  mob  of  masked  men 
boarded  tne  train  and  seized  the  pris- 
oner. He  begged  and  pleaded  for  mercy, 
but  the  mob  was  composed  of  farmers 
and  men  who  had  lost  horses  by  the 
thefts  of  the  Collins  gang  and  they  knew 
no  mercy. 

Despite  his  frantic  struggles  and  cries, 
he  was  dragged  under  a  large  oak.  A 
noose  was  quickly  adjusted  around  his 
neck  and  he  was  swjiig  into  space.  The 
mob  stood  around  i  ntil  the  body  ceased 
struggling  and  then  a  few  shots  were 
fired  at  it.  Collins  was  about  44  years 
old.  He  was  of  respectable  and  honest 
parents,  but  had  bt:en  a  bad  character 
from  his  youth.

Si'KiNGFiELD,  O.,  May  4.— Last  night 

word  reached  here  from    the    reservoir 

via   Belle   Fontaine,  that  the  crevasse  is 

widening  and  that  nothing  can   prevent 

a  terrible  disaster.    The  flood-gate  bank, 

200  feet  long,  is  all  gone  and  the  water 

is  now  eating  its  way  to  the  bulkhead 

where    the    water    is  thirty    feet  deep. 

When  this  breaks  the  temporary  dams 

will    be    swept    away   as  if    they  were 

straws.      The  guards  are  trred  and  worn 
out  after  a  hopeless  day's  work. 

All  wait  in  fear  and  trembling  f<>r  the 
first  big  wave  of  destruction.  The  prop- 
erty loss,  it  is  estimated,  will  be  over 
#1,000,000.  It  was  reported  at  9  o'clock 
last  night  that  the  water  had  reached 
Sidney,  thirty  miles  distant  from  the 
break  and  that  one-third  ot  the  town  was 
submerged.  The  town  of  Lakeview  is 
washed  away.       

THE  WATER  RECEDING. 

All  Danger  of  Flood  at  St.   Louis  Over  for  the 
Present. 

St.  Louis,  May  3. — The  flood  in  the 
Mississippi  river  reached  its  crest  yes- 
terday at  a  height  of  36.6  feet  above  low 
water    mark,  which    was    4.4  feet  h)wer 

than  the  crest  of  the  destructive  rise  of 
last  year. 

The  water  receded  very  slowly  during 
the  evening  and  this  morning  showed  a 
fall  of  four  inches  from  its  highest  mark. 
It  IS  thought  the  river  will  continue  to 
fall  and  all  danger  of  a  flood  at  present 
is  over.  

THE  RED  RIVER'S  RISE. 


Says  That  the  Monarchy  in  Hawaii  it  Dead 
Forever. 

San  Francisco,  May  4.— The  steamer 
Australia  arrived  from  Honolulu  yester- 
day, bringing  advices  to  April  26.  Paul 
Neuman,  who  was  among  the  passen- 
gers, says  that  he  came  over  merely  on 
Erivate  business.  The  British  cruiser 
[yacinth  has  arrived  at  Honolulu  from 
Esquimau,  B.  C.  The  United  States 
steamer  Adams,  which  is  expected  at 
Honolulu  to  relieve  the  Mohican, iiad 
not  arrived  up  to  the  time  the  Australia 
sailed. 

A  reception  and  ball  wasbeld  on  board 
the  Boston  on  the  evening  of  April  24. 
Among  the  large  number  of  invited 
guests  were  naval  officers  from  the  Jap- 
anese and  English  warships  in  port. 
Clans  Spreckels  was  interviewed  shoitly 
after  his  arrival  in  Honolulu  on  April  18. 
He  saiil  among  other  things:  "The 
monarchy  cannot  be  restored.  If  I  could 
find  a  man  ot  ability  whom  I  could  trust 
I  would  favor  a  republic.  Annexation 
would  involve  another  point— that  of 
Japanese  suffrage.  1  tell  the  people 
that  it  is  absurd  to  think  that  the  United 
States  constitution  can  be  changed  to 
permit  Asiatic  suffrage." 

Mr.  Spreckels  further  said  that  he  had 
not  made  up  his  mind  to  anything  yet, 
but  he  was  investigating  the  subject  and 
would  yet  have  something  to  say.  Mr. 
Spreckels'  influence  in  one  respect  has 
begun  to  operate,  for  it  is  stated  on  good 
authority  that  Parker  and  Neuman,  in 
addition  to  Spreckels  himself,  have  in- 
formed the  ex-queen  th.at  the  monarchy 
IS  dead  beyond  resurrection. 

She  is  reported  as  havin|fsaid:  "What- 
ever the  result  may  be  I  will  not  utter  a 
murmur.  1  have  ativiscd  my  peojile  to 
remain  quiet."  At  the  present  wiititig 
Spreckels  is  known  to  be  conferring 
with  a  number  of  sugar  planters,  but  to 
what  end  has  not  been  ascertained.

Makes   a 
Against  the  Bill. 

Berlin,  May  4.— The  discussion  of  the 
army  bill  was  continued  in  the  reichstag 
today.  Herr  Richter,  leader  of  the 
Deutsche  Freisnnige  party,  declared 
that  the  party  would  not  accept  the  com- 
promise agreed  upon  by  f>eiherr  Von 
lleune,  the  chief  objection  being  that 
the  concession  of  the  two  years'  active 
service  limit  would  be  subject  to  the 
good  will  of  the  government,  which 
would  be  enabled  after  a  period  of  five 
years  to  demand  a  new  increase  of  the 
army  and  thereby  compel  additional  con- 
cessions on  the  part  of  the  reichstag. 

Herr  Richter  vigorously  assailed  Chan- 
cellor Cj»privi  for  attempting,  as  he  de- 
scribed it,  to  tyrannize  over  the  reich- 
stag by  parading  the  opinions  of  military 
experts  which  were  intended  to  override 
the  views  entertained  by  members  of  the 
reichstag.  Then  parlimentary  repre- 
sentation would  be  a  farce.  Herr  Rich- 
ter protested  in  vehement  language 
against  what  he  characterized  as  the 
slighting  remarks  uttered  by  Chancellor 
Caprivi  regarding  the  laborious  studies 
which  the  committee  of  the  reichstag  on 
the  army  bill  devoted  to  the  question. 

The  theory  of  the  imperial  chancellor, 
said  Herr  Richter,  to  the  effect  that  the 
military  strength  of  Germany  should  be 
as  great  as  the  population  of  Germany 
permitted,  was  untenable.  It  meant  a 
doubling  of  the  military  forces  of  Ger- 
many, and  it  meant  the  putting  of  the 
empire  on  the  highroad  to  being  mili- 
tiarized  as  Prussia  already  was.  [Loud 
applause.] 

"Yet  Prussia,"  continued  Herr  Rich- 
ter, "was  unable  to  provide  a  few  hun- 
dred thousands  for  educational  and  sci- 
entific purposes  while  the  military  swal- 
lows a  million," 

Here  the  speaker  was  again  inter- 
rupted by  loud  applause  on  the  part  of 
the  opponents  of  the  army  bill,  accom- 
panied by  uproar  and  cties  of  dissent  on 
the  part  of  its  supporters.  Facing  those 
who  dissented  from  bis  utterances,  Herr 
Richter  exclaimed:  "What  is  the  use  of 
patriotism  to  a  man  with  nothing  to  eat?" 

Boston's  New  Postmaster. 
Washington,  May  4,— The  president 
has  appointed  J,  W,  Coveney  postmaster 
at  Boston,  vice  T.  N.  Hart,  resigned.

Another  Commission  Coming. 

New  York,  May  4.  -The  World's 
Honolulu  special,  dated  April  26,  says: 
Since  the  departure  of  the  last  mail,  an 
attempt  has  been  made  to  bring  a  com- 
promise between  the  two  opposing  tac- 
tions here.  It  was  evident  that  if  the 
deiiosed  (jueen  could  be  induced  to  with- 
draw from  her  position  of  passive  an- 
tagonism, it  would  greatly  help  to  clear 
matters  up.  The  only  practical  mode  of 
inducing  the  queen  to  retire  is  to  pen- 
sion her. 

On  April  22  Paul  Neuman  had  a,  long 
conference  with  President  Dole.  The 
situation  was  reviewed  and  the  president 
informed  Neuman  that  the  government 
woukl  listen  to  any  ptoposition  the  queen 
had  t(i  make.  The  latter  said  that,  as 
the  adviser  of  the  queen,  he  thought  that 
a  pension  of  a  suitable  amount  should  be 
accepted.  The  two  parted  with  the  un- 
derstanding that  they  should  meet  again 
immediately  after  the  queen  had  been 
seen.  The  queen  consulted  Samuel 
Parker,  her  former  minister  of  state,  who 
urged  the  ([ueen  to  reject  Neuman's 
proposition. 

Other-^  were  called  in.  it  is  understood, 
and  t!ie  gresRure  on  Lilioukalani  became 
so  great  that  when  Neuman  again  met 
her  she  refused  to  take  any  action.  "I 
will  trust  the  United  States  to  restore 
me,"  was  her  answer.  She  had  been 
told  that  the  United  States  would  surely 
do  so,  and  she  said  she  would  wait. 
Neuman  replied  that  he  had  advised  her 
in  a  way  that  was  best  suited  to  her  in- 
terests, and  that  he  would  cease  to  act  as 
htr  counsel. 

In  losing  Paul  Neuman,  Lilioukalani 
has  been  deprived  of  the  ablest  member 
of  her  party.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
provisional  govern  aient  and  the 
annexation  j)arty  to  send  an- 
other commission  to  Washington. 
Mr,  Thurston,  of  the  old  commission, 
who  is  now  in  the  Kast,  will  remain  per- 
haps as  the  diplomatic  representative  of 
ihe  Hawaiian  islands  in  place  of  Mr. 
Carter,  the  present  minister.  The 
exact  date  of  the  departure  of  the  com- 
missioners is  not  fixed,  but  it  probably 
will  be  that  of  the  sailing  of  Commis- 
sioner Blount,  who  expects  to  go  on 
June  4. 

The  commission  wiil  include  Mr. 
Tburs'.on  as  a  member  and  probably 
Samuel  Damon,  of  the  banking  house  of 
Bishop  &  Co.,  the  principal  financial  in- 
stitution of  the  islands,  Mr.  Damon  is 
the  vice  president  of  the  provisional 
government  and  is  a  shrewd  and  level- 
headed man.  His  father  was  a  mis- 
sionary from  the  East,  and  Mr.  Damon 
inherits  a  vast  amount  of  ^■ankce  shrewd- 
ness and  common  sense.  This  plan  to 
send  another  commission  meets  with  the 
hearty  approval  of  President  Dole. 


BIG  STRIKE  THREATENED. 


Forty-Two  Large  Furniture  Factories  at  Cin- 
cinnati Involved. 

Cincinnati,  May  4.-  Cincinnati  is 
threatened  with  the  most  extensive  strike 
ever  known  among  the  big  furniture 
manufacturers.  Forty-two  of  the  tnggest 
factories  are  involved,  and  these  employ 
about  io,0(X)  men.  The  troub'e  grows 
out  of  the  strike  of  the  cabinet  workers 
at  the  Huss  Bros,  factory.  The  Huss 
Bros,  men  made  a  demand  for  nine  hours 
work  with  ten  hours  i)ay,  which  was 
granted.  Then  ten  of  the  union  men  de- 
manded the  discharge  of  seven  non- 
union men.  This  was  refused  and  the 
twenty  men  went  out. 

The  strikers  appifed  for  work  at  other 
factories,  but  ran  against  a  little  plan. 
Forty-two  of  the  leading  firms  had 
agreed  that  whenever  a  man  left  a  shop, 
he  should  be  given  a  card  stating  that 
he  had  worked  for  the  firm  .and  giving 
the  cause  of  leaving.  The  forty-two 
firms  agreed  to  hire  only  men  with  cartls. 
The  men  who  left  Huss  had  no  cards. 
They  failed  to  obtain  employment. 

The  forty-two  firms  joined  in  an  at- 
tempt to  start  the  Huss  factory,  but  yes- 
terday it  failed.  The  cabinet  workers 
number  but  2500  men,  but  their  stopping 
will  throw  7500  others  out  of  employ- 
ment in  the  rmping  and  carpentering  de- 
partments. Both  the  manufacturers  and 
cmplovcs  are  well  organized  and  deter- 
mined to  win.  A  long  lock-out  is  ex- 
pected.        ^ 

Wiped  Out  by  Fire. 
Grand  Rai'Ids,  Mich.,  May  4.— The 
village  of  Bailey,  twtnty-five  miles  north- 
west of  this  city,  was  almost  wiped  out 
by  fire  late  last  night.  An  overturned^ 
lamp  in  thi  store  of  G.  Hirschberg 
started  the  blaze  and  the  fiie  spread 
rapidly  to  neighboring  buildings.  Loss 
$20,006;  insurance  not  known.  •

The  Superintendent  of   Immigration  Makes 

Rulings  in  Two  Important  Cases  That 

Were  on  Appeal.

Loophole    in  the   Contract    Labor    L^w 
Through  Which  Many  Laborers  May 
be  Imported. 


The    Eskimos   Who    Quarreled     With  the 
World's  Fair  Management  are  Allowed 
'  to  Remain  Here. 


Baltimore,  Md.,  May  4.— A  Wash- 
ington dispatch  to  the  Sun  contains  the 
following:  Superintendent  of  Immigra- 
tion Stump  has  made  an  important  de- 
cision in  the  case  of  an  appeal  from  the 
ruling  of  the  commissioner  ot  immigra- 
tion at  New  York  in  the  matter  of  a  num- 
ber of  Italian  immigrants.  Tlie  commis- 
sioner had  refused  to  allow  seven  of  them 
to  laud  on  the  ground  that  their  landing 
Would  be  in  violation  of  the  alien  con- 
tract labor  law.  They  appealed  to 
Superintendent  Stump,    who  on  looking 

into  the  case,  sustained  the  commissioner 
as  far  as  three  of  the  immigrants  were 
concerned,  u  appearing  that  they  had 
entered  into  a  contract  with  a  member 
of  a  firm  in  New  York  before  they  left 
Italy. 

As  to  the  other  men  he  found  that 
they  had  not  entered  into  any  contract, 
but  had  left  Italy  on  an  understanding 
that  a  Ih)ss  on  a  railroad  in  this  country 
could  furnish  employment  to  more  men 
if  he  had  them.  There  was  no  ci>ntract 
expressed  or  implied  in  any  way  and 
the  men  were  accordingly  admitted. 
This  seems  to  disclose  a  loophole  in  the 
contract  labor  law,  through  which  large 
numbers  of  laborers  can  be  imported 
into  the  country  if  there  is  no  agreement 
of  any  kind  entered  into  on  the  other 
side,  but  they  are  simply  given  to  under- 
stand that  there  is  work  for  them  to  do 
on  this  side  as  scon  as  they  come  over. 

Mr.  StimiD  aho  made  a  decision  in  the 
case  of  the  fifty-seven  Eskimos  who  were 
brougtJt  into  the  country  under  the  terms 
of  the  special  law  permitting  laborers  to 
come  in  under  contract  for  the  Chicago 
exposition.  They  were  to  occupy  an 
Eskimo  villasre  inside  the  exposition. 
After  their  arrival  in  the  United  States, 
however,  they  set  up  an  Eskimo  village 
outside  of  the  exposition  grounds.  The 
exposition  authorities  held  that  the  Es- 
kimos had  violated  th::ir  contract  and 
were  no  longer  protected  by  the  special 
law  under  which  thev  were  admitted  and 
asked  for  their  expulsion  from  the  coun- 
try. 

Mr.  Stump  decided  that  as  they  had 
complied  with  all  the  features  of  the  law 
atthetimeof  their  entrance  into  the 
country,  their  violation  of  their  contract 
since  that  time  was  a  private  matter  with 
which  he  had  nothing  to  do.  He  has 
referred  the  matter  to  the  United  States 
district  attorney  at  Chicago  for  investi- 
gation.

TWO  POSTOFFICE  CASES. 

Supreme  Court  Decisions  That  Are  of  Interest 
to  Postmasters. 
Washington,  May  4.— Among  the 
cases  decided  by  the  supreme  court  at 
its  last  sitting  were  two  of  particular 
interest  to  the  army  of  postmasters 
throughout. the  country.  Anna  M.Dumas 
was  postmaster  at  Covington,  La  ,  from 
1881  to  1885,  and  gave  two  bonds  cover- 
ing that  period,  the  second  one  being 
dated  Oct.  I,  1S83. 

Her  accounts  were  examined  in  .Sep- 
tember. 18S8.  by  the  auditor  for  the  post- 
otltice  tlepartment,  who  reported  that 
during  the  term  covered  by  the  last  bond 
the  postm.ister  had  illegally  retained 
fees  and  commissions  on  the  sale  of 
stamps  to  the  'amount  of  $709,  and  suit 
was  brought  in  the  circuit  court  for  the 
eastern  district  of  Louisiana  against  her 
and  the  sureties  on  her  bond  to  recover 
that  amount. 

On  trial  an  order  was  shown  from  the 
postmaster  general  setting  forth  that  he 
was  satisfied  that  the  postmaster  had 
made  false  Jre  ports  with  a  view  to  in- 
creasing her  revenue  from'the  sale  of 
stamps,  and  that  in  lieu  of  the  amount 
claimed  by  her  he  would  tix  the  allow- 
ance to  be  paid  her  at  572.50  per  quarter 
for  part  of  the  time,  and  $95  per  quarter 
for  the  rest  of  the  time. 

Counsel  for  the  government  sought  to 
have  the  court  instruct  the  jury  that  this 
order  of  the  postmaster  general  was  con- 
clusive against  the  postmaster;  while 
counsel  for  the  defendant  contended  that 
the  jury  should  be  told  that  the  order 
was  provisional,  prima  facie  only  against 
the  postmaster,  and  that  whether  or  not 
she  had  indeed  legally  retained  the 
amount  claimed  was  a  question  of  fact 
to  be  decided  by  the  jury. 

The  court  below  adopted  the  view  ot 
defendant's  counsel  and  the  jury  re- 
turned a  verdict  for  the  defendant, 
whereupon  the  government's  counsel 
appealed  to  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States. 

Justice  Jackson  announced  the  opinion 
of  the  supreme  court  which  was  that  the 
circuit  court  was  correct  and  its  judg- 
ment was  therefore  affirmed.  Notwith- 
standing that  the  postmaster  general's 
order  was  issued  in  accordance  with 
and  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  congress  em- 
powering him  to  regulate  the  allowances 
to  be  made  to  postmasters,  the  court 
said  the  order  was  not  final  nor  con- 
clusive against  the  defendant. 

A  suit  brought  upon  the  bond  covering 
the  earlier  portion  of  the  postmaster's 
term  was  disposed  of  in  the  same  nian- 
ner»

Lawrenceville,  O.,  May  4. — Miss 
Emma  Michael,  aged  25,  was  converted 
last  December  to  the  faith  cure  belief  by 
a  traveling  band  which  held  revival 
meetings  and  claimed  to  perform  mir- 
aculous cures.  Miss  Michael  was  sup- 
posed to  be  fatally  ill  with  consumption. 
She  permitted  the  faith  cure  people  to 
take  her  out  of  bed  one  bitter  cold  day 
and  baptize  her  in  an  icy  stream  to  effect 
a  faith  cure  in  her  case. 

Miss  Michael  stood  the  ordeal,  in  her 
excitement,  so  well  that  she  claimed  to 
have  been  transformed  from  a  consump- 
tive, with  one  foot  in  the  grave,  to  a 
strong  and  vigorous  woman.  She  re- 
ceived dozens  of  letters  from  all  parts  of 
the  United  States  from  sufferers  ot  all 
chronic  complaints,  inquiring  if  she  had 
really  been  cured  by  faith,  all  of  which 
she  answered  in  the  affirmative. 

Notwithstanding  her  faith,  the  disease 
steadily  increased  and  she  has  just  died, 
wasted  away  with  consumption.  The 
faith  cure  healers  have  departed  and 
their  converts  have  gone  back  to  patent 
medicines  and  doctors'  prescriptions. 


Stiarp  Triclt  Played  Upon  a  Hospitable  Ontario 
Farmer. 

Detroit,  Mich,,  May  4.— Joseph  Rob- 
inson, a  farmer  living  near  Leamington, 
Ont.,  was  called  upon  a  few  nights  ago 
by  a  clerical-looking  gentleman  who 
asked  to  stay  over  night.  This  was 
granted.  Soon  after  a  couple  appeared 
at  the  door  and  asked  to  be  directed  to  a 
clergyman,  as  they  wanted  to  be  married. 
"Why,"  said  Mr.  Robinson,  "we  have  a 
preacher  right  here  in  the  house,  and  if 
you  have  a  license  he  can  join  you." 

The  anxious  couple  gladly  entered  the 
house  and  the  alleged  theologian  went 
through  the  usual  form  of  words.  Of 
course  ther£  had  to  be  witnesses.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Robinson  consented  to  act  m 
that  capacity,  and  promptly  affixed  their 
signatures  to  a  document  which  they  sup- 
posed was  a  marriage  certificate.  The 
alleged  preacher  departed  the  next 
morning.  Yesterday  Mr.  Robinson  was 
notified  by  a  Windsor  bank  that  it  had 
discounted  his  note  for  S825.  He  had 
signed  a  note  instead  of  a  marriage  cer- 
tificate. 


Washington,  May  4.— The  proceed- 
ings to  test  the  constitutionality  of  the 
Geary  Chinese  exclusion  act  are  being 
prosecuted  by  the  Chinese  Six  Com- 
panies of  San  Francisco.  The  concur- 
rence of  the  federal  authorities  to  expe- 
dite the  hearing  was  secured  by  the 
Chinese  legation  through  the  depart- 
ments of  state  and  justice.  The  Chinese 
residents  of  the  United  States  to  a  very 
large  extent  are    subservient    to  the  Six 

Companies  and  follow    the  advice  given 
by  its  officials  in  all  matters. 

They  advised  the  Chinese  not  to  regis- 
ter as  required  by  the  act,  so  that  even 
if  the  Chinese  minister  had  antagonized 
their  position,  which  he  did  not,  out  on 
the  contrary,  advised  the  subjects  of  his 
government  to  respect  the  law,  the  prob- 
abilities are  that  his  directions  would 
not  have  been  followed.  Within  the 
past  two  days  there  has  been  a  breaking 
away  from  the  Six  Companies  to  some 
extent,  and  the  applicants  for  registra- 
tion at  San  Francisco  are  more  numer- 
ous than  can  be  accommodated  by  the 
present  force.  The  collector  has  asked 
the  treasury  department  for  additional 
help. 

As  was  stated  yesterday,  there  will  be 
no  arrests  made  for  violations  of  the  law 
until  after  the  supreme  court  has  passed 
upon  the  measure.  Should  the  law  be 
sustained,  it  is  said  there  can  be  nothing 
like  a  general  enforcement  of  it  until 
congress  makes  an  appropriation  to  meet 
the  accompanying  expense. 

The  cpiestion  of  the  constitutionality  of 
the  exclusion  law  will  come  up  for  argu- 
ment in  the  supreme  court  on  the  loth 
instant.  For  the  Six  Companies.  Mr. 
Choate,  of  New  York,  and  j.  Hubley 
Ashton  will  appear,  and  for  the  govern- 
mtnt,  Solicitor  General  Aldrich. 


TO  DOWN  WASHBURN. 

The  New  York  Sun  Scents  Opposition  in  j)ls 
Home  County. 

Washington,  May  4.— The  New  York 
Sun  has  a  story,  dated  Washington,  stat- 
ing that  Senator  Washburn  is  to  have 
fierce  opposition  when  he  comes  up  for 
re-election,  [t  says:  "It  is  alleged  that 
the  senator's  political  opponents  have 
sent  word  to  Washington  that  his  defeat 
is  certain  because  Hennepin,  his  home 
county,  has  b.jen  turned  against  him, and 
without  that  support  he,  of  course,  can- 
not win.  There  is  no  doubt,  however, 
that  the  sei  ator  will  have  intluential 
backing. 

"It  isunderstood  that  the  milling  syndi- 
c.ite  of  which  Messrs.  Washburn  and 
Pillsbury  are  the  American  representa- 
tives, will  furnish  all  the  means  neces- 
sary to  cond.ict  the  sen.itor's  canvass. 
Charles  A.  Pillsbury,  the  big  miller  who 
in  reality  fathered  the  anti-option  bill,  is 
a  hard  hitter  and  a  cold,  shrewd  manip- 
ulator. It  is  stated  that  Thomas  Lowry 
has  gone  back  on  Senator  Washburn 
and  that  his  influence  will  be  cast  for  a 
new  candidate.

One  Destroyed  Three  Hundred  Houses  and  the 
Other  Four  Thousand. 

\'an-couver,  B.  C,  May  4.— Advices 
brought  by  the  steamer  Empress  of 
China,  which  arrived  yesterday  from 
Yokohama,  are  as  follows:  A  big  fire 
occurred  at  Kanda  near  Tokio  in  the 
early  part  of  April.  Over  300  houses 
were  destroyed,  including  the  court  house 
and  several  other  public  buildings. 

Cholera  is  making  terrible  ravages  in 
Malacca,  200  cases  being  reported  daily. 
Numerous  deaths  have  occurred. 

A  fire  occurred  at  Manila  on  Good 
Friday  and  over  4000  houses  were  con- 
sumed.   A  number  of  lives  were  lost. 

A  famine  prevails  in  some  portions  of 
Ting  Haix  near  Ning  Po.  Over  7000 
men,  women  and  children  have  been 
going  round  demanding  aid  from  the 
rich  in  the  neighborhood.  No  outbreaks 
have  yet  occurred.

Harrisburg,  111.,  May  4.— Frank 
Midlin,  a  highly  respected  citizen  of 
Brushy  township,  reported  yesterday 
that  a  13-year-old  cow  of  his  gave  birth 
to  fifteen  well  developed  calves,  all  liv- 
ing and  doing  well  but  the  two  last  ones 
that  were  born,  which  died  soon  after 
birth.

Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  May  4.— Miss  Fannie 
Gilman,  of  this  city,  advertised  about  five 
months  ago  in  a  Chicago  paper  for  a 
man  of  matrimonial  inclination.  Earl  B, 
Clark,  a  young  man  in  Indianapolis, 
answered,  and  the  correspondence  cul- 
minated in  an  agreement  to  marry. 

On  Jan.  20  Clarke  left  Indianapolis  to 
come  to  Buffalo  to  meet  his  prospective 
bride.  While  waiting  in  the  depot  for 
his  train  he  purchased  an  accident  ticket 
for  $5000,  good  for  forty-eight  hours. 
He  stopped  in  Detroit,  Mich,,  to  call  on 
his  cousin,  and  while  there  wrote  a  letter 
to  Miss  Gilman  informing  her  on  which 
train  he  would  arrive  here,  and  inclosed 
the  insurance  ticket. 

On  the  way  from  Detroit  to  Buffalo 
Clarke  was  killed.  While  passing  from 
the  rear  coach  to  the  smoking  car  in 
front  he  lost  his  footing  and  fell  between 
the  cars.  His  death  was  a  shock  to  Miss 
Gilman,  but  she  placed  the  insurance 
ticket  in  an  attorney's  hands  for  collec- 
tion. 

In  some  way  Clarke's  relatives  heard 
of  the  insurance  ticket  and  set  out  to 
collect  the  money.  They  were  too  late, 
however,  as  the  insurance  company  had 
settled  with  Miss  Gilman.  The  relatives, 
represented  by  William  S.  Clarke,  the 
dead  man's  uncle  and  guardian,  have 
now  begun  a  suit  against  Miis  Gilman 
to  recover  the  §5000. 


Forty-two  Frame  Houses  Blown  Down  in  North 
Carolina. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  May  4.— A  cyclone 
swept  over  the  town  of  O.xford,  forty 
miles  west  of  here,  at  5  o'clock  yesterday 
afternoon.  Rain  and  hail  fell  at  the 
same  time.    The  wind  was  terrific. 

Houses  wero  blown  down,  trees  torn 
up  by  the  roots  and  hail  stones  covered 
the  ground  to  a  depth  of  four  inches  and 
broke  almost  all  the  wipdow  panes  in  the 
town.  While  the  storm  lasted  the  town 
was  in  total  darkness.  About  6  o'clock 
the  rain  and  hail  ceased. 

Forty-two  fiame  houses  were  blown 
down.  A  score  of  people  were  injured, 
several  of  them  seriously.  One  negro 
was  killed.  1  he  damage  to  property  is 
estimated  at  J>3oo,ooo.  Henderson  and 
Greystonc,  tv.elve  and  fifteen  miles 
northeast  of  Oxford,  suffered  in  the  same 
way.  At  the  former  place  ten  people 
were  seriously  and  four  fatally  hurt. 
Three-quarters  of  the  log  houses  in  the 
towns  were  rated  to  the  ground. 

It  is  learned  that  there  was  a  second 
blow,  but  it  knocked  down  the  telegraph 
wires  and  no  further  news  can  be  had. 
There  must  have  been  another  current 
of  wind,  because  at  sundown  in  this  city 
the  clouds  had  disappeared  and  it  was 
remarked  that  there  had  been  a  cyclone 
somewhere  no':  very  far  distant.  The 
wind  blew  a  gale  here  but  did  no 
damage.

BREWERS  MAY  STRIKE.

Ssrious  Differences  Betwesn  Brewers  and  Em- 
ployers at  Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  May  4.— Serious  dif- 
ferences have  arisen  between  the  union 
brewers  and  their  employers  and  a  strike 
at  all  of  the  breweries  in  Piltburg  and 
Allegheny  is  a  possibility.  At  a  meeting 
of  over  200  brewerv-  employes  held  last 
night  It  was  unanimously  decided  to  re- 
ject a  compromise  settlement  offered  by 
the  brewers'  association  of  thegrievances 
complained  of. 

Exact  details  of  the  trouble  cannot  be 
learned,  beyond  the  statement  that  the 
workmen  have  demanded  an  increase  of 
wages  and  the  correction  of  abuses  in 
the  matter  of  laying  off  men  in  slack 
seasons.

Prevention  of  Disease. 
St.  Paul  IS  taking  energetic  steps  to 
improve  the  sanitarv'  condition  ot  the 
city.  The  council  of  the  Saintly  city  ap- 
pears to  fully  realize  its  duty  on  this  im- 
portant matter  and  is  adopting  measures 
to  put  the  whole  city  in  a  clean  condi- 
tion and  to  keep  it  clean.  St.  Paul  has  a 
system  for  the  collection  and  disposing 
of  garbage,  and  contracts  were  recently 
awarded  for  its  collection  in  the  various 

districts  into  which  the    city   is    divided 
for  that  purpose.    At  the  last    meeting, 

the  aldermen  adopted  a  new  ordinance, 
which  provides  that  every  person  shall 
provide  proper  and  suitable  receptacles 
for  receiving  garbage,  which  recep- 
tacles shall  consist  of  water-tight 
vessels,  constructed  of  hardwood  or 
metal  and  covered,  not  too  large  for 
convenient  handling,  and  shall  be  placed 
by  the  occupants  of  buildings  at  a  point 
on  the  premises  most  accessible  to  the 
persons  collecting  the  garbage.  No  per- 
son shall  cause  or  permit  garbage  to  be 
thrown  in  any  of  the  streets,  alleys  or  on 
any  vacant  lot.  No  tenement  or  lodging 
house  or  any  portion  thereof  shall  be 
used  as  a  place  of  storage  for  any  com- 
bustible article,  rags,  or  any  article  dan- 
gerous or  detrimental  to  health,  nor  shall 
any  horse,  cow,  calf,  swine,  pig,  sheep  or. 
goat  be  kept  in  such  house.  Any  person 
who  violates,  neglects  or  refuses  to  com- 
ply with  any'of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing Sioo  nor  less  than  $25  for  each  of- 
fense. Steps  are  also  being  taken  to 
secure  a  disinfectant  plant. 

The  danger  ot  America  being  visited 
by  cholera  this  year  was  discussed  at  a 
mscting  of  the  St.  Paul  Commercial 
club  on  Tuesday  night,  and  two  papers 
were  read,  one  by  Dr.  Walter  Reed,  U. 
S.  A  ,  on  the  "Bacillus  of  Cholera,"  and 
the  other  by  Dr.  W.  E.  Hallowell  on  the 
precantians  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease.  Dr.  Hallowell 
discussed  the  practical  side  of  the  sub- 
ject. What  he  said  was  calculate^  to 
awaken  the  citizens  of  St.  Paul  to  the 
necessity  ot  subjecting  the  city  to  a  thor- 
ough cleansing.  "The  city,"  he  said, 
"should  be  cleaned  as  it  never  has  been 
cleaned  bifore.  ,  Every  lodging  place  for 
filth  should  be  sought  out.  The  city 
government  should  take  this  in  hand. 
The  co-operation  of  the  people  has  been 
asked  for  recently.  The  co-operation  of 
the  people  should  be  compelled.  This 
can  be  done." 

The  Herald  reproduces  these  facts 
and  statements  in  the  hope  that  they 
may  stir  up  the  Duluth  council  to  handle 
this  question  in  a  thorough  manner.  St. 
Paul  is  a  clean  city  today  compared  with 
Duluth.  If  cholera  should  reach  this  city 
in  its  present  condrtion  its  spread  would 
be  rapid  and  the  resulting  mortality 
would  be  frightful.  But  there  is  danger 
from  other  sources.  Even  if  cholera 
does  not  come,  Duluth  is  exposed  today, 
by  the  negligence  and  indifference  of  its 
authorit'es,  to  some  other  epidemic.  The 
piles  of  dirt  on  the  streets  and  the  garb- 
age heaps  in  the  alleys  and  backyards 
are  now  exposed  to  the  hot  rays  of"  the 
sun  and  will  breed  disease  unless  re- 
moved at  once. 


The  Russian  Treaty. 

A  number  of  Russian  nihilists,  who 
believe  in  murdering  their  political  op- 
ponents by  the  use  of  dynamite,  and  who 
have  inflicted  their  unwelcome  presence 
upon  this  country  during  the  past  few 
years,  have  been  raising  a  great  outcry 
against  the  extradition  treaty  recently 
concluded  with  Russia.  They  have  also 
enlisted  the  sympathy  and  support  of  a 
number  of  sentimentalists  who  have 
made  no  study  of  the  matter,  but  have 
accepted  the  word  of  these  murderous 
wretches  without  inquiry.  A  crowd  of 
them  held  a  large  meeting  in  Chicago 
recently  and  stirring  speeches  were 
made,  all  based  upon  the  nihilistic  state- 
ments and  depicting  the  awful  outrages 
that  would  be  inflicted  upon  political 
refugees  from  Russia  by  this  treaty. 

Similar  remarks  have  been  made  in 
other  cities,  and  no  doubt  many  people 
have  been  misled  into  believing  that 
they  are  correct.    The  fact  is  that  the 


wording  of  the  treaty  has  been  misrepre- 
sented, no  doubt  piiriHi.sely  by  Russian 
murderers  who  have  fled  to  this  country 
and  fear  that  they  will  l>e  taken  back  to 
answer  for  their  crimes,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  treaty.  The  important 
poiists  of  the  treaty,  as  now  divuigeii,  are 
n»)t  of  a  nature  to  allow  the  deporta- 
tion of  political  prisoners,  because  it  is 
expressly  provided  that  no  person  shall 
be  extradited  except  upon  such  "evi- 
dence of  criminality,  as,  according  to  the 
laws  of  the  place  where  the  fugitive  or 
person  so  charged  shall  be  found,  would 
justify  his  or  her  apprehension  and  com- 
mitment for  trial,  if  the  crime  or  offense 
had  been  there  committed."  The  crimes 
are  mentioned  upon  which  extradition  is 
possible,  and  they  must  be  punishable  in 
the  laws  of  both  countries,  ami  the  evi- 
dence must  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  the 
authorities  here  that  the  accused  are 
guilty  of  the  crimes  charged. 

Those  who  have  committed  merely 
political  offenses  will  therefore  be  free 
from  deportation,  but  no  one  can  con- 
tend successfully  that  an  attempt  to 
commit  murder,  no  matter  whether  the 
czar  be  the  object  of  attack,  should  be 
classed  as  a  political  offense.  The  crime 
of  murder  is  not  lessened  by  the  inciting 
cause  being  a  political  reason. 


A  Rich  Territory. 

Referring  10  a  statement  that  orders 
have  been  issued  for  a  geological  and 
topographical  survey  of  the  vast  terri- 
tory between  Lake  \'ermilion  and  Rainy 
river,  in  which  so  much  homesteading  is 
going  on,  the  St.  Paul  News  says:  "Com- 
paratively few  Minnesotians  realize  what 
vast  and  valuable  possessions  are  theirs 
in  the  region  named.  It  is  an  empire  in 
itself,  as  yet  virtually  uncccupied,  but 
abounding  in  timber,  minerals  and  fertile 
soil— the  source  of  incalculable  riches  to 
future  generations.  The  survey  and  the 
consequent  advertising  which  this  region 
will  receive  will  undoubtedly  stimulate  a 
rapid  inilux  of  settlers,  and  the  next  few 
yeajs  will  witness  the  growth  of  some 
thriving  new  towns." 

Duluth  stands  at  the  gateway  to  this 
great  region  which  must  speedily  be 
made  accessible  to  settlers  by  the  con- 
stiiiction  of  railroads  from  this  point.  It 
is  the  intention  of  the  Duluth,  Missabe 
&  Northern  management  to  extend  that 
road  through  this  magnificent  country 
which  has  been  visited  by  few  white 
men.  While  believed  to  be  rich  in  min- 
eral wealth,  it  contains  large  tracts  of 
splendid  agricultural  land,  and  its  set- 
tlement and  development  cannot  fail  to 
result  in  adding  to  the  trade  of  Duluth, 
It  is  a  great  rich  territory  tributary  to 
Duluth  that  is  now  awaiting  the  advent 
of  railroad  communication  to  produce  a 
rapid  development. 


Two  Apparent  Errors. 
The  St.  Cloud  Times,  referring  to  a 
recent  editorial   in  the  Journal  Press  of 
the  same  city,  says: 

"Our  Republican  contemporary  terms 
The  Duluth  Herald  'Congressman  Bald- 
win's personal  organ.'  As  The  Herald 
is  a  Republican  paper  and  Mr.  Baldwin 
is  a  strong  and  consistent  Democrat,  the 
error  is  apparent." 

The  Times  is  correct  when  it  says  that 
The  Herald  is  not  Maj.

Superintendent  Denfeld   issues  His  -'Notice 
No.  9"  to  the  City  Instructors. 

Superintendent  Denfeld  has  just  issued 
his  "Notice  No.  9"  to  the  teachers  of  the 
public  schot>ls.  It  is  not  a  lengthy  sheet 
but  c«>ntains    advice,    observations    and 

suggestions  valuable  to  the  te.-ichers  and 
at  the  same  time  being  indicative  of  the 
tliought  and  care  which  Mr.  Denfelil 
strives  so  faithfully  to  give  the  schools 
of  this  city. 

The  aileiition  of  the  te.ichcrs  is  called 
to  the  new  rule  adopted  by  the  public 
library  to  the  effect  that  any  resident 
teacher  can  obtain  upon  one  card  as 
many  as  twenty  books,  which  m.iy  also 
be  retained  three  weeks,  but  all  books  so 
drawn  must  be  taken  at  one  and  the 
same  time.  "I  would  urge  every  teacher," 
says  the  superintendent,  "who  desires  to 
assist  the  pupils,  to  make  as  good  use  as 
possible  of  this  privilege  of  the  library.*' 

After  urging  the  teachers  to  see  that 
all  pupils  are  vaccinated,  the  following 
on  "Thoroughness"  is  given:  "During 
the  past  two  weeks  the  committee  on  ex- 
aminations for  the  West  Point  competi- 
tive examination,  has  been  especially 
struck  with  the  fact  that  most  of  those 
examined  were  very  deficient  in  the  rudi- 
ments of  English  education,  in  other 
words,  lacking  thoroughness.  The  prin- 
ciples of  ariilimetic — addition,  subtrac- 
tion, multiplication,  division,  etc.— were 
not  carefully  and  thoughtfully  considered 
by  the  examinees.  This  must  either  be 
attributed  to  the  lack  on  the  part  of  the 
pupils  or  a  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
teachers,  to  thoroughly  consider  the  im- 
portance of  the  'principles.  We  hope 
that  in  our  enoeavor  to  make  school 
work  interesting  for  the  pupils,  and  in 
our  efforts  to  secure  a  great  amount 
of  science}  work,  we  will  not  lose  sight 
of  the  fundamentals.  We  must  see  that 
language,  reading,  history  and  science 
go  hand  in  hand  and  that  we  grasp  the 
broader  idea  of  the  correlation  Jof  study 
bringing  home  each  principle  by  virtue 
of  the  association  that  we  put  about  it. 
We  must,  in  short,  teach  pupils  to  think. 
This  only  can  be  done  when  teachers 
fully  grasp  the  situation  and  aim  for  re- 
sults extending  over  months,  not  hours." 

With  reference  to  "physical  culture" 
the  "notice"  further  says:  "It  is  my  de- 
sire that  principals  should  attend  as 
carefully  as  possible  to  the  standing, 
sitdng  and  walking  of  the  pupils.  The 
advocates  of  the  Delsnrtean  system,  or 
modifications  of  it,  say  that  our  system 
of  physical  culture  is  a  liule  harsh,  in 
that  it  does  not  give  sufficient  attention 
to  the  points  above  indicated.  I  am, 
however,  fully  convinced  that  no  system 
has  any  better  general  effects  than  the 
system  we  are  now  using,  but  it  certainly 
requires  that  the  principals  and  teachers, 
under  the  direction  of  the  special  teach- 
ers, give  as  careful  attention  as  possible 
to  the  points  named,  keeping  the  matter 
uppermost  whenever  any  exercises  are 
carried  on.  1  am  fully  persuaded  that 
the  criticism  against  the  system  is  due  to 
the  lack  of  proper  teaching,  rather  than 
to  any  defects  in  the  general  aim  of  the 
course." 

With  the  quotation,"Enthusiasm  should 
be  the  dominant  factor  in  the  school 
room.  It  is  the  most  infectious  of  spirits 
and  will  secure  every  desirable  end  in 
the  class,"  the  words  to  teachers  con- 
tinue: "In  this  connection,  it  possibly 
might  be  well  to  mention  that  many 
teachers  have  a  failing  in  the  manner  in 
which  they  regard  the  teachers'  voca- 
tion. It  is  a  business,  as  any  other,  and 
demands  one's  best  and  most  earnest 
thought,  as  well  as  the  most  conscien- 
tious regard  that  can  be  given  to  it 
While  engaged  in  it,  it  is  the  duty  of 
every  one  to  make  it  first.  Everything 
else  is  purely  supplementary.  If  a 
teacher  feels  that  her  work  is  beneath 
her  and  that  it  is  simply  a  means  of  se- 
curing a  livelihood,  the  sooner  such  per- 
son steps  out  the  better  it  will  be  for  the 
system,  and  indeed  the  better  will  be  the 
results  upon  the  pupil.  If  a  teacher 
looks  npon  the  hours  spent  in  the  school 
room  as  so  many  hours  before  an  en- 
gagement, it  cannot  fail  to  have  a  very 
unsatisfactory  effect  upon  the  school." 


The  Bethel  Nursery. 
Dr.  Salter  was  this  morning  distribut- 
ing circulars  printed  in  several  lan- 
guages, stating  that  for  six  days  in  the 
week,  from  7  a.  m.  until  6  p.  m.,  working 
mothers  canjleave'their  young  children  at 
the  Bethel  day  nursery  as  they  go  to 
their  labor  and  call  for  them  as  they  go 
home— all  for  5  cents  per  day.  A  com- 
petent nurse  will  care  for  the  little  ones 
and  a  hot  lunch  and  bath  will  be  pro- 
vided. One  room  is  provided  with 
separate  cribs  for  each  child  and  an- 
other room  is  supplied  with  toys  and 
pictures.

F'.  W.  SmitH  has  taken  active  financial 
management  of  the  Smith-Fee  line  of 
steamers,  barges,  tugs  and  scows,  and 
has  disposed  of  his  extensive  law  library 
and  practice  to  Cotton,  Dibbell  &.  Col- 
lins. The  change  went  into  effect  yester- 
day.

New  York,  May  5.— This  w.is  the 
worst  clay  Wall  street  has  seen  in  this 
week  of  woe.  The  hopes  indulged  in 
last  evening  that  the  panic  had  run  its 
course  were  prenr.ature.  The  stock  mar- 
ket opened  amid  great  excitement  and 
with  prices  about  tbe  same  as  yesterday's 
closing.  It  was  very  soon  apparent  that 
many  more  must  be  sold  out  regardless 
of  prices.  The  discrimination  of  the 
banks  against  certain   stocks,   especially 

the  industrials  as  collaterals  in  loans,  has 
compelled  their  holders  to  throw  them 
overboard. 

The  slaughter  of  the  industrials  was 
awful  and  it  was  very  quickly  seen  that 
there  must  be  more  failures.  No  house 
largely  interested  in  these  stocks  could 
be  expected  to  remain  solvent.  By  9:30 
o'clock  the  galleries  of  the  stock  ex- 
change began  to  fill.  Yesterday's  ex 
citing  events  bad  attracted  every  one's 
attention,  and  the  public  has  awakened 
to  the  fact  that  panic  was  m  tlie  air.  On 
the  floor  at  9:45  a  broker  yelled:  "What 
will  the  price  of  Cordage  be."  and  the 
echo  echoed  back  and  forth  through  the 
galleries. 

Everybody  was  aroured  and  some 
were  in  danger  of  tumbling  over  the  rail- 
ing to  the  floor  beneath  in  their  endeav- 
ors to  get  a  view  of  the  cordage  crowd, 
which  was  swelling  in  numbers  every 
second.  Pandemonium  was  imminent, 
when  at  10  o'clock  the  wooden  mallet 
fell  and  with  three  sharp  blows  upon 
the  chairman's  desk  opened  the  market, 
"Nineteen  for  cordage,"  came  on  the  in- 
stant, aud  the  sale  of  5000  shares  at  that 
price  was  in  a  moment  recorded  on  the 
tickers. 

The  sugar  crowd,  the  St.  Paul 
crowd  and  the  Chicago  gas  crowd  were 
having  a  high  old  time  for  the  spectators. 
Their  interests  lay  with  the  cordage 
crowd,  which  was  the  most  conspicuous 
in  point  of  numbers  and  on  account  of 
the  greater  demonstrations  with  voice 
and  pads  waved  aloft. 

There  were  many  more  ladies  present 
in  the  galleries  than  yesterday,  and  the 
wild  pushing  and  yelling  of  the  brokers 
below  stirred  them  up  to  such  a  pitch  of 
excitement  that  many  cried  out  in  very 
sympathy.  The  panic  foreshadowed  yes 
terday  and  this  morning  at  last  dropped 
out  full-fledged.  The  sight  became  inde- 
scribable. It  looked  for  a  moment  as 
though  the  rush  below  was  to  be  repro- 
duced above.

The  National  Cordage  Company  Unable  to 
Meet  Its  Obligations. 
New  York,  May  5.— Chancellor  Mc- 
Gill,  of  New  Jersey,  last  night  appointed 
George  W.  Loper  ami  E.  F.  C.  Young 
receivers  of  the  National  Cordage  com- 
pany. They  were  appointed  on  the  ap- 
plication of  counsel  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  the  company's  ,  property 
against  attachment.  A  demand  for  S50,- 
000  had  been  made  upon  the  Cordage 
company,  which  could  not  be  paid,  and 
the  creditor  was  going  to  apply  for  a 
writ  of  attachment,  and  application  was 
made  for  a  receiver  in  order  to  protect 
the  interests  of  the  other  creditors. 

The  Herald  gives  the  following  ex- 
planation of  the  causes  which  led  to  the 
slump  in  National  Cordage  stock  and 
the  appointment  of  a  receiver  for  the 
trust:  The  failure  is  attributed  to  sev- 
eral things.  Matters  culminated  on 
Monday  when  the  corporation  announced 
that  it  had  decided  to  issue  $2,500,000  in 
preferred  8  per  cent  cumulative  stock. 
This  disgusted  the  brokers,  who  looked 
upon  it  as  a  stock  jobbing  scheme  to 
raise  ready  money  to  tide  over  financial 
differences  in  which  it  is  said  to  have 
fallen  since  the  stock  was  split  in  two 
and  each  holder's  shares  were  doubled 
in  number. 

When  the  matter  of  additional  Issue  of 
preferred  stock  was  inquired  into  on 
Tuesday,  the  representatives  of  the  com- 
pany became  indignant  at  the  doubts 
that  the  questions  implied  in  the  stability 
of  cordage.  It  was  as  sound  as  it  could 
be,  they  said.  They  had  money  on  hand 
to  meet  the  coming  dividends  and  divi- 
dends would  be  paid  regularly  in  the 
future  as  in  the  pist.  The  statement  was 
repeated  yesterday  with  greater  vigor. 

NIr.  Waterbury  said  himself  that  there 
was  nothing  touching  upon  stoc.c  jobbing 
in  the  contemplated  issue    of  preferred 
stock.    It  had  been  done,  he  said,  only 
.ifter   taking    the   advice     of    J.    Hood 
Wright,  of  Drexel,  Morgan  &  Co.,  Bray- 
ton  Ives,  the  president  of  the  Western 
National  bank,    and    George    Williams, 
president     of     the     Chemical     bank. 
These  men  thought,  he  added,  that  the 
issue  could  be  made  in  safety.    They  ad- 
vocated it  warmly,  as  the  present  condi- 
tion of  the  money  market    curtailed    the 
borrowing  capacity    of   the     company. 
Wall  street  regarded  it    otherwise,  how- 
ever.   The    bears  saw  a  splendid  oppor- 
tunity for    a    raid    and  were  not  slow  to 
avail  themselves  of  a  chance    of    a  life- 
time.   To  them  the  contemplated  issue 
of  stock  was  an  evidence    of   weakness, 
and  the  general  distrust  that  had  entered 
the  street  at  the  action  of  the  monopoly 
in  doubling  the  stock  and  scaling  the  iti- 
terest  made  others  more  or  less  suscepti- 
ble to  the  sports  of  alleged  difficulties. 


The  story  of  the  break  which  foll«)wed 
net;ds  no  repetition.  Just  what  condition 
the  afifairi  of  the  trust  are  in  is  extremely 
difficult  to  ascertain,  Appleton  Sturgis, 
the  spokesman  for  the  company,  said 
that  before  the  receivership  yesterday 
the  company  was  in  magnificent  shape. 
He  declared  that  prosperity  shone  upon 
it,  that  it  was  not  stccked  up  with  mer- 
chandise, that  sales  were  good  and  made 
at  profitable  prices  and  that  plenty  of 
money  was  on  hand  to  meet  all  obliga- 
tions and  coming  intirest  charges. 

"No  matter  what  may  happen  to  any 
individual  who  may  be  connected  with 
that  corporation,"  said  Mr.  Sturgis,  "the 
National  Cordage  cnmnany  is  all  right." 

The  total  liabililiess  ot  the  company  can 
only  be  inferred.  A  clever  guess  put 
them  at  just  $2,500,000,  the  amount  of 
the  contemplated  issue  of  preferred 
stock.  Where  the  loss  will  fail,  other 
than  upon  the  stoclvholders,  cannot  be 
definitely  learned.  Many  banks  and 
banking  corporations  had  discounted  the 
company's  paper  and  these  arc  not  con- 
fined to  the  city  aloae,  but  are  spread 
broadcast  over  the  country. 

It  is  rumored  in  Wall  street  that  the 
firm  h.ad  at  .east  J2,coo,ooo  of  its  notes  in 
the  banks.  This,  however,  was  denied 
upon  the  word  of  two  prominent  firms  of 
note  brokers.  They  said  that  the  com- 
pany had  not  been  large  borrowers  of 
money  on  the  market  recently.  A  mem- 
ber ot  one  of  the  firms  remarked  that  the 
amount  of  paper  would  not  much  exceed 
$500,000,  as  the  company  had  indorsed 
its  bills  receivable  and  marketed 
those  instead  of  issuing  its 
own  paper.  The  otter  note  brokerage 
firm  said  that  the  company  had  settled 
transactions  of  large  amounts  with  them 
only  yesterday  morning. 

John  Good,  the  president  of  the  John 
Good  Cordage  and  Machine  company, 
the  liveliest  and  most  successful  com- 
petitor of  the  National  Cordage  com- 
pany, said  in  regard  to  the  failure  of  the 
trust  that  anyone  krowing  the  situation 
must  have  foreseen  the  end.  He  added: 
"Ever  since  I  withdrew  my  relations 
with  the  company  they  have  been  selling 
their  output  at  a  loss.  This  was  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  they  could  not  tise  my 
patents,  which  reduce  the  cost  ot  manu- 
acture  greatly.  Thi?ir  own  machinery 
was  obsolete,  and  while  I  could  sell  my 
output  at  a  low  figure  they,  to  meet  my 
prices,  have  had  to  sacrifice  two  cents  a 
pound  on  every  bit  of  manilia  rope  they 
manufactured. 

"The  cost  ot  the  trust  and  to  manufac- 
turers outside  the  combination  had  been 
during  the  past  thirteen  months  in  round 
numbers  §77,000,000.  It  has  been  a  bit;^ 
ter  fight,  but  I  could  stand  it  and  they 
could  not.  Of  course  everyone  knows 
that  I  could  undersell  them  and  still 
make  money.  The  banks  knew  it  well. 
While  they  were  paying  me  to  keep  idle 
it  was  well  enough.  They  could  sell 
their  paper  freely  and  their  collateral 
was  good  in  loom.  But  from  the  time  1 
withdrew  it  has  been  otherwise. 

"The  conflict  was  much  to  be  re- 
gretted, but  I  believe  it  will  come  out  all 
right  in  the  end.  No  one  need  lose  a 
dollar.  If  the  cordage  trust  creditors 
and  John  Good  should  come  together, 
ihe  matter  could  be  satisfactorily  ad- 
justed. It  will  come  to  that,  1  believe.  It 
is  all  that  is  left  for  the  creditors  and 
stockholders  to  do." 

When  asked  if  it  was  contemplated  to 
reorganize  the  National  Cordage  com- 
pany, Mr.  Good  said :  "Scarcely  a  reor- 
ganization of  the  National.  The  name 
has  an  unpleasant  sound,  but  something 
must  be  done  to  bring  conflicting  inter- 
ests together." 

'DEACON"  WHITE'S  FAILURE. 


Again  Forced  to  Assign,  Owing  to  the  Drop  in 

Securities. 

New  York,  May  f;.— S.   V.    White  & 

Co.,  announced  their  suspension  at   10:45 

o'clock     this    morning.    S.  V.    W^hite's 

sheet  went  through    .he    clearing  house 

all  right  last  night  and  his  checks  were 
certified.  Mr.  White  savs:  "The  terrific 
drop  in  cordage  and  Chicago  gas  makes 
it^impossible  for  me  "o  go  on." 

Mr.  White  was  very  much  broken  up 
this  morning.  He  was  besieged  by  his 
friends  and  brokers  through  whom  he 
had  been  dealing.  It  was  not  until  after 
10  o'clock  that  Mr.  White  realized  that 
an  assignment  was  necessarv.  No  idea 
of  the  extent  of  the  failure  could  be 
learned  at  the  office. 

At  11:10  a.  m.  Mr.  White  made  the 
following  statement  to  the  press:  "The 
unexpected  drop  in  all  securities  has 
made  it  impossible  to  realize  on  securi- 
ties or  to  collect  margins  to  meet  my 
engagements."     

WALL  STREET  EXCITED. 


Great  Flurry  in  Stocks,  Marked  By  Heavy 
Declines. 
New  York,  May  5. — The  appoint- 
ment of  receivers  for  National  Cordage 
at  a  late  hour  last  night  was  the  occasion 
for  a  further  break  in  the  preferred  stock 

this  morning  to  45.  Yesterday  it  closed 
at  77  bid.  'I'he  common  opened  at  19® 
21,  5000  shares  changing  bands  at  this 
price. 

General  Electric  was  another  weak 
spot  and  in  the  first  lew  minutes  of  busi- 
ness the  stock  broke  five  points  to  75. 
The  fact  that  certain  people  have 
thought  it  necessary  to  issue  a  statement 
that  the  company  is  all  right  is  viewed 
with  suspicion  in  some  quarters.  *At 
10:15  a.m.  the  stock  was  selling  at  69. 
Sugar  was  alio  attacked  and  broke  to 
76,  while  Chicago  (Jas  dropped  to  60. 
Manhattan  sold  dowa  5^  to  121.  Con- 
sidering the  panic  in  the  industrial  group 
the  general  list  held  fairly  well. 

The  excitement  on  the  stock  exchange 
this  morning  is  most  intense  and  prices 
are  falling  so  rapidly  that  it  is  a  difficult 
matter  to  keep  track  of  them.  The  an- 
nouncement of  the  suspension  of  S.  V. 
White  added  to  th^  ij^eneral  demoraliza- 
tion which  seems  to  have  set  in.  Amer- 
ican sugar,  which  .opened  at  85c,  had 
dropped  to  63c  at  ii  o'clock;  Chicago 
Gas  tell  from  74c  to  65c,  General  Electric 
from  8oc  to  66c,  National  Cordage  from 
19c  to  iBXc,  Whiskv  trust  from  22^0  to 
21  Xc,  Lead  froip  3:1c  to  28c,  U.  S.  Rub- 
ber from  45c  to  40C,  Western  Union  from 
83c  to  81  Xc  and  Manhattan  from  $1.26 
to  SI. 20. 

Some  sharp  rallies  followed;  gj^c  in 
Chicago  gas  to  68^<;;  5  to  63^0  in  Gen- 
eral Electric,  4c  in  Manhattan  to  $1.29; 
2Xc  in  Sugar  to  68c;  4c  in  Cotton  Oil  to 
34c;  2^c  in  Quincy  to  86c;  2c  in  Cordage 
to  17KC,  and  5c  in  ditto  preferred  to  50c. 
The  rally  did  not  hold  and  speculation 
was  excited  and  feverish   owing   to  the 


circulation  of  rumors  affecting  the  solv- 
ency of  other  firms  and  individuals.  At 
1 1  a.  m.  the  market  was  still  feverish. 

Theodore  Havemyer,  vice-president  of 
the  sugar  company,  says  there  is  abso- 
lutely nothing  in  the  affairs  of  the  com- 
pany that  would  warrant  the  break  of 
the  morning.  The  company  has  a  large 
surplus  and  is  a  very  large  loaner  of 
money. 

President  Waterbury,  of  the  National 
Cordage  company,  said  this  morning 
that  he  had  not  applied  for  a  receiver 
for  himself  individually.  He  would  not 
say  whether  or  not  application  would  be 
made  for  one.  He  said  that  his  affairs 
had  become  somewhat  embarrassed 
through  loans  which  he  made  to  the 
cordage  company  as  well  as  attempts 
made  to  support  the  stock.  The  re- 
ceivership of  the  company  will  in  a 
measure  relieve  him  as  well  as  his  asso- 
ciate, Mr.  Wall,  of  pressure  from  the 
cordage  obligations,  thus  strengthening 
their  condition. 

There  has  been  a  change  for  the  bet- 
ter in  the  stock  market  in  the  last  hour 
and  a  steadier  tone  characterizes  the 
dealings.  The  foreign  buying  has  been 
on  a  very  heavy  scale  and  European 
purchasers  certainly  picked  up  some  very 
cheap  stocks.  The  example  set  by  the 
foreigners  and  the  confidence  displayed 
in  our  securities  revived  the  drooping 
courage  of  home  operators  and  a  general 
rally  ensued.  Manhattan  bounced  up  to 
I30>^  from  125,  a  gain  of  s%  per  cent. 
General  electric  rallied  from  58  to  77^4. 
Sugar  rallied  to  74^  and  Chicago  gas 
from  59  to  72}4.  The  general  railway 
list  showed  recoveries  of  anywhere  from 
I  to  5  per  cent. 

At  the  office  of  Ferris  &  Kimball, 
whose  failure  was  announced  at  12:45 
o'clock,  it  is  stated  that  no  statement  of 
the  condition  of  the  firm  will  be  given 
out  until  late  this  afternoon.

The  stringency  in 
the  money  market,  call  loans  having  ad- 
vanced to  30  per  cent,  also  has  a  tend- 
ency to  weaken  sterling.

VASQUEZ  HAS  TRIUIHPHED. 

The   Revolution   in   Honduras   Ended   by  the 
Rebels'  Defeat. 

New  York,  May  5.— The  Herald's 
Panama,  Colombia,  special  says:  News 
has  reached  here  of  the  complete  triumph 
of  Gen.  Yasquez,  leader  ot  the  govern- 
ment troops,  against  the  revolutionists 
in  Honduras.  Vasquez  has  assumed 
command  of  the  provisional  govern- 
ment. 

After  the  first  defeat  sustained  by  the 
government,  when  even  the  capital  fell 
into  the  hands  of  Gen.  Bonilla,  leader  of 
the  revolutionary  troops,  Vasquez  with 
great  effort  increased  his  army  and  re- 
captured Tegucigalpa.  Now  he  has 
completely  defeated  the  revolutionists. 
Word  has  been  received  that  the  new 
government  has  been  recognized  by  Sal- 
vador and  Guatemala.

URUGUAY  INVADED. 


Brazilian  Troops  Entered  to  Steal  Horses  and 
a  Fight  Ensued. 

New  York,  May  5.— The  Herald's 
Valparaiso  special  says:  The  Herald's 
correspondent  in  Montevideo  telegraphs 
that  the  most  recent  violation  of  the  ter- 
ritory of  Uruguay  occurred  Wednesday 
by  the  Castilhista  troops.  Col.  Amaro 
entered  Uruguay  and  the  territory  near 
Rivera.  His  intention  was  to  steal 
horses. 

The  commissary  of  police  protested 
against  the  invasion,  but  Amaro  threat- 
ened to  kill  him.  Gen.  Garcia,  chief  of 
the  forces  near  the  frontier,  was  advised 
of  the  invasion  and  started  in  pursuit 
with  a  troop  of  cavalry.

— The  town  of  Kowoal 
in  Poland,  about  eighty  miles  seath  of 
Warsaw,  has  been  visited  by  a  destruc- 
tive conflagration  resulting  in  the  loss  of 

manv  lives.    The  town  has  a  population 
of  between  3000  and  4000. 

The  fire  spread  rapidly,  consuming  116 
houses,  including  the  infirmary  and  asy- 
lum. No  less  than  eighty  persons  per- 
ished and  300  families  were  made  home- 
less as  well  as  destitute.

Edmore,  Mich.,  May  5.— Six  Lakes,  a 
small  village  six  miles  from  here,  was 
completely  wiped  out  by  fire  yesterday 
afternoon.  The  flames  started  in  a  small 
building  and  destroyed  tKe  principal 
part  of  the  town,  only  stopping  at  the 
river  for  want -of  fuel.

Dr.  Barrett  laughed  and  said:  "Never 
mind,  major,  take  the  139  shares  of  stock, 
for  I  cannot  guarantee  that  they  will 
ever  be  worth  anything." 

Maj.  Baldwi.i  accepted  the  proffer  of 
Dr.  Barrett,  became  vice  president  of 
the  company,  and  until  within  a  few  days 
ago  did  not  realize  that  he  had  struck  a 
bonanza.  In  a  letter  which  came  to  him 
the  other  day  was  the  first  dividend  paid 
by  the  company  to  the  stockholders  and 
the  major's  dividend  on  the  139  shares  of 
stock  he  held  was  so  much  that  it  opened 
his  eyes  in  amazement.  It  is  understood 
that  he  wrote  a  very  touching  letter  to 
Dr.  Barrett  and  incidentally  mentioned  to 
the  doctor  that  while  he  was  thankful 
that  the  Uuluth  physiciaji  was  so  lucky, 
he  was  very  well  satisfied  with  himself 
because  he  had  retained  the  stock  offered 
him  a  couple  of  years  ago.

Less  Removals  Now  Than  Under  the  Harrison 
Administration. 

Washington,  May  5. — A  statement, 
prepared  from  the  records  of  the  post- 
offite  department,  shows  that  during  the 
first  two  months  of  the  present  adminis- 
tration the  total  number  of  fourth  class 
postmasters  appointed  was  3894,  as 
against  5104  made  during  the  first  two 
months  of  the  Harrison  administration. 

The  number  of  appointments  made 
during  the  last  two  months  to  fill  vacan- 
cies caused  by  resignations  and  deaths 
was  2685,  as  against  1680  made  during 
the  corresponding  period  of  the  last  ad- 
ministration. The  number  of  removals 
made  during  the  last  two  months  is  shown 
to  have  been  only  1^09,  while  the  num- 
ber of  removals  made  during  the  first 
two  months  of  the  Harrison  administra- 
tion reached  3496.

Threats  Made  in  Case  of  Sunday  Opening 
the  Fair. 

Cincinnati,  O.,  May  5.— A  special  to 
the  Evening  Post  from  Chicago  says: 
"In  case  the  exposition  gates  are  opened 
next  Sunday,  it  is  reported  that  the  word 
for  a  boycott  will  be  telegraphed  far  and 
wide  among  the  religious  organizations 
of  the  country,  and  that  a  determined 
effort  will  be  made  to  destroy  the  finan- 
cial prospects  of  the  show,  in  order  that 
a  telling  blow  may  be  struck  against  the 
non-observance  of  the  Sabbath  at  future 
expositions.

An  Indiana  Man  Will  Paper  His  Parlor 

Stamps. 
Richmond,    Ind.,    May    5.— Jonathan 

Staunhope,  a  farmer,  immenselylwealthy, 
living  six  miles  southwest  of  the  city  in  a 
region  known  as  the  BlueJJLick  Ihills,  is 
an  individual  who  has  gained  for  himself 
considerable  .notoriety.  Staunhope  is 
nearly  84  years  of  age,  and  lives  with  his 
housekeeper,  his;  wife  being  dead.  He  is 
a  native  of  New  Hampshire,  but  removed 
to  this  county  seventy  years  ago.  Politi- 
cally he  is  a  Republican.

Outsiders  were  vigorously  ex- 
cluded, but  it  was  understood  that  the 
subject  under  consideration  was  the  re- 
organization of  some  of  the  concerns 
mentioned. 

BIG-HEADED  BOY  AGAIN. 


A  Steamer  Crowded  With  Pilgrims  Burned  off 
the  Arabian  Coast. 
Aden,  May  5.— The  destruction  is  re- 
ported of  the  British  steamship  Khiva  off 
the  Arabian  coast,  probably  with  an  ap- 
palling loss  of  life.    The    Khiva    sailed 

from  Bombay  April  12,  carrying  a  large 
number  of  Mohammedans  bound  as  pil- 
grims to  Mecca. 

The  pilgrims  were  so  numerous  that 
they  crowded  die  vessel,  taking  up  all 
available  room.  It  is  learned  that  the 
Khiva  was  burned  off  Ras(Cape)  Marbel, 
on  the  coast  of  Arabia.  Of  the  great 
number  on  be  ard  900  are  said  to  have 
been  saved,  the  others  perishing  in  the 
sea  or  the  Haines  which  consumed  the 
vessel.  The  details  of  the  event  are  yet 
lacking.

— The  National 
Normal  University  company  has  made  a , 
general  assignment  for  the  benefit  of  its 
creditors.  Liabilities  are  estimated  at 
from  S75,ooo  to  gioo.ooo  and  the  assets 
nominally  abouv  the  same.  The  institu- 
tion is  widely  kaown  as  Holbrook's  nor- 
mal school  and  has  been  in  existence 
about  forty  years.  The  maturing  of  old 
obligations,  some  extending  back  many 
years,  is  given  as  the  cause  of  the  col- 
lapse.

VERY  SERIOUS  CHARGES. 


Two  Boys  Arrived  on  a  Steamer  Tell  a  Start- 
ling Story. 
Nf.w  York.  May  5.  Jacob  Zaaler, 
16  years  of  age,  and  his  cousin  Abraham 
Rmzler.  a  few  years  older,  bolh  of  whom 
arrived  here  on  the  Netherlands-Ameri- 
can steamship  Edam  last  Tuesday,  make 
serious  charges  against  the  captain  and 
surgeon  of  tlie  vessel. 

I'hey  declare  that  Zaaler's  sister,  a 
girl  of  15,  was  taken  ill  on  board  the  ship 
April  26.  An  eruption  broke  out  on  her 
face  and  she  was  placed  in  the  hospital. 
The  surgeon  isolated  her  and  refused  to 
allow  either  her  brother  or  cousin  to  see 
her.  Several  days  after  the  girl's  con- 
finement in  the  hospital,  the  cousin  stole 
into  the  place  and  ho  says  ttie  girl  then 
told  him  that  she  had  received  no  medi- 
cine nor  food  since  her  illness. 

A  day  later  the  young  girl  died  and 
her  body  was  placed  in  a  canvas  bag 
and  thrown  into  the  se^.  It  was  given 
out  that  she  died  from  pneumonia.  At 
quarantine  when  the  vessel  arrivetl  no 
report  was  made  of  the  syrinptoms  of  the 
disease.  According  to  the  statement 
that  Zaaler  and  Rinzier  now  make  the 
surgeon,  whea  asked  if  the  girl  was  se- 
riously iil,  said  that  slic  was  not  and  that 
she  must  get  well  and  if  she  did  not  get 
well,  they  would  he  detained  forty  days 
at  quarantine. 

The  Edam  i)assed  by  (juarantine  with- 
out disinfection  and,  it  is  said,  there  was 
no  fumigation  of  the  vessel  after  the 
death  of  the  girl.

World's  F'air  Ground.s,  Chicago, 
May  5.  -A  cloutly  sky,  chilly  wind  and 
the  presencb  of  mud,  owing  to  last  night's 
rain,  kept  many  people  away  from  the 
exposition  this  morning,  and  unless  the 
weather  becomes  more  inviting  in  the 
afternoon  the  altendance  is  likely  to  l)e 
less  than  it  was  yesterday.  Work  on  the 
roadways  is  so  nearly  completed,  how- 
ever, that  a  deluge  of  rain  will  not  make 
much  difference  in  the  walking. 

General  Director  Davis'  order  that  the 
installaticm  of  exhibits  should  cease  with 
the  opetung  t>f  the  g.aies  does  not  seem 
to  he  enforced.  The  prospect  of  com- 
pleting the  installation  in  all  buildings  by 
the  end  of  next  week  docs  not  appear  to 
be  bright.  The  presence  of  visitors  of 
course  retards  the  work  and  unavoidable 
delay  in  the  shipment  of  some  exhibits 
cannot  be  charged  totheexpositicm.  This 
is  notably  the  case  with  the  Russian, 
Norwegian  and  Danish  exhibits  in  the 
Liberal  Art  building. 

These  sections  fronting  on  Columbia 
avenue  are  barren  of  exhibits,  and  even 
the  pavilions  have  not  been  erected  yet. 
This  delay  was  causeil  by  the  ice  block- 
ade in  the  Baltic  sea  and  the  accident  to 
the  steamer  Hecla  carrying  the  exhibits 
from  those  countries.  Ten  weeks  were 
lost  in  this  manner,  but  the  connnission- 
ers  expect  to  have  all  their  exhibits  on 
the  ground  before  the  second  week  of 
the  fair  opens.  The  pavilions  for  the 
Russian  sections  were  made  in  that 
Country  and  that  aggiavates  the  delay. 
Today  a  large  force  of  Russians  is  at 
work  in  the  section  hauling  and  opening 
the  immense  package  cases  which  are 
just  beginning  to  make  their  appear- 
ance. 

The  only  pavilion  in  the  place  is  one 
which  was  made  in  Chicago  from  Rus- 
sian designs,  and  it  will  contain  an  elab- 
orate display  of  woolen  and  cotton  goods 
from  all  the  mills  in  the  government  of 
\'ladimar.  The  last  car  load  of  Russian 
exiiibits  has  been  promised  today.  The 
Danish  and  Norwegian  exhibits  are  in 
their  sections  but  unpacked. 

The  open  air  conceits  in  administra- 
tior  plaza  were  poorly  attended  this 
morning,  owing  to  the  chilly  atmosphere. 
The  Chicago  and  Cincinnati  bands  alter- 
nated, giving  concerts  from  10  until  5 
p.  m. 

The  weather  did  not  improve  as  the 
day  wore  on  and  shortly  before  noon  the 
open  air  concert  was  abandoned.  They 
will  be  resumed  as  soon  as  the  weather 
moderates. 

The  restaurants  on  the  grounds,  which 
have  been  charging  extorionate  prices 
for  some  time,  were  severely  sat  upon 
this  morning  by  the  council  of  admin- 
istration. The  council  at  its  meeting 
adopted  the  following  resolution: 

"That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  council 
that  all  concessionaires  enjoying  restaur- 
ant privileges  on  the  grounds  at  Jackson 
Park  shall  be  required  to  formulate  full 
schedules  of  prices  immediately  and  sub- 
mit the  same  to  the  executive  committee 
of  the  World's  Columbian  exposi- 
tion for  approval;  and  that  when 
so  approved  said  rates  ought  to 
be  the  measure  of  lawful  charge 
and  should  not  be  thereafter  exceeded 
unless  the  same  shall  be  modified  with 
the  assent  of  said  committee:  and  that 
in  every  case  the  person  patronizing  any 
restaurant  shall  be  furnished  with  a  siip 
or  bill  of  fare  showing  the  charges  to  be 
paid  for  the  supplies  and  services  ren- 
dered. In  case  anyone  shall  be  sub- 
jected to  a  charge  in  excess  of  said  ap- 
proved schedule  rates,  such  person  is 
invited  and  requested  immediately  to 
submit  a  written  statement  thereof  to 
this  council,  so  that  the  same  may  be 
promptly  investigated  and  the  offending 
party  dealt  with  as  the  circum- 
stances shall  warrant,  it  being  the  de- 
termination of  the  council  that  the  pub- 
lic patronizing  the  fair  shall  not  be  sub- 
jected to  any  extortion  or  unreasonable 
or  unjust  demand,  and  it  desires  to  make 
its  purpose  in  this  behalf  clearly  under- 
stood at  once  that  the  offending  parties 
may  be  advertised  in  advance;  that  it 
will  take,  if  necessary,  the  most  summary 
measures  to  guard  the  public  against  all 
forms  of  unjust  imposition. 

Sunday  opening  of  the  World's  fair  re- 
ceived a  serious  setback  this  morning.

The  Weather. 

U.  9.  Wkathkr  BiKKAC.  DCLUTH.  Uinn. 
May  5.— The  storm  tliat  was  central  over  the 
tk>uth«e»t  yestenlay  morninK  has  moved  oast 
and  far  eocush  s*>uth  to  just  escape  thisse^rtion. 
and  is  now  central  over  £a»tern  lowannd  West- 
ern lllinoi*.  It  will  probably  mov»»  northeast 
today  and  not  uffect  this  part  of  the  country 
at  all. 

Rain  has  fallen  over  the  Western  states  and 
along  the  lower  lakea  and  is  now  falling  over 
Southern  Wisconsm;  the  heaviest  over  South 
Dakota,  where  over  an  inch  has  fallen  during 
tho  last  twenty-f»»ur  hours. 

The  teniptrature  has  chacsed  very  slightly 
and  remains  at  about  normal  in  all  sections. 
It  is  everywhere  above  freezing  in  the  United 
States. 

Tlie  mean  temperature  here  yestonlay  was  42. 
two  degrees  lower  than  the  average.  The  highest 
was  46,  the  lowest  last  night  i^.

Favored  By  the  Majority. 
There  seems  to  be  a  very  general  im- 
pression at  Chicago  that,  despite  the  re- 
fusal (if  the  national  commission  to  re- 
peal the  resolution  against  Sunday  open- 
ing, the  World's  fair  will  be  opened  to 
the  public  next  Sunday  and  every  "Sun- 
day thereafter  until  Nov.  i.  This  action 
will  be  taken  by  the  local  directory  and 
those  who  are  in  active  control  of  the 
management.  The  ground  upon  which 
the  section  of  the  act  of  law  on  this  sub- 
ject will  be  disregarded  has  been  given 
in  The  Herald  before,  but  it  may  be  well 
to  repeat  it  at  this  time.  Had  congress 
remained  true  to  the  agreement  ratified 
when  the  subscription  of  $2,500,000  was 
pledged,  the  managers  of  the  fair  would 
have  been  compelled  to  stand  by  the 
contract,  no  matter  how  great  the  in- 
justice to  the  American  people.  But  the 
contiact  was  broken,  not  by  the  e.xposi- 
tiwn  management,  but  by  congress  in  de- 
liberately withholding  for  another  pur- 
pose almost  S6oo,ooo  of  the  $2,500,000 
which  had  been  appropriated  outright  to 
the  fair.  The  contract  is,  therefore,  no 
longer  in  force.  It  is  binding  on  no  one. 
The  exposition  refuses  to  accept  the 
$600,000  on  the  new  conditions  imposed. 

The  only  reason  that  ever  existed  tor 
closing  the  fair  on  Sunday  existed  in  that 
contract.  The  government  having  vio- 
lated the  contract,  the  reason  no  longer 
exists.  "The  reasons  for  an  open  Sunday 
fair,"  says  the  Chicago  Herald,  "are 
multitudinous  and  are  founded  in  wis- 
dom and  justice.  Chief  among  them  is 
the  benefit  that  will  thereby  be  conferred 
upon  the  working  classes.  The  fair  is  to 
be  a  great  educator.  It  was  planned  and 
built  largely  with  a  view  to  educating, 
entertaining  and  improving  the  working 
classes.  They  contributed  to  ift  creation. 
It  is  but  proper  that  they  should  be  given 
every  opportunity  to  enjoy  its  blessings. 
If  the  fair  is  closed  on  Sunday  they  will, 
in  a  great  measure,  be  deprived  of  that 
opportunity.  It  is  unnecessary  to  repeat 
the  argument  that  a  closed  fair  on  Sun- 
day means  that  many  workingmen  will 
be  prevented  from  entering  its  gates  at 
any  time.  That  is  a  fact  admitted  by  all 
sensible  men." 

By  closing  the  fair  on  Sunday  nearly 
four  weeks  of  the  six  months  during 
which  it  is  proposed  to  run  the  exposi- 
tion will  be  lost  to  the  public,  and  to 
that  part  of  the  public  upon  which  the 
regulation  will  impose  special  hardship. 
The  time  fixed  upon  for  operating  the 
exposition  is  short  enough  without  fur- 
ther abbreviation  by  the  enforcement  of 
an  arbitrary  rule  which  is  condemned  by 
the  great  body  of  the  people.  It  will  not 
be  possible  tor  all  who  desire  to  see  the 
fair  to  do  so  with  any  degree  of  comfort 
or  convenience  even  in  the  normal  six 
months  alloted  for  its  existence,  and  the 
Kansas  City  Star  savs  very  truly  that  to 
curtail  this  period  nearly  a  month  by 
rendering  valueless  to  the  public  the 
one  day  in  the  week  when  laboring  peo- 
ple are  free  to  employ  their  time  in  their 
own  way  is  an  infringement  upon  the 
rights  of  the  masses  which  cannot  be 
justified  by  any  false  regard  for  the 
sancity  of  the  American  Sunday. 

Professor  Felix  Adler  gave  a  lecture 
in  New  York  recently  before  the  Society 
of  Ethical  Culture,  in  which  he  discussed 
this  question.  After  a  scholarly  study  of 
the  origin  and  growth  of  .Sabbath  keep- 
ing, Mr.  Adler  made  an  earnest  address 
in  favor  of  opening  the  fair  on  Sunday. 
In  concluding,  he  said: 

"I  speak  now  as  a  friend  of  the  Sab- 
bath, and  not  an  enemy.  I  should  de- 
plore as  much  as  they  the  complete 
secularization  of  the  day  of  rest  that  has 
already  gained  so  much  headway.  But 
I  think  I  perceive,  as  they  apparently  do 
not,  that  they  themselves  are  powerfully, 
though  unconsciously,  helping  on  this 
very  movement  toward  secularization; 
that  they  are  drawing  the  bow  so  tensely 
that  it  will  inevitably  snap  in  their 
hands.  But  I  wish  at  feast  to  go  on  rec- 
ord in  the  matter.  I  believe  in  the  Amer- 
ican tradition  of  the  Sabbath  in  so  far  as 
the  day  should  be  preeminently  conse- 
crated to  moral  and  religious  uses.  But 
I  believe  that  the  American  tradition 
needs  to  be  extended  so  as  to  include 
also  those  uses  which  hive  been  called 
second  best.  I  believe  that  the  e'.ement 
of  gloom  should  be  more  and  more  ex- 
pelled from  Sunday  observance,  that 
men  should  be  made  to  realite  more  and 


and  heart. 

A  dispatch  today  says  that  in  the  event 
of  the  tair  being  opened  on  Sunday,  the 
religious  organizations  of  the  country 
will  send  out  a  iiotire  to  all  members  to 
boycott  the  fair.  It  is*  not  likely  th.it 
fear  of  this  threat  will  have  any  effect 
upon  the  management  of  the  fair  in  de- 
ciding the  ciuestion.  The  making  of 
such  a  boycott  would  be  extremely  ill- 
.advised  to  say  the  least.  No  doubt  those 
who  insist  on  Sunday  closing  are  sincere, 
but  their  views  are  narrow  and  require 
expansion.  They  are  in  the  minority. 
The  majority  of  the  people  favor  Sunday 

opening.

Prohibition's  Enforcement. 

One  result  of  the  restricted  suffrage 
provided  for  by  the  new  constitution  of 
Mississippi  is  that  it  is  giving  the  county 
local  option  law  a  great  boom.  Many 
counties  which  have  heretofore  stead- 
ily voted  down  the  proposi- 
tion to  abolish  the  sale  of 
of  liquor  are  now  going  "dry,"  and  this 
is  surprising  those  who  framed  the  con- 
stitution without  the  slightest  idea  that 
the  restriction  of  the  suffrage  would  aid 
the  prohibition  cause.  But  it  remains  t© 
be  seen  whether  the  counties  that  have 
now  gone  "dry,"  as  a  result  of  the  re- 
duced suffrage,  will  enforce  prohibition. 
That  is  the  greatest  objection  to  prohi- 
bition laws  carried  by  majority  votes- 
I'nless  the  vote  shows  that  three-fourths 
of  the  people  favor  prohibition,  the  law 
will  not  be  enforced. 

The  latest  example  of  this  fact  is 
Iowa.  Prohibition  is  supposed  to  be  the 
law  there,  but  in  many  of  the  cities  there 
is  not  even  a  pretense  made  of  enforcing 
the  law.  Like  other  cities  in  Iowa,  the 
city  of  Ottumwa  now  accepts  of  a  certain 
sum  monthly  from  the  saloon  men  and 
the  saloons  are  running  with  open  doors. 
The  Press  commenting  upon  the  fact 
says,  there  is  much  less  drunkenness 
than  when  the  traffic  was  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  boot-leggers,  and  that  the  city 
treasury  is  rapidly  being  replenished. 
Kansas  is  another  prohibition  state,  but 
it  is  a  notorious  fact  that  the  numerous 
drug  stores  there  are  merely  saloons  in 
disguise. 


The  Patronage  Row. 

The  St.  Cloud  Times  is  not  disposed  to 
accept  as  truth  the  statement  that  Maj. 
Baldwin  and  Mr.  Doran  are  having  a 
row  over  the  federal  patronage,  and  in  a 
recent  issue  it  says:  "As  ourjCsteemed 
friend  ot  The  Duluth  Herald  is  disposed 
to  accept  as  truthful  Washington  specials, 
we  call  its  attention  to  one  elsewhere, 
wherein  Congressman  Baldwin  charac- 
terizes as  stuff  and  nonsense  the  talk 
about  a  patronage  row  between  Mr. 
Doran  and  himself." 

The  Washington  special  to  which  the 
Times  refers  is  to  the  St.  Paul  Pioneer 
Press,  and  the  interview  with  Maj,  Bald- 
win Was  orefaced  by  the  following  per- 
tinent remark:  "This  is  what  he  (Maj. 
Baldwin)  had  to  say  on  the  subject,  and 
it  is  told  for  publication,  especially  as 
efforts  arc  being  made  now  to  patch  up 
all  the  differences  among  the  Minnesota 
Democrats." 

The  Herald  therefore  believes  that 
Maj.  Baldwin  did  upon  that  occasion  de- 
precate the  talk  about  a  patronage  row, 
as  an  effort  was  then  being  made  to 
patch  up  the  differences  between  him 
and  Mr.  Doran,  but  it  is  equally  true 
that «  a  few  days  previously  he  said  to 
The  Herald's  correspondent  at  Wash- 
ington that  he  had  no  feeling  in  favor  of 
Mr.  Doran,  and  that  he  won  in  the  Sixth 
district  despite  Mr.  Doran's  opposition. 
The  Herald  knows  that  its  correspon- 
dent will  not  misquote  the  major.  And 
the  fight  has  not  yet  been  settled. 


Governor  Pennoyer  of  Oregon  has  sev- 
eral times  written  himself  down  an  ass. 
His  latest  long-eared  exhibition  is  made 
in  an  insolent  reply  to  Secretary  of  State 
Gresham  who  had  telegraphed  him  as 
well  as  governors  of  other  Western 
states  expressing  a  hope  that  he  would 
protect  the  Chinese  in  his  state  when  the 
exclusion  act  takes  effect,  as  there  were 
reports  of  threatened  violence.  The 
small  bore  governor  replied:  "I  will  at- 
tend to  my  business.

Oregon  must  be  proud 
of  having  such  an  asinine  executive.

The  American  Girl  Who  Will  Sing  in  104  Con- 
certs at  the  World's  Fair. 
Mile.  Nikita,  the  American  girl  who 
created  such  a  furor  in  Germany  and 
Russia,  will  sing  at  104  concerts  during 
the  World's  fair.     Mile.  Nikita  is  known 

in  private  life  as  MisS  Louisa  Nicholson. 
The  name  she  bears  on  the  stage  is  said 
to  have  been  given  her  by  an  Indian 
chief  who  was  charmed  by  her  voice  and 
carried  her  off,  keeping  her  until  his 
death,  when  he  enjoined  upon  his  son 
the  duty  of  returning  her  to  her  parents. 
This  story,  however,  Nikita  positively 
denies.  She  is  a  Kentucky  girl,  and 
went  abroad  when  she  was  12  years  of 
age  to  study.  She  has  just  passed  her 
twentieth  year. 

She  has  appeared  as  a  prima  donna  in 
opera,  all  over  Germany  and  Russia; 
has  been  presented  to  the  czar  and  czar- 
ina, and  to  the  kings  of  Denmark  and 
Greece. 

Personally"' Nikita  is  much  more  at- 
tractive than  her  picture  would  indicate. 
Her  expression  is  one  of  constantly  vary- 
ing intelligence.  She  converses  charm- 
ingly, and  is  at  home  in  seven  modern 
languages.  She  is  small  and  slender 
and  the  possessor  of  a  little  hand  which 
seems  almost  too  slight  for  the  wealth  of 
brilliants  with  which  it  is  laden. 

Her  warmest  iriends  number  some  of 
the  greatest  living  musicians,  among 
them  Rubinstein,  under  whose  baton  she 
sang  in  St.  Petersburg  when  she  was  but 
17.  She  carries  to  Chicago  Arditi's  m.an- 
uscript  score  of  a  vocal  waltz  written  for 
her.  Her  favorite  rcles  are  in  "Romeo 
and  Juliet"  and  in  "Faust."  both  of  which 
she  has  studied  closely  with  Gounod. 


RELIGIOUS  BIGOTRY. 


Incidents  That  Dishearten  the  Man  Who  Loves 
His  Country. 

Chicago  Post:  Unpleasant  evidences 
of  religious  bigotry  continue  to  manifest 
themselves  in  various  parts  of  the  coun- 
try. In  Rockford,  111.,  the  new  mayor 
and  council  adjourned  from  the  council 
chamber  to  the  larger  circuit  court  room 
to  give  *he  populace  a  degrading  exhi- 
bition. The  mayor  named  one  Stephen 
Julien  to  be  chief  of  the  fire  department 
to  take  the  place  of  Edward  Heffrcn. 
Heffron  is  an  old  and  competent  public 
servant  who  had  been  removed  by  so- 
called  A.  P.  A.  influence  because  he  is  a 
Roman  Catholic.  Julien  was  appoioted 
because  he  was  not  a  Catholic.  The 
council  refused  to  confirm  the  new  ap- 
pointment, and  adjourned  in  the  midst  of 
a  debate  (if  it  may  be  called  bv  such  a 
name)  more  worthy  of  the  middle  ages 
than  of  the  nineteenth  century. 

In  Duluth  the  city  council  refused  to 
confirm  the  appointment  of  one  McGol- 
rick to  succeed  himself  as  a  member  of 
the  library  board.  McGolrick  had  held 
this  position  tor  years  and  filled  it  with 
distinction,  being  a  citizen  of  good  char- 
acter and  a  scholar  of  much  learning. 
The  objection  to  his  reconfirmation  rests 
solely  in  the  fact  that  he  is  the  Roman 
Catholic  bishop  of  the  diocese.  His  re- 
jection has  plunged  the  community  in  a 
war  of  religion  which  gives  no  sign  of 
subsiding. 

Such  incidents  are  disheartening  to  the 
man  who  loves  his  country  and  his  race. 
There  can  be  no  such  thing  as  real  lib- 
erty in  the  republic  so  long  as  bigots, 
disregarding  tne  constitution  and  the 
spirit  of  our  laws,  drag  religion  into 
politics.        ,

A  Blow  Struck   at  the   Equality  of  American 
Citizenship. 

Milwaukee  Sentinel:  A  case  of  dis- 
'.yrareful  intolerance  is  reportetl  at  Du- 
luth, if  the  latts  are  as  alleged  by  the 
Tribune  ol  tl  at  city.  The  town  has  a 
public  library  in  charge  of  a  boanl,  the 
members  of  which  are  appointed  by  the 
mayor  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the 
city  council. 

The  first  board  was  appointed  three 
year&.  ago,  consisting  cf  nine  members, 
one  of  them  being  the  Rev.  James  Mc- 
Golrick, Catholic  bishop  of  that  diocese. 
The  other  eight  members  were  non- 
Catholics.  The  terms  of  three  members 
of  the  board  recentlv  expired,  one  of 
them  being  Bishop  McGolrick.  The 
mayor  renominated  all  three;  two  of 
them  were  confirmed  without  opposition, 
while  the  council,  by  a  vote  of  10  to  2,  re- 
jected Bishop  .McGolrick.  The  Duluth 
Tribune  says  the  only  reason  for  his  re- 
jection was  that  he  is  a 
Catholic.  It  further  says  he 
has  been  a  useful  member  of  the  board, 
and  was  so  regarded  by  all  his  col-^ 
leagues.  If  it  be  true,  as  alleged,  that 
the  bishop  was  rejected  on  account  of 
his  religion  the  act  is  a  disgrace  to  the 
civilization  of  Duluth.  It  was  an  act  as 
un-American  and  as  mischievous  in  its 
character  as  Father  Gulski's  admonition 
to  his  flock  to  "vote  as  Poles  and  Cath- 
olics." 

The  public  library  of  the  city  is  an  in- 
stitution in  which  all  its  people  have  or 
s|iould  have  an  interest.  Sectarianism 
has  no  concern  with  it.  It  is  equally  for 
the  benefit  of  believers  and  non-believers 
in  religious  matters,  for  Catholics  as  well 
Protestants.  The  Catholics  have  the 
same  rights  as  other  citizens,  and  every 
attempt,  from  whatever  source,  to  intro- 
duce discriminations  founded  upon  sec- 
tarian prejudices  in  the  management  of 
public  affairs,  deserves  the  severest  cen- 
sure. 

There  are  no  quarrels  so  acrimonious 
as  quarrels  growing  out  of  differences  of 
opinion  on  leligious  subjects.  Men 
rarely  quarrel  about  certainties;  no  dis- 
putes arise  over  the  multiplication  table; 
but  men  will  wrangle  and  shed  each 
other's  blood  over  a  question  as  to  the 
proper  constr  iction  of  a  text,  written  in 
a  dead  l.inguage,  concerning  the  mean- 
ing of  which  scholars  differ,  and  no  one 
is  ceitain.  They  will  die  fiery  deaths  in 
order  to  main;ain  their  convictions  re- 
specting the  plans  and  purposes  of  the 
Infinite.  The  strength  of  devotion  in 
such  matters,  indeed,  is  apt  to  be  in 
inverse  ratio  to  the  general  enlighten- 
ment. 

With  such  tendencies  in  human  nature 
nothing  is  more  important  for  the  peace 
of  a  community  than  to  maintain 
a  tolerant  spirit  on  subjects  about 
which  the  best  of  men  have 
never  been  able  to  agree.  That 
was  the  spirit  vhich  animated  the 
founders  of  this  government.  They  did 
not  establish  a  Catholic  or  a  Protestant 
government;  ihey  made  it  purely  secular, 
dealing  with  the  affairs  of  this  world  ex- 
clusively; and  left  the  citizen  free  to  hold 
whatever  opirions  he  might  entertain  on 
religious  subjects,  whether  Christian  or 
anti-Christian,  Jewish  or  Mohammedan, 
Buddhist  or  Pagan,  so  long  as  he  obeyed 
the  laws  and  did  net  infringe  upon  the 
equal  rights  of  o'hers. 

IiVjhat  manner  alone  can  peace  on  re- 
ligioiSs  questions  be  maintained,  and 
whoever  discriminates  in  public  affairs 
against  a  citizen  on  account  of  his  relig- 
ious creed,  so  long  as  that  citizen  himself 
acts  in  confc'traity  with  the  spirit  and 
letter  of  our  secular  government,  strikes 
a  blow  at  the  equality  of  American  citi- 
zenship.

'  The  hearint?  in  the  Hulett  will  contest 
was  resumed  this  morning  before  Judge 
lAyer,  and  the  probate  court  room  was 
crowded  with  interested  claimants,  at- 
torneys, witnesses  and  listeners  to  the 

.proceedings.  Mrs.  Pomeroy  was  re- 
called and  testified  that  she  told  Mrs. 
Morgan  of  her  marriage,  also  Mrs.  Zim- 
merman. Mr.  Hulett.  she  said,  used  to 
Jget  up  early,  about  4  o'clock,  eat  his 
breakfast  and  either  go  back  to  bed 
lagain  or  play  several  games  of  euchre. 
She    said  she   was  engaged    to    Hulett 

-twenty  years  ago,  but  the  engagement 
was  broken  off.  As  to  why  the  engage- 
ment was  broken  off  a  sharp  exchange 
of  wiirds  arose  between  counsel,  and  it 
was  ruled  out.  She  saifl  that  Hulett 
spfike  of  marriage  to  her  several  times 
at  the  farm.  She  told  of  her  marriage 
only  after  his  death,  just  before  she  filed 
her  petition.     She  did   not  speak  of  her 

-  alleged  marriage  to  Hulett  at  any  lime  or 
to  anyone  before  Mr.  Hulett's  death.  She 
also  testified  that  everyone  called  her 
Mis.  Pomeroy,  Miss  Brooks  or  Lutie. 

A.  L.  Brooks  was  the  next  witness.  He 
lives  on  the  Hulett  farm  at  Stony  Point, 
and  has  leased  the  place.  He  knew  Ne- 
hemiah Hulett  and  was  employed  by  him 
in    August.  189I.    and    worked    for  him 

-  until  his  death.  He  bad  observed  that 
their  relations  "was  a  pretty  looking 
criminal  kind  of  relations  the  way  things 
was  conducted,  so  it  was."  They  had, 
as  far  as  the  witness  knew,  always  occu- 
pied the  same  room.     r:)uring  the  spring 


of  1892  he  noticed  the  two  people,  Ne- 
hemiah Hulett  and  Lutie  Pomeroy,  in 
bed  together  about  the  last  of  May, 
1892.  He  told  Hulett  there  was  a  lot  of 
scandal  about  him  and  Mrs.  Pomeroy, 
and  Hulett  said  to  him,  "You  come 
over  there  and  I'll  show  you  whether 
there  is  anythmg  criminal  between  us. 
liet  your  things  and  come  over.  Brooks, 
and  I'll  show  you  she  is  my  wife."  At 
this  point  of  the  testimony  Mrs.  Pomeroy 
commenced  to  cry  and  sob. 

The  witness  continued  that  Mr.  Hulett 
said  he  didn't  have  to  make  his  business 
public  and  that  people  ought  to  mmd 
their  own  business.  He  reported  Hulett 
as  saying:  "Now,  Brooks,  I  have  never 
mentioned  this  thmg  before,  but  now  I'll 
let  everyone  know."  Then  followed  a 
rather  rambling  description  of  Hulett's 
habits.  The  contestants  closed  and  the 
court  adjourned  until  2:30  o'clock.

Speculation  Hindered  by  the  Financial  Situa- 
tion in  the  East. 

The  week  here  has  followed,  though  in  far  less 
degree,  ihe'fluctuations  and  falls  on  the  Eastern 
exchanges,  and  while  the  opinion  is  general 
that  thelNew  York  tumble  is  accentuated  by 
sensational  reports  and  is  made  greater  by  the 
attitude  of  the  banks  aad  the  government,  it 
had  had  its  effect  in  hindering  speculation  con- 
siderably. For  the  sis  days  to  noon  today  total 
sales  weru  2!00  shares,  or  4U<)  a  day,  a  loss  aver- 
age than  for  some  time,  but  the  business  gener- 
ally has  been  iu  higher  jiriced  stocks.  There 
has  been  little  change  in  the  values,  today  and 
last  Friday,  except  that  Biwabik,  Shaw  and 
Missabe  Mountain  have  dropped  off  somewhat. 
Bulges  have  occasionally  taken  place  in  both 
listed  and  unlisted  stocks  but  they  have  baen 
somewhat  scarce. 

Sliipments  over  the  Duluth  and  Iron  Range 
road  to  docks  have  begun  freely,  the  movement 
averaging  not  far  from  300J  tons  daily.  The 
Mesaba  is  represented  in  those  shipments  by  the 
Cincinnati,  which  is  sending  some  ore  for  the 
East.  The  Biwabik,  from  its  Minnewas  mine, 
is  sending  about  three  cars  daily  to  the  Duluth 
furnace,  of  a  very  high  grade  ore.  Th«  products 
of  several  more  of  the  Mesaba  properties  have 
this  week  been  placed  with  sales  agents  at 
Cleveland.

said  Piedmont  avenue. 

Section  2.  Said  penui'^sioii  and  authority  is 
hereby  granted  to  the  .Mini  esota  ('anal  com- 
pany upon  tlio  condition  thai  s:iid  canal  com- 
p;iiiy  ucteally  expend  within  one  year  frtmi  the 
dateof  theimssageof  this  ordinance.  $10O,00<i 
upon  tho  Construction  of  its  water  supply  works 
within  the  county  of  St.  J..f)uis  and  state  of 
-Minuisota.  and  within  two  years  after  tho  date 
of  the  i>as«age  of  tliis  ordinance  shall  so  far 
complete  its  said  water  siqiply  Works  as  to  bo 
able  to  supi)ly  a  Budlciency  of  water  for  luiwcr 
to  every  mill  and  elevator  located  thereon,  upon 
or  near  tho  water  front  totween  Minnesota 
Point  and  Kighteenth  avenu"  west  within  said 
city  of  Duluth.  wit'i  v.-hicli  contracts  or  agree- 
ments (or  t)ie  use  of  said  waterpowershall  have 
been  made  by  said  cari.al  coirpany. 

.Said  company  shall  make  iio  unfair  discrlmiu- 
atiou  between  consumers.  It  shail  furnish  wiiter 
for  power  to  all  mills  and  elevators  or  other 
consumers  desiring  to  use  sa.d  jiowor located  on 
Its  line  in  tho  cityof  Duluth  at  reasonable 
prices  according  to  tho  rates  herein  lixed.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  said  company  shall  in  no 
case  Ik'  under  obligaiion  to  furnish  power  to 
any  applicant  therefor  wiiose  mill  or  elevator  is 
not  accessible  to  the  pipe  Unas  of  said  company 
already  established  when  such  application  is 
made.  Provided  also,  that  in  case  of  dispute 
as  to  what  constitute  reasonable  prices  as  said 
words  are  herein  used,  the  piirao  shall  bs  deter- 
mined by  arbitration,  one  ar  jifrator  to  bo  ap- 
jioiiited  by  said  Miuuesota  (  anal  company,  one 
by  tho  api>licant  for  such  power,  and  the  third 
to  be  chosen  by  tho  two  lirst  named,  if  they  are 
unable  to  agree.

Section  3— Said  company  shall  lay  its  pipes 
under  the  eurfaco  of  saiil  streets,  avenues, 
laues,  alleys  and  public  grounds  of  said  city  so 
as  to  conform  to  the  grades  established  thereon, 
and  at  such  depth  as  may  be  necessary  to  pro- 
tect the  same,  and  shall  cause  tho  si. rf ace  of 
sucii  HveniKiS,  streets,  lane.--,  alleys  or  i>ublic 
prounds  to  be  restored  to  the  condition  in  which 
the  same  were  prior  to  tho  h.ying  of  said  pipes, 
and  ?iiall  also  cause  the  hiibstriicturo  of  said 
streets,  including  therein  sewers,  water 
pipes  or  gas  yiipes  under  said  sur- 
face to  bo  in  like  manner  restored  to 
as  good  condition  as  before  :  Provided,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  tho  said  company  from  laying  aud  in- 
closing its  mains  on  the  surface  of 
any  portion  of  any  avenue  wherein  tho  steep- 
ness of  tho  declivity  shall  bo  such  as  to  be  im- 
practicable for  ordinary  trail ic. 

Said  company  shall  at  all  limes  protect,  de- 
fend and  save  harmless  the  cily  of  Duluth,  (1) 
From  all  damages,  from  any  and  all  actions 
at  lav.- by  persons  or  propertj  being  injured  by 
the  improper  or  negligent  manner  of  using  said 
st.-eots  for  the  conveyance  of  said  water,  and  CD 
From  any  liability  for  any  act  of  said  company 
by  reason  whereof  said  city  may  iu  law  be  re- 
sponsible. 

Section  4.  In  computing  tho  time  herein 
witliin  which  it  is  provided  any  act  shall  be 
done  by  said  canal  company  in  pursuance  of  tho 
provis  on.r  of  this  ordinance,  there  shail  uot  bo 
includerl  any  portion  tliei?of  during  whi;:h  said 
canal  company  is  by  legal  inj  inctionorrestrahi- 
ing  order  of  any  court,  proTeiitod from  prosecut- 
ing its  work. 

Section  5.  Within  fif  teem  13)  days  after  the  pub-
